The subcommittee met at 2 o'clock p. m., Senator Kemieth D. 
McKellar presiding. 

Present: Senators McKellar (chairman), Sutheiland, and Johnson 
of California. 

There appeared before the committee Gen. R. E. Wood, Acting 
Quartermaster General, United States Army, and Mr. J. W. Thome, 
assistant to the Quartermaster General. 

STATEHEITT OF OEIT. B. E. WOOD, ACTIirO QUABTEBHASTEB 
GEVEBAL, UVITED STATES ABMT— Besiuned. 

Senator McKellar. Gen. Wood, our subcommittee has been 
taking some testimony recently about the cotton goods* section of 
yoiir department, Mr. Donald, chief of the clothing and equipage 
division, having testified, and Mr. Bailey, chief of the cotton goods 
section of that division, having testified. 

That testimony disclosed the fact that Mr. Bailey was a member 
of the firm of Wdlington, Sears & Co., and also^nterested directly or 
indirectly in some of the cotton mills with which he was doing business 
as the agent of the Government. I have suggested that the time has 
now come when it seems to me that the Quartermaster's Department, 
in the most of its cotton goods purchases, could go back to the system 
of sealed bids; of course except in emergency orders, and holding the 
right to reject any and all bids for good and valid reasons. What do 
you think about this ? 

Gen. Wood. For the first two months after April 28, 1918, when 
I assumed the office of Acting Quartermaster General, the principal 
problem, on account of the very large increase in the Army, was to 
get supplies, particularly of clothing. The shortage in the early 
part oi May of the various classes of cotton goods, particularly of 
duck, khaki uniforms, and sunmier imderwear, seemed acute, and 
instructions were given to buy to the limit. 

As soon as I saw that our stocks were being built up, as soon as 
I received the approved military program up to Jime 30, 1919, 
I felt convinced that the time had come for a change in policy. I 
consulted with Mr. Thome, who was of the same opinion. A meeting 
was held with the heads of divisions in the latter part of July, and the 
reiy point which has been informally discussed with Senator 
McKellar, to wit, the danger of a policy of negotiation, of arbitrary 
selection of price, and the selection of mills, was all brought out, 
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and emphasis was placed on the fact that although this might have 
been necessary in the past, now that our stoclS in all important 
items were built up, we were reaching a point where it was necessary 
to go back to the old established system of Government bidding. • 

Another meeting was beld in New York with the buyers of the 
various sections, to wit, cotton, wool, shoes, rubber goods, etc., and 
Mr. Thome went into detail, not only on the necessity of the pohcy 
of bidding, but of the various steps that should be taken, public 
advertisement, due notice to bidaers, samples and specifications. 
A large number of old contracts let on the old system were, of course, 
still in force, and on certain items where the stocks were not built 
up and the caUs from abroad were still ui^ent, authority was granted 
to continue to purchase in the open market. On au other items 
instructions were given to buy on bids; that awards should be made 
to the lowest bidder unless the firm were unreliable or unless the 
goods that were offered were not up to specificatious. In these cases 
reasons for rejecting lowest bids had to be submitted to the board 
of review. 

Since September 1 of this year it is beUeved that no contracts 
have been awarded except on items where a shortage still exists, 
except on open bids. As far as cotton goods are concerned, there is 
an ample reserve on aU but a few items of duck, and there is no 
reason why the old Government system can not be maintained in 
the future, unless there is a very large and imexpected increase in 
the Army. 

Senator MoKellar. Mr. Thome, have you anything you would 
like to say at this point ? 

Mr. Thorne. Under the authority; of the President, prices may be 
fixed by the War Industries Board, in which case the Quartermaster 
can accept those prices. 

Also in some instances we will endeavor, by taking bids, to obtain 
a still lower price. 

It is our poHcy in no instance to have any of the Quartermaster's 
men members of any price fixing committee of the War Industries 
Board, and in those mstances where such . a condition exists, the 
man will either be removed from the Quartermaster Corps or com- 
pelled to resign from the War Industries Board. 

Senator MoKellar. Right there, may I not ask, as to this rule of 
good conduct, which I very strongly indorse, where a man is per- 
sonally interested in cotton mills or cotton brokerage firms repre- 
senting the inills would he not be required absolutely to give up all 
connection with the mills from which he buys before being a mem- 
ber of your purchasing committee or of any purchasing committee 
in your department ? Why would not that rule hold, a£o ? 

Mr. Thorne. That rule is, in my judgment, being followed. The 
regulation we have on that is that whenever an officer discovers that 
he is interested directly or indirectly in a contract, he is compelled 
by the Army Eegulations to immediately report the fact to his 
superior officer, \mo thereafter conducts all negotiations on that 
particular transaction. 

Senator MoKellar. Take the case of a man who, in order to 
apparentlv conform to the law, transfers the stock in his mills, with- 
out consideration, to his wife. 

Gen. Wood. That is evading the law. ^ 
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Senator McKellab. Do you consider thf^t a compliance with the 
law? 

Gen. Wood. No; and we have cautioned everybody about that. 

Senator McKellab. I want to call your attention to the testimony 
of one of the witnesses before this committee, who said that he had 
transferred all his stock to his wife, and said that he did that upon the 
advice that he got from the Quartermaster General. 

Gen. Wood. He did not get it from the Quartermaster General. 
He got it from a mian named Savage, who is 'a lawyer. 

lk&. Thorne. He got that advice from a legal adviser in one office 
of the Quartermaster General's department, which in my judgment 
was most imsoimd. Mr. Rice's position with the Quartermaster 
Corps was referred to the Secretary of War through Mr. Stettinius 
bringing out the fact that the converting and dyeing trade was a very 
technical matter in which we wanted an expert adviser. Mr. Perkins, 
who succeeded Mr. Stettinius after the latter went to France, has 
written us that Mr. Rice's services may be retained provided .the' 
stock is retransf erred back to his name, so that no camouflage would 
be employed, and further provided that we present to him letters 
from tne industry at large stating that Mr. Rice's services will be 
satisfactory to that industry. 

Senator McKellar. As a member of the Senate Committee on 
MiUtary Affairs I want most earnestly and positively to disagree 
with Mr. Perkins, and to say that the keeping of Mr. Rice in any 
capacity, imder the facts as related by him in his own testimony 
keeping him in the employ of the Government in any capacity under 
the facts as stated by Mr. Rice himself, very frankly, would, in my 
judgment, be absolutely improper. 

den. Wood. I think that we would like to read his testimony. 

Senator McKellab. I will see that vou get a copy. 

(A galley proof of the testimony of tne witnesses Rice, Bailev, and 
Donald was later during this session of the committee handed to 
Gen. Wood for his use and taken from the committee room bv him.) 

Mr. Thorne. And we will take such action as will be satisfactory, 
either by convincing you otherwise or by adopting yoiu* suggestion. 

Senator McKellar. You wanted to say something else, did you 
not, Mr. Thome ? 

Mr. Thorne. Yes. Continuing in regard to the price fixing, there 
has arisen another very great problem, namely, as to the order of the 
President of July 24 of this year, requesting that no business be 
placed in congested districts, and that no new facilities be built; which 
will Compel, very frequently, the rejection of low bids and the accept- 
ance of considerably higher prices m order that the business may be 
kept out of this congested territory. 

Senator McKellar. I want to ask both of you gentlemen this 
Question. Of course I am delighted that you have made the changes 
tnat have just been related by Gen. Wooa, but I call your attention 
to the fact that these are not sealed bids. They come in, as I sup- 
pose, with the knowledge of, and are examined by, Mr. Bailey, 
naturally. 

Gen. Wood. I think they would be, if he is the head of the section. 

Senator McKellar. He is the head of the section, and of course 
they would go to him. 

Gen Wood. Yes. 
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Senator McKellar. Mr. BaUey, according to his testimony, was 
interested in two mills, or three, and had been interested in the large 
and well-known brokerage firm of Wellington, Sears & Co. for many 
years; and he says that as soon as the war is over he expects to go 
back into that business. Naturally, he is interested, in every real 
sense, in that concern. The firm of Wellington, Sears & Co. repre- 
sents many mills. Any open bidding, such as you have suggested, 
leaves in me hands of iMr. Bailey, whether he utilizes it or not, this 
information — ^puts him in the attitude of having inside information — 
which can be directly or indirectly given to all of his clients, and 
they have got an immense advantage over every other man in the 
country. 

Gen. Wood. You mean in their bids? 

S^iator MoEellar. Yes; in their bids. 

Gen. Wood. Wait a minute. I think you misunderstood me, Sen- 
ator, when I said "open bidding.'* When I said that, I meant bid- 
ding by open advertisement. That is sealed bids. 

&nator McKellar. Oh, theii your plan does provide for sealed 
bids? 

Gen. Wood. For sealed bids; and when I say ''open,'' that is a 
technical term that used to be used in the Government service. 
When it is said that it is an open bid, that is rather a misnomer. I 
meant that it had an open advertisement. Sometimes you just send 
out letters asking for bids, and they are sealed. But when you say 
"open bids" it means that the bidding is open to the whole world 
or trade. To say "sealed bids by advertisement" would be better. 

Senator McKellar. Then, as I understand it. do the bidding 
that you have already put in force as of the date oi September 1, this 
month, provide for sealed bids ? I ask that for the reason that it 
seems to me to be very important that you should provide for sealed 
bids. 

Gen. Wood. Here is one of the advertisements. 

Senator McKellar. We will put that in the record right here. 

(The advertisement referred to, the saine being a clipping from a 
newspaper, is here printed in full, as follows:) 

Proposals Invited. — Office of the Quartermaster General, New York City. Sealed 
proposals for furnishing 4-leaf uniform twills, cotton drills, burlap, paper sheets, jute 
canvas, padding, plain cotton cloth, gray gauze, and jeans wul oe received here 
until 2 p. m., Au^ast 30, 1918. Information on application. Envelopes containing 
proposals must be indorsed " Proposals for cotton goods'' and addressed to the cotton 
goods branch, Clothing and Equipage Division, 109 East Sixteenth Street, New York 
City. 

Gen. Wood. All these advertisements provide for sealed pro- 
posals. 

Senator McKellar. Well, you can see this illustrates it. With- 
out in the slightest intending to reflect upon Mr. Bailey — ^I do not 
know that he would use this information m any such way at all — 
you can easily see that with Mr. Bailey having aosolute control even 
over sealed bids, if he had charge of them all, there ought to be some 
plan of assuring the trade — all those who bid — that every bidder was 
on terms of absolute equaUty. Then, to illustrate what I mean, I 
can not do better than to call to your attention the very adnairable 
arrangement of Admiral McGowan with reference to sealed bids for 
the Navy. He requires them all to be placed in locked boxes. At a 
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certain hour, they are opened in the presence of every bidder who 
wants to be there, transcribed immediatel]r in large books on a coun- 
ter near bv, never taken out of sight of the bidders at all, and thereafter 
the awards are made. Do you not think that is the best and fairest 
and onlyway. 

Gren. Wood. That, I think, is carrying precautions to an extreme. 
It can be done very easily. As a matter of fact, I was in New Yoric 
last Friday when one of these proposab came in. The bidders were 
all up there. The bids were read out to them. Any bidder that 
wants to be present can be present, and the bids are transcribed for 
us just as these are transcriptions of the bids, you see [indicating], 
showing the prices and the d!ates of deliveries, and any amendments 
to them. 

Senator MoE^ELLAB. Would you mind puttine one of these pro- 
posals you have brought here in the record, just for the sake of utm» 
tration of your system ? 

Gen. Wood. No, sir; this copy can go in. 

(The document offered by Gen. Wood is here printed in full in the 
record*, as follows:)

Gen. Wood. Now, these men like Bailey and Rice, and Kendal 
who bought our caps, they were not familiar with the bids, and when 
they did go for one, with the best will in the world they made some 
bulls to start with, and it was not retdW imtil the 1st of September 
that we got down to this basis. Mr. !^endal advertised for bids for 
caps, and gave them only four days' notice, and did not send a sample 
of the caps to the bidders. Naturally, nobody could bid except the 
men who had seen the caps. Mr. Thorne caught that, and he ad- 
vertised, and we got things under way, but we have lost about three 
weeks' production on it. That man did that through ignorance of 
the Government system of bidding; but they are ^ beginning to 
understand now, and the bids are in correct shape, and I do not see 
any opportunity for any trouble — ^I mean, for any advantage. 

Senator MoKellar. Are the bids all opened — ^unsealed — ^in the 
presence of the bidders ? 

Gen. Wood. They are opened—unsealed — ^in the presence of the 
bidders. 
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Senator MgE^llab. And no bidder is allowed to put in a bid 
subsequwitly ? 

Mr. Thobne. No, sir. 

Gen. Wood. No; there is an exception to that. I Jo not think it 
ever came up here, but it came up in a case out at Omaha. If a bid 
is delayed in the mails, it can be opened afterwards, but the bidders 
have got to be notified. 

Mr. Thobne. In the case of bids, the successful bidders and the 
prices are posted on a bulletin board, and the bids advertised. 

Gen. Wood. We are the only department in the Anny that are 
publishii^ now, and have for the last two months, all the lists of the 
successful bidders, and that is why I sav I do not imderstand why, 
if yoiu* prices are too high or some firm has not gotten bids it ougnt 
to have had, it has not come to us. They have come to us very 
promptly on other things. 

Senator McKellab. 1 want to call your attention to another 
thing. In questioning Mr. Rice the other day, he submitted one. of 
these quotations submitted by finishers in response to a letter of 
August 13, and calling for prices including August 24, 1918. Instead 
of asking for bids he merely asked for quotations. On questioning 
him I found that he let a contract to one nrm, say on imif orm cloth — 1 
do not recall the exact stuff, but I think it was for imiforms — ^for 4 
cents when that particular firm had bid 4f cents, and when asked 
why that was done, he said that he had canceled some contracts of 
that firm, and that we owed that firm something on that ground, 
and he gave it the contract by way of settling the claim of the com- 

Saliy. Now, when you come to think of it that a Member of the 
[ouse or of the Senate can not deal with a company or can not deal 
with individuals, but only the entire Congress by act or resolution 
can pay claims against the Government, when you find that an em- 
ployee, a subordmate employee, of the Government actually settles 
claims against the Government in the way of fixing prices, it seems 
to me that the Quartermaster's Department is gomg away beyond 
anything that was ever intended bv law or by common fair dealing, 
and I want to ask if that kind of aealing meets with your approvd. 

Gen, Wood. Well, I do not know of the particular case, i think 
that is a very exceptional case. I never heard of it. 

Senator MxdKellab. I will be glad for you to read it in the testi- 
monv of either Mr, Rice or Mr. Bailey — and I think it was Mr. Rice — 
in which he said he had done that. However, he made them come 
down to a lower figure in giving it to them. Have you instituted the 
same method of having your cloths dyed, by sealed bids, that you 
have in pu rchasing your cotton goods ? 

Gen. Wood. Yes. 

Senator McKellab. When was that instituted ? 

Gen. Wood. As I say, we gave the orders, as I recall, about the 
latter part of July. 

Senator McE^ellab. But as a matter of fact they had not been 
put into operation until the last few weeks ? 

Mr. Thobne. In this particular instance I am surprised that it was 
not done by sealed bids. I thought it was done. And the way I 
look at this, I think that Mr. Rice thought that in getting the quota- 
tions he was following the Government custom of bidding. It is 
away wrong. 
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Senator MgKellab. If a man has not ^ot any more knowledge of 
what is going on than that, is it possible uiat he oi^ht to be kept in 
the employ of the Government? 

Gen. Wood. August 30, and the bids were opened September 9. 
It was about September 1. 

Senator MgKbllab. So that, as I understand you, sealed bids are 
now being asked on all goods that are susceptible of being boi^ht in 
that way, or having in view the supply and demand ? 

Mr. Thobne. Yes. 

Gen. Wood. On all ffoods where our stocks are plentiful, and that 
would include, as I tola you, most stocks of cotton goods. It should 
be true on woolen goods. I have authorized Mr. Kerstein, who has 
been poimding at us on this bidding system — they are going to the 
other extreme now and beginning to wait and delay thii^ too long. 
For instance, we have to buy 15,000,000 pairs of woolen breeches. 
That is nearly $100,000,000, or about $60,000,000. We said to Mr. 
Kerstein, who buys those woolen breeches, or I told him in New York, 
''We have got to have them coming along at the rate of over a 
million a month. Now, to advertise on such a big contract, you*" 
want to reach everybody, and we want to give at least 30 days of 
advertisement, and that would make the bids opened at the end of 
Sei>tember, and to canvas them and transcribe, and all that, it would 
be in October, and that would mean deliveries in November;" so I 
told Mr. Kerstein we would authorize him to buy these two or three 
miUion pairs under the old system, and to keep them going right 
along, and then to advertise for the balance. 

Senator McKellab. Does he have the right to fix the price of those 
he buys on emergencv that way ? 

Gen. Wood. No; that is just the system that the Grovemment em- 
ploys in any time — ^in peace times. We used to employ it on the 
Panama Canal, frec^uently. He can call up firms within reach and 
ask them to wire him quotations. 

Senator MoEjqllab. What does he do, as a matter of fact ? Does 
he do that or does he just* buy on his own ideas ? 

Gren. Wood. In this particular instance there is a special board 
appointed by the Secretary of. War to protect the needle trades, and 
to stop anv sweat-shop work, and that particular board investigates 
the special conditions and establishes a proper price of fabricating' 
these uniforms. So far as that particular case is concerned, I would 
not care if he went out to-morrow in New York City and paid a 
dollar too much for breeches, because there it is a very urgent need. 

Senator McKellab. Of course, if he could not get the breeches 
without paying a dollar too much you would not care, you mean ? 

Gen. Wood. No. 

Senator McKellab. On the other hand, if he uses the po^^er in- 
trusted to him to give more for them iust because he has got the * 
power, when he could get them a dollar cheaper, you womd not 
approve of that? 

Gen. Wood. I would not approve of it. 

Senator McKellab. Who is Mr. Kerstein ? Is he connected with 
any 

Gen. Wood. He has the woolen equipment. 

Senator McKellab. Is he connected with any concern that he is 
doing business with for the Grovemment? 
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Gen. Wood. Not that I know of. 

Mr. Thorne. He was connected with a big department store in 
Boston. 

Senator MoKbllar. What store ? 

Mr. Thorne. Filene & Co., of Boston. 

Senator MoKbllar. Were they engaged in any way in the wooW 
trade? 

Gen. Wood. Well, they are a department store. 

Senator McKellar. They were not engaged in woolen manu- 
facture ? 

Gen. Wood. No, sir; not that I know of. 

Senator McKjsllar. So far as you know, Mr. Kerstein never has 
been so connected ? 

Gen. Wood. Not that I know of. I think he is a partner in that 
firm, is he not? 

Mr. Thorne. I think he is a partner. 

Senator McKellar. Do you Know whether he buys from his own 
^concern? 

Mr. Thorne. I am very positive he does not. 

Gen. Wood. No; his department does not buy from department 
stores. 

Senator McKellar. I do not know anything about Mr. Kerstein^ 
but I just wanted to get at his methods. The truth is that I have 
been startled by the mterconnection between the witnesses I have 
examined, and tne trade with which they were doing business and their 
personal and financial interests. 

Gen. Wood. I think you will find, Senator, if you will go through 
every department in the Army in Washington, the same thing, prin- 
cipally because when the tremendous expansion came on they grabbed 
for the men that were in these trades. 

Senator McKellar. No, sir; you will remember that instead of 
their grabbing for them those men came down here and offered their 
services, and that is a very, very different thing. Now, you do not 
find that in the Navy, and what I am intensely desirous of is to have 
the purchasing of the Army put on the same high plane as the pur- 
chasmg for the Navy. I think they have managed it better, and in 
saying that I do not want to put any criticism on you gentlemen. 
They nad a big organization to begin with, and you gentlemen did 
not have, and of course that much is in their fav>or. But what I 
want to do is to see the whole thing work along together. . 

Gen. Wood. How about the results ? What are the results ? Have 
we paid more than the Navy ? I do not know of a single instance 
where we have paid more than the Navy, except for some of that 
duck, and that I only know from hearsay. I do not believe you will 
find a single thing; and as a matter of fact we have got the goods 
and we have just turned over a couple of hundred thousand blankets 
to the Navy. 

Senator McKellar. I am very jealous of the good name of the 
Army, and I am glad to hear you talk about it in that way. • 

Gen. Wood. They have an awfully good man in the Navy. His 
problem, you understand, does not compare with ours, because the 
Navy has grown from 150,000 men to 400,000, while the Army has 
grown from a hundred thousand to three, million', and now going 
on to five million. 
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Senator MoKellar. I realize that. 

Gen. Wood. And, mind you, here is the point I do not believe you 
do see, Senator. This is a matter of principle. It is all easy enough 
to say about these men, ''Get rid of them," but if I had had this to 
do at the start, if I had had to start in as Quartermaster General, I 
think I would have chosen probably a great many diflferent men 
from those we have now, but nere we are operating day by day, just 
straining to keep up right along. Those men are in there. You may 
say, *' Well, Mr. Bailey, or Mr. Rice, or Tom Jones, we will accept 

Jour resignation to-morrow.'' There are fifty or a himdred or two 
imdred different contracts outstanding that those men are all 
familiar with, they know all the threads of those contracts, and you 
take an ordinary business organization, and you may say, ''After all, 
the man at the head does not make so much difference; his sub- 
ordinates are there to carry things on,'' but this organization is just 
thrown together and the trouble is a lot of the fellows do not know 
these contracts, and you can not change in a minute without throw- 
ing your machinery out. 

Senator McKellar. You may not do. that, but what I am asking 
is this: Where it is apparent, as it is here, that men are interestea 
in selling to the Government, they might be used better; these gentle- 
men might go into the Army and go across on the other side and 
be used with a great deal more effect over there, for instance, in the 
distribution of cotton goods, and in a hundred ways where need for 
them might arise in regard to cotton goods in France that they might 
be equipped for; but Mr. Bailey buying for the Government over here 
and representing the large number of firms that he represents as 
broker, and being interested in them personally in some instances, 
that makes him absolutely impossible as a purchaser, in my judg- 
ment, for the Army over here, or for the Navy isither, for that matter. 
I do not think that any man, regardless of his character or standing 
or ability, should be in that position. It is a great injustice to him. 
No one would ever believe — ^it does not make any difference how pure 
he may be, no man would ever believe that he was staying in that 
position without giving his own friends the better of it, and his own 
mterests the bettor of it 

Gen. Wood. Do you think there is any less danger imder a system 
of sealed bids ? 

Senator McKellar. Yes, sir; I am frank to say that I do, if you 
want my judgment about it. I am delighted to hear you express 
the view that you do. ^ 

Gen. Wood, I would be greatly obliged if you would get a list of 
prices fixed on cotton goods by the War Industries Board and make 
that an exhibit — put it in this record in your testimony. 

I would also like to have a statement showing a comparison between 
the prices of cotton goods fixed, say, a year ago, nine months ago, 
six months ago, and three months ago, and at tne present time, if it 
would not be too much trouble. 

Gen. Wood. Mr. Thorne, will you make a note of that? 

Mr. Thorne, Yes, sir. 

Gen. Wood. We will arrange to do that. 

(At 3 o'clock p. m. the subcommittee adjourned, subject to the 
call of the chairman.) 
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(Mimeographed copies of prices of cotton goods fixed by the War 
Industries Board having been furnished by Mr. Thome and Mr.

Standard Army duck, 33 per cent from list. 
These prices represent a reduction from quoted market prices of about 20 per cent 
to 30 per cent, and apply to all primary civilian purchases as well as to tne Gov- 
ernment and those Governments associated with us in the war. A committee is at 
work on a list comprising a full line of staple cotton fabrics for the purpose of estab- 
lishing prices upon a parity with those herein quoted. It is expected that this list 
will be published in a few days. These prices are to remain in effect until October 1 
of this year, before which date the industry will meet with the price-fixing committee 
for ihe purpose of a^eeing upon prices for a further period of 90 days. I^^ture Mjree- 
ments will be premised on figures to be collected and analyzed by the Federal Trade 
Commission designed both to show basis of profit and equity of parities. Present 
prices were necessarily based upon inadequate information, but, in the emergency 
nature of the case and the advisability of a gradual adjustment, are consider^ fair 
and equitable by both the manufacturers and the price-fixing committee. Prices 
named are to cover primary sales made since June 8 for delivery after October 1 and 
allprimary sales made since June 21 r^ardlees of the deliver}^ dates. 

Tne President, in approving these prices, has expressed his appreciation of the 
spirit with which the cotton manufacturers have met the Government's efforts to 
stabilize an industry which so directly reaches into the life of every citizen. The 
President calls upon and expects all manufacturers of ready-to-wear goods as well as 
all dealers in cotton fabrics to so regulate their profits as to insure to the consumer 
the full benefit of this large reduction in price.

Cotton fabrics: In accordance with the agreement between the representatives of 
the cotton industry and the price-fixing committee of July 1, 1918, the following 
differentials, based on the prices then agreed to, have been fixed by the price-fixing 
committee, to remain in effect until October 1, 1918. In fixing these prices the com- 
mittee wisnes to lay stress upon the fact that the spirit of the agreement must govern 
all sales prices of cotton fabrics regardless of the fact that it is only possible from time 
to time to issue schedules of prices on particular specific lines:

Class 3: Pilot junior shirting, 28 inches, 4.30 chambrays. at 22 cents, terms 2/10-60 
extra, delivery at mill, no freight (which figures net to mill 10.2134). 

Class 4: Massachusetts, 26 inches, 3.00 suitings, at 29 cents, terms 2/10-60, delivery 
at mill, no freight (which figures net to mill $0.2813).

The subcommittee met at 10 o'clock a. m., Senator Keimeth D. 
McKellar presiding. . 

Present: Senators McKellar (chairman), Sutherland, and Johnson 
of California. 

There appeared before the committee Gen. R. C. Marshall, chief of 
the Construction Division, Quartermaster GeneraFs OflSce, War 
Department; Mr. George M. Snyder, sales manager, the National 
Sanitwy Co., Salem, Ofio; Mr. F. H. Caldwell, president, the CahiU 
Iron Works, Chattanooga, Tenn.; Mr. Charles F. Arrott, president, 
United States Sanitary Manufacturing Co., Pittsburgh, Pa.; Mr. 
W. G. Moore, president, the Humphreys Manufacturing Co., Mans- 
field, Ohio. 

(After informal proceedings, not stenographically reported. Gen. 
Marshall left the committee room, when the following proceedings 
were had.) 

STATEXEITT OF HB. CHABLES F. ABBOTT. 

Senator McKellar. With what company are you connected ? 

Mr. Aruott. The United States Sanitary Manufacturing Co. of 
Pittsburgh, Pa. 

Senator McKjellar. What do you manufacture ? 

Mr. Arrott. We manufacture bath tubs, and other enameled 
iron sanitary ware. 

Senator McKellar. Do you do any work for the Government ? 

Mr. Arrott. We do some work for the Government. 

Senator McKellar. In dollars and cents, about how much have 
you done up to date ? 

Mr. Arrott. Up to date we have done approximately $25,000 
worth of work. 

Senator McKellar. What are you capable of doing, per year, 
for the Government, generally speaking ? 

Mr. Arrott. I woidd say about $400,000 or $500,000 worth. 

Senator McKellar. Did the Government ask you for sealed bids, 
or how did you get the work that you have done ? 

Mr. Arrott. The Government asked us to file our prices. 

Senator McKellar. What officer of the Government did you have 
these transactions with ? 

Mr. Arrott. Directly with Maj. John C. McCubbin. 
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Senator MoKellar. Had ^rou known him before, and who was he ? 

Mr. Arrott. Maj. McCubbin is a son of the late Charles J. McCub- 
bin of Washington, who was in the plumbing and supply business in 
this city. EKs son, Maj. John C. McCubbin, previous to entering the 
employ of the (jovemment, was in the employ of the Standard Sani- 
tary Manufacturing Co., in its advertising department, known as the 
promotion department. 

Senator MoKellar. What is the size of the Standard Sanitary 
Manufacturing Co.? What proportion ol this partic?alar business in 
the United States does it do ? 

Mr. Arrott. The Standard company control about 60 per cent of 
the business of the United States. 

Senator McEIellar. And this former officer of the Standard com- 
pany is now a major in the Construction Division, having charge of 
this division of work ? 

Mr. Arrott. Yes, sir. 

Senator MoKellar. And purchases for the Government ? 

Mr. Arrott. Yes. 

Senator MoKellar. Do you know whether he purchases any 
from his own firm ? 

Mr. Arrott. I know that he purchases very largely from his 
former employer. 

Senator McKellar. He is not now in the employ of that company? 

Mr. Arrott. He is not, at the present time. 

Senator MoKellar. Have you ever had any conversatic«i with 
any member of the Sanitary company about the business done by the 
Government with that company ? 

Mr. Arrott. Yes, I have; with Mr. Theodore Ahrens, the president 
of the Standard company. Mr. Ahrens has stated on numerous 
occasions that his company has secured large orders from the Govern- 
ment. On the 19th instant Mr. Ahrens stated that his company had 
secured a very large contract from the Government, but he had not 
as yet secured the formal order. He stated that this order prac- 
tically took them out of the market for the year 1918. Also the 
Standard company issued a printed circular to the trade stating 
that they were out of the market for the balance of the year. 

Senator McKjjllar. Mr. Arrott, what has been the effect of the 
war on this particular industry. Has it restricted your industry or 
improved it ? 

Mr. Arrott. The war has restricted the business materially. 

Senator MoKellar. Has there been any trouble about obtaining 
priority orders for the materiak that are used in your business ? 

Mr. Arrott. We have been notified by Mr. Replogle's department 
that after January 1/we will not receive any iron imless we have 
Government orders on which to use it. 

Senator McKellar. If the Government business is confined alone 
to the Standard company, what effect would that have on the various 
other companies engaged in this business, in view of this order ? 

Mr. Arrott. We will have to close our plants down, or turn our 
plants into making shells, or some other Government essential work. 

Mr. Caldwell. Would you not want to state, in that connection, 
that this is a very difficult thing to do in this particular industry 
without investing a very large amoimt of money? That is, the 
machinery made for this special business is not adapted for anything . 
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else and that makes it very difficult for this particular line of industry 
to take up any other war work. 

Senator MgKellab. Do you agree with that statement, Mr. 
Arrott? 

Mr. Arrott. Yes, sir. 

-Senator McKellar. There is no scarcity of these articles now, is 
there? 

Mr. Arrott. The supply is larger than the demand. 

Senator McKellar. Under these conditions, what in your judg- 
ment would be the most efficient and economical policy for the Gov- 
ernment in respect to purchasing these materials ? 

Mr. Arrott. I believe that if the Government asked for sealed 
bids, it would be for the interest of the Government. 

Senator McBjellar. What would be your judgment as to the 
policy of the Government having in charge of tne proposal and the 
bids a man like Maj. McCubbin, who has been connected with one 
of these companies? 

Mr. Arrott. I believe that any man who had formerly been em- 
ployed in the enameled-iron industry could not deal justly with the 
various manufacturers, and also with the Government's interests. 

Senator McKellar. Do you know of any connection between 
Maj. McCubbin and the officers of the company which he used to 
represent, or any of them ? 

Mr. Arrott. I only know from hearsay, and it is common trade 

fossip that the relations between Maj. McCubbin and Mr. George 
[erth, jr., the Standard's Washington representative, are very close. 
Senator McKellar. Personally, or officially, or how? 
Mr. Arrott. Personally. 

Senator McKellar. Is there anything else that you feel as though 
you would like to state? 

Mr. Arrott. I think that covers the situation so far as I am 
concerned. 

STATEHEITT OF HB. F. H. CALDWELL. 

Senator McKellar. Mr. Caldwell, you have heard this statement 
of Mr. Arrott's? 

Mr. Caldwell. Yes, sir. 

Senator McKellar. What do you have to say in reference to that 
statement? 

Mr. Caldwell. The only thing that I can recall just at this minute 
where I diflEer from Mr. Arrott is that I believe that owing to the 
very great shortage of labor, and the difficulty of running these plants 
to their fuU capacity, there is not a very large supply of goods on 
hand, and that Government housing propositions will take up all 
available capacity. It would not be so if we could run our pl&nts to 
their full capacity, but I think that there is really a shortage of goods 
and that there are no surplus stocks in the country. 

Senator McKjbllar. If the Government has, as has been stated, 
given a contract to the Standard company for all the housing proposi- 
tions — all of the housing contracts — and the other various companies 
were left out, would you still think that the capacity was not equal 
to the demand for the goods ? 
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Mr. Caldwell. I do not get that, Mr. Chairman. 

Senator MgKellab. If the Standard company has gotten all the 
contracts, would you still think that the capacity of the country was 
insufficient to supply the demands? 

Mr. Caldwell. On, there practically is no demand for Govern- 
ment goods, and I think from what I can hear that the Government 
housing proposition is going to be so sreat that it will keep all the 
manufacturers there are in wis line fainy busy; that is, provided it is 
equitably distributed. 

Then again. Senator, two of the very largest manufacturers in this 
business are making shells. One of the lai|;e plants of the Standard 
in Pittsburgh is devoted altogether to making shells, and I under- 
stand the large plant of the Kohler Co., at Kohler, Wis., are making 
shells, and their capacity is taken up very largely in that way, which, 
of course, will reduce their output on enameled ware. 

Senator McKjellar. How many plants are there that are making 
these p'articular articles ? 

Mr. Moore. Fourteen to 15. 

Mr. Caldwell. Fourteen to 15, Mr. Moore says. 

Senator McKellar. Is there anything else that you would hke to 
say? 

Mr. Caldwell. Only this. Senator: If you ask me what I think 
about Maj. McCubbin being put in this office, while I know nothing 
derogatory to Maj. McCubbm, I think, on general principles, it would 
be unfair to take a man out of the office or sales force of any enam- 
eledware mamrfacturer and deputize him to buy enameled ware. 
Naturally he could not help being biased. I would say a man taken 
from the sales force of any other manufacturer than the Standard, 
no matter if he wanted to, could hardly do the Standard justice and 
could hardly help favoring his old employers. 

Senator McKellar. While he is an officer like this he ought not to 
be connected with any concern ? 

Mr. Caldwell. Not with any other manufacturer. 

Senator McKjellar. With any of the manufacturing concerns en- 
gaged in this business ? 

Sir. Caldwell. Yes. 

Senator McKellar. And he should be absolutely not connected 
with them by personal or other ties ? 

Mr Caldwell. Fair and unbiased, he ought to be. 

Senator McKellar. A fair and unbiased man. 

]^fr. Caldwell. I should also like to say that I do not think there 
is any .difficulty in getting a man Hke that from any of the Iqrge 
jobbing houses as penectly competent as Maj. McCubbm. Any large 
jobbing house of the country can furnish a man every bit as compe- 
tent to be a buyer of enameled ware as Maj. McCubbin is. Would 
you not say so, Mr. Arrott ? 

Mr. Arrott. Yes. 

Mr. Caldwell. Would you not say so, Mr. Snyder ? 

Mr. Snyder. Yes. 

Senator McKellar. You live in Chattanooga ? 

IVfr. Caldwell. Yes. 

Senator McKellar. And near Fort Oglethorpe ? 

Mr, Caldwell. Yes. 
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Senator MoEjsllab. Have you been called on to bid for any work 
there, and have you received any contracts for work there, and if 
not, do you know to whom those contracts were given, and whether 
the gooos were sent by ordinary rail or by express? 

Mr. Caldwell. We have gotten no orders direct from Maj. Mc- 
Cubbin at Chattanooga Park on the work there. We have done 
quite a good deal of business through jobbers there. We are within 
12 miles of the park. We have been informed that goods have been 
ordered and sent there by express from other manufacturers. We 
do not know that of our own knowledge. I tried to find out, and could 
not. Under the way of asking for oids, we never know where the 
goods go, but are asked to bid f . o. b. factory. 

Senator McKellak. You say that you have sold goods there 
through jobbers ? 

Mr. Caldwell. Yes, sir. 

Senator McKellab. What jobbers have, been buying for the 
Government there ? 

Mr. Caldwell. The Crane Co., at Knoxville.' Also the James 
Supply Co., of Chattanooga, have been subcontractors there on 
Government work, and have bought goods direct from us; quite a 
lai^e quantity of them. 

Senator McKellab. Is there anything else you would Hke to say? 

Mr. Caldwell. I can not think of anything else. 

STATEHENT OF HB. W. 0. HOOBE. 

Senator McKellar. Mr. Moore, you have heard the statements 
of Messrs. Arrott and Caldwell. In a general way, do you indorse 
these statements ? 

Mr. Moore. The only thing, Senator, is that we have a plant 
capacity of easily $350,000 a year, and we have received no orders 
whatsoever from^ the Quartermaster Department. That capacity 
will virtually be idle in a few months if we do not get a share or a 
portion of Government business. 

Senator McKellab. Why? 

Mr, Moore. Because of the fact that our raw materials wiU have 
been cut off after the first of the year. 

Senator McKellab. I forgot to ask you, Mr. Caldwell, whether 
your concern had received any Government contracts through thia 
department ? 

Mr. Caldwell. None through that department whatever, except 
one order that was offered to us; but conditions attached to it were 
such that we could not accept it, and had to refuse the order. 

STATEMENT OF MB. OEOBOE H. SITYDEB. 

Senator McKellab. Mr. Snjrder, you have heard the statements of 
these other three gentlemen? 

Mr. Snydeb. Yes. 

Senator McKellab. What have you to say about them? 

Mr, Snydeb. I heartily agree with them. 

Senator McKellab. Are you of opinion that there should be a 
change in the method of letting these contracts ? 

Mr. Snydeb. Yes, sir. 
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Senator McKellab. Do you think it ought to be by sealed bids or 
not? 

Mr. Snyder. Well, I think that sealed bids would be a fair wajr. 

Senator McKellar. Then assuming that they are sealed bids; 
do you think it is fair to have as the purchasing agent of the Govern- 
ment an officer who has formerly been connect^ with the largest 
institution making these articles ? 

Mr. Snyder. I think that is not fair. 

Senator McKellar. Have you received any of these Grovemment 
orders ? 

Mr. Snyder. Not a dollar. 

Senator McKIellar. Have you ever been asked to bid? 

Mr. Snyder. Not that I know of. 

Senator McKellar. What is the capacity of your concern? 

Mr. Snyder. Probably$400,000 to $500,000 a year. 

Senator McKellar. What would be the eflfect on your firm if, 
after the 1st of Januarv, a supply of iron is denied you? 

Mr. Snyder. From tne manufacturing standpoint? 

Senator McKellar. Yes. 

Mi. Snyder. Out of business. 

STATEMENT OF MR. CHABLES F. ABBOTT— Besumed. 

Senator McKellar. Now, Mr. Arrott, I want to ask you if you 
have any knowledge of the letting of contracts at Nitro, W. Va. ? 

Mr, Arrott. The Standard Co. received the order for the plumb- 
ing fixtures required at Nitro, W. Va. Among other items there 
was a purchase of 2,500 water-closet combinations, consistiag of a 
porcelam bowl, wood tank, and wood seat, and the only part of this 
outfit which they made was the porcelain bowl. The tanks and 
seats were purchased by the Standard Co. from the C. R. James 
Manufacturmg Co., of Canton, Ohio; although Mr. James was not 
able to sell direct to the Construction Division, nor to get a satis- 
factory interview with Maj. McCubbin. It is the expressed policy 
of the Government to buv from the manufacturer du-ect, and not 
from the jobber, but in this case the purchase of these goods was 
actually from a jobber. 

Senaior McKellar. Is there anything else that any of you gen- 
themen have in mind ? 

Mr. Moore. I remember this point that Mr. Arrott made to you 
in conversation about these 1,000 flush tanks that he received an 
order for on May 23 and could not get shipping instructions for. 
I think that is rather pertinent. In the meantune the Standard was 
shipping stuff out by express, and Mr. Arrott could not get his 
tanl^ out. 

Mr. Arrott. I have here a rather unfinished communication of 
mine that I drafted yesterday that I will be glad to leave with you, 
Mr. Chairman. These were my unwritten views before I came 
here. 

Senator McKellar. I think I would like to have that. 

(Thereupon, at 1 o'clock p. m., the subcommittee adjourned sub- 
ject to the call of the chairman.) 

(A statement submitted by the witnesses present, and Mr. T. R. 
Barnes, is here printed in the record in full, as follows:) 
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STATEMENT OP CERTAIN MANUFACTURERS. 

Manufactur&rs of iron enameled ware. — ^There are approximately 14 distinct com- 
panies, located in various parts of the country. The largest company, the Standard 
SanitMy Manufacturing Co., a corporation of the State of New Jersey, with general 
offices in Pittsburgh, Pa., produces from 50 to 60 per cent of the total output of the 
country. 

Curtailed production. — ^Acting presumably upon the request of the War Service 
Committee of the Enameled Ware Sanitary Manufacturers' Association, to which 
practically the entire industry belong, the United States Fuel Administration ha& 
restricted the fuel consumption to one-half the average for the years 1915-1917. This 
request and ruling were made prior to the authorization of the Government's housing- 
program. 

With the further restrictions recently made by the War Industries Board covering- 
expenditures for general building improvements and repairs, the present market for 
Sanitary Enameled Ware is virtually confined to the Government's requirements; 
and to meet these ultimate requirements, were the business equitably distributed,, 
all of the plants producing enameled ware would be permitted to live. 

Capital invented. — ^Many thousands of dollars are invested in enameled ware fac- 
tories. The equipment is altogether peculiar to the business and does not lend itself 
to utilization for other work. Similarly the training of men in the work is difficult 
and expensive. 

The GovemmenVs policy as to the distribution of orders. — It is confidently believed 
that the administration does not countenance the placing of orders for a product exclu- 
sively with one manufacturer, especially when it will result in the practical annihila- 
tion of the other manufacturers of that product. 

Tfie placing of enameled ware orders in the Quartermaster's Department of the Army. — ^To 
date ptractically the entire business has been placed with the Standard Sanitary Manu- 
^tcturingCo. 

In this connection the following may be of interest: Maj. John C. McCubbin, acting 
under Brig. Gen. R. C. Marshall, jr., was formerly an employee of the Standard Sani- 
tary Mani^acturing Co., serving in the capacity of promoter—that is, caUing on the 
various architects in his territory and soliciting the specification of his product. He 
operated imder Mr. George Herth, with headquarters at Washington, D. C. 

The relations between Mr. Herth, who is still in charge at Washington for the Stand- 
ard Sanitary Manufacturing Co., and Maj. McCubbin have been and are most cordial 
and intimate — so much so as to seriously embarrass the other companies. 

The Construction Division, as far as known, does not advertise for bids and no publi- 
cation is made of awards of enameled sanitary ware. 

In a peculiar way, Mr. Theodore Ahrens, president of the Standard Sanitary Manu- 
facturing Co., acknowledged at a meeting held in Pittsbui^h on September 19, having 
entered into a verbal contract with Maj. McCubbin covering a large amount of enam- 
eled ware, to take care of the Construction Division up to January 1, 1918. 

We have been told that this company has an order for 25,000 bathtubs alone, aggre- 
gating approximately $500,000. 

Mr. Anrens stated' last week that his company has shipped via express from 12 to 
15 carloads of enameled ware, this year, same applying on Construction Department 
orders. 

Contrast the above with the following: Maj. McCubbin placed an order under date 
of May 23 for 1,000 flush tanks for water-closets with the United States Sanitary Manufac- 
turing Co., and although this company requested shipping instructions of Maj. McCub- 
bin, under date of July 26, and its T^ew York representative, Mr. Fred W. Broatch, 
called upon him in person and asked for shipping instructions, same were not received 
unto September 21. 

It is confidently believed that the Standard Sanitary Manufacturing Co. received 
shipping instructions from Maj. McCubbin on orders placed since the above-mentioned 
oroer and at prices in excess of those on the above-mentioned order. 

It is quite sin^lar that the United States Sanitary Manufacturing Co. could not 
receive shipping instructions for so many months but did receive same two days after 
the meeting of manufacturers above referred to in Pittsburgh on the 19th instant.

Mr. Donald. May I say^ Mr. Chairman, as to the apparent delay 
in furnishing this information, on accoimt of the special information 
which Mr. Bailey wanted to appear in that report to make it intel- 
ligible to you, it took 90 days time — according to the statement of 
our statistical branch it took the average time of five clerks for three 
weeks — and we have a great many of our clerks sick with the in- 
fluenza at the present time, and we are overburdened with work, and 
imable to get assistance at the present time. 

Senator MoKellab. A few days ago I wrote — I think to Mr» 
Bailey, I am not sure — ^for a tabulated statement of prices. 

Mr. Bailey. You wrote to Gen. Wood, Senator McKeUar, and 
that list of tabulated prices — ^I think this is what you have in mind 
[handing a paper to the chairman]. 

Senator McKellar. This will be printed at this point.

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Mr. Bailey. Up to this point [indicating] these are not matters of 
record in our present organization. In other words, the purchases 
were made by the depots at the various points, and the records are in 
the depots. Our present organization — the present clothing and 
equipasje division — ^was not organized until after the middle of Jan- 
uary of last year. The old method of purchasing in the Army, you 
know, was that the depot quartermasters all over the country were 
purchasing, and those fibres in the form in which you want tnem — 
well, I beueve they are impossible to get together etxcept in a long 
time. 

The operations after the 19th of January are operations within our 
jurisdiction, and those are being compiled. 

Senator McKellar. Now, I notice tnat you have here ^' Total yards 
purchased, Julv, 64,273,216; August, 3,699,213; September, 4,695,- 
607.'' Does tnat mean the totals that you purchased in those 
months — all that you purchased ? 

Mr. Bailey. Frankly, I do not know. That was sent first by Gen. 
Wood to the purchase record branch, which is an entirely different 
division, and it is found that their records are not in such shape as 
to give the information in the form you ask, so that those figures were 

Sut on by them and they stopped at that point, and we prepared a 
uplicate of that record, and nave men working on it now to put on 
the proper fibres. I do not know what the basis of those yardages is. 

Senator McKellar. One of the things I want to get at is the rela- 
tion of the price of cotton goods to the price of raw cotton. In fixing 
the prices of cotton goods did you estimate upon the value of raw 
cotton ? 

Mr. Bailey. Yes. 

Senator McKellar. There would not be any trouble about getting 
those figures, would there ? 

Mr. Bailey. The record from which that information could be 
drawn is the record I handed you this morning. 

Senator McKellar. Take it this way; take your purchases of 
64,273,216 yards in July. 

Mr. Bailey. I can not discuss that yardage with you. 

Senator McKellar. I mean, just assuming that that is correct, 
what was the price for spot cotton at that time — the bidding price. 

Mi:. Bailey. In July ? 

Senator McKellar. In July. Does this record show ? 

Mr. Bailey. I do not remember. Senator McKellar. Those data 
are available in the records of the New York Cotton Exchange. 

Senator McKellar. Will you get that for me ? 

Mr. Bailey. Very gladly. May I have a memorandum oi these 
things which you ask ? 

Senator McKellar. Yes. 

Mr. Bailey. So that I may get them. 

Senator McKellar. You assumed some price in fixing the price of 
cotton when you purchased these cotton goods ? 

Mr. Bailey. In July the price was determined for us — the normal 
producers' price — ^by the War Industries Board price fixing com- 
mittee. 

Senator McKellar. Yes, I know; but they, in fixing it, fixed it 
upon some price of raw cotton, did they not ? 

Mr. Bailey. They fixed it to continue regardless of the price of 
raw cotton — that is, not to fluctuate with the price of raw cotton. 
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Senator McKellab. What did they fix as the price of raw cotton ? 

Mr. Donald. If I may suggest, he had nothing to do with the 
fixing of that price. Mr. Brookings is the man who ha4 to do with 
that, and who can tell you about that. 

Senator McKellab. As I understood Mr. Bailey, he recommended 
the price. 

Mr. Bailey. You misimderstood me. 

Senator McKellab. It seems from your testimony taken hereto- 
fore, that you made a recommendation as to price; is that correct? 
' Mr, Bailey. Not as you put it, Senator Mcfeellar. 

Senator McKjbllae. Well, how did you do it ? 

Mr, Bailey. The basic prices as estabhshed were submitted to a 
subcommittee which had been appointed by the price fixing com- 
mittee, and at that time I was not a member of that coDMnittee. 

Senator McKellab. Are you a member of it now ? 

Mr. Bailey. The subcommittee has ceased to exist. 

Senator McKellab. When did it cease to exist ? 

Mr. Bailey. Some time in July or August. 

Senator McKellab. It was in existence when your testimony was 
given before, was it not ? 

Mr. Bailey. No; it was not. 

Senator McKellab. You are f amihar with the prices of cotton, of 
cours3 ? 

Mr. Bailey. You mean raw cotton ? 

Senator McKellab. Yes; that is a part of youi- ousmess, is it not, 
to keep up with them ? 

Mr. Bailey. Yes; I follow them. 

Senator McKj:llab. In buying for the Government you certainly 
know what the price of raw cotton is and the price of the manufac- 
tured articles. Do you not keep up with those things ? 

Mr. Bailey. Senator McKellar, may I say to you that I personally 
have not boi^ht a yard of cotton goods for the Government in a very 
long time. I am tne chief of the cotton goods branch, of which the 
buying is done very largely in New York. That cotton goods branch 
is divided into various sections, a procurement section which has 
charge of purchases, a production and inspection section, a converting 
section, an administration section, and a cotton yarn section, and 
various things. My position is executive. I, personally, have not 
bought a yard of cotton ffoods for a very long time. 

Senator McKellab. Yes; but you are the head of the purchasing 
system, and while you may have agents to do it, you personally are 
the man that does it ? 

Mr. Bailey. In that sense, yes. It is no more possible for me to 
speak in detail of each individual transaction in the purchase of 
cotton goods than it is for the president of any large corporation 
to describe in detail all of the operations of his various offices and men 
who are operating for that corporation. 

Senator McKellab. I know, but I imderstood you to say in your 
former testimony that you sent out for quotations, and you get 
quotations from these various miUs. 

Mr. Bailey. I was describing the operations of the cotton goods 
branch. It is obviously impossible for me personally to do those 
things. 
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Senator MoKIellar. It may be impossible in each individual case, 
but do you not decide which mill is to get a contract ? 
' Mr. Bailey. I do not. 

Senator McKellar. Who does that ? I want to find out who does 
it. I am told by other people that you are the man who does it; 
that you are the head of the whole business, and that you actually 
buy this cotton for the Government, and that if anybody on eartn 
knows about who fixes these prices, you are the man that knows. 

Mr. Bailey. Would you consider that Mr. Schwab was the man 
who ought to know all the details in regard to ship construction? 

Senator McKellar. I am not asking now how it is done, but I 
want to know who does it for your section. 

Mr. Bailey. A dozen or 15 persons. 

Senator McKIellar. Name those dozen or 15 persons. 

Mr. Bailey. You have their names. They were furnished to you 
sometime ago. I gave you a complete list. 

Senator McKellar. I may be very fooUsh, and I do not know, 
I suppose I lack the proper amount of intelligence, but if you will 
give me again the names of those persons- — ;- 

Mr. Bailey. I have given you a typewritten list; and it is quite 

fossible that in repeating those names I might not name them all. 
will give you another Ust. 
, Senator McKellar. No; from your own knowledge I would like 
to know; without regard to the Ust I would like to Know who does 
the buying of cotton goods for the department; and if any mistakes 
are made, you will have plenty of opportunity to correct them. 

Mr. Bailey. The men in charge are Mr. Holbrook in New York 
and Lieut. Col. Coriell in Washington. There are under them at 
least a dozen men who are in the procurement of goods. These 
contracts are at the present time being let — ^bids are being asked for 
and awards are being made on the basis of the bids. 

Senator McKellar. Mr. Bailey, take the prices that your depart- 
ment paid for cotton goods in the month of August. Were not 
those prices based on a price of raw cotton ranging from 36 to 40 
cents a pound ? Now, if you will just answer that yes or no, and then 
make any explanation you wish, it will clarify the situation. 

Mr. Bailey. I can not answer by yes or no. 

Senator McKellar. Well, just answer it the best you can. . 

Mr. Bailey. The prices that were paid in August were determined 
for us by the price fixing committee of the War Industries Board 
and by the War Department board of appraisers. 

Senator McKjellar. Were you on eitner one of those boards ? 

Mr, Bailey. On neither one. 

Senator McKellar. What part of the War Industries Board were 
yoti on ? 

Mr. Bailey. I am the chairman of thd Army commodity section on 
cotton goods, and as such I re pre sent the Army at the meetings of 
the coiton goods section of the War Industries Board. There is one 
representative of the Navy, one of the Marine Corps, and one of the 
Army. 

Senator McKjellar. Are prices discussed at those meetings? 

Mr. Bailey. Not as the primary object. There are references to 
prices .at times, but the determination of prices does not rest there. 
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. Senator McE^ellar. You recommend the prices, yourself, for your 
purchasing organization, do you not? 

Mr. Bailey. I do not, sir. 

Senator McKellar. Did you not so testify in the testimony that 
you have heretofore given? 

Mr. Bailey. No, sit. 

Senator McK^ellar. That you recommended the prices for the 
War Industries Board on cotton goods, and that they had a right 
o.ither to ratify or change, and that in one notable instance they had 
changed your recommendation ? Did you not so testify ? 

Mr. Bailey. Not to my recollection. 

Senator McKellar. Let me see if I can find that. 

Mr. Bailey. I stated that a subcommittee of which I afterwards 
became a member, which was a very temporary committee, had 
recommended, before I became a' member of it, the initial, basic 
prices for cotton goods, and that those prices had not been accepted 
oy the price fixing committee of the War Industries Board. 

I further stated that as one of perhaps 25 people I had participated 
in a discussion of price fixing, i had practically nothing to do with 
the determination of prices on cotton goods. 

Senator McKellar. I will now read to you from page 351 of the 
record, from your testimony as heretofore given [reading]: 

Senator McKellar. Take the Manchester Cotton Mills: Your committee has 
bought from this company, has it — ^from the Manchester Cotton Mills? 

Mr. Bailey. The Quartermaster's Corps has purchased from the Manchester Cotton 
Mills; yes. 

Stnator McKellar. By your advice and direction? 

Mr. Bailey. Yes, sir. 

Senator McKellar. How did you fix the price that was paid to the Manchester 
Cotton Mills? What were the elements that went into that, price? How did you 
come to a conclusion about the price that you would give that concern? 

Mr. Bailey. There were, roughly, three considerations. In the first place, there 
was an approximate consideration of the cost of that mill, based upon raw cotton at 
the time we operated. 

Senator McKellar. Based on the price of raw cotton? 

Mr. Bailey. Yes. Secondly, what would be a fair profit to add to that cost; and, 
third, what relation would that price bear to the market price of those materials at 
that time. 

Senator McKellar. Suppose that mill cost twice as much as the mill right by it; 
would that have any effect on it? 

Mr. Bailey. It would be paid the same price as its normal competitors for the same 
material. 

What I want to ask you is this: Since your memory has been 
refreshed I will ask you if in vour former testimony you did not 
testify to a concrete example oi exactly how you fixed the price on 
goods purchased from the Manchester Cotton Mills ? 

Mr. Bailey. Senator McKellar, the present discussion has been 
regarding our operations in August. I have said to you, and I said 
to you in that testimony, that price fixing took place in June, and I 
made clear to you in that testimony that prior to price fixing by 
the price fixing committee of the War Industries Board, our opera- 
tions were ontne basis that I have described to you there. You have 
now been questioning me on oiu* operations in August, and I told 
you that our prices had been fixed by the price fixing committee 
of the War Industries Board and by the appraisers, and that we have 
not been fixing prices since that action of the price fixing committee 
of the War Industries Board. 
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Senator Kirby. Is that the present method of purchasing supplies, 
upon the prices fixed or recommended by this pnce fixing committee 
of the War Industries Board ? Does that method still obtain — the 
August method ? 

Mr. Bailey. The price fixing committee of the War Industries 
Board took prices in Jiand because of the high prices that were being 
chj^rged to the civilian trade, and thev chose practically all the 
standard hnes of cotton goods and made prices upon them, which 
the Army agreed that it would also pay. 

Senator Kirby. Yes. ^ . 

Mr. Bailey. Now, our present operations for all of those standard 
materials from normal producers are at the prices which the price 
fixing committee fixed. In the cases where the prices have not oeen 
fixed by the price fixing committee, if they are from normal pro- 
ducers, prices are put upon those materials which are on a parity 
with the prices that have already been fixed. If they, are abnormal 
prices, we issue a mandatory order from the board of appraisers. 

Mr. Donald. Subject to this, if I may add, that we are now asking 
for bids, and it is possible that somebody inay bid less than the prices 
of the price fixing committee. 

Senator McKellar. When did you begin asking for bids; since 
you were up here before ? 

Mr. Donald. No, sir; I submitted to you a fist of our proposals 
on cotton goods, which I think you received, and a number of those 
ran back considerably beyond the time when we were here, as I 
recall it. 

Senator McKellar. Do you mean to say, Mr. Bailey, that you 
have nothing to do with fixing the prices of cotton goods ? 

Mr. Bailey. I do, sir. 

Senator McKellar. You do ? You have no supervision over it ? 

Mr. Bailey. No; I have not. 

Senator McKellar. You make no recommendations about it ? 

Mr. Bailey. Not so far as the price fixing committee of the War 
Industries Board has fixed the prices. I presumably, theoretically, 
have some authority, some supervision of the prices which are fixed 
on a parity with those prices. Actually, it is a statistical proposition. 

Senator McKellar. You do not supervise them ? 

Mr. Bailey. No. 

Senator McKellar. Or scrutinize them ? 

Mr. Bailey. I have a report every day about operations. 

Senator McKellar. I know, but do you not scrutinize the prices 
that you pay for goods that you buy ? 

Mr. Bailey. Not since the price fixing committee has scrutinized 
the prices. 

Senator McKellar. You do not pass upon the recommendations 
that are made by that price fixing committee? 

Mr. Bailey. Only as I have described heretofore. 

Senator McKellar. I know, but apparently your testimony, if 
I read it aright, is not Uke it was when you were here before. I under- 
stood you before to say that you did recommend; and now I under- 
stand you to say that you do not. 

Mr. Bailey, i ou are confused between what we did prior to the 
price fixing of the price fixing committee, and what we have done 
since then. 
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Senator McKellar. Evien since then, do you not scrutinize 
matters ? 

Mr. Bailey. I have reports every day and I look at those reports 
of our operations. 

Senator McKellar. Instead of having reports, are you not abso- 
lutely the whole thing when it comes to buying, as far as the prices 
that are paid for cotton goods are concerned, and were you not 
employed, and did you not testify in your former testimony that you 
were employed, because of having been an expert on prices and 
because of having been in that business all your life, ana that you 
are the Government expert on the matter of prices of cotton goods ? 
Is not that a fact ? 

Mr. Bailey. I did not testify as jou quote me. I testified that I 
am familiar with cotton manuiacturing, and that is presumably why 
I am in my present position. I have been a cotton dealer and manu- 
facturer, and have been engaged in the cotton business all my life. 

Senator McKellar. I read from your testimony on page 349 of 
the record as follows : 

Senator McKellar. I know; but you recommend these prices to the conmiittee of 
the War Industries Board, and, as I understand you, you have said 

Mr. Bailby. I beg your paiidon; I did not. 

Senator McKellar. You are one of those that do that? 

Mr. Bailey. I was appointed one of a subcommittee to scrutinize the prices for 
them. 

That is since the price fixing committee has been in operation, is it 
not? 

Mr. Bailey. Yes. 

Senator McKellar. Was your testimony correct when you testi- 
fied that you were one of that subcommittee that scrutinized prices ? 

Mr. Bailey. It was a very temporary operation. It was a 
scrutiny of prices that were submitted originally as basic prices on 
cotton goods^ The determination of prices was fundamentally be- 
tween the price fixing committee of the War Industries Board as a 
whole and the committee of the manufacturers. 

Senator McKellar. Now I am going to tell you exactly what my 
proposal is here, and I am appealmg to you as an expert in cotton 
goods to give me an answer that the committee can understand, 
and that ail men can understand. Recently, as you know, there has 
been great agitation about fixing the price of raw cotton. The 
Government, as your testimony snows, nas already contracted for 
An immense amount of cotton goods, and as you have heretofore 
testified, based on the price of raw cotton, primarily. I want to 
know what was that price of raw cotton wnich you, or the War 
Industries Board, or some committee, or some other committee, or 
any other committee, or any other person, considered when they 
were fixing those prices of the cotton goods that you have already 
contractea for, for the Government. Do I make myself plain? 

Mr. Bailey. I think so. 

Senator McKellar. Will you give me an answer just as plain^ 
because I know you can ? 

Mr. Bailey. Senator McKellar, prior to price fixing by the War 
Industries Board the price of cotton upon which our operations were 
based varied from day to day. It was the quoted price for cotton — 
the cotton value — of the day of our operation. • The question of the 
basis of cotton on which the War Industries Board has fixed the price 
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is rathrer an involved transaction with which Mr. Brookings is more 
familiar than I, and I believe he is the proper man to answer your 
question. 

Senator McKellar. I have asked the Acting Quartermaster 
General of the Army as to who is the expert on cotton goods in his 
department, and as I recall, Gen. Wood told me that you were the 
expert; several other witnesses have testified that you are the expert, 
and I find here where your division or section bought 64,000,000 
yards of cotton goods in August for delivery during the fall, and I 
want to know what was the price of raw cotton on miich you figured 
that purchase, you being in charge of the purchasing of cotton goods 
for the Government. 

Mr. Donald. May I make a statement there ? 

Senator McKellar. No; just a moment. I want to get Mr. 
Bailey's statement now, if you please, sir. 

Mr. Bailey. That is an impossible question to answer. Cotton 
has varied as much as 2 cents a pound in the period of one day. 

Senator McKellar. The price was 36 cents a pound, about, 
during the time within which these contracts were made. If you do 
not know it, I know it, and I am going to ask you to assume that the 
New York cotton market showed that middling cotton was worth 
36 cents a pound. Did you use that as a basis on the days that it 
was worth 36 cents a pound ? 

Mr. Bailey. We had a price fixed by the War Industries Board 
which was our price for the goods, regaraless of the price of cotton. 

Senator McKellar. Then the price fixed by the War Industries 
Board was regardless of the price for cotton ? 

Mr. Bailey. It was the price we paid regardless of the price of 
cotton. 

Senator McKellar. In other words, the War Industries Board in 
August, when this 64,000,000 yards oi cotton goods was purchased, 
fixed the price regardless of the price of cotton f 

Mr. Bailey. I did not sav that, sir. 

Senator McKellar. Well, then, what do you say? 

Mr. Bailey. I said it was the price we must pay forgoods, regard- 
less of the price of cotton. I did not say that the War Industries 
Board fixed it regardless of the price of cotton. They had fixed it in 
July or in June K)r the period up to October 1. The basis on which 
they fixed it is an entirely separate matter. It was not optional with 
us what we should pay. We had to pay that price regardless of the 
price of cotton. 

Senator McKellar. From the figures you have submitted I 
find that during that time the prices that were paid varied not only 
from day to day, but on the same day they varied. How is that 
accounted for ? 

Mr. Bailey. If you will give me specific instances, I will be glad 
to state why they varied^ or to find out for you why they varied. 

Senator McKellar. I can not keep specific instances in my mind, 
but you gentlemen are running th^ cotton goods section and our 
committee wants to know how you arrived at these varying prices. 
You recall the exhibits that you gave to the committee here some time 
ago in which the prices varied, where you asked for quotations, if I 
recall. I think that was in a table on a piece of cardboard. They 
varied very greatly. 
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Mr. Bailey. On what, do you say ? 

Senator McKellar. On cotton goods. 

Mr. Bailey. I do not recall having submitted to you a schedule^ 
of our prices on cotton goods prior to this morning. 

Senator McKellar, Is this it, in this schedule you have submitted 
this morning ? I take the first one that my eye strikes [reading] : 

February!. J. H. Lane & Co; Unity Mill. La Grange, Ga., 36,000 yards duck, 
No. 4; 42-inch, gray; 1.068. 

And again: 

Thirty-three thousand yards duck; No. 4, 4tS-inch, gray; 1.248. 

Is that the same price ? 

Mr. Donald. One is 48 inches and the other is 42 inches, Senator. 

Senator McKellar. Even if it is, is that the same price, my 
question is ? 

Mr. Bailey. That would be a matter for calculation. I can not 
tell you, offhand. 

Senator Ktrby. Does your question, Senator, intend to elicit infor^ 
mation as to whether or not after the price was fixed at which certain 
cotton goods should be purchased, there was thereafter a variation ? 

Senator McKellar. A variation. 

Senator Kirby. A variation in price between the different mills 
to which the contracts were allocated ? 

Senator McKellar. That is exactly what I wanted to §et at, and 
I am much obliged to Senator Kirhj for his statement of it, because 
I am going to ask Mr. Bailey now if there were any variations. 

Mr. Bailey. There were variations, and if you will give me any 
specific instances I will be ^lad to give you adequate reasons for the 
variations. That is sometmng that it is diflBcult to handle generally, 
without getting down to specific instances. 

Senator McKellar. If you have a price fixed, why should you 
vary between any two miUs? 

Mr. Donald, rardon me; we did not have any price fixing in 
February. 

Senator McKellar. Are there any variations ? If you have any 
two contracts where there is a difference, let him explain why there 
is a difference. 

Mr. Bailey. I can teU you in general why there should be a differ- 
ence, now. 

Senator Kirby. Yes; that is it. 

Mr. Bailey. The price fixing has been based upon normal pro- 
ducers of certain articles, who buy their own cotton, spin their own 
yams, and w6ave their own goods. Due to the Army needs of certain 
materials, it has been necessary to convert milk that were not 
normal producers of' certain articles onto the production of those 
articles. Those mills in many cases huj their yams at a price wbicn 
has been fixed by the War Industries Board, and then tne price of 
weaving yams that they; have purchased has in practically all 
instances made the cost in these abnormal miUs higher than the 
price that had been fixed by the War Industries Board for the normal 
mills to sell their product. In those cases we have had to recognize 
that fact. Carpet mills, for instance, have been put on weaving 
duck for the Army. It was manifestly impossible for them to make 
and sell that ducK at the price at which War Industries Board had 
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said that normal producers, prewar producers, should sell those 
goods. 

Senator Kirbt. That appears to be reasonable, and a natura 
consequence. 

Mr, Bailey. You will find those cases, and in each transaction 
we are able to give adequate reasons and to demonstrate that it is 
reasonable. 

Senator McKellar. Did the War Industries Board direct that 
to be done ? 

Mr. Bailey. No, sir. 

Senator McKellar. The War Industries Board fixed a price and 
you were to follow that price. By what authority did you disregard 
that price ? 

Mr. Bailey. The War Industries Board state that they do not 
desire any jurisdiction over the prices which the Army shall pay to 
abnormal producers. 

Senator mcKellar. Yes. 

Mr. Bailey. Our instructions from the General Staff have been, 
in cases in which thev were abnormal producers, that the determi- 
nation of the price should be with the War Department board of 
appraisers. 

Senator McKellar. Does that continue to-day ? 

Mr. Bailey. That is so at the present time. There has been 
effort made to find some way of placing contracts with abnormal 
producers without the issuance of a mandatory order, because it is 
a formidable document, which requires the signatures of Gen. Johns- 
ton and Mr. Baruch and others; and it delays purchases for prompt 
delivery, and there is an effort to standardize that producer under 
the action of the board of appraisers. 

Senator McKellar. How can it be that you exercise authority 
to give to certain milk that you call abnormal mills a higher price 
for goods purchased of them, when the supply of manufactured 
goods is so much larger than the demand for tnem? You know, do 
you not, that the mifls are very anxious to get those contracts ? 

Mr. Bailey. I know that they are anxious to get Government 
contracts, not because there is a surplus of cotton goods of the type 
that we are using, but because Government contracts insure them 
preference for coal and preference for transportation and labor. 
But that has resulted since the price fixing by the War Industries 
Board. 

Senator McKellar. At all events, the proof before this committee 
is that competition is in full force and enect so far as cotton goods 
are concerned now, And has been for 60 days. If that is true, and if 
you have testified also that you are now receiving bids, why is it 
necessary for you to give certain mills bigger prices tor cotton goods 
than have been fixed by the War Industries Board? 

Mr. Bailey. I think I have explained that adequately. Senator 
McKellar. 

Senator McKellar. I do not think so. I think that if you 
would ask for bids — sealed bids — and have them sent in to you ana let 
these contracts on sealed bids rather than give the so-callea abnormal 
mills greater prices than the War Industries Board fixed, you would 
save the Government a very large amount of money. 

Mr. Donald. Senator McKellar, that is true as to a large part of 
the cotton goods we purchase; but we buy a variety of cotton goods, 
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and it is not, as I understand it — ^Mr. Bailey will correct me if I am 
wrong — ^true as to certain classes of cotton goods. 

Senator McKellar. Have you limited these abnormal prices and 
abnormal mills to only certain classes ? 

Mr. Bailey. I do not understand you. 

Senator McKellar. You said you give abnormal prices to abnor- 
mal mills that have been converted, which would not have gone into 
that business unless you had asked them to do so. Now, is it to in- 
crease the prices to those only for certain goods that you have not 
got a ouantity of ? 

Mr. Bailey. Absolutely. 

Senator Kirby. As I understand the idea that seems to be desired 
to be developed, it is that you have not given an increased price 
over that fixed by the War Industries Board to any manufacturer 
who was operating under normal conditions, but only to those who 
were operating under unusual conditions, and probably whose plants 
had been converted. 

In other words, as I understand what Senator McKellar is trying 
to get at, and it might be desirable to know, have you increased the 
price to any mills that were not accustomed to the manufacture, in 
order that the manufacture might be given to them, when you might 
have gotten the same stuff in sufficient quantities from the mills 
already producii^ ? 

Mr. JBailey. We have not intended to. If there have been any 
such instances, it has been an error of judgment or operation. 

Senator McKellar. Will you give me a list of those mills to which 
vou have given increased prices over what the War Industries Board 
has fixed ? 

Mr. Bailey. Since what period, Senator ? 

Senator McKellar. Since the War Industries Board has been 
fixing the prices. 

Mr. Bailey. I will have that list prepared. 

Senator McKellar. Now, we have spent a whole lot of time and 
I have not got what I want to get, and I want to get your best 
opinion now. How many goods have vou contracted for ? Have you 
bought all of the goods that are to be delivered to you during the 
remainder of this year — cotton goods ? 

Mr. Bailey. Oh, no. We get in requisitions probably daily for an 
average of three or four million yards of various items and descrip- 
tions. 

Senator McKjellar. When will you get the goods that you order 
to-day ? 

Mr. Bailey. Some of them we will have because they are in 
existence. There are some of the goods we order to-day that prob- 
ably will not be delivered until through the winter months. We are 
not contracting, in any instance, for delivery beyond March ^1. We 
have not contracted in any large way for delivery beyond December 
31. 

Senator McKjellar. How much of this 64,000,000 yards will be 
delivered before January 1 1 

Mr. Bailey. I have no idea. 

Senator McKjillar. Could you ascertain ? 

Mr. Bailey. I have no idea what that figure is. 

Mr. Donald [examining paper]. That figure is not correct. 
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Senator McKellar. Then why did you hand it to me ^ 

Mr. Donald. I will tell you why. We handed it to you to tell you 
why the schedule which you sent to the Quartermaster General nas 
not been filled out and given you. It was sent to the contract record 
branch of the Quartermaster's Corps, which was started about the 
1st of July. That record branch records contracts when received by 
the brancn. A contract may be made the 15th of June, be signed 
by the contractor, and the contract sent to the contract record branch 
in July. They make up their records as of the date on which they 
received the contract; so that it does not necessarily show only con- 
tracts which were executed in July. Our records show the contracts^ 
which were executed in July. 

Senator McKellar. I am going to be very frank with you gentle- 
men. I am not an expert on cotton goods, of course, and I do not 
suppose that any member of this subcommittee is, but I have had an 
expert prepare this question which I have here. I have had this in 
your hands now for about two weeks. 

Mr. Donald. Oiu* division has not* had it, Senator, for two weeks. 

Senator McKellar. I sent it to you two weeks ago. I wiU put in 
the record exactly when I sent it, so that there will not be any doubt^ 
about it. I do not want any injustice done to any one. I have 
telephoned almost daily for this informati<m, because this informa- 
tion will give to our committee what we want to know. The answer 
has been postponed from day to day, and there is now brought up 
here this, m a perfectly unintelligible condition. 

Mr. Donald. It is not brought at all. Senator 

Senator McKellar. Wait a minute. It is in a perfectly imintel- 
ligible condition, and having on it a few figures which you say are 
incorrect. I want the information. I want the information called 
for in that letter, which affected these articles, and I want it at the 
earliest possible moment and I want it accurately. Now, when can 
I get it? 

Mr. Bailey. In my opinion it will take several weeks to get all of 
the information that is asked there. It is scattered all over the 
country. 

Senator McKellar. Is it possible that the condition of the cotton- 
goods section is such 

Mr. Donald. May I ask 

Senator McKellar. Wait one minute. Is it possible that you 
gentlemen have the bookkeeping arrangements of the cotton-goods 
section in such a condition that we can not get the total yards pur- 
chased for any month, the spot price of cotton for that month, the 
specification of 12.9 duck, tne price paid for the finished gray, the 
specification of cotton O. D., price in finished gray, specification of 
shelter-tent duck and finished gray, imbleached drills, price, and 
denims blue and brown, without taking weeks to get that information ? 

Mr. Donald. May I answer that. Senator McKellar ? 

Senator McKellar. I am willing for either one of you to answer 
it; yes, sir. In other words, I want to say this before you answer 
it, that if you have not got your books in such condition, and if you 
have not got the employees that will give us that information, I 
want to say to you that we will furnish you with experts to get the 
information for ourselves^ if you will turn the books over to them^ 
We do think that it is absolutely right and fair that you should 
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furnish us that information, and you ought to have it on your books 
so that you can give it to us by to^norrow morning, if your books 
are properfy kept. That is my judgment. Now, go ahead and 
answer it. 

Mr, Donald, You have asked us for information beginning March, 
1917. We explained to you that our division was organized about 
February 1, 1918, and fliat the records ^or to that, which you are 
asking for, are not in our possession. They are, I understand, in 
the depots, the Philadelphia depot principally, and other depots, 
which did the purchasing prior to February, 1918. Our division 
has no such record, and has never been asked to collect or to keep 
such a record, so that we would have to begin with our figures in 
February, 1918, or in January, 1918, when we began operations, and 
proceed frcMn that point on in collecting your information. Of course, 
we have not any prices of spot cotton, but that can be easily ascer- 
tained. 

The Chairman. That would involve the tremendous effort of 
writing to the New York Cotton Exchange for it, and if that is such 
a trying ordeal and involves so much work, I shall take pleasure in 
elinunating that part of my request, and send for it myself. 

Mr. Donald. 1 was mentioning the first item. That can be 
-easily ascertained, as I say. When you come to the prices on these 
other items, I suppose you want something from which you can 
tell— 

The Chairman. I do not care for your suppositions. I want you 
to furnish us the information that I am asking for, which is just as 
intelligible to a man who knows his business as the A, B, Cs are to a 
well educated man. 

Mr. Donald. When you ask the question, ''What is the price of 
specification duck^' Mr. Bailey has explained to you that on account 
of the necessity of increasing enormously the duck production of the 
coimtry, it was necessary for our cotton goods branch to go to abnor- 
mal conditions, to a great variety of mills, and induce them to manu- 
-f acture duck. This last spring the civilian price of duck was in the 
neighborhood of 33 to 50 per cent more than the price the Govern- 
ment was paying. 

The Chairman. There was not any such thing as a civilian price of 
<iuck last spring. The Government was buymg all of the duck. 
I am not an exnert upon cotton goods, but I have been investigating 
this enough to imow that there was not any such thing as a civilian 
price of duck. 

Mr. Donald. I am not an expert, and I wish Mr. Bailey to correct 
me if I am mistaken, but I understand there was about 33 per cent 
approximately which was sold for civilian uses, many of them essen- 
tial. Is that correct, Mr. Bailey ? 

Mr. Bailey. Yes; about that percentage. Senator McKellar, you 
arequite mistaken in saying that there was no civiUan duck last sprmg. 

The Chairman. I said there was no civihan duck market, and no 
civilian duck price. It was fixed on the Government price, which 
had been fitxed on a mythical civilian price which had no existence. 
Hiat is my statement about it. 

Mr. Bailet. You are mistaken, sir. 

The Chairman. We will have to have that determined by experts 
in whom I have a great deal of confidence, who say there was not; but 
that is a difference of opinion, perhaps. 
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Mr. Bailey. It is a matter of record. 

Mr. Donald. Therefore we do not have oneprice at these period* 
on account of these abnormal producers. We have also to buy 
different widths and weights, so that every contract has to be dis- 
sected to give you the information which will be proper and intel- 
ligible, and that is a very considerable statistical job. 

The Chairman. What steps have you takpn to get that informa- 
tion? 

Mr. Donald. I told vou our statistical branch in the first place 
is very much overworkea. The last three weeks we have had a great 
many people out on account of the influenza, and we have oeen 
charged since the 1st of July with the responsibihty of purchasing 
all textiles for the entire Array, We have some thousand inter- 
bureau requisitions. We have been required to report each week 
on the progress of each of those interbureau requisitions. We had 
no force and no organization with which to do it. It is almost 
impossible to do it. We have to employ our clerks imder the civil 
service rules, and we apply for clerks and we do not get them. We 
try to get them outside, and we can not house them. It is almost 
impossible for us to get assistance to do our work. The result is 
that we are very much overworked — our entire force. I inquired 
this morning respecting it, and I find that this record that we have 
handed to you this morning took the average time of five of our clerks 
for three weeks. They went through every contract in order to have 
it correct. It has been a great burden and the result is that a number 
of reports we should have made to the Quartermaster General have 
not been made. To furnish the information you request we should 
have to go through all of the contracts. Our records are made up 
for our own information, and not so as to furnish the particular infor- 
mation that you ask for, so that it is necessary to go through our 
records, to go through this large number of contracts, in order to 
make sure of giving you the correct information. Furthermore, the 
records will give you the information only from January 1, 1918. 

Senator ^foKELLAR. Have you done anything in that particular 
at all? 

Mr. Donald. We have asked our statistical branch to prepare 
this record, and they wiU do so. 

The Chairman. When was this request made — ^not until this 
morning ? 

Mr. Bailey. Oh, yes, they have been working on it since — I think 
our statistical branch have been working upon it since. last week. 
Prior to that the purchasing records branch were getting out some- 
thing, but it was foimd they could not give you a record which was of 
any value. 

The Chairman. Did you gentlemen recognize the importance 
of that information when you got it before you ? Did you not recog- 
nize that some expert had prepared that ? 

Mr. Donald. I personally did not examine that. I merely inquired 
how long it would take us to get that information to you, and I was 
told that it would probably be several weeks. 

The Chairman. Were any cotton goods bought in August which 
if fixed upon a price of raw cotton primarily as described by you, 
Mr. Bailey, in your former testimony, would contemplate a price 
of less than 36 cents for middling cotton ? 

Mr. Bailey. Yes. 
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The Chairman. What goods were bought on a contemplated 
price of less than 36 cents, and at what price were they bought? 

Mr, Bailey. That would be a matter of examination of recor(&. 

The Chairman. Will you examine and let me know — because it 
is very important for us to know at this time, and time is of the 
essence of the matter — ^what cotton gooob, if any, were purchased in 
August or in September, fixed on a less price than 36 cents for mid- 
dling cotton, or which you could regard as fixed on a less price' than 
36 cents for middling cotton. 

Mr. Donald. May I answer that i 

The Chairman. Yes. 

Mr. Donald. If I understand correctly, the price fixing committee 
of the War Industries Board fixed the prices that applied up to Octo- 
ber 1 — from June to October 1. Thev are now nxing prices which 
extend beyond October 1 ? We paia during August the prices 
fixed by the War Industries Board. We had no concern witn the 
price of cotton, with one qualification. Where we placed contracts 
with abnormal producers we issued Army orders, and prices were 
fixed by the board of appraisers appointed by Gen. Gpethars office, 
who determine those prices. We can not influence those prices. 
We did not decide en those prices. The way we are operatuig at 

Present on ordinary cotton purchases is to ask for sealed proposals, 
'hose proposals come in ana are passed upon by a board wtlo accept 
theproposals. 

The Chairman. Who compose that board ? 

Mr. Donald. We have the men at the present who are in our 
cotton branch in New York. 

The Chairman. Who are they. 

Mr. Donald. Mr.^ Bailey has told you how the men differ. 

The Chairman. Is there any secret about the names of these men? 
I do not think you gentlemen realize the importance that is attached 
to the withhoWing of names. 

Mr. Donald. When I testified, vou asked me for a list of names, 
and I had the typewritten copy and. I named every man in our cotton 
goods branch, and I told you nis previous business connection. 

The Chairman. I understand that, but here you speak of a board 
that accepts the bids, that opens the sealed proposals, and I am 
delighted to know that you are buying your goods in that way, and 
I wish to commend you in the highest possible terms for buying 
your cotton goods under sealed proposals. You now speak of a 
board that opens and passes upon those bids. Will you not tell me 
the names of the board? 

Mr. Donald. I am now planning to have a supervisor of all our 
purchases, and we will have a board of award fitting on each par- 
ticular bid that comes in, and I propose to have one man represent- 
ing the division on each of those boards, and probably have men 
from the various branches forming the balance of the board. 

The Chairman. Why would it require a board to accept or reject 
bids that you let out to the lowest bidder ? 

Mr. Donald. I think it will. . 

The Chairman. Who is your board now? Let us get down to 
something concrete. Who passes on those bids ? 

Mr. Donald. Our board is formed by each branch as it pleases. 

The Chairman. When you say each branch, that is wholly unin- 
telligible to me.

Mr. Donald. Our manufacturing branch, for example, has a board 
^f five. 

The Chairman. Who are they ? 

Mr. Donald. Mr. Kirstein is chairman of the board. 

The Chairman. Where is he — in Washington ? 

Mr, Donald. No;inNew Ywk. He chooses four other men to sit 
with him each time they receive bids. I am in process of changing 
that system so that it will be under the supervision of our super- 
visor of purchases, but that is the present arrangement until we get 
organized with our supervisor of purcnases. In the meantime we have 
ASKed each branch to ask for sealed proposals. 

The Chairman. Why can you not do that ? You are at the head 
of this department ? Instead of having to ask members of boards to 
do something, why can you not give orders to buy your goods accord- 
ing to sealea proposals and have them sent here and opened in the 
presence of some oflSicer in Washington; or in New York, if necessary, 
if they are bought there ? Why should it require boards and a con- 
stant changing of board, to open bids ? 

Mr. Donald. Because we have a very large number of purchases 
at the present time. 

The CHAr]^MAN. As I understand, in the Navy Department, which 
has about one-fourth of the amount of purchases that you have, one 
man does it all. 

Mr. Donald. Oh, I beg your pardon. I was told they have a very 
large organization. 

The Chairman. They have a large organization, but one man 
attends to the opening of bids, and they are spread out on a table so 
that all bidders can see that fairness and justice is done them all. 

Mr. Donald. We do the same thing. 

The Chairman. Where is your place where you do that ? I want 
to go down and look at the place. 

Mr. Donald. On purchases we make through our New York office 
bids are opened in tne New York office. 

The Chairman. Is that the only place where it is done ? 

Mr. Donald. In any purchases made in Washington, they would 
be opened in Washington. 

The Chairman. TeU me the place where I could see it done. 

Mr. Donald. We would be pleased to let you. 

The Chairman. Where is it done now — ^what room? 

Mr. Donald. We are in process of moving at the present time to 
the new War Department Building. 

The Chairman. What room was it done in ? 

Mr. Donald. Here ? 

The Chairman. Yes. 

Mr. Donald. In New York 

The Chairman. I am not asking about New York. Let us get 
that out of our minds. Where is it done in Washington ? You see I 
could not get to New York for five hours, and I can get down here in 
15 minutes. 

Mr. Donald. In the branch office. 

The Chairman. Whereabouts is that now ? 

Mr. Donald. In the office of the particular branch which makes 
the purchase. 
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The Chairman. I know, but you understand you have an office 
here in Washington ? 

Mr Donald. Yes. 

The Chairman. And it is down in the section down here in 
Potomac Park ? 

Mr. Donald. Yes. 

The Chairman. Whereabouts can I find that office where you are 
opening bids or where some committee is opening bids and spreading 
them out like they do in the Navy Departmentment, because I want 
to go there and see it. 

Mr. Donald. I said it would be in different offices. 

The Chairman. Name me one office. 

Mr. Donald. You mean the number of the room ? 

The Chairman. Yes; and who has charge of it. 

Mr. Donald. In our shoe branch it wouH 

The Chairman. Oh, I am asking about cotton goods. 

Mr. Donald. No cotton goods bids have been opened in Washing- 
ton. They have been in New York City — ^109 East Sixteenth Street. 

The Chairman. TVTio is in charge ? 

Mr. Donald. Mr. Holbrook. 

The Chairman. And there they have a coimter, and they let 
bidders come in and place their bids, and they are opened there and 
-awarded right there in the cotton goods section. Is that correct ? 

Mr. Donald. I will be glad to notify you the next time 

The Chairman. Is that correct ? 

Mr. Donald. Yes; they are now; yes. 

The Chairman. You are buying cotton goods in that way ? 

Mr. Donald. Yes. 

The Chairman. And you have changed your plan from the fixed 
prices and you are now buying them on competitive sealed bids ? 

Mr. Donald. Yes ; the normal goods which we can buy in that way. 

The Chairman. What percentage of goods are normal goods now ? 

Mr. Donald. The great bulk of them. That is correct, is it not, 
Mr. Bailey? 

Mr. Bailey. Yes. 

The Chairman. Are there cotton goods bought here ? 

Mr. Donald. The proposals are sent out — ^most of the proposals 
for our cotton goods are sent out from our New York office, adver- 
tised in the newspapers, and proposals are s^it into the New York 
office and opened there. 

The Chairman. Are there any goods bought here in your Wash- 
ington office on open bids ? 

Mr. Donald. Cotton goods ? 

The Chairman. Yes. 

Mr. Donald. I do not think we have bought any up to date. 

The Chairman. And they are not being bought anywhere else 
except in New York City ? 

Mr. Donald. Only as occasionally our depots make emergency 
purchases. 

The Chairman. Why do you have your bids opened in New York 
City ? Why not in Washington ? 

Mr. Donald. Because our procurement officers are in New York, 
and it is much more convenient for the bidders, many of whose 
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offices are in New York. We could easily have it done here, but it 
would mean delay. 

The Chairman. The same men who sell to the Navv sell to the 
Army, and they have to come down here iand put in their bids It 
seems to me it would be a great convenience to them to all bid at the 
same time. 

Mr. Donald. They are bidding now, sending their proposals to 
the New York office, where most of them are located or wnere they 
have offices, so that it is a great convenience to them to have it done 
in New York City. 

The Chairman. Did you imderstand the question. I said the 
same men who bid on Army contracts bid on Navy contracts, and 
the Navy requires them to come here to Washington. Would it 
not be much more convenient for everybody to have them come 
down here ? 

Mr. Donald. I should say not. 

Mr. Bailey. May I throw a little Ught on the Navy system ? 

The Chairman. I would be glad to have you do so. 

Mr. Bailey. There are very few contractors, practically none in 
textiles, who attend the Navy openings. There are professionals, 
who make a record of the openmgs and telegraph their cUents. But 
the Navy textile purchases are very small compared with oura 
anyway. As far as attending the openings goes, you will not find the 
men who have actually bid present at those openings, and the awards 
are not made at that time. 

The Chairman. Do you not deal nearly entirely with contractors, 
instead of with the mills themselves ? 

Mr. BAitEY. We deal with the agents for the mills. 

The Chairman. Those agents for the mills are right here in Wash- 
ington, are they not, every one of them ? 

Mr. Bailey. No. 

The Chairman. Like Milliken & Co. ? 

Mr. Bailey. Not that I know of. 

The Chairman. Or J. Spencer Turner & Co. ? 

Mr. Bailey. No. 

The Chairman. Wellington, Sears & Co. ? 

Mr. Bailey. No. 

The Chairman. How do they deal with the Navy ? 

Mr. Bailey. They are all mailed, and it is not required of the 
contractors that they be present at- the openings, and very few of 
them are. There are professional reporters there who report the 
results of the opening to their clients, but the awards in the Navy 
are frequently not made for one or two weeks after the opening. 
They are never made on the day of the opening. 

Tne Chairman, What is the name of the man looking after the 
opening of bids in New York ? 

Mr. Donald. I have just appointed Mr. Dreyfus to have temporary 
charge of that work in New York City. 

The Chairman. When was he appointed ? 

Mr. Donald. A week or so ago. 

The Chairman. When will he take charge ? 

Mr. Donald. He has charge now. 

The Chairman. What is his first name ? 

Mr. Donald. Carl Dreyfus. 
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The Chairman. Where is he from ? ' 

Mr. Donald. Boston. 

The Chairman. What is he connected with? 

Mr. Donald. Hq was in a jobbing house, I beheve. 

The Chairman. What jobbing house ? 

Mr. Donald. I believe it is called Jacob Dreyfus & Co. 

The Chairman. In this same business? 

Mr. Donald. No ; he is not in the cotton goods business. 

The Chairman. What business is he in ? 

Mr. Donald. I think he is a jobber of men^s wear, and I believe 
he manufactures shirts, though 1 would not be certain. 

The Chairman. Does the Government buy shirts ? 

Mr. Donald. Buy his shirts ? 

The Chairman. Yes. 

Mr. Donald. I do not think so; no. He is temporarily in charge. 

The Chairman. Returning again, Mr. Bailey, to the price of raw 
cotton, if cotton was selling at 40 cents a poimd, the price of cotton 
goods would be based upon that price of raw cotton ? 

Mr. Bailey. Between now ana November 15 it would not. The 
price is fixed between now and November 15. 

The Chairman. The price of cotton goods is fixed ? 

Mr. Bailey. Yes. 

The Chairman. Middling cotton is worth 32 cents to-day, and the 
price of cotton goods is fixed until November 15. If raw cotton went 
up to 40 cents a pound, it would not interfere with ordinary goods 
bought up to that time, would it ? 

A£-. Bailey. It woidd mean that probably no cotton goods would 
be sold to the civilian trade between now and then, because the price 
that is fixed would in my opinion mean a positive loss to a good many 
mills, if they were to cover with 40-cent cotton. 

The Chairman. On the contrary, is it not a well-known fact that 
the cotton mills^ profits have been enormous, beyond the dreams of 
avarice, in the past year ? 

Mr. Bailey. I do not know that that is quite correct, but whether 
it is or not, it has no bearing on what profits are to-day. 

The Chairman. I want to ask you this. Are there not members 
of the War Industries Board connected with cotton goods, and the 
cotton goods trade, who have protested against the enormous prices 
that are being paid by the Government for cotton goods ? 

Mr. Donald. Not to my knowledge. 

The Chairman. You do not know of any such ? 

Mr. Bailey. No. 

Senator Kirby. I iustwant to mention this. There seemed to be 
a general impression here when we were discussing the possible fixing 
of the price of cotton along this line that the War Industries Board 
had last year allowed a price, or that the Government purchaser had 
allowed a price, to manufacturers for certain cotton goods required 
by the Government, which upon the basis of their purchasing cotton 
at 32.6 cents per pound — and some of them said at 35 cents a pound — 
allowed the manufacturers a profit of 81 per cent last year? 

The Chairman. That is the average. Some of them made as high 
as 300 per cent. 

Senator Kirby. That is what was stated here openly. As I 
understand, Senator McKeUar desired, if it could be done, to get at 
what price the War Industries Board had in mind for the manuf ac- 
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turers to pay to the cotton producer for raw cotton, in allowing them 
100 per cent more for all cotton goods purchased this year than they 
were allowed last year. 

The Chairman. I have been trying to get at that for some little 
time. 

Senator Kirbt. I do not know anything about it, but that is what 
is in all the committees that we have been in, respecting the price 
fixing — the statement that they have been allowea practically 100 
per cent increase in the price of cotton goods over what they were 
allowed last year, and that last year they made 81 per cent, and it 
was figured then that they would be able to pay 32.6 cents per 
poimd. If they are allowed 100 per cent, we could not imderstand 
why there was agitation to reduce the price below 30 or 25 cents per 
pound. 

Mr. Bailey. Your postulate is wrong there. 

The Chairman. To what extent have the prices on cotton goods 
been increased since the 1st of February, 1918? 

Mr. Bailey. Are you comparing February 1, 1918, with prices 
to-day? 

The Chairman. To-day. 

Mr. Bailey. Because they have gone up in the meantime and 
down again. 

The Chairman. I am asking you to consider the price as of the 
1st of February and compare it with the price now m existence as 
fixed by the War Industnes Board, not abnormal, but just normal. 

Mr. Bailey. It varies a good deal with different goods. 

The Chairman. What is the general average of increase ? 

Mr. Bailey. If we take gauzes, bandage cloths, the highest price 
which the Army paid for those cloths prior to the price fixmg by the 
War Industries Board was 75i cents per poimd. The price which 
was fixed in July by the War Industries Board for those cloths was 
83 or 83i cents a poimd. 

The Chairman. What was the price that the Government paid on 
the 19th of January, 1918 ? 

Mr. Bailey. You have it in the record there. I can not recall 
those figures. 

The Chairman. Could you just refer to it and give it to me ? 

Mr. Bailey. For what material ? 

The Chairman. Just take gauzes. 

Mr. Bailey. I am pretty sure there were none bought at that 
time. Gauzes have been bought three or four times a year. 

The Chairman. Take the first time that gauzes were bought and 
give the date of it. This will indicate the price that existed then, 
and then we will take the general nm, which will be very much 
better. First, let us take cotton duck. What was the price paid 
by the Government for cotton duck on, say, the 1st of February last ? 

Mr. Bailey. There are a good many varieties of cotton ducK. 

The Chairman. Take any one of them. 

Mr. Bailey. Take paulin duck, and I am speaking from recollection. 
We were paying February 1 between 59 and 60 cents a pound for it. 

The Chairman. Fifty-nine and 60 cents a pound m February, 
1918? 

Mr. Bailey. February, 1918. 

The Chairman. What price is paid under the War Industries 
Board? 
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Mr. Bailey. Thejprice since October 1 is about 62 cents a pound. 

The Chairman. What was it before that ? 

Mr. Bailey. The price for July, August, and September was about 
59 cents a pound. 

The Chairman. About the same thing ? 

Mr. Bailey. Just about. 

The Chairman. Take cotton O. D. What was paid for it in Feb- 
ruary, 1918, about? 

Mr. Bailey. I am pretty sure there was none of that purchased 
until April. 

The Chairman. In April, then ? 

Mr. Bailey. I shall have to refresh my memory from this record. 
You understand that we purchase 100 or 150 varieties of cotton goods. 

The Chairman. Take the standard varieties. 

Mr. Bailey. Here is a contract of April 15 for the dyed goods at 
30.39 cents per yard. 

The Chairman. What is the present price ? 

Mr. Bailey. The present price is 27 cents plus a dyeing charge, 
and the dyeing charge is 4 to 4 i cents. 

The Chairman. iTienHhat is a reduction of how much ? 

Mr. Bailey. If you call 4i cents the present price for the material 
dyed, it will be 31i cents, and on this specific contract it was 30.39 
cents; practically a cent a vard more than we paid in April. 

The Chairman. Take unbleached drills, of date of February 1. 

Mr. Bailey. I assume you mean bed-sack drill ? 

The Chairman. Yes. 

Mr. Bailey. Here is a purchase of February 15 at 24 J cents per 
poimd. 

The Chairman. What is the present price ? 

Mr. Bailey. Th e pr esent price is 26i cents a yard. 

The Chairman. What was the price of raw cotton in February, 
1918? 

Mr. Bailey. I could not tell you from memory. 

The Chairman. Will you get it and put it in ? 

Mr. Bailey. If you will give me a memorandum of it with the other 
thinjgs which you desire. 

The Chairman. Yes; and the price of raw cotton, and the date? 

Senator Kirby. You mean the present price of this drill? Does 
that mean for next year's delivery, contracted for from now on ? 

Mr. Bailey. The price which I nave given you is thepresent price, 
the price fixed by the price fixing committee of the War Industries 
Board for any purchase made between now and November 15, from 
normal producers. 

Mr. Donald. No matter when delivery is to be made. 

Senator Kirby. Have they fixed the price to be paid after Novem- 
ber 15 for normal purchases ? 

Mr. Bailey. They have fixed the price for contracts placed now 
for delivery after November 15. 

Senator Kirby. What will it be ? Is it that price that you men- 
tioned ? 

Mr. Bailey. Yes. Any purchase placed now, even though it may 
be delivered next February, is to be at this price which I haVe given 
you. * 

Senator Kirby. The price for contracts made after November 15 
has not been fixed ? 
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Mr. Bailey. No. That will be fixed presumably in November. 
If the cotton price is finally fixed, these prices would stand for all 
time, but since cotton fluctuates there may be different prices on 
cotton goods for short periods. 

The Chairman. What about denims, as compared with February. 
1918? 

Mr. Bailey. I find here a purchase of denims February 19, 2.40, 
brown denim, at 29 cents per yard. 

The Chairman. What is the price fixed by the board ? . 

Mr. Bailey. The price fixed oy the board is 32i cents per }''ard, 
or within a fraction of that. 

The Chairman. Could you give me the price on shelter tent duck ? 

Mr. Bailey. There were no purchases of that, I am very sure, dur- 
ing the early months of this year. 

The Chairman. Have you any for last year ? 

Mr. Bailey. I have not the record here for last year. That is 
previous to our organization. 

The Chairman. That is why I want it in here. 

Mr. Bailey. That is what Mr. Donald made clear to you, that 
the records of last year are records previous to the formation of 
our organization. 

The Chairman. But you have them in your department. You 
simply superseded Mr. Eiseman? 

Mr. Bailey. Pardon me, but Mr. Eiseman did not conduct all of 
the operations. The Philadelphia and the Jeffersonville depots 
purchased also. 

The Chairman. It was all under his supervision. 

Mr. Bailey. Theoretically, but actually there was a great deal of 
business that went on which was not on his recommendation at all. 

The Chairman. Prices have been very largely increased over last 
year; have they not — that is over a year ago? 

Mr. Bailey. Not in consideration with the price of cotton; not 
taking into consideration the advances in cotton and labor, princi- 
pa.]lly cotton. 

The Chairman. There has not been any such corresponding in- 
crease in the price of cotton as there has been in the price of cotton 
goods ? 

Mr. Bailey. If you speak of Army purchases, yes. If you speak 
of civilian purchases, no. For instance, last October the Army was 
buying its pauhn duck at 50 to 52i cents a pound. That is my recol- 
lection. I may not be absolutely correct, but I think I am approxi- 
mately so — 50 to 52i cents a pound last October. The civiUan price 
of that same grade of duck, which is used by essential industries, 
and which was being dehvered to essential industries at that time 
on priority orders, was between 75 and 80 cents a poimd. The Army 
has never paid for that paulin duck, from the normal producing mills, 
over 62i cents a pound. I do not believe civilians have bought any 
of that grade of auck for a year below 75 cents per poimd. 

The (Sairman. Then why was it necessary for the Army, if thej 
are buying it at 52 cents a pound and civilians were only getting it 
upon priority orders — that is to say, getting such of it as tne Anny 
was wilUng to let them have — ^whv was it necessary to raise the price 
to these imlls that were then mafeing on an average of 81 per cent? 

Mr. Bailey. I do not understand tne necessity for raising the price. 

The Chairman. Do you know upon what theory they did it ? 
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Mr. Bailey. Thev advanced it as raw material advanced. 

The Chairman. As I recollect the cotton price last fall when these 
goods were bought, it was practically the same as now, probably a 
uttle higher; because my recollection is that middling cotton went 
up to 35 cents a pound at one time last fall. The cotton price is not 
any higher, at any rate. 

Mr. Bailey. I think your recollection is wrong. I do not think 
<5otton went over 30 or 31 cents a pound in 1917, and most of the 
thne it was certainly 25 to 27 cents. 

The Chairman, 'the average price of cotton as I recollect the entire 
last year was 27 cents a pouna, but the price of cotton about this 
time last year was as high as it is now. I would like to have those 
figures in this record. 

Mr. Bailey. Those cotton figures are easily obtainable, if you 
would like those with the others. 

The Chairman. I would like to have that answer to this question. 

Mr. Bailey. You imderstand it is not a part of our tqcotqs. Cot- 
ton at the time of our entrance into the war, according to my recol- 
lection, was not over 18 cents a pound. 

(Thereupon, at 12 o^clock noon, the subcommittee adjourned sub- 
ject to the call of the chairman.) 

(A letter transmitting information submitted by Mr. Bailey is 
here printed as follows:)

Attached herewith is a tabulation of the averag^e prices on contracts placed during 
the first nine months of 1918 for the materials listed thereon from botn normal and 
abnormal sources. The records indicate that no purchases were made of such mate- 
rials diuing the months in which no prices are given. 

Regarding the report of contracts placed from March to December, 1917, inclusive, 
Maj. Bur^nder has records of such contracts as were recommended by the committee 
on suppLes of the Council of National Defense during that period, but many other 
purchases were made by the depots, notably the Philadelphia and Jeffersonville 
■depots, and the records of these purchases are incomplete.

By order of the chainnan the following memorandum and attached 
docmnents relating to his trip to the Amy supply base at Norfolk, 
Va., on September 13, 1918, are printed in* full as follows: 

Memorandum of Senator McKellar^s Trip to Newport News 

AND Norfolk. 

Gen. R. C. Marshall, jr., and myself left Washington on the boat 
for Norfolk Friday afternoon, September 13, arrived at Old Point 
at 7 o'clock in the morning. Gen. Grote Hutcheson sent his boat 
over for us and we went over to Newport News, arriving there at 
about 9.30. We inspected the embarkation offices, then Camp Stuart, 
the hospital and Red Cross buildings, storehouses, and laundry. 

From there we went to Camp Hill and the stevedore camp; we then 
went through the Emergency Fleet and Shipping Board village at 
Hilton. The Emergency Fleet has built hoiises here in the woods, 
any one of which I would be delighted to have in Washington — 
houses usually built of stucco with about eight rooms, including bath, 
hardwood floors, hot-air heat, and electric lights, and every modern 
convenience. 

We then went on to the concentration camp for the men in the air 
service near Morrison. There is quite a camp here. There is no 
aviation field, but men in the Aviation Service are sent here and kept 
several weeks preparing for embarkation and are embarked from 
Newport News. 

We noticed coming back at the stevedore camp many of the houses 
were built with framework boarded in to a height oi about 5 feet, 
and then covered over with canvas. Gen. Hutcheson did not like 
this kind of a building. I agreed with him. The men in these camps 
are substantially all negroes. Gen. Hutcheson said that they suffered 
very greatly from cold and pneumonia last year in the houses thus 
constructed. He was very much in favor oi having them weather- 
boarded and covered over entirely with wood and paper. From my 
knowledge of negroes and the peculiar way in which they are affected 
by cold, I am confident that his idea is right, and that a great deal 
OI sickness will be saved during the coming winter if these houses are 
covered over and sealed. We made the proposition to Gen. Marshall 
that he would have the stevedores themselves do the carpenter work 
with lumber that Gen. Marshall would furnish. He was using old 
lumber of various kinds in preparing many of these houses in the way 
that I have outlined. We then came back and came over to Norfolk. 

At the Army supply base, Norfolk, the Government bought about 
500 acres of land, part being the old terminals owned by the city. 
Cost of land about $2,100,000. Concrete terminals, railroad yard, 
warehouses and buildings of every kind, cantonments, water supply, 
seWer system, Ughting system, roads, pavements and the hke, 
operating equipment; estimated cost of $25,450,000. Practically all 
01 the money for the land has been paid and about $13,000,000 has 
already been expended on construction. These terminals are to be 
controlled solely by the Government, the proposal being that the 
railroad shall deUver its freights to the opemng of the terminals, and 
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thereafter the Government will operate its own engines and own 
forces for the placing of goods in warehouses and on shipbpard. 

Up until August 22 the rate of pay to ordinary laborers was 35 
cents an hour, carpenters#62J cents an hour. Since August 22 there 
has been an increase to 40 cents an hour for common labor and 75 
cents an hour for carpenters. The Government furnishes board and 
housing for these laborers at a cost of $1 a day for meals and lodging. 
There is a loss on the commissary, the total loss up to date being 
about $14,000. I ate at the commissary table and the fare was 
excellent; better than I am used to in Washington. 

The total car capacity of railroad yard is 2,200 cars. It is esti- 
mated that there can be loaded and shipped on ships going out 300,000 
tons per month. The room for storage on other stoj*age and classi- 
fication tracks is approximately 800 cars more. There is suflftcient 
room outside of the main yard for all the daily operations. 

Porter Bros., of Spokane, Wash., and Wilkes-Barre, Pa., are the 
contractors. I foxmd Mr. R. B. Porter was present and in charge of 
the work. He has been present on the job since January, with the 
exception of being away about 10 days in the month of January and 
6 days in the latter part of August and early part of September. His 
brother, J. D. Porter, came down and spent a few days in March and 
also a few days in August. All other representatives of the company 
here are paid by the Government. Mr. Porter receives for his 
services $250,000. 

Mr. A. O. Leach is the supervising engineer. Mr. Leach was 
engineer with the Great Northern Railroad and he brought portions 
of nis organization from that railroad to this work. Mr. Leach gets 
$700 per month, paid by the Government. Mr. Leach's force con- 
sists of 175 men and women. 

Col. M. A. Butler is the constructing quartermaster. He also 
came from the Great Northern Railroad. 

There is no consulting engineer on the work. 

Mr. Porter advised that he had brought about $650,000 worth of 
plant and equipment, consisting of steam shovels, locomotives, 
cranes, cars, noisting engines, pile drivers, and the hke, ior the 
purpose of doing this work. The Government is paying him approxi- 
mately the prescribed rental rates for this equipment. The Govern- 
ment paid the freight on this equipment to Norfolk, and will pay, 
under the contract, the freight back to its destination. 

Five dredges have been used here. 

Porter Bros, brought probably a himdred foremen and superin- 
tendents from their organization; all of these, of course, are paid 
by the Government. The general manager, Mr. De Witt, is paid 
$500 a month. The other superintendents run from $300 to $350 
a month. They have about 35 superintendents and about 140 fore- 
men. There are 98 carpenter foremen getting 85 cents an hour, and 
other foremen get 10 cents an hour more than laborers in the same 
building trades. 

The plans of this work were made in Washington, and Mr. Leach 
made changes to conform to local conditions — topography. This 
applies to general plans as well as the details.

Referring to yoiu* recent trip to the Army supply base, Norfolk, Va., in company 
with Gen. K. C. Marshall, jr.^ I am inclosing memorandum in two pages as dictated 
by yourself covering this tnp. Supplementary thereto I am inclosing copies of 
various reports, as follows: 

A. Approved schedule of wages as being paid at the Army supply base on the date 
of vour visit, this schedule showing the date at which the various rates were effective. 

B. Force report for September 13, 1918, showing a total of 9,262 employees of all 
classes on that date. 

C. A copy of car unloading report showing the total number of cars received up to 
and incluaing September 14, 1918, from which you will note that we have received 
a total of 16,268 cars of construction material of all kinds— 16,213 of which had been 
unloaded at 6 p. m. the evening of the 14th, leaving 55 on hand. 

D. A statement showing total demurrage for the past four weeks, this amounting 
to $138 for week ending August 24, $348 for week enoing August 31, $18 for week end- 
ing September 7, and $36 week ending September 14--the total demurrage to date 
being $9,762.36. 

E. A list showing the approximate quantities of the principal items of material 
entering into the construction. 

F. Statement of present estimated coat of the Army supply base as completed, 
totaling $26,000,000. 

G. Cost report as of week ending August 21, 1918, in four sheets, showing total 
expenditure to date of $12,954,541.75. 

H. A statement of overhead, prorate, and indirect charges, as of August 21, 1918, 
showing a total expenditure to date of $2,769,545.72. 

I. Organization chart * showing the general arrangement of administration, engi- 
neering, auditing, and contractor's organization; in addition to which would submit 
the following general information : 

Mr. A. O. Leach, suporvdsing engineer arrived on the site of the work the 3d day of 
January. Constructing? quartermaster at that time was engaged in the completion 
of the cantonment construction at Camp Dodge. Des Moines. Iowa, came to Washing- 
ton early in January, and spent one day, January 6, on the site of the work with Mr. 
Leach. At that time he was arranging for temporary material tracks and cement 
sheds to take care of material then under load for this place. Constructing quarter- 
master returned to Des Moines and came back to Norfolk, arri\dng January 22, at which 
time we received plans covering a general arrangement very different from* the plant 
as finally built. The general contract with Porter Bros, was let by the officer in 
charge of Construction Division on January 21 and Mr. R. B. Porter personally 
arrived on the job early the following week. At that time Mr. Leach had constructed 
several temporary cement sheds, temporary tracks, had buildings occupied as offices 
by the general contractor and the constructing quartermaster nearly completed, 
and had a good start on the clearing and grading for the construction of the canton- 
ment for the stevedore regiment and guard battallions. Mr. Leach having undertaken 
this work, using nearly $10,000 of his own funds in getting same under way prior to the 
arrival of the general contractors. Early in February foundations were started for large 
warehouses running adjacent and parallel to Maryland Avenue, and diortly thereafter 
we were advised that this work should be discontinued, as there would probablj^ be a 
radical change in plans. In consequence all permanent work was held up until the 
last week in March, at which time we were advised as to the permanent location of the 
warehouses as now built along the water front, and immediately started grading there- 
for. The plans for piers were approved on either April 25 or 26, and casting of concrete 
piles and definite work on piers was commenced on the latter date. 

Referring again to various statements and exhibits as listed above, I note that in the 
last line of the second paragraph on page 2 in your memorandum you state that Mr. 
Porter receives $250,000 for his services, and am of the opinion that this should be 
changed so as to read that the general contractors receive $250,000 for their service, 
which includes all overhead, le^al expense, interest on capital required to cany on 
the work, etc. In this connection I have checked up the matter of organization of 
Porter Bros. , and find that they have brought onto this work some 127 superintendents, 
foremen, and office employees, many of whom have been in their employ for several 

1 Chart not reproduced here. 
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years, this bein^ the nucleus around ipsiiich they have built up their very effective 
organization which they have on the work. 

As re^ds the fourth paragraph on page 2, a check of the plant actually brought 
-onto this job shows that Porter Bros, personsjly brought on $894 000 worth of plant; 
that they leased from other contractors not directly affiliated with themselves or en- 
gaged upon this work $290,000 worth of plant; that they furnished, through their 'sub- 
contractors, $575,000 worth of plant, and through the dredging contractors $750,000 
worth, a total value of $2,509,000, these values in all cases being a joint estimated 
depreciated value based on the present condition of the plant item. Of this total 
plant, at the time of your visit, tnere was still on the work approximately $2,200,000 
worth, the balance having been released and diverted to other work. 

Also as regards the last paragraph of your memorandum, in my opinion this should 
be changed so as to read tnat the general plans outlining this work are made in Wash- 
ington, and that Mr. Leach changes these to conform to topo^aphy and other local 
conditions, and in general has prepared all detailed plans at his office on the work. 

An analysis of the statements G and H shows that there has been expended in 
labor to date $5,085,872.45, upon which there has been paid a total insurance pre- 
miimi of $33,273.96, which in per cent of total cost amounts to 0.0065. 

As reeards the employment, the massing, and the care of labor, the commissary, 
mess halls, and sleeping accommodations as run are entirely controlled by the Gov- 
ernment; no caterer or mess contractor is employed, this department being in the 
hands of a chief commissary clerk in the field auditor's department and a commissary 
superintendent on ihe general contractor's staff. At the present time we are serving 
somewhat over 20,000 meals per day. Considering the scarcity of labor in this sec- 
tion and the cost of shipping the same in from the North and the Middle Wf st, it has 
been the intention to so house and feed labor as to make this job attractive to the 
same, it being considered l^t a reputation so established was the best means of 
advertising for labor and the cheapest means of keeping the same content on the job; 
and with this end in view, although we are using every endeavor to keep this depart- 
ment on a self-sustaining basis, both the constructing quartermaster and the contrac- 
tor have knowingly incmred .a deficit of some $14,000, the fact being that this loss^ 
has been incurred due to the necessity of maintaining noonday mess halls on the 
water front, where from 4,500 to 5,000 meals are served each noon, no meals being 
served night or morning. As an additional incentive for labor to continue on this 
work, our insurance pohcies have been so extended as to cover not only hospital care 
in case of accident, but also medical treatment and hospital care in the caae of sick- 
ness. The United States Fidelity & Guaranty Insurance Co., carrjdng this insurance, 
have a force of three surgeons ana three trained nurses on the work at all times. They 
have also provided a motor ambulance and a field hospital amply capable of taking 
care of the situation to date. Cases requiring serious operation are taken direct to 
the Presbyterian Hospital in the city of Nonolk, and communicable or contagious 
diseases are isolated and as soon as possible transferred to the county hospital. 

In addition to the above, the entire sanitary and health situation is under the 

Bupervdsion of a major of the Medical Corps ai^d one assistant assigned to duty at this 

-place. Due to their activities and cooperation with the United States Public Health 

Service, all fresh-water sloughs and marshes have either been kept drained or oiled, 

resulting in our having had no malaria on the work to date. This department makes 

.a frequent bacteriological examination of our water supply, inspects food, its care 

and (preparation, the sanitary conditions of the kitchens, mess halls, and vessels and 

utensils. All mess halls, barracks, and sleeping quarters, latrines, and. baths are also 

subject to frequent inspection, the feet being that the laborers and janitors in charge 

are required to keep them in a very clean condition. With the assistance of doctors 

of the insurance company, free typhoid prophylaxis and smallpox \accination has 

been given to all labor, the desiraoility of benefits of same being urged upon all con- 

-cemed by literature and lectures. This sanitary supervision and the careful operation 

of the mess halls has resulted in the following averages, which I believe are remarkable :

The following subcontractors have been employed on this work: Raymond Concrete 
Pile Co., casting and drivinjj concrete piles and pier construction; H. P. Converse Co. 
driving of concrete piles and timber pier construction; James E. McCoy, jr.,plumbin? 
and heating; George Howell, electrical work in housing and barracks east of Maryland 
Avenue; S. B. Batte^ elecl>rical contract on permanent work west of Maryland Ave- 
nue; and R. G. Lassiter Co., paving and road work. 

Of these firms the Howell contract has been completed, and he is off the job. H. P. 
Converse & Co.'s contract has also been closed, all the balance of their work having 
been taken over by Porter Bros. In addition to these firms, Alsop & Pierce, whose 
original contract was under the city, remained on the work for some time after the city 
property was taken ovOr and completed the bulkhead work under the original con- 
tract. At the inception of the worlc prior to Porter Bros.' arrival on the ground, Mr. 
Leach also arranged to have warehouses and office buildings, clearing, and some 
barrack building construction carried out using the firms of Silsby & Lohr, Herman 
Drinkwater, and the Burckhard Electric Co. The amount of work performed by these 
individuals was comparatively small and their contracts were immediately' closed 
upon the arrival of the general contractors. The Raymond Concrete Pile Co. have 
completed the casting of piles and are rapidly completing the driving of concrete 
piles. Porter Bros, have already taken over the greater portion of the construction 
of Pier 2, and the services of the Raymond Co. will also be dispensed with just as soon 
as possible to do so and not materially interfere with the progress of the work. 

Again referring to the matter of labor, at the present time we are housing about 
9,000 employees of all classes on the work. This includes about 70 families of time 
checkers, material clerks, electrical and water foremen, and some division engineers 
whose presence is considered necessary on the work at all times in -case of fire or other 
emergency. About 1,000 of those housed are colored labor located in temporary 
housing construction on leased land near the east end of the railroad yard. These 
buildings are of a temporary nature, and the general contractor has definite agreement 
with the owners of the property, whereby they pay an amount which I personally 
consider more than a fair salvage value for the material entering into the construction, 
and we will not have the expense of tearing down and removing same. 

I am also attaching a small scale map, scale 400 feet to 1 inch , showing general layout 
of the terminal.

STATEMENT OF MAJ. JOHN C. HcCUBBIN, QUABTEBMASTEB 
COKPS, UNITED STATES ABMY.^ 

Senator McKellab, Will you give your full name and title to the 
stenographer ? 

Maj. McCuBBiN. John C. McOubbin, major. Quartermaster Corps. 

Senator McKellab. How long have you been a major in the 
Quartermaster Corps ? 

Maj. McCuBBiN. I think it is since the 6th of September. 

Senator McE^ellab. 1917? 

Maj. McCuBBiN. 1918; this past September. 

Senator McKellab. When were you first commissioned at all ? 

Maj. McCuBBm. February 1, 1918. 

Senator McKellab. As what ? 

Maj. McCuBBiN. Captain. 

Senator McKellab. When did you come to work for the Grovem- 
ment? 

Maj. McCuBBm. It was August 15, 1917. 

Senator McKellab. In what capacity ? 

Maj. McCuBBiN. As purchaser of plumbing materials. 

Senator McKjellab. With what concern were you at the time ? 

Maj. McCuBBm. The Standard Sanitary Manmacturing Co. 

Senator McKjellab. How long had you been with that company ? 

Maj. McCuBBiN. Not quite thJee years; about, I should say, two 
years and eight months, I think — two years and seven or eight 
months. 

Senator McKellab. Are you interested in that company ? 

Maj. McCuBBiN. No, sir. 

Senator McKellab. How were jrou interested, as a salaried man ? 

Maj. McCuBBiN. Salaried; yes, sir. 

Senator McKellab. What salary did you get ? 

Maj. McCuBBiN. Just when I came into the company? 

Senator McKellar. Yes. 

Maj. McCuBBiN. I was getting $3,000 a year. 

I See Exhibit 2, pp. 611-613 post, and exhibits therewith, for supplementary statement. 
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Senator McKjellar. When did your service with the company 
cease ? 

Maj. McCuBBiN. I think my resignation took effect the 14th, the 
the 14th or the 16th. The matter was handled so auick, I don't 
know just what day. I know I was at the office one aay, and went 
to work the next, I think. 

Senator McKjellar. Who called you to come ? At whose request 
did you come ? 

Maj. McCuBBiN. Maj. Hamilton's, who was then purchasing agent 
of the cantoimient division. 

Senator McKjellar. How did you happen to meet Maj. Hamilton ? 

Maj. McCuBBiN. I was brought to Washington, my location was 
changed for the Standard Co., and I was brought up to Washington 
on account of one of the Washington men bemg sick here, and the 
other away on his vacation, and I think the cantonment division then 
wanted some one to succeed Capt. Maddock, who was looking after 
the purchasing of material, and through Capt. Maddock, Maj. Ham- 
ilton requested that theyget some one to take this place, and they 
conmaunicated with the Washington office of the Standard Co. while 
I was here, and the conmaanaing officer carried it over to Maj. 
Hamilton.^ 

Senator McKellar. Did this arrangement have the approval at 
that time of the Standard Sanitary Manufacturing Co. people ? * 

Maj. McCuBBiN. So far as I know, it did not. 

Senator McEIellar. Was Mr. Ahrens down here at that time ? 

Maj. McCuBBiN. At the time that I went into the service? 

Senator McKellar. When you went into the service. 

Maj. McCuBBiN. No, sir. 

Senator McKellar. Has he been here ? 

Maj. McCuBBiN. He was here in November, I think, the first time, 
and he was here in August. 

Senator McKjellar. What was the name of the first gentleman 
you mentioned t 

Maj. McCuBBiN. Capt. A. M. Maddock. 

Senator McKellar. What position did he hold with the Govern- 
ment ? 

Maj. McCuBBiN. He was looking after the piurchase of plmnbing 
materials, working in the Government's interest, with the contract 
that they had with the Government, and at this time the change was 
made wnen the Government canceled the Crane & Co. contract, 
and looked after the purchase of their own material. 

Senator McKellar. Are Crane & Co. in the enameled-ware busi- 
ness ? 

Maj. McCuBBiN. They ^-re manufacturers of steam supplies and 
jobbers of plumbing materials. 

Senator McKellar. What became of Capt. Maddock ? 

Maj. McCuBBiN. He resigned and went back to civil life. 

Senator McKellar. He went back to work for his company ? 

Maj. McCuBBiN. Went back to his own company. 

Senator McKellar. Is that yoiu* purpose when the war is over ? 

Maj. McCuBBiN. I do not know where I can go; whether I can go 
back to the same company or not. 

Senator McKellar. Have you any such arrangement ?

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Maj. McCuBBiN. No, sir; none whatever. 

Senator McKellar. How long did they pay your salary to ? 

Maj. McCuBBiN. I think they paid the half month of August, to 
the date of resignation. The understanding at that time was that 
I would be there, at most, only 60 days. 

Senator McKellab. Have you bought from the company with 
which you were connected at the time at which you went into the 
service since you have been in the Army ? 

Maj. McOdtsbin. Bought from that company? 

Senator McKellar. Yes. 

Maj. McCuBBiN. Yes, sir. 

Senator McKellab. To what extent ? 

Maj. McCuBBiN. I am unable to give it to you in dollars and cents, 
but it has been a considerable amoimt of money. 

Senator McKellab. Can you furnish us the exact amount ? 

Maj. McCuBBiN. We are workii^ on that list now. Col. Willcutt 
is having all that matter tabulated and worked up. 

Senator McKellab. Have you recently entered into considerable 
contracts with that company ? 

Maj. McCubbin. No, sir. 

Senator McEjbllab. When was the last contract ? 

Mai. McCuBBiN. We have never made any contract with them 
outsiae of that in July, when the blanket orders were made to cover 
90,000 closet combinations. That company received a portion of 
that order; a large portion of the 90,000. If I remember right, it 
was 

Senator McKellab (interposing). How much was that in money? 

Maj. McCuBBiN. I do not know. I did not figure that out. 

Senator McEIellab. As a representative of the Government, do 
you not figure out what it costs ? 

Maj. McCuBBiN. So far as my work on that end was concerned, I 
only compare and compile it, and that is submitted to what we call 
the boara of review tnat is appointed by the general purchasing 
ajgent of Gen. Cole's division, and it is all siiomitted to them, 
the tabulation and all, for their approval. The total amount of the 
90,000 was figured out, but for the diflFerent companies; what each of 
the different companies had was not figured.^ 

Senator McElellab. Did you take bids on this ? 

Maj. McCuBBiN. Yes; bids were taken on those 90,000 closets and 
tabulated. 

Senator McKjellab. Have you the bids with you ? 

Maj. MoCuBBiN. Not with me, but they are at the office. 

Senator McKellab. Will you make them exhibits to your testi- 
mony? I want the bids that were made by the companies. 

Maj. McCubbin. Yes, sir. 

Senator McKellab. Was this Sanitary Co. the lowest bidder ? 

Maj. McCubbin. Five or six of them were low bidders on the entire 
order. 

Senator McKellab. Did they get it all ? 

Maj. McCubbin. No, sir; they only had one part of it. 

Senator McKellab. How much of it did they get ? 

Maj. McCubbin. They had, I imagine, roughly speaking, approxi- 
mately speaking, one-third of the amount.

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Senator McKellab. What proportion of all the work has gone to 
this company since you have been in the employ of the Government 
as purchasing agent of this particular kind of material ? 

Maj. McCuBBiN. Enamelea ironware? 

Senator McKellab. Yes. 

Maj. McCuBBiN. I imagine, I should think, 60 per cent. Between 
60 and 65 per cent. 

Senator McKellab. What other concerns have gotten any at all? 

Maj. McCuBBiN. The United States Sanitary Manufacturing Co. 

Senator McKellab. Who represents that company ? 

Maj. McCuBBiN. The Washington representative, you mean? 

Senator McKellab. Yes. 

Maj. McCuBBiN. They have none here at all. 

Senator McKellab. Is not Mr. Arrott connected with it ? 

Maj. McCuBBiN. Mr. Arrott is president of that. 

Senator McKellab. How much has he gotten ? 

Maj. McCuBBiN. I am imable to say on that. 

Senator McKellab. Was it a large or a small amount ? 

Maj. McCuBBiN. In comparison, I should judge with the total 
ordered, it would be a small amount. Do you wish the names of some 
of the others on that ? 

Senator McKellab. What others did you give any to ? 

Maj. McCuBBiN. There was the Kohler Co., of Kohler, Wis.; the 
Iron City Sanitary Manufacturing Co., of Pittsburgh. 

Senator McKellab. You do not remember how much they got ? 

Maj. McCuBBiN. No, sir. That is what we are working up now, 
to get the exact number of orders and the tabulation, and all on that. 

Senator McKellab. There is not any trouble about it, is there ? 
Have you not got books that show it ? 

Maj. McCuBBiN. No; it is just the compiling of the records, and 
getting them all together. Col. Willcutt's order was to go back to 
the beginning and get the whole information up. 

Senator McKellab. Who is the representative of the Standard 
here? 

Maj. McCuBBiN. In Washington? 

Senator McKellab. Yes. 

Maj. McCuBBiN. Mr. George Herth, jr; 

Senator McKellab. What are your relations with Mr. Herth ? 

Maj. McCuBBiN. No relation whatever. 

Senator McKellab. Are you good friends ? 

Maj. McCuBBiN. Yes, sir. 

Senator McKjillab. What is the degree of relationship, so far as 
friendship is concerned ? 

Mai. McCubbin. That is all; only no more than friendship. We 
have Known each other for a number of years. 

Senator McKjellab. Do you wish to leave it that way ? Because 
I am going to investigate it rather carefully and I do not want to 
mislead you, at all. &e not those relations very close and intimate ? 

Maj. McCubbin. Very friendly. 

Senator McKellab. Are they not unusually close and intimate? 

Mai. McCubbin. I would not think any more than some other 
friends I have got. 

Senator McKellab. How often do you meet? 
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Maj. McCuBBiN. I see him probably three or four times a week. 

Senator McKellab. Of tener than that ? 

Maj. McCuBBiN. No, sir. 

Senator McKellab. Do you take lunch with him pretty nearly 
every day ? 

Maj. McCuBBiN. No, sir. 

Senator McKellab. Quite frequently ? 

Maj. MoCuBBiN. I have, until we were notified to stop. 

Senator McKellab. That is since this investigation was started f 

Maj. McCuBBiN. It was before then. 

Senator McKellab. That you were notified to stop — before this 
investigation began ? 

Maj. McCuBBiN. No; before that. 

Senator McKellab. When were yoi notified before that? 

Maj. McCuBBiN. I think it has been, ofthand, about six or eight 
weeks ago. 

Senator McKellab. Who notified you ? 

Maj. McCuBBiN. Col. Willcutt. 

Senator McKellab. How did he happen to notify you that your 
relations with this man were 

Maj. McCuBBiN. It was not particularly to one. It was a gen- 
eral order that was made — that was announced to us at a general 
meeting that we have at the close of the week, that we were told. 

Senator McKellab. What other representative of a company had 
you been intimate with before that? 

Maj. McCuBBiN. I have known Mr. Cline, of the United States 
Sanitary Manufacturing Co., for quite a number of years and also 
Mr. Arrott. 

Senator McKjiLLAB. Are your relations with either of those gen- 
tlemen intimate, like they are with Mr. Herth ? 

Maj. McCuBBiN. No, su*. I do not come in contact with them. 

Senator McE[ellab. Is there anything about your relationship with 
those two that would make your commanding officer issue an order 
in regard to them ? 

Maj. McCuBBiN. That order was for everybody. It said, ''any 
vendors whatever'' — everybody in the office, that order was issied 
to. I might say that I have known Mr. Herth — both of us were very 
close friends before either of us went with that company. 

Senator McKellab. And since you have been here with the Gov- 
ernment that relationship has been continued, and in the pi rchases 
you have made you have given your old company most of the busi- 
ness, have vou not ? 

Maj. McCuBBiN. The onlv business they got, the prices were low, 
or they had the service or deUvery of matenaL 

Senator McKjsllab. Were they always the lowest ? 

Maj. McCuBBiN. If the prices were not always equal, we alwavs 
found the shipment conditions better, or the location of some of the 
plants 

Senator McKJBLLAB. Was .that the only instance? When you 
foxmd the prices of others lower, is it not true that you, haying been 
with that company, and having been on such intimate relations with 
its officers, you always found that, other things being equal, there 
was something else ? 

Maj. McCuBBiN. I did not let that interfere at aU, Senator. 
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Senator McKellar. If you did not, why is it that all of the other 
companies, who have not been getting the business, feel so very 
much aggrieved? You having oeen the representative of this 
company up until the day j^ou went into the Arniy, and since you 
have been m the Army having been in the most intimate personal 
and official relationship with the representative of this one company, 
and the other companies not gettmg any of the business, are you 
surprised that they feel somewiat aggrieved that you are showing 
great favoritism toward your old company ? 

Maj. McCuBBiN. From the information I have got I do not blame 
any of them for making complaint. As I understood, the repre- 
sentative of the Standard Co. told them that they had received 
a tremendous big order which they did not even have the opportunity 
to bid on.^ 

Senator McKellar. I will now ask you about that. Did you 
buy for the housing contracts ? 

Maj. McCuBBiN. No blanket contract order has been placed for 
the housing at all, except for the closet combinations. 

Senator McKellar. That is not the question I asked you. We 
wiU get along better and much faster it you will just answer my 
questions. 

Maj. McCuBBiN. That is what I want to do. 

Senator McKellar. I do not mean to say that you mean not to. 
I am going to be very frank and very direct with vou in my questions, 
and I want your answers in the same way, ana I am sure you will 
give them to me since it has been called to your attention. 

My question is. Are you buying for the housing? 

Maj. McCuBBiN. Yes, sir. 

Senator McKellar. Are you buying under written contracts ? 

Maj. McCuBBiN. No, sir. 

Senator McKellar. Are you just placing your orders with the 
Standard Co. for those contracts? 

Maj. McCuBBiN. No, sir; we are placing with the others, too. 

Senator McKellar. Which ones have you placed orders with for 
the housing? 

Maj. McCuBBiN. With the Sanitary Manufacturing Co. 

Senator McKellar. How much ? 

Maj. McCuBBiN. They made a price, here about 2 weeks or 10 
days ago, which put their price lower, and since then they have had 
all of the enameledware business. 

Senator McKellar. How long ago was that; when? 

Maj. McCuBBiN. About two wee& ago. 

Senator McKj:llar. WiU you give the exact date ? 

Maj. McCuBBiN. I can give you the exact date on that. 

(The witness later stated the date to be September 28, 1918.) * 

Senator McKj:llar. Now, Major, I am a perfectly frank man. 
You remember that this examination took place on September 25, 
just a httle more than two weeks ago. I want to ask you if the only 
reason that you gave this other company one order was because these 
gentlemen complained to our committee, and it was developed for 
the first time that you were placing practically all the orders with 
your old company, and with your friend, and that therefore this 
other company got that order; is that correct?

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Maj. McCuBBiN. No, sir. I can get you the exact date. Mr. 
Kelly and Mr. Meyers of the Iron City Sanitary Co. came to 
the office and called, and asked if we had placed any blanket orders, 
if we had covered for all of the enameledware busmess, and I told 
him no, we had not; that we did not have our requirements. He 
asked if it was too late for him to submit prices. I told him no, he 
could submit raices any time. 

Senator MckjiLLAR. Will you kindly answer this question: You 
and I are comparatively young men and have our lives largely before 
us. 

Maj. McCuBBiN. Yes, sir. 

Senator McKellar. Do you think that in passing upon the bids 
or quotations of these 12 or 14 enameled-ware companies that 
are asking for the Government business, in view of your long 
association with the Standard Co. and your knowledge of that 
company, in view of the intimate relationship that exists between 
you and Mr. Herth, the representative of that company, you can be 
absolutely fair and imnartial toward all those concerns in bujdng 
for the Government? Now, just as man to man, heart to heart, 
is it not the very essence of hiunan nature that you would give your 
own company, the company of your friend, the company that you 
have been employed by a long tune and you know ^o well, the best 
of it? Now, IS not that correct ? 

Maj. McCuBBiN. No, Senator; I can not say that I let that inter- 
fere at all. It was not my intention of doing anything of that land. 

Senator McKellar. Whether it was the intention or not, you know 
that we naturally feel very kindly toward our own ? 

Maj. McCuBBiN. Yes. 

Senator McKellar. Will you furnish the prices at which all the 

foods that have been bought by you from the United States Sanitary 
[anuf acturing Co. were purchased, the names of the articles, and the 
prices paid ? 

Maj. McCuBBiN. That report is being made up now for Gen. Mar- 
shall to submit to you, I am pretty sure. 

Senator McKellar. Gen. Marshall told you, of course, about the 
complaints that had been made against you ? 

Maj. McCuBBiN. Col. Willcutt told me this. I was called to Gen. 
Marshall's office this morning, and he told me to come up here, that 
you wished to see me. 

Senator McKjellar. Had you never talked with Gen. Marshall 
about it before ? 

Maj. McCuBBiN. No, sir. 

Senator McKjellar. It was only from Col. Willcutt ? 

Maj. McCuBBiN. Yes; Col. Willcutt. 

Senator McKellar. Col. Willcutt told you that Gen. Marshall 
had called his attention to this testimony ? 

Maj. McCuBBiN. He said that Gen. Marshall had received word 
from you, I believe — I do not remember how he said that the word 
came to him. 

Senator McKellar. Have you let any contracts since that time ? 

Maj. McCuBBiN. No, sir. 

Senator McKellar. How much stuff have you got contracted 
up to date ? 

Maj. McCuBBiN. On contracts? 
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Senator MgKbllab. What is the extent of your contracts with the 
Standard Co. now ? 

Maj. McCuBBiN. The only contract we have with them is for some 
closet tanks and bowls. 

Senator McKellar. To what extent is that? 

Maj. McCuBBiN. I imagine that they have on hand, on a rough 
estimate, maybe about 10,000 bowls and probably about 10,000 or 
12,000 tanks. That is the only contract that they have. 

Senator McKellar. There is no question about the capacity of 
these concerns to furnish these goods? There was active competi- 
tion, was there not ? 

Maj. McCuBBiN. Yes, competition. We have placed orders with 
some, Senator, and they turned them down. 

Senator McKellar. Which ones turned them down ? 

Maj. McCuBBiN. The United States Sanitary Manufacturing Co., 
the CahiU Iron Works, and the Kohler Co. 

Senator McKj:llar. When did the CahiU Iron Works ffet a contract ? 

Maj. McCuBBiN. I have got the date of that here. That order was 
made on July 19. 

Senator McKellar. Do you not think that the Government ought 
to have a man buying these enameled goods who is totally disasso- 
ciated from all of the various companies ? 

Mai. McCuBBiN. In purchasing, Senator, I do not see that that 
would have any connection at all with that. 

Senator McKellar. Considering the fact that you had been the 
representative of the largest enameled ware company of them all, and 
yourself on the most intimate terms, as you have testified about, 
with the Washington agent of that concern, and in view of the order 
which Col. WiUcutt has heretofore given in relation to your association 
with any representatives of any firms that were selhng to the Gov- 
ernment, do you not think that, looked at from the Government 
standpoint and not from your standpoint, a man with a knowledge 
of the business, but disassociated from all these supply firms, would 
be much better for the Government's interests ? 

Maj. McCuBBiN. I think that if I had the direct placing of the or- 
ders, or authority to place orders, that question should be brought 
up and changed, but i have no authority to do that. 

Senator McKellar. You place the orders in the first instance. 

Maj. McCuBBiN. Yes. 

Senator McKellar.. Who places them? 

Maj. McCuBBiN. I only make the recommendations. 

Senator McKellar. Has any recommendation of yours ever been 
turned down? 

Maj. McCuBBiN. No, sir; I can not say that it has. 

Senator McKellar. Then, if you recommend them and none of 
them has ever been turned down, does not that make you really the 
placer of the orders— give you the power to place the orders ? 

Maj. McCuBBiN. They are all furnished m the tabulation of the 
bids, and it goes to the board of review. 

Senator McKj:llar. I understand that, and I am perfectly 
familiar with these boards of review. 

Maj. McCuBBiN. Yes, sir. 

Senator McK^ellar. I understand that very fully. These boards 
of review merely give the formal tou'^hes to a contact that you have 
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made. But the man who has charge of the placing of the orders is the 
initial man, and you are that initial man m this case, are you not? 

Maj. McjCubbin. Put in that terms, I would say yes. 

Senator McKellar. Now, these other gentlemen in testifying 
about the matter before our committee have testified that they 
think that the Government purchasing agent should be absolutely 
not connected with any of the concerns either by personal or other 
ties. Do you dissent from that view? 

Maj. McCuBBiN. I think they would very gladly have something 
like tnat. 

Senator McKellar. How is that? 

Maj. McCuBBiN. Are you speaking of the manufacturers or the 
other members of the 

Senator McKellar. The other manufacturers. 

Maj. McCubbin. The other manufacturers. I think they would be 
venr glad to see me get out of there. 

Senator McKellar. They have nothing in the world against you 
personally ? 

Maj. McCubbin. Yes, sir. 

Senator McKj:llar. What is that ? 

Maj. McCubbin. Because I forced, in the Government's interests 
all the time, the buying of materials at the lowest possible price. I 
fought their combination. 

Senator McKellar. Have you always bought materials at the 
lowest possible price? 

Maj. McCubbin. Yes; I have fought their combination of raising 
prices, and it is so that they could get together and advance the 
prices of stujBF. 

Senator McKellar. And you have always so bought for the 
Government at the lowest price ? 

Maj. McCubbin. The best price I could possibly get on every thing. 

Senator McKellar. And the lowest pnce ? 

Maj. McCubbin. And the lowest price. 

Senator McKj:llar. These figures will show that ? 

Maj. McCubbin. These figures will show that; yes, sir. 

Senator McKellar. And when there was more tnan one bid, the 
Standard only got it when it was the lowest ? 

Maj. McCubbin. When they were entitled to it. 

Senator McKjbllab. I know, but when they were the lowest 
bidders ? 

Maj. McCubbin. Well, now, on our instructions — ^we are instructed 
when there are two, for instance, the Kohler Co. of Wisconsin and 
tJie Standard, if their price was the same as the Standard's price, and 
if the materials were intended to go to the far South — ^the Southern 
States — ^we figiu'ed it would be cheaper for the Government to get 
it from the Standard Co. out of its Louisville plant, at Louisville, 
Ky., than having it shipped from Kohler, Wis., down. That was 
always a point we had to take into consideration, with railroad 
traffic, etc.^ 

Senator McKellar. Have vou not violated that in buying this 
ware from the Standard and having it shipped to Chattanooga, 
Tenn., right where the Cahill Manufacturing Co. does business? 

Maj. McCubbin. Yes; but I think, at tnat, it was the cheapest 
price.

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Senator MoKbllab;. The Government pays the freight ? 

Maj. McCuBBiN. Yes. 

Senator McKjbllab. The raUroads were all cluttered up, and at a 
tune when we wanted eveiry power to transportation we could get you 
had shipped in from the Standard Co., right into a town where the 
other company made the stuff, and where they would not have to 
put a poimd oi it onto a railroad. 

Mai. McCuBBiN. There was one instance of that. I have a letter 
here from Mr. Caldwell calling attention to that, and he said we had 
it expressed in. 

Senator McKellar. Expressed in ? 

Maj. McCuBBiN. Yes. Now, that order was not issued by our 
office to be expressed. Very often we have an order issued, and the 
contractor has it ordered expressed when we made it freight, when it 
was urgent, that way. 

Senator McEIellae. Will you get the cost to the Government of 
that lot of material that was shipped to Fort Oglethorpe and the 
expressaee on it ? 

Maj. McCuBBiN. Yes. 

Senator McEjellar. When*did you say you gave the order to the 
CahillCo.? 

Maj. McCuBBiN. This last one was July 19. 

Senator McKjbllar. You did not give them a contract, did you ? 

Maj. McCuBBiN. We offered them a contract. I have that here, 
if you wish to read it. I will leave that with you. 

Senator McKellar. I wish you would. 

Maj. McCuBBiN. That top sheet is the order, and the bottom one 
is their reply. 

Senator McKellar. Will you make your proposal and the answer 
of the Cahill Iron Works an exhibit and insert it in your evidence ? 

Maj. McCuBBiN. I will. 

(The paper referred to will be found printed later in the testimony 
of this witness on pages 679-581 post, marked "Exhibit A.") * 

Senator McKellar. Do you thuik that that was a fair order, Major ? 

Maj. McCuBBiN. That was the only waj the board of review would 
allow it to go out. Senator. It was theu: statement to that. 

Senator McKjellar. Who is the board of review ? 

Maj. McCuBBiN. I do not know all the names of them, but I can 
give you some of them: Lieut. Col. Durant, Maj. Noss, Maj. Burt, 
Capt. Foster. 2 

Senator McKellar. What Foster is that? 

Maj. McCuBBiN. His initials are right on that letter. It is C. M. 
Foster. 

Senator McEIellar. Is that the Foster who is a member of the 
Emergency construction committee? 

Maj. McCuBBiN. No. This Foster here is the contract officer of 
the Construction Division. 

Senator KcKellar. Is his first name Clair? 

Maj. McCuBBiN. I do not know what this one's first name is. 

Senator McEIellar. Is he in the War Industries Board ? 

Maj. McCu^BiN. No; he is in the Construction Division, in Gen. 
Marshall's office. You are probablj thinking of another man. There 
is a Foster over in the War Industries Board. That is another Foster. 
I can gQt the complete list of that board for you, if you like.

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Senator MoKellab. Please do so, and put all the names in this 
record. 

Maj. McCuBBiN. AU right. 

Senator MoKellar. Did you ever write an order of this kind to the 
Standard Co? 

Maj. McCiJBBiN. They were all made out this way, Senator. 

Senator MoKellar. Have you got one there to the Standard ? 

Maj. McCuBBiN. I have not got one for the Standard. They did 
not reject theirs. They accepted theirs. 

Senator MoKellar. Did you ever cancel any orders to the 
Standard? 

Maj. McCuBBiN. On this work, no, sir. Here is the other one 
[indicating paper]. The reason I happen to have this is that Gen, 
Marshall spoke of these this morning, that there was a question on 
that, and no thought that I had better bring those letters up. 

Senator McKellar. I am very glad you did; if you have any 
others, make them a part of this record. 

Maj. McCuBBiN. There will be a number of letters that will come 
to you with the final report. 

Senator McKjjllar. Have you any to the Standard Co. ? 

Maj. McCuBBiN. Theirs is a copy of this.^ 

Senator McKellar. I know, but I want to get an actual copy of 
the letter, and when it was written, and all about it. 

Maj. McCuBsm. Here is a letter that was written either Sunday 
or Monday of this week, and the reply is attached to that. The reply 
was beiag made up for Gen. Marshall to sign, and he thought that I 
had better bring it up and let vou look over that before it was mailed. 

(The paper referred to will be found printed later in the testimony 
of this witness, pages 686-588 post, marked ''Exhibit F.'O 

Senator McKellar. I notice that you say in the closing paragraph 
of the above letter of October 11 to Col. Willcutt: 

With this in mind, the charge that the Standard Manufacturing Co. possesses a 
blanket order for bath tubs can readily be checked. 

Do you not know whether they have that order? 

Maj. McCuBBiN. We know they absolutely ha^'e not.^ 

Senator McKellar. Do you know why they should claim that 
they had one when they had not ? 

Maj. McCuBBiN. I do not know. I know that the president of 
that company, Mr. Ahrens, made a statement of that fact to a meeting 
of the manufacturers' society, that they had it, and made also the 
statement that they were shipping materials on this supposed order.' 

Senator McElellar. Have you made any shipments s 

Mai. McCuBBiN. We had no contract or order for them to make 
any snipments on. 

Senator MoKellar. Has the Government been receiving any ship- 
ments from the Standard ? 

Maj. McCuBBm. The only orders that they have been shipping on 
are the individual orders that have been sent there on the standard 
tabulation of bids. 

Senator McKellar. You understand that the charge is being very 
directly made that the Standard Co. did not have to have any orders; 
that au they saw fit to send to you was accepted ?

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Maj. MoCuBBiN. I do not see why they should make that state- 
ment. 

Senator McKellab. To be perfectly frank about it, the way they 
regard it is this, that as far as quotations are concerned, it is not to 
be expected that any of them is to be accepted, but that you just 
permit the Standard Co. to ship to you what they deem desirable, 
and the Government pays for it on a blanket order. It may not be 
expressed, it may not be a blanket order in one way, and yet it is just 
the Government taking from this company what they may need, at 
such prices as this company figures. 

Maj. McCuBBm. I can not buy anything, or order anything to be 
shipped, or prepare for anything, until we receive a purcnase authori- 
zation through the office for that work.^ 

Senator I^EIellab. Will you kindly make a list of all goods that 
may have been received when there was no order for them, and 
send it to i^e ? 

Maj. McCubbin. That have been received when there was no 
order for them ? 

Senator McKellab. When there was no contract made. 

Maj. McCubbin. I do not quite understand what you mean by 
"contract.'' A blanket order is like when we placed this order for 
closet combinations; when we have the manufacturers prepare for 
the manufacture of the material. 

Senator MoEIellab. Was that done ? 

Maj. McCubbin. That contract is the same as on that [indicatingl. 

Senator McKellab. Where is that contract ? 

Maj. McCubbin. Here is one here [indicating]. 

Senator McKellab. Wait one minute. How many of these combi- 
nations have been bought from the Standard Co. just in a general 
way? 

Maj. McCubbin. I think there were somewhere around 20,000 bowls 
and possibly around 40,000 tanks. Of course that is approximate. 
That is that blanket order.^ 

Senator McKellab. Blanket order ? 

Maj. McCubbin. Of which not all is completed, yet. 

Senator McKellab. Where is the contract about that ? Did you 
ever enter into any contract with them ? 

Maj. McCubbin. Just a letter, the same as on these rejected and 
turned down. 

Senator McKellab. Where is that ? 

Maj. McCubbin. That is at our office. 

Senator McKellab. Why did you not bring that up ? 

Maj. McCubbin. Because I did not know that that was the informa- 
tion you wanted. I had very little notice, of coming here. 

Senator McKellab. Did you not know that the thing that our 
committee wanted to find out, and having foimd out — ^it having 
appeared in the testimony before the comnuttee, of your very close 
and intimate relationship with the Standard Co., would you not very 
naturally have concluded that the very first thing that we would 
want would be the contracts ? 

Maj. McCubbin. This is the first I have heard of it, that you just 
told me. I was surprised when I heard you read that statement 
there. That is all news to me.

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Senator McKellar. Gen. Marshall was present before the com-- 
mittee two weeks ago when this testimony was given. 

Maj. McCuBBiN. But I never heard that imtu to-day. 

Senator McKellar. I asked that there be fmnished all the con- 
tracts with that company that have been made by you, with a fuU 
report of the whole transaction; and now when you come up you 
bnng contracts with several other companies, but do not bring any 
contracts with the Standard Co. 

Maj. McCuBBiN. The only reason I brought this is, as I said, this 
mommg Gen. Marshall told me, he said, ''Do you remember placing 
a blanket order or attempting to place a blanket order with anj 
concern, and they turned them down, stating that it was an unfair 
proposition?" 

S^iator McKellar. Could you telephone to your office and have 
that blanket contract you speak of sent up here nght away ? 

Maj. McCuBBiN. K I thought I could get a messenger to eet that; 
yes, sir. Here is another in connection with that, that Gen. Marshall 
told me he thought you would like to see. That just came in thi» 
morning [indicating another paper]. 

Senator McKellar (after examining letter). I have a similar 
letter from Senator Pomerene, and I will just, with your permission, 
put this in the record. 

(The letter referred to is here printed in full in the record, as 
follows:) 

Canton, Ohio, October 8, 1918, 
Maj. John C. McCubbin, 

Purchasing Agents Plumbing Supply Division^ 

Quartermjoster Department^ Washington, D. C. 

My Dear Sir: I am advised that jrou either have let or are about to let a contract 
to the Standard Sanitary Manufacturing Co., of Pittsbiu^h, Pa., for a large number 
of bath tubs, stated to me to be approximately 25,000; that this contract is being let to 
this firm without giving any opportunity to other manufacturers to bid on this work or 
any part thereof. 

There are at least three firms in Ohio, the National Sanitary Co., of Salem; the 
Barnes Manufacturing Co., of Mansfield; and the Hiunphrey Manufacturing Co., of 
Mansfield; each of wmch is in a position to fill these contracts either in whole or in 
part, if given an opportimity to bid. 

Of course I can understand why at times it is necessary in the period of war to let 
certain contracts on a cost-plus where time is the essence of the thing to be done, 
but I am at a loss to understand why these contracts for plmnbing supplies can not 
be let after an opportunity is given for bidding on the work. It may be that the first- 
named company has a larger plant, but it wHl have to make these tubs the same as 
the others, and I do not believe it is treating these other companies ouite right not 
to give them an opportunity to present, throu^^h the Government, their bids. Of 
course they will be expected to meet your specifications, and I have no doubt they 
will be able to do that. Many of these smaller concerns are very much handicapped 
now because of the fact that orders have been made by the Government which pre- 
vent private building, and I have no doubt that this ia necessary, considering the tact 
that we are in war, but all of these concerns as far as possible, in my judgment, should 
be given an opportunity to present their bids for work of the character indicated. 
Will you not allow them the privilege of presenting their bids, and if you can not do 
tide, may I not be favored with a statement of your reasons why? I shall be obliged 
to you for an early reply. 

Will you kindly send your letter in duplicate, one to my oflBce here in Canton and the 
other addressed to 241 Senate OflSce Building, Washington, D. C? 
Yours, very truly, 

Atleb Pomerene. 
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Senator McKellar. Do you let these contracts out on the cost-plus 
basis? 

Maj. McCuBBiN. No, sir. 

Senator McKellar. Senator Pomerene is mistaken about that ? 

Maj. McCuBBiN. Yes, sir. 

Senator McKellar. There is no dearth of these materials on the 
market, is there ? 

Maj. McCuBBiN. I do not quite understand you, Senator? 

Senator McKellar. In other words, there is ample of these enam- 
eled-ware materials for the use of the Governnient, is there not ? 

Maj. McCxjBBiN. The supply is very scarce. 

Senator McKellar. Are not all these 14 companies very anxious 
to get contracts with you ? 

Maj. McCuBBiN. They are all very anxious to get contracts to 
manufacture material, but the supply on hand is very short. . 

Senator McKellar. That is exactly the same case with the Stand- 
ard, is it not ? 

Maj. McCuBBiN. It is the same case with all of them. 

Senator McKellar. With all of them ? If there is keen competi- 
tion for these contracts, why not have sealed bids and let the lowest 
bidder take it and get the contract? What would there be imfair 
about that ? 

Maj. McCuBBiN. Nothing unfair; no objection to that. 

Senator McKellar. Why has not that been done? 

Maj. McCuBBiN. I have had no orders of any purchasing that way. 

Senator McKellar. Who ordered you to purchase in this way? 

Maj. McCu3BiN. That is the general purchasing policy of the office.^ 
Col. Willcutt is the head of the office. 

Senator McKellar. Has there not been any change made ? 

Maj. McCuBBiN. The first that I ever heard of any change on it. 

Senator McKellar. No recommendation has been made to you to 
change ? 

Maj. McCuBBiN. Of buying and purchasing on sealed bids? 

Senator McKellar. Yes, sir. 

Maj. McCuBBiN. No, sir. 

Senator McKellar. I am surprised to. hear that. I have been 
informed by the heads of the divisions of this department that 
all goods where there was competition should be purchased by means 
of sealed bids. 

Maj. McCuBBiN. Now, if 'you speak of sealed bids hke many other 
departments, advertising to buy on sealed bids, to be in at a certain 
time 

Senator McKellar. No; I mean sealed bids, free and open, and 
the contract goes to the lowest and best bidder in a perfectlv straight 
way, where there can not be any advantage given or any favoritism 
shown. 

Maj. McCuBBiN. No; ours are not bought that way. 

Senator McKellar. Not bought that way ? 

Maj. McCubbin. When the bids are received they are all tabu- 
lated up. 

Senator McKellar. How much of this material do you buy in a 
year, Maj. McCubbin? 

Maj. McCubbin. I suppose I purchase around about $10,000,000 
worth.

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Senator MoKellab. And $6,500,000 worth was purchased from 
one of these companies ? 

Maj. McCuBBiN. No, sir; I do not think so. 

Senator McEjellar. You said 65 per cent was purchased from 
one company. You testified a little while ago that 65 per cent was 
purchased from one of them. 

Maj. McCuBBiN. I spoke of 65 per cent of the enameled ware 
only. 

Senator McKellab. How much is enameled ware ? 

Maj. McCuBBiN. Enameled ware would be only a small portion of 
that $10,000,000. 

Senator McKellab: Do you buy not only enameled ware but also 
all other plumbing materiak ? 

Maj. MiiCuBBiN. Yes. 

Senator McKellab. And what portion do you buy from this 
conapany? 

Maj. McCuBBiN. Very small, because they are not manufacturers 
of other materials, except enameled ironware and vitreous chinaware. 
We have bought quite a httle stuff from their jobbing stores in the 
South on competitive bids with the other jobbers there. 

Senator McKellab. When you say *' competitive bids,'' they are 
sealed bids ? 

Maj. McCuBBiN. They are not sealed bids; no, sir. 

Senator Kellab. And you pass on them just like you do on all 
the rest of them ? 

Maj. McCuBBiN. No; these bids are taken, and firbt we make a 
tabulation and a duphcate is forwarded to the board of review. 

Senator McKjellab. But you have a right to say whether bids 
shall be taken in, have you not ? 

Maj. McCuBBiN. No. 

Senator McKellab. Or to reconmiend ? 

Maj. McCuBBiN. As I said, this tabulation is sent to the board 
of review and kept there. 

Senator McKellab. But your rfeccmmiendation is made, and you 
have already testified that they never make any change in your 
recommendation . 

Maj. McCuBBiN. I know of none that they have turned down. 

Senator McKellab. They have never turned down one ? 

Maj. McCuBBiN. They ask questions on them. 

Senator McKellab. Which makes you the purchasing agent of 
the Govenmient in this regard ? 

Maj. McOcTBBiN. I think so; yes, sir. 

Senator McKellab. What is your age ? 

Maj. McCuBBiN. Thirty-eight. 

Senator McKellab. Are you a married man ? 

Maj. McCuBBiN. Yes, sir. 

Senator McKellab. Have you children — a family? 

Maj. McCuBBiN. Three children. 

Senator McKellab. There is no reason why you could not go 
abroad just as weD as stay in this coxmtry, is tnere ? 

Maj. McCuBBiN. I have no one to look out for my family, that is 
the only thing. 

Senator McKellab. Probably three-fourths of the majors in the 
Anny have families. 

Maj. McCuBBiN. There are quite a few of them. 
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Senator MoKIellar. And many of them are going across. Would 
you not prefer to go rather than to stay here and fool with a job of 
this kind, where everybody except one firm in the trade are com- 
plaining at you? 

Maj. McCuBBiN. Senator, I think I have overdone (dime) my 
duty for the Government in this work. I have sacrificed a whole 
lot. As Col. WiUcutt knows, I have worked day and night. 

Senator McKellar. I know; but in your own interest, Major 

Maj. McCuBBiN. If it is the wish of the department or anything 
of that kind ; if imder the conditions they think it is best for me to 
be transferred from this position I am in 

Senator McKellar. Suppose that you were transferred and there 
was put in the sales agent of the United States Sanitary Co. 

Maj. McCuBBiN. You are speaking of the sales manager? 

Senator McKellar. The sales manager or the sales agent, the 
official of their employees who is engaged in the sales busmess; do 
you think that would oe fair toward the other companies ? 

Maj. McCuBBiN. Yes, sir; I think it would be lair to the other 
companies under the way of purchasing; but I do not think it would 
be fair to the Government. 

Senator McKellar. You do not think it would be fair to the 
Government? 

Maj. McCuBBiN. No, sir, I do not; because the sales manager of 
the United States Sanitary Manufacturing Co. has been brougnt up 
in the enameled-iron business and his knowledge of the plumbing 
supply business works to one line, whereas the position requires a 
man of what is known as general information of the jobbing business 
of all this material. I am speaking of the sales manager or agent of 
the United States Sanitary Mfg. Co. He has a specialty on one 
particular proposition. 

Senator McKellar. Take the sales agent of the Cahill Co., which 
is exclusively an enameled-ironware company. 

Maj. McCuBBiN. Yes; I think it would work to the same policy. 

Senator McKellar. Do you think that would be fair to the 
Standard Sanitary Co., to take a man from one of the small com- 
panies and put him in there ? 

Maj. McCuBBiN. I do not see why it would not. 

Senator McElellar. Were you in the habit of giving verbal orders 
to the Standard Co. for goods ? 

Maj. McCuBBiN. No more than anybody else. The verbal order 
is ^ 

Senator McKellar. Now, Maior, I will ask the question again. 
Are you in the habit of giving veroal orders to the Standard Samtary 
Co. for goods ? 

Maj. McCuBBiN. When we require immediate shipment on certain 
materials. 

Senator McKellar. Is that the only time ? 

Maj. McCuBBiN. TTiat is the only time; yes, sir. 

Senator McKellar. What amoimt of verbal orders have you 
given ? 

Maj. McCuBBiN. That is only for small shipments; a small portion 
of them. I could not tell vou the amount of it. 

Senator McKellar. Will you have the bookkeeper segregate the 
orders that you have given the Standard Sanitary Manufacturing 
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Co. for goods, verbally, from those where they have contracts, and 
make that statement an exhibit to this testimony? 

Maj. McCuBBiN. Senator, I do not know if I could do that. Parcjon 
me for sayii^ that. 

Senator MoKellar. I want you to furnish this committe with 
every written contract that you have made with the Standard 
Sanitary Co. since you have been a purchasing agent of the Govern- 
ment. 

Maj. McCuBBiN. Pardon me for explaining, but that has gone 
further than that. We are getting up a compfete list of every order. 
You see, there was one contract. I think you misunderstand. 

Senator MoKellar. Yes; but there was a written contract on which 
this was» given. In other words, Major, to be perfectly frank about 
it, if you are in the habit of giving verbal contracts 

Maj. McCuBBiN. No; not verbal contracts. 

Senator MoKj:llar. Well, verbal orders 

Maj. McCxJBBiN. Verbal orders; yes. 

Senator MoKellar (continuing). To the Standard Sanitary Co., 
that is a practice that is so reprehensible that it should be stopped at 
once, ana I am going to ask you not to make any contracts at all 
with this Standard Sanitary Co. or with any other company xmtil 
we have had an opportunity to go into the matter further. 

Maj. McCuBBm. Yes, sir. 

Senator MoKellar. Unless there is some emergency; and then I 
will ask you to submit it to Gen. Marshall, in whom I have every 
confidence. I do not mean to say that I have not got confidence 
in you, but I am just afraid that, under the stress of war, a course 
of conduct has been indulged in by the Government here that would 
never be tolerated for a miivute at any other time except in war. 

From the testimony that is before us and from your own admis- 
sions here, it appears that probably 65 per cent — ^not less than 65 
per cent — oi all business 

Maj. McCuBBiN. Oh, Senator, I said of the enameled ironware 
business. 

Senator McKjbllar (continuing). Of the enameled ironware busi- 
ness, is done with this one concern, almost to the exclusion of every 
other competing concern in the coimtry, and that state of affairs is 
a shock, a very great shock, to an outsider who has no interest in 
it except that of the Government, and it is inconceivable, to my 
judgment, that you, just in your own interests, ought not to feel 
that you ought not to be a party to it; because if you have been 
advised to take a position of this kind and made these contracts 
out to a company that you have been connected with so long, you 
have been badly advised about it, that is all. 

Maj. McCubbin. Probably I have. 

Senator MoKellar. For your own interests. Mr. Arrott testified 
as follows: 

On the 19th instant Mr. Ahrens stated that his company had secured a very large 
contract from the Government, but he had not as yet secured the formal order. 

Now, is that true or not ? 
Maj. MoCuBBiN. That is absolutely not true.* 
Senator MoKellar. If Mr. Ahrens stated that, he stated what 
was not a fact ? 
Maj. MoCuBBiN. He stated what was not a fact. 
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Senator MoKellab. Mr. Arrott testified further: 
He stated that this order practically took them out of the market for the year 1918. 

Is that true ? 

Maj. McCuBBiN. That is not true, from the order that they got 
from us. 

Senator MoKellab. Mr. Arrott testified further: 

Also the Standard Co. issued* a printed circular to the trade stating that they 
were out of the market for the balance of the year. 

Is that true ? 

Maj. McCuBBiN. I do not know anything about that. I have not 
heard of any such statement. 

Senator MoKellab. Have you seto such a circular letter from 
the Standard Co. ? 

Maj.McCuBBiN. No, sir. 

Senator McKjillab. Maj. McCubbin, you know that after January 
1, imless these concerns have Government business, they can not 
get priority orders any longer for iron, do you not? 

Maj. McCubbin. No; I did not know that any time was set that 
way, Senator, at aU. I had not been advised oi that. 

Senator MoKellab. You did not know that there was such an 
order? 

Maj. McCubbin. No, sir; I had not been advised of that. 

Senator McKIellab. Assuming that there was such an order, that 
would virtually — ^you are f amihar enough with the enameled iron- 
ware business to know that unless they can get iron, unless they 
have Government orders through which they can get priority orders 
for iron, it would put them out of business, would it not ? 

Maj. McCubbin. This coming January? 

Senator McKiiLLAB. Yes. 

Maj. McCubbin. I expect, Senator, all of them will have orders 
by that time. We are working out a proposition now. 

Senator McKjillab. This is rather late m the day for that, is it not, 
for that policy to be pursued ? They have been utterly left out before, 
have they not ? 

Maj. McCubbin. No, sir; we have jus.t started the biggest portion. 
The largest amount of enameled-iron business is coming in now, on 
account of the housing work.* 

Senator McK!ellab. You spoke of your expert knowledge of the 
business. Had you ever been a purchasing agent for enameled ware 
before? 

Maj. McCubbin. No, sir. 

Senator McKellab. You had no knowledge of that ? 

Maj. McKellab. You mean entirely of enameled ware? 

Senator McKjbllab. Yes. 

Maj. McCubbin. Oh, I purchased enameled ware before I got this. 

Senator McKellab. For whom did you purchase it ? 

Maj. McCubbin. The C. J. McCubbm Co. 

Senator McKellab. Whereabouts? 

Maj. McCubbin. Washington, D. C. 

Senator McKellab. Was that a small business or large ? 

Maj. McCubbin. That was a small jobbing business. They did a 
business of about $285,000 a year. 
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Senator MoKellab. How long were you in that bnsiness ? 

Maj. McCuBBiN. I was in it for about 15 years. 

S enator McEellab. Your business was calling on architects and 
owners usually, was it not ? 

Maj. McCuBBiN. In the Standard Co. ? 

Senator MoKellab. Yes; when you were with the Standard Co. 

Maj. McCuBBiN. I called upon architects and plumbers and jobbers 
and also unon owners. 

Senator McKjellab. Under whose supervision were you ? 

Maj. McCuBBiN. Mr. C. B. Nash, of rittsburgh, on the part of the 
architects; promotion work, as you might state. That came under 
Mr. C. B. Nash, of Pittsburgh. 

Senator McKjillab. Were you ever \mder the jurisdiction of Mr. 
George Herth ? 

Maj. McCuBBiN. I was, while on the sales end, calling on jobbers. 
That came under his control. Taking orders from Washington job- 
bers would come under Mr. Berth's office. 

Senator McKellab. You were imder Mr. Herth here, were you not ? 

Maj. McCuBBiN. I had two sections; yes, sir. 

Senator McKellab. It is charged in this statement as follows: 

That Maj. McCubbin lunches each and every day, almost without exception^ with 
Mr. Herth at the expense of the Standard Co. 

Is that correct ? 

Maj. McCubbin. That is not true; no, sir. 

Senator McKellab. Who pays for the limches ? 

Maj. McCubbin. When I have been with him at lunch? 

Senator McKellab. Yes. 

Maj. McCubbin. Sometimes he pays for it and at other times I have 
paid for it. 

Senator McKellab. Have you ever accepted any other favor 
from him ? 

Maj. McCubbin. No, sir. 

Senator McKjillab. Of any kind ? 

Maj. McCubbin. No, sir. 

Senator McKellab. This statement is made: 

The relations between these two men have caused widespread comment in the 
trade. In fact, Maj. McCubbin has shown at times some embarrassment when he has 
been seen by men in the trade when in company with Mr. Herth at lunch in the hotels 
in Washington. 

Did it ever cause you any embarrassment ? 

Maj. McCubbin. It never caused me any embarrasment with 
anybody; no, sir. 

Senator McKellab. And you do not think that you have lunched 
with him over three or four times a week ? 

Maj. McCubbin. No, sir. 

Senator McKellab. The Standard Co. really controls over half the 
trade, does it not ? 

Maj. McCubbin. You mean over half the material? 

Senator McKellab. Yes. 

Maj. McCubbin. I imagine they do; yes, sir. I imagine they 
make about 40per cent of the ware. 

Senator McKellab. Do they not establish market prices for the 
trade? 
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Maj. MoCuBBiN. I do not know that, sir. 

Senator MoKellab. How much of this enameled ware have you 
imder contract now ? 

Maj. McCuBBiN. Haven^t any contracts for anything outside 
of enameled tanks. 

Senator MoKellab. Those are the ones you have previously 
mentioned ? 

Maj. McCubbin. July 19; the ones you have there. 

Senator McKellab. So that you have no contracts at all. Why 
have you not entered into contracts ? 

Ma]. McCubbin. We have not had our proper information, Senator, 
as to the different requirements of the various bureaus, to get the 
total quantity of material that would be required so that we could 
send out our inquiries for prices. 

Senator McKellab. TaKe this great number of houses that are 
being built down herej have you made no effort 

Maj. McCubbin. You mean at the Union Station? 

Senator McKellab. Yes. 

Maj. McCubbin. We are not buying any of that material. 

Senator McKellab. You are not buying that material ? 

Maj. McCubbin. No, sir. 

Senatdr McKellab. These various other houses you are buying for ? • 

Maj. McCubbin. No contract has been made, though they nave 
been bought on the standard tabulation of bids. 

Senator McKellab. You mean, by that, verbal orders ? 

Maj. McCubbin. No, sir. ^ 

Senator McKellab. Did Mr. Ahrens inform you that if the Con- 
struction Division wished any goods they would have to place the 
order at once, as the price would advance the next week ? 

Maj. McCubbin. He told me that there was a strong possibility 
of all enameled ware advancing- yes, sir. I made that statement 
in the memorandum there, attached to that other letter. 

Senator McKjillab. Has any contract ever been written up — 
prepared — ^by you for the Standard Co. ? 

Maj. McCubbin. No, sir. The only one I got up was on the tank 
proposition, and bowls; that one of July 19.^ 

Senator McKellab. Has not the Standard Co. advanced the 
prices of these materials recently? 

Maj. McCubbin. No; they have not advanced any prices recently. 

Senator McKellab. It is stated here: 

The Standard Co., after securing this verbal contract, did advance the price to the 
Government and informally told the other manufacturers that this price would be 
advanced and later gave the other manufactiurers a memorandum of the new prices. 

Maj. McCubbin. I do not know anything about that, at all. 

Senator McKellab. You do not Imow anything about that? 
^ Maj. McCubbin. No, sir. 
* Senator McKellab. You say you have not advertised for bids t 

Maj. McCubbin. No, sir. 

Senator McKellab. You never have advertised for bids ? 

Maj. McCubbin. Never have advertised for bids. We sent out 
letters of inquiry for prices. 

Senator McKellab. Have you got any quotations from the United 
States Sanitary Manufacturing Co.? 

1 See Exhibit 2, p. 613 post. 
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Maj. McOuBBiN. I had a letter the other day where they with- 
drew their quotations, and I was taHdns 



Senator McKIellar. That was since this hearing began? 

Maj. McCuBBiN. It has been a day or so ago; yes, su*; and I was 
talking to their sales manager on the phone yesterday in Pittsburgh, 
and asked him what they were going to do and if they were going to 
let that price stand or if they were going .to submit new prices. 
He said he could not tell, but Mr. Arrott was going to be in Washing- 
ton to-day and would take that matter up. 

Senator McKellab. What was his name ? 

Maj. McCubb'in. The one I was talking to was Mr. Cline. 

Senator McKellab. The statement is made: 

Maj. McCubbin informed our representative, Mr. Fred W. Broatch of New York 
City, that he was going to place a lot of business, but we did not participate in this 
at all, nor had any opportunity of doing so. 

Maj. McCubbin. That is another one. I never made such a 
statement as that.* 

Senator McKellab. You stated you had given a part of this busi- 
ness to the United States Sanitary Manufacturing Co. 

Maj. McCubbin. A part of which business, Senator? 

Senator McKellab. Of the enameled-ware business. 

Maj. McCubbin. Lately, you mean? 

Senator McKellab. Yes. 

Maj. McCubbin. Yes; they had some enameled-ware business. 

Senator McKellab. Less than $25,000 ? 

Maj. McCubbin. I do not know the total of it. 

Senator McKellab. And the total of the business of the Standard 
would be several millions, would it not ? 

Maj. McCubbin. I think not; no, sir. 

Senator McKellab. How much do you suppose it would be ? 

Maj. McCubbin. I do not suppose that tne business with the 
Standard, the enameled-iron business, would run over $600,000 or 
$700,000— offhand. 

Senator McKellab. What else do you buy from the Standard? 

Maj. McCubbin. Brass goods and vitreous-china closet bowls, arid 
vitreous-china tanks. 

Senator McKellab. Are they in that business ? 

Maj. McCubbin. Yes. 

Senator McKellab. Are they manufacturers of those ? 

Maj. McCubbin. Yes. 

Senator McKellab. Did you ask for bids from any one else on those ? 

Maj. McCubbin. Yes, sir. 

Senator McKj:llab. Will you produce such bids as you have, 
and the prices quoted, that you have, and make that statement an 
e^^bit to this testimony ? 

Maj. McCubbin. Yes, sir.^ 

Sttiator McKellab. Did you buy the water-closet combinations 
at Nitro, W. Va. ? 

Maj. McCubbin. No, air.^ 

Senator McKellab. Who bought those? 

Maj. McCubbin. They were oought by the contractor. The 
contractor purchased the whole order. 

Senator McKellab. Wh} was that ? 

iSee Exhibit 2, p. 618, post. * See Exhibit 2, p; 613, and Exhibit 12, pp. 617 et seq. post. 
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Maj. MoCuBBiN. I do not know, Senator, why that was done. 

Senator McKellab. Why did you delegate your duties to the 
contractor. 

Maj. McCuBBiN. Delegate my duties to him? 

Senator McKellab. To buy these water-closet combinations. 

Mai. McCuBBiN. They asked us to furnish a Ust of the material, 
and the specification was sent to the office for us to send out to get 
quotations on certain items. 

Senator McEjbllab. Why did you not buy there as in other cases ? 

Maj. McCuBBiN. I do not know. We had no instructions from the 
office as to that at aU. 

Senator MoEjbllab. Do you know whether the contractor bought 
these at a less price or a higher price than you had been buying for ? 

Maj. McCubbin. I do not know. I do not even know where the 
orders were placed. 

Senator McEjbllab. You gave an order to the Cahill Iron Works 
for 6,000 tanks. There were a number of provisos which just made 
that an option, and the Government reserved the right to cancel at 
any time. I will ask that that be made Exhibit A. 

Also we have a contract of the Kohler Co., which I will ask to be 
made Exhibit B.^ 

There is also one of the United States Sanitary Manufacturing Co., 
which I will ask to be made Exhibit C. 

(The exhibits referred to will be foimd printed on pages 579 to 582 
inclusive.) 

That of the Kohler Co. was for 9,000 tanks and that of the United 
States Sanitary Co. was also for 9,000 tanks. 

Did you buy any tanks of that kind from the Standard ? 

Maj. McCubbin. At the same time; yes, sir. 

Senator McKellab. How many ? 

Maj. McCubbin. As I spoke before, as near as I can remember 
around 40,000 tanks. 

Senator McKellab. That was under a letter written just like this 
[indicating] ? 

Maj. McCubbin. Yes. 

Senator McKellab. You can make that Exhibit D, when you 
get that from your office, and put it in this record.^ 

Maj. McCubbin. Yes. Now, you wish to include some of the other 
contracts which were made at the same time ? 

Senator McKellab. Yes. 

Maj. McCubbin. Do you wish the names of those now? 

Senator McKellab. No ; you can give them afterwards. Put them 
in the record. 

Maj. McCubbin. Yes, sir. 

Senator McKellab. Mr. Arrott, in his letter of September 23 to 
me, among other things said: 

We wish to relate further an instance where our company quoted the Quartermaster 
Corps in charge of Construction Division a price a few cents less than the Standard's 
quotation. 

Is that correct ? 

Maj . McCubbin. I do not know which one that was. It might have 
been on some one item. Did he give the date there in his quotation ? 

iSee Exhibit 2, p. 613 post. Kxhlbit B is on pp. 681-682 post. 
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Senator MoKellab. He does not give the date. He says: 

This information w^ conveyed presumably by Maj. McCubbin to Mr. George 
Herth, who in turn reported it to his headquarters in Pittsburgh. The Standard's 
sales manager, Mr. James F. Gonran, immediately called by telephone to our secretary, 
Mr. A. H. Cline, jr., in chai*^ of sales, asking why we had cut the price. This shows 
conclusively the close working relations between Maj. McCubbin and the Standard 
Co. 

Is that correct ? 

Maj. McCubbin. I know nothing about that at all, sir. 

Senator McKellar. Did you talk to Mr. Herth about the low 
figures ? 

Maj. McCubbin. No, sir. 

Senator McKellar. How can vou account for that remarkable con- 
dition of affairs, that immediately afterwards Mr. Conran called the 
secretary of this company and demanded to know why the price had 
been cut ? 

Maj. McCubbin. I do not know, sir. 

Senator MoKjillab. Did anybody else have access to these prices 
except you ? 

Maj. McCubbin. It is general information throughout thie oflB.ce; 
copies of orders, and all. 

Senator McKellar. I know; but in your ofl&ce did you permit 
those under you, if a lower price was quoted, to go out and tell the 
Standard people about it ? 

Maj. McCubbin. No, sir; they were all in strict confidence. 

Senator McKjellab. How do you suppose they got that price ? 

Maj. McCubbin. I have no way of telling that, sir. 

Senatoj* McKjillar. Did you 6ver make a contract with the 
James Robertson Manufacturmg Co., of Baltimore, Md. ? 

Maj. McCubbin. No, sir. 

Senator McKjellar. What business is the James Robertson Manu- 
facturing Co. in? 

Maj. McCubbin. They are jobbers in plumbing suppUes. 

Senator McKjillar. Have you ever bought any suppUes from 
that concern ? 

Maj. McCubbin. Yes, sir. 

Senator McKjellar. When was th^t purchase made, and how 
much was it for? 

Maj. McCubbin. Those purchases have been made off and on for 
some time. I am unable to give you the dates. 

Senator McKjellar. And you made the purchases ? 

Maj. McCubbin. Yes, sir. 

Senator McKellar. Did you know that you were a nephew of the 
president of that company^ 

Maj. McCubbin. Yes, sir. 

Senator McKellar. Did it ever occur to you that, representing 
the Government, it would be well not to purchase from the members 
of your own family ? 

Maj. McCubbin. Not when we had competitive bids. I never 
was advised of that. 

Senator McKellar. Did you have competitive bids ? 

Maj. McCubbin. You say, did we have? 

Senator McKellar. Yes. 

Maj. McCubbin. Oh, yes; we had. 
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Senator McKellar. On this ? 

Maj. McCuBBiN. On all that stuff we bought from Robertson & 
Co. ; yes, su*. 

Senator McKellar. You stated in your testimony a little while 
ago that you never had had competitive bids. 

Maj. McCuBBiN. I- do not remember making that statement, 
Senator. We have bids on everything "we buv. 

Senator McKellar. You mean quotations ? 

Maj. McCuBBiN. Quotations. 

Senator McKellar. And you then proceed to select any one you 
want? 

Maj. McCuBBiN. We tabulate the quotations and send them to 
the board of review. 

Senator McKjellar. Are you interested at all in the James Robert- 
son Manufacturing Co.? 

Maj. McCuBBiN. No, sir. 

Senator McKellar. You have no stock in that company ? 

Maj. McCuBBiN. No, sir. 

Senator McKellar. Does any member of your family have 
stock in it ? 

Maj. McCuBBiN. No, sir. 

Senator McKellar. Besides Mr. McPhail ? 

Maj. McCuBBiN. No, sir. 

Senator McKellar. Will you fimiish the committee, and make it 
an exhibit, and put it in this testimony, a statement of all the goods 
bought from the James Robertson Manufacturing Co. of Baltimore? 

Maj. McCuBBiN. Yes, sir. 

Senator McKellar. How did it happen that you bought plumbing 
goods in Baltimore ? 

Maj. McCuBBiN. I imagine that was a pick-up, Uke materials either 
for the Camp Meade job or the Curtis Bay job or the Fort McHenry 
job, where they would require immediate delivery for emergency 
cases. 

Senator McKellar. Were these all emergency cases ? 

Maj. McCuBBiN. That is what they call emergency pick-ups, 
buying from jobbers when we did not have time to get it shipped in 
from tne manufacturers. 

Senator McKellar. Will you give the prices paid the Robertson 
Co. for these goods ? 

Maj. McCuBBiN. Yes. 

Senator McKellar. What kind of goods did you buy from them ? 

Maj. McCuBBiN. From Robertson & Co. ? 

Senator McKellar. Yes. 

Maj. McCuBBiN. I imagine most of it would be what we call 
rougmng-in materials, pipe fittings and stock, and things of that 
kind; and then there may have been some fixtures in there. 

Senator McKellar. When a cantonment is built, does the con- 
tractor have anything to do with buying these materials ? 

Maj. McCuBBiN. The contractor is reafly the man that places the 
order. We, what is called, mobilize the materials. 

Senator McKellar. As many plumbing establishments as there 
are in this country and as many plumbing jobbers as there are in this 
country, do yOu have to mobilize them ? 
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Maj. McCuBBiN. Yes, sir; our quantities as a rule on these big jobs 
are far more than any jobbing houses could supply. 

Senator McKellar. But the greatest contractors in the world get 
these contracts; they come here from all parts of the United States 
to get these contracts. 

Maj. McCuBBiN. Yes. 

Senator McKellab. Do you have to mobilize them, when they 
are here begging at your doors, by every means in the world, and 
coining arotmd, trying to get this and that friend to help them, to use 
influence to get near one of the purchasing agents of the Government ? 
Under those circumstances do you have to mobilize ? 

Maj.-McCuBBiN. What we term ^* mobilize'' is for the convenience 
and llenefit of the contractor, so that he would not have that work to 
do himself. Just as soon as the lists are tabluated and scheduled, 
from the plans we go right to work on it. 

Senator McKellab. When you buy these materials through a 
contractor, does he get a percentage for buying them ? 

Maj. McCuBBiN. 1 do not know how that is worked; how the 
contracts are made, at all. I have nothing to do with that end. 

Senator McKellab. I wiU now make the letter of the United 
States Sanitary Co of the 23d of September, Exhibit E, and this 
other letter wnich you have brought here I will make Exhibit F.* 
No; you will want to send that out by mail ? 

Maj. McCuBBiN. That is a copy for an office memorandum. 

Senator McKellab. Very well; I will put that in as Exhibit H. 

(The papers referred to by Senator McKellar, Exhibits A to F, 
inclusive, are here printed in full in the record as follows:)

6. Please acknowledge tnis letter, and also advise when your company is placed on 
the preference list for receiving coal to manufacture materials as above specified.

Dear Sir: We are in receipt of your favor of July 19, with order No. 412.23 CR- 
MT — General, but we regret that we are not in position to accept this order, for several 
reasons. 

First. Our capacity on these tanks is quite limited. Our total production for the 
month of May was only 515 and for the month of June 502, so you see that at tiiis 
rate it would take us 12 months to fill the order. 

Then, again, We do not think the terms and conditions are fair. Your order is 
really an option on the goods, we to go ahead and make them up, you to take any 
part of them that is convenient, and leave the balance on our hsmds. When prices 
of raw materials are three to four times what they were in normal times and lalxv 
'150 to 250 per cent higher this would be taking too much risk on our part. For the 
reasons given below we could not consider tafing any order that did not bind the 
purchaser to accept the goods from us as made and pay for the same when we have 
them made. Should we make up a lot of goods subject to cancellation and the 
war ends and prices slmnp, we would lose a lot of money, and this is a risk we do 
not think we are justified in taking. Tanks are an assembled proposition, and Capt. 
McCubbin knows that no one manufacturer makes the whole thing. If we were to 
accept the order, to protect ourselves we would have to buy the fittings at once from 
some brass manufacturer. The fittings for the tanks would cost something like 
$15,000, and no brass manufacturer in the United States would take this order subject 
to cancellation, but they would expect us to take the fittings as manufactured and 
pay for them in 30 to 60 days. We would not feel that we were able financially to 
put this money in brass goods and very much more in other raw materials and liave 
no specified date at which we could get pay for them. We are only small manu- 
facturers and while we are able to finance our business for its normal wants, we expect 
the business to carry itself along. Pig iron, coal, coke, and chemicals all must 
be paid for in 30 days, and we expect to collect up as closely as possible each monUi 
thejpreviouft month s sales. 

We would be glad to get orders for the Government from your office, especially for 
near-by operations where there can be a great saving in mileage, transportation, and 
freight chai^ges. We have done a great deal of this work through jobbers at Sheffield, 
Birmingham, Mobile, etc., and are in shape to take care of ordinary orders, but such 
a large order for tanks only would overwnelm us. If our labor was as efficient as it 
formerly was our extreme output on these tanks might be around 800 per month, but 
molders are here to-day and somewhere else to-morrow. Six to seven hundred per 
month in normal times would represent a fair business for us on this tank, and we 
could not afford to make patterns, flasks, and machines to get out one big job and 
then have the extra equipment on our hands that we would have no use for. In 
order to do a safe, conservative business, if we took a big job like this, and got up 
extra equipment to ^et it out in a hurry, we would have to include in the price the 
cost of tne extra eqiupment. 

As to the price, we refer you to our letter of February 26, reference FHC-22642. 
We quote from this letter: 

** Labor conditions get worse and we are only able to run part time, and we are sure 
no other manufacturer is doing any better. Our costs are increasing all the time, 
owing to limited production, and we trust you will favor us with your further in- 
(]^uiries, and we will quote you any time requested and give you our liest prices at the 
time. You will understand our prices are made to be used within a reasonable time 
after quotation is made. Times like these we can not make quotations that will hold 
over from month to month." 

About the 7th of June we advanced all our prices 10 per cent. Our price to the 
wholesale jobbing trade on this tank, less supply pipe at this time, is $12.60. We 
would be pleased to make you a closer price, but could not afford to take the order 
without knowing just how many we were expected to make, and we would expect to 
have you arrange to get us our money after we had made the tanks in lots of, say, 200 
to 300. We would be glad to store as many of them as we could make room for, and 
ship them at your convenience, but we could not make anything for any one subject 
to cancellation. Could it not be arranged to divide this order with several manurac- 
turerSj as we have serious doubts of any one manufacturer of iron enameled ware 
handlmg such a lai:ge order to advantage. We would be pleased to get part of the 
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order, if you can place it with us in such a way that we can handle it to your advantage. 
If you can place part of the order with us, we will figure it down as closely as possibie, 
and give you the best price we can.

Dear Sir: Upon receipt of your order 412.23 CJl-MT— General for 9,000 tanks, 
complete with nttings, we immediately sent out inquiries to a great many manufac- 
turers of brass fittings ifor the tanks. In a number of cases they refused us quotation, 
and in several cases, on which they have quoted for parts of the fittings, they demanded 
immediate bona fide order, but none of tne manufacturers would accept the order on 
the basis of your paragraph No. 3 on the order; that is, they would not accept the 
order subject to cancellation for any part of it unfilled. 

As advised you under date of July 22 in acknowledging receipt of the order, that we 
were not brass manufacturers and with our inability to get prices from uie bran 
manufacturers we are compelled to return you herewith the order, as we can not 
accept it under the terms upon which you placed it. As we are manu^turers of 
enameled ware only, we would be very glad to quote you prices on the bare tanks 
and would accept the order for 9,000 of the tanks only. In this connection you could 
purchase the brass goods direct from the manufacturers and send to us to be fitted in 
the tanks by us, so that we could ship the tanks complete to the different territory 
that you may designate. 

At the present time we have your order for 1,000 tanks and have been able to pur- 
chase practically all of the brass for these tanks, but up to the present time have nad 
no release from you as to where to ship these tanks. 

With the braes conditions as above stated which confront us, we would be very 
willing to accept a new order from you for 1,000 tanks, fitted complete, at the $10 
price I. o. b. factory, and upon receipt of such an order we would immediately place 
bona fide orders with different brass manufacturers for the brass goods. This we 
would be very glad to do for the Government, but when it comes to placing an order 
for 9,000*tank fittings and have to take these all into our stock and pay for them, 1 am 
sure you will agree with us, under present conditions, this would be an injustice to us. 

If you are desirous of placing an order for more than 1,000 tanks, we would accept 
any part of your orders for the bare tanks, but if we are compelled to furnish the brass 
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goods, we would accept the orders in lots of 1,000 from time to time, but there would 
have to be a revision of the price on the brass goods to take care of our cost on placing 
the orders for the brass from time to time. 

It is with great regret that we have to take this stand at this time, but on any other 
basis we womd stand to lose considerable money on the order for 9,000. 

We would be pleased to hear from you at an early date, inclosing the order for the 
1,000 tanks, or, if you so desire, for 9,000 bare tanks, less the fittings, upon which we 
will quote you the best possible price upon receipt of your inquiry.

Honorable Sir: The undersigned manufacturers of enameled iron sanitary ware, 
take this opportunity of bringing to your attention a matter of vital interest to them, 
as well as to the Government. This* interest is dominated by the Standard Sanitary 
Manufacturing Co., a corporation of the State of New Jersey, with their general offices 
in Pittsburgh, Pa. This company controls about 60 per cent of the business in this 
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line; the balance of the business is distributed among about 12 manufacturers, scat- 
tered throughout the country. 

Owing to the war conditions, the manufacturers are dependent for operation to a 
very considerable extent on the requirements of the Government. Owing to certain 
circumstances (which we will narrate) practically aU of this business, we believe we 
can safely say over 95 per cent of it, has been requisitioned by the Quartermaster's 
Department in charge of the Construction Division, from the Standard Sanitary Manu- 
facturing Co. This IB due, we believe, entirely to the fact that Maj. John C, McCubbin, 
of the Quartermaster Corps, under Brig. Gen. R, C. Marshall, jr., was formerly an 
employ of the Standard Co. 

The immediate predecessor of Maj. McCubbin was Capt. Archibald Maddock. 
When he resided his commission he was asked to suggest a competent man as hia 
successor. Without any interest in the matter at all, Capt. Maddock suggested that 
inasmuch as the Standard Co. was not only a manufacturer of various plumbing sup- 
plies, but also had a chain of stores throughout the country, that a man from their 
organization should prove competent. Instead, however, of selecting such a man, 
Mr. McCubbin was selected, although he was not a salesman or a purchasing agent; 
he was in the employ of the company in the position of calling upon the architects 
and owners to solicit specifications for his company. He was under the jurisdiction 
of Mr. George Herth, with headquarters in Washington, D. C, and who is still the 
representative of the Standard Co. there. 

since Maj. McCubbin (formerly Capt.) has been in charge of the buying for the 
Government the personal relations between him and Mr. Berth have been of the 
most cordial nature. We are reliably informed that Maj. McCubbin lunches each and 
every day, almost without exception, with Mr. Herth at the expense of the Standard 
Co. " WTiether he accepts any other favors, we are not prepared to say, but the rela- 
tions between these two men has caused widespread comment in the trade, in fsuit, 
Maj, McCubbin has shown at times some embarrassment when he has been seen by 
men in the trade when in company with Mr. Herth at lunch in the hotels in 
Washington. 

We do not believe that it is the policy of the administration to deal with the business 
men of the country in this fashion; on the other hand, it is known that the policy of 
the administration is that no favoritism shall be shoWn with the large manufacturers 
or corporations. Furthermore, it is the aim of the administration to assist wherever 
possible in keeping all manumctiu'ers in operation during the period of the war and 
give them all the assistance and cooperation possible. It is also an established prin- 
ciple of the Government, to buy direct from the manufacturer and not from the jobber 
or dealer. 

The Standard Co., as they control more than 50 per cent of the business, naturally 
establish the market prices for the trade. While there is no agreement among the 
manu&u!turers as to {uices, there is an interchange of Quotations. 

The matter of large importance that looms up before tne independent manufacturers 
to-day is, the fact that within the last 30 days, Mr. Theo. Ahrens, president of the 
Standard Co., and Maj. John C. McCubbin, entered into a verbal contract for a very 
large amount of enameled ware, to be used by the Construction Division, between 
now and December 31, 1918. This information was given in a peculiar way by Mr. 
Ahrens himself to a number of manufacturers in Pittsbujyh on September 19, Mr. 
Ahrens stated that he had informed Maj. McCubbin that if the Construction Division 
wished any goods they would have to place the order at once, as the price would 
advance the next week. Maj. McCubbin acted on Mr. Ahrens advice ana traced the 
contract, although the formal written contract was not in the possession of the Stan- 
dard Co. on the 19th instant. The Standard Co., after securing this verbal contract, 
did advance the price to the Government and informally told the other manufac- 
turers that this price would be advanced and later gave the other manufacturers a 
memorandum of the new prices. 

The Construction. Division does not advertise for bids and there is no publication 
made of any contracts let, nor apparently, as far as we know, are the purchases by Uus 
division passed on by the boara of review or any other board. 

Mr. Ahrens stated that Maj. McCubbin informed him that the varbal contract 
would not cover the entire requirements of the department and that the remaining 
requirements would be divided up among some of the other manufacturers; this, 
however, has not been done. 

Spea'dng for the United States Sanitary Manufacturing Co., we wish to say that 
we had on file in Maj. McCubbin 's department our quotations, which were identical 
with th*^ Standard's quotations, and our quotations were in force for more than a week 
after the Standard's quotation was withdrawn and supplemented by a quotation at a 
higher price. 
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Maj. McOubbin infonned our representative, Mr. Fred W. Broatch, of New Yot\ 
City, that he was going to j^ace a lot of business, but we did not participate in this at 
all, nor had any opportunity of doing so.* 

We attach a memorandum of the orders and shipments with the Construction 
Division, which amount to less than $25,000. 

The undersized manufacturers, request that an investigation be made of th^ 
Construction Division's purchases from the Standard Co., Which we have every reason 
to believe will ibnount to millions of dollars. A large part of this consists of- goods 
which they manufacture, but we hikve also evidence that Maj. McCubbin purchased 
of the Standard Co. large quantities of goods which the^ did not manufacture, which 
is contarary to the policy oi the Grovemment and of this division. 

At Nitro, W. Va., Maj. McCubbin instructed the purchase of the Standard Co. 2,500 
water-<;loset combinations, consisting of porcelain oowl, wood tank, and wood seat, 
and the only part of this outfit which they made was the porcelain bowl; the tanks 
and seats they purchased in turn from the C. R. James Manufacturing Co., of Canton, 
Ohio, although Mr. James was not able to sell direct to the Construction Division, nor 
get a satirfactory interview with Maj. McCubbin. 

In addition to the $25,000 worth of business placed by Maj. McCubbin with the 
United States Sanitary Manufacturing Co., he also placed an order imder date oi May 
23 for 1,000 flushing tanks for water-^oeets.' Although we wrote Maj. McCubbin for 
shipping instructions imder date of July 26 and our New York representative, Mr. 
Fred W. Broatch, called upon him in person and asked for shipping instructions, we 
did not receive shipping; instructions for these tanks until the 21st instant. We 
have ev^ reason to believe that the Standard Co. received shipping instructions 
fiom Maj. McCubbin on orders placed since the date of our order and which goods 
were purchased by him at a higher price than our order. 

While it is only an incident, it is also a rather remarkable one, that we received 
these shipping instructions after a meeting on the 19th instant. We have every 
reason to believe that the Standard Co., and probably Mr. Ahrens Imnself, got in 
telephone communication with their Washington representiative, Mr. George Serth, 
who told him that we had made a very strong point of the fact of having this dormant 
order on our books. 

In addition to the above transaction with the Construction Division, some time ago 
Maj. McCubbin pla^ ^'orders" with the Cahill Iron Works, Chattanooga, Tenn., 
for 6,000 tanks: the Kohler Co., Kohler, Wis., for 9,000 tanks; and the United States 
Sanitary Manufacturing Co., Pittsburgh, Pa., for 9,000 tanks. These orders, how- 
ever, liad numerous provisos, one of which, however, made the order absolujtely 
nothing more than an option. This proviso read * ' That the Government reserved the 
privilege of canceling any unfilled portion of this order at any time that they saw fit. *' 
We have never heard of the Government placing any orders of this chiaraeter in any 
other line and owing to this pro\i8o all tnree of the above manufacturers retumea 
the orders. While it is probable that this proviso was also inserted in the orders 
given to the Standard Co., they knew that tney could proceed with these orders, as 
Maj. McCubbin would see that their orders were given the preference to the other 
manufacturers. 

We wish to relate further an instance where our company quoted the Quarter- 
master Corps in charge of Construction Division a price a few cents less than the 
Standard *s quotation; this information was conveyed, presumably by Maj. McCubbin, 
to Mr. George Herth, who in turn reported it to his headquarters in Pittsbiurgh. The 
Standard's sales manager, Mr. James F. Conran, immediately called by telephone 
to our secretary, Mr. A. U. Cline, jr., in chairge of sales, asking why we had cut the 
price. This shows conclusively the close working relations between Maj. McCubbin 
and the Standard Co. 

In conclusion, we wish to say that the Government, through Mr. McLaughlin, the 
assistant to Mr. Replogle, informed us that after the Ist of January, 1919, no manu- 
facturer would be entitled to any pig iron unless they had Government orders. Now, 
"self-preservation is the first law of natiu^," and we, therefore, are fighting for our 
very existence. 

Is the Government going to permit Maj. McCubbin to favor the Standard Co., his 
former employers, at the expense of the dozen other manufacturers scattered through- 
out the country, who have hundreds of thousands of dollars invested in their business 
with thousands of employees? , 

We also request that if an investigation is made of the Construction Division, that 
orders and contracts placed by Maj. McCubbin with the James Robertson Manufac- 
turing Co., of Baltimore, Md., be investigated. Maj. McCubbin is a nephew oi Mr. 
John M. McPhail, the head of this company and is a cousin of the three younger 
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Mesers. McPhail . We understand, in fact it is common rumor, that the James* Robert- 
son Manufacturing Go. has received from Maj. McCubbin's department orders for 
himdreds of thousands of dollars worth of goods. M 

This complaint is not the first complaint against Maj. McGubbin.^ We understand 
that Mr. Kirk, of the Universal Pottery Co.,* at New Castle, Pa., hadja similar expe- 
rience; also the Humphreys Manufacturing Co.,^ of Kalamazoo, Mich. MH WMjjgjM

1. I can not understand why Mr. Theodore Ahrens, president of the Standard 
Sanitary Manufacturing Co.. should have made the statement that his company 
secured an order from this division for 25,000 sets of plumbing fixtures, as no such 
order has been given to this concern, or any other concern. 

2. The latter part of August Mr. Ahrens came into this office, and during a conver- 
sation stated that owing to me conditions at tiiat time he thought the prices of enameled 
ware would have to advance. He asked what the situation was in regard to the Grovem- 
ment placing orders for plumbing material. I stated that it was impossible to tell 
just exactly the quantity of fixtures that would be bought, but I presumed that they 
would be very large and thought that the manufacturers ought to give the Government 
the best price they possible could. He stated that he would accept an order for 
25,000 sets of fixtures at the price they had on file at that time. I got Maj. Noss and 
introduced him to Mr. Ahrens. and explained what Mr. Ahrens had said in regard to 
the advance in price of enameled ware, and asked him how soon we could place with 
the different manufacturers of enameled ware an order for material that we may want. 
Maj. Noss asked that we make tabulations of the cost of this material and to ascertain 
how much material would be wanted by the different departments for whom we 
purchase material and that this matter would be taken up promptly through the 
proper channels, and orders would be given to such concerns that were entitled to 
same. 

. 3. Up to the present time these tabulations have not been prepared , so it seems there 
must be some mistake relative to Mr. Ahrens stating that he had an order for 25,000 
fixtures and that he was making shipments against the order. This department has 
not received any purchase authorizations applying against the quantity originally in 
mind, nor has it received shipping instructions on any part of this quantity, which 
would preclude any possibility of action on the part of this department in the line of 
the supposed statements by Mr. Ahrens. 

4. Your attention is directed to the function of the Board of Reviews, relative to 
blanket orders, in which, as you know, the Board of Reviews must first approve the 
inception of the policy of placing the order, and requires that each order placed against 
a blanket order shall so state on its face. With this in mind, the charge that the 
iStandard Sanitary Manufacturing Co. possesses a blanket order for bath tubs can 
readily be checked.

McCubbin, when could you get me a de- 
tailed statement as to all the purchases and all the contracts ? 

Maj. McCubbin. I imagine aD the purchases — it is going to be three 
or four days before they finish and compile that all together. I am 
not doing that work personally. Col. WiUcutt has two or three men 
working on that. 

Senator McKellar. Can you not get them to hurry up on it ? 

Maj. McCubbin. Yes. 

Senator McKellar. I would like to have this matter disposed of. 
These gentlemen are veryanxious to get it^ disposed of, and it is du6 
them tnat it should be. Whom have you under you in that particulalr 
department ? 

Maj. McCubbin. I have a Mr. Wilson.^ 

Senator McKellar. What Wilson is that ? 

Maj. McCubbin. Charles B. Wilson. 

Senator McKjjllar. Where is he from ? 

Maj. McCubbin. He is from Haines, Jones & Cadbury Co., of 
Richmond, Va. 

Senator McKellar. Is he a civilian ? 

Maj. McCubbin. Yes, sir; they are all civilians. Senator. 

Senator McKellar. Do you buy goods of the firm which Mr. 
Wilson came from ? 

Maj. McCubbin. We buy pick-up materials, the same as we would 
buy from Robertson & Co., or others. 

Senator McKellar. Did you know that there was a law against 
an officer of the Government buying goods from a firm in which he 
was interested directly or indirectly? 

Maj. McCubbin. No, sir. I thought financially interested; but 
when they left the company, I knew nothing of that. 

Senator McKellar. I want to read you, for your own information, 
the law. This is section 1783 of the Revised Statutes of the Unitea 
States [reading]: 

No oflBcer or agent of any banking or other commercial corporation, and no member 
of any mercantile or trading firm, or person directly or indirectly interested in the 
pecuniary profits or contracts of such corporation or firm, shall be employed or shall 
act as an officer or agent of the United States for the transaction of business with sudi 
corporation or firm; and every such officer, agent, or member, or person so interested, 
who so acts shall be imprisoned not more than two years and fined not moi^ than two 
thousand dollars nor less than five hundred dollars. 

Now, of course, the gentleman, Mr. Wilson, whom you just men- 
tioned, is contracting and doing business with the firm of which he 
is a member, is he not ? 

Maj. McCubbin. He is not a member of the firm. Senator. He 
worked for them. 

Senator McKellar. He worked for them ? 

Maj. McCubbin. Yes; he was a traveling salesman for them. H© 
is not interested. 

Senator McKellar. He is not a member of the firm %

Maj. McCubbin. No, sir. 

Senator MgEellab. None at all t 

Maj. MgCubbin. No, sir. 

Senator MgEellab. Is there any one else there! 

Maj. MgCubbin. We have a Mr. George Lee there. 

Senator MgEellab. Where is Mr. Lee from ! 

Maj. MgCubbin. He came from the Seaboard Supply Co., of Nor- 
folk, Va. 

Senator MgEellab. Do you buy anything from his company ? 

Maj. MgCubbin. We did buy a small quantity from them do"^^ 
in the Norfolk section, but no orders have gone out since he wad there, 
because he has only been there since the 19th of last month. I think 
he has been home sick. 

Senator MgEellab. How are these men paid — ^by salaries ? 

Maj. MgCubbin. They are paid salaries; yes, sir. 

Senator MgEellab. What salaries do they draw ? 

Maj. MgCubbin. Mr. Lee gets $250 a month. Mr. Gilmore gets 
$225 a month. Mr. Wilson gets $225 a month. 

Senator MgEellab. Are there any others ? 

Maj. MgCubbin. There is another one there — there are several 
more of them. There is a Mr. Neal, who gets $225 a month. 

Senator MgEellab. Where is he from ? 

Maj. MgCubbin. He came from the Hammond-Byrd Iron Works. 

Senator MgEellab. From where ? 

Maj. MgCubbin. From the Chicago oMce. 

Senator MgEellab. Do you do any business with his concern ?

Maj. MgCubbin. No, sir; it is out of business. 

Senator MgEellab. Are there any others? 

Maj. MgCubbin. Mr. E. C. Register. 

Senator MgEellab. Where is ne from ? 

Maj. MgCubbin. He came from the Hoflfman-Billings Co., of 
Milwaukee, Wis. 

Senator MgEellab. Do you do any business with their firm ? 

Maj. MgCubbin. Yes, sir. 
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Senator McEellar. Will you give me a memorandiim of that, also ? 
V Maj, McCuBBiN. Yes, sir. 

Senator McEellab. Any one else ? 

Maj. McCuBBiN. We have one man there by the name of Fisher. 
I do not Imb-w where he came from. His application was mailed and 
Tie came from the civil service. 

Senator MgKellab. Are all these other gentlemen in the civil 
service? 

Maj. McCubbin. All these others are. 

Senator McKellar. Were they civil service, originally? 

Maj. McCubbin. No; they were men we looked up, and got their 
apphcations put in, knowing their abiUty on account of the pmmbing- 
supply business. And a good many or all of these men are men that 
have Deen in the last month and a hatf . 

Senator McKellar. IJow many years have you been in the 
plumbing-supply business ? 

Maj. McCubbin. About 20 years. 

Senator McEellar. I beUeye that is all for the present, If you 
will get me that information ias quickly as you can, I will be very 
much obliged' to yqu. 

(At 3.20 o'clock p. m. the subcommittee adjourned, subject to the 
call of the chairman.)

Mt Dear Senator McKellar: I have read with sreat interest the testimony given 
before your committee on October 11 by Maj. John C. McCubbin, Quartermaster 
Corps, United States Army, and while there are many features of this upon which lijg:ht 
could be thrown, I wiU only call yom* attention to two that seem to be worthy of notice. 

The first is recorded on l)ages 493 and 494, and has to do with the statement made 
by Mr. Theo. Ahrens, president of the Standard Sanitary Manufacturing Co., to the 
enect that his company had secured a laige verbal blanket contract from the Govern- 
ment for which they had not yet received a formal order, but upon which shipments 
had already been made. 

This raises a question of veracity between Maj. McCubbin and Mr. Ahrens, and 
there can be no doubt whatever but that the latter made the statements credited to 
him. This could be readily proven by the testimony of at least a dozen manufac- 
turers and of other gentlemen to whom he made the statement at other times, and 
whose word can not be questioned. The inevitable conclusion would be l^t the 
Standard Sanitary Manulacturing Co. did receive the order notwithstanding the 
denials of Maj. McCubbin at this time. 

The other statement to which I feel justified in calling your attention occurs on page 
475. as follows: 

*^Maj. McCubbin. Because I forced in the Government's interests, all the time, 
the buying of materials at the lowest possible price. I fought their combinations. 

'' Senator McKellar. Have you always bought materials at the lowest possible 
prices? 

'*Maj. McCubbin. Yes; I have fought their combination of raising prices, and it is 
so that they could get together and aHvance the prices of stuff. 

This accusation against a large number of reputable manufacturers is wholly without 
justification or foundation in fact, and as one of the manufacturers I resent same 
and am prepared to offer evidence that it is untruthfid, vindictive, and malicious. 

I am sending you herewith copies of a large amount of correspondence that took 
place between the war service committee of the enameled-ware industry and various 
Government officials. " I sincerely hope that you will find the time to read this, as it 
will throw light on the whole question now under consideration. 
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However, with this particular chaige in mind and as refuting it, I respectfully call 
your attention to the following letters:

These show conclusively that there was no attempt upon the part of the manu- 
facturers, to '^^et together and advance prices, ^^ but that through a recognized war 
service committee, on which the Standard Sanitary Manufacturing Co. was. repre- 
sented, they placed themselves and their plants at the service of 9ie Government, 
and proposed that it — the Government — diould set the prices, the manufacturers 
agreeing to furnish detailed costs and accept any prices the Government should 
decide upon.

At the tune of our efforts to treat with the Gov/emmeiit as a whole and to secure 
recognition of the industry, the manufacturers engaged in the production of enanieled 
sanitary ware were 17 in number, as shown on a separate sheet. 

I am sure that every one of these manufacturers resents the charge that was made 
by Maj. McCubbin reflecting upon their integrity, their loyalty to the Grovemment, 
and their standing in the business world. 

In conclusion, 1 beg to suggest that it will be very interesting and instructive to 
learn the total volume of enameled-ware business placed by Maj. McOubbin with the 
16 firms, as compared with the amount placed with the Standard Sanitsuy Manufac- 
turing Co.

Our desire to conform with the suKeestiOn of the War Industries Board as outUned 
by the Chamber of Commerce of the United States prompted this action. 

In view of t^e amoimt.of housing that Is to be i)rpvidedf or labor at the several points 
where ^e construction of war materials is being actively undertaken, there will 
undoubtedly be large requirements for enameled-iron ware (such as bathtubs, lava- 
tories, sinks, and closet combinations). It was, therefore, unanimously decided that 
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we should make special low prices for this Government work, and that the sale of 
our product shoula be made inrough the chairman of our war service committee. 

Any inquiries that any of our several members should receive in this respect will be 
referred to the chairman of our war service committee, who will quote prices, and 
'upon receipt of orders will apportion them among those different manufacturers who 
are best equipped to handle eiach particular order. 

We trust that this meets with your approval and that you will find it convenient 
to assist us in getting in touch with the proper authorities in this matter.

Dear Sir: On February 13 I addressed a letter to Gen. I. W. Littell, setting forth 
the desire of the members of this association to deal directly with the Government 
in its purchase of enameled sanitary ware. To this communication I have received 
no reply. 

Feeling that the matter is of enough importance to justify some attention by your 
department, I desire to present the situation as briefly as possible. 

This association represents 90 to 95 per cent of the production of the United States, 
and I, therefore, feel iustified in speaking for the industry as a whole. 

On account of the building situation throughout the entire country this industry 
is practically at a standstill, and the manufacturers have acciunulated large stoclu 
in their warehouses. In view of this situation^ and our desire to cooperate with the 
Government to the fullest possible extent, this association on December 20 volun- 
tiuily entered into an agreement with the United States Fuel Administration to 
curtail production so as not to exceed 33} per cent of the capacity of the plants. The 
situation, however, has not warranted the operation of iJie plants even to this limited 
extent, some bein^ closed entirely. 

In order to furnish a point of contact between the Government and this industry 
a war service committee has been appointed that is truly representative of the interests 
of all manufacture^. It is the desire of this committee to sdl direct to the Govern- 
ment at prices that will automatically eliminate any jobber or middleman and his profits. 

It is our hope that through ]rou we may be able to reach an agreement whereby 
this will be made possible. Briefly stateo^ our suggestion is this: 

1. We will allow you to indicate the prices at which our members shall sell their 
products to the Grovemment, these prices to be based on the average costs of the 
manufacturers, which will be submitted to you in detail, if required. 

2. This committee wiU undertake the allocation fairly and in accordance with the 
stocks and shipping facilities of the various manufacturers of all orders placed with 
it at agreed pnces. 

The principal reasons governing our sug;gestioiis are as follows: 

1. It would be economic loss to have the stock of any one manufacturer rapidly 
depleted, while the others are left intact, thereby necessitating the first one opening 
his plant for operation unnecessarily. 

2. It is the desire of our members that the interests of the smaller manufacturers 
and those less able to bear the burden now resting upon them in the way of increasing 
overhead charges and idle plant account be safeguarded in common with the larger 
interests who are able to divert partial operation of their plant to other lines of manu- 
facture. 

3. In view of our agreement with the Fuel Administration, and as good business, 
it seems to us proper that the accumulated stocks should be reduced uniformly and 
without prejucuce to the interests of any manufacturer. 
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4. In view of our statistical data showmg condition of stocks from month to month, 
we believe we are in position to furnish the Government with its requirements 
promptly and efficiently. 

In presenting this matter to you, we respectfully suggest a conference of our war- 
service committee with you, or any official designated by you, to go further into the 
details eoveming us in jour request.

Dear Sir: If I am correctly informed, all Government activities in providing 
living facilities for industrial workers other than those employed in shipyards will 
come directly under your supervision. 

Such being the case, I wish to call to your attention the desire of the members of 
this association to in every way cooperate with the Government and be of whatever 
service is possible. The members of this association represent 90 to 95 per cent of the 
production of sanitary ware in the United States, ana I thereefore feel justified in 
speaking for the industry as a whole. 

In order to furnish a point of contact between the industry and the Government of 
the United States, the association has appointed a war-service committee that is truly 
representative of the industry. 

On December 20 the association volimtarily entered into an agreement with the 
United States Fuel Administration curtailing production so that it would not exceed 
33^ per cent of the furnace capacity of the various plants. This entailed no hardship 
upon the industry because of the fact that the mimufacture of enameled sanitary ware 
is practically at a standstill and the manufacturers have accumulated enormous 
stocks in their factory warehouses. 

In view of all these conditions, it is the opinion of our committee that it may be 
good business and economically soimd if an arraiigement can be entered into whereby 
the orders for enameled ware that will be required for Government housing proposi- 
tions can be placed with this committee and distributed by it to the various manu- 
facturers in proportion to their resources and the stocks on hand. 

We desire to further state that we are willing to have the Government set a price 
on our products, based on the average costs of all manufacturers, which would be 
submitted to the proper authorities. 

I understand that no definite action has yet been taken as to the methods of handling 
this housing proposition, but I am calling your attention to our position in the hope 
that when the purchase of materials comes before you you may give our proposition 
careful consideration. 

I also respectfully suggest a meeting of our war-service committee with you in order 
to arrive at some basis for such action as we have suggested, and I trust that such a 
conference may be arranged.

Dear Sir: I have your circular letter of March 6 inquiring as to the activities of 
the war-service committee of this association. 

I regret to say that up to date we have been able to effect no understanding or 
arrangement of any kind whatever with the departments of the Government with 
whom we have endeavored to establish relations. 

We first offered our services to the cantonment division of the Quartermaster 
General's Division, but were bluntly told that thejr would not treat with us as rep- 
resenting the industry. We also placed our services before the Emergency Fleet 
Corporation, and by them were referred to the cantonment division. We next 
placed the proposition before Mr. Otto Eidlitz, director of housing, and by him were 
referred to another department in the cantonment division. At the suggestion of 
Mr. William Butterworth, we then laid the matter formally before Maj. Gen. Geor^ 
W. Goethals. However, we understood that Mr. Butterworth later concluded it advis- 
able to refer the matter to the War Industries Board, where, so far as we know, it is 
now reposing in some pigeonhole. 
. In the meantime, in attempting to cooperate with the Government, we voluntarily 
ent^ed into an arrangement with the Fuel Administration, limiting the production 
of our members to one-third of furnace capacity. We also secured the cooperation of 
those outside the association with one exception. We regret to say that this one 
exception continues to operate his plant at full capacity to uie great detriment of the 
industry at large. 

We have repeatedly offered our services to the Government, and have suggested 
submitting cost sheets and allowing the proper authorities to set the price at which 
our product shall be sold for Government work. 

AQ of these efforts have been in vain, and we have about reached the point where 
we have concluded that as far as this industry is concerned a war-service committee 
means nothing and can get nowhere with the Government. 

This is a plain statement of facts, but facts Uiey are.

Since that time we have been endeavoring to have the proper departments of the 
Goremment meet with our war-service committee in conference, with a view to 
estabUshing a uniform price upon staple enameled-ware fixtures that will be used in 
large quantities in the different Government housing propositions. So far our efforts 
have been imavailing. 

On February 27, in a conference with Mr. Wm. Butterworth, he suggested that if 
we would put the matter in concrete form, he would undertake to have our proposition 
reach Maj. Gen. Goethals. In accordance with this su^estion, we addressed Gen. 
Goethals on February 28, and sent the unsealed letter to fifr. Butterworth for delivery. 
On March 5 we were advised by Mr. Henry P. Fowler, for Mr. Butterworth, that it 
was thought advisable to refer the matter to the War Industries Board. Later we

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took up this matter with Mr. Otto M. Eidlitz, Director of Housing, and we inclose 
herewith copies of this corresp^ondence, as well as of the other to wmch we refer. 

At a conference yesterday with Mr. Waddill Catchings, he suggested that the matter 
should be brought to your attention as being of peculiar interest to your department. 

We will not go into any extended explanation of the reasons governing us making 
the propositions we have, but if you will read the letters to Gen. Groethals and Mr. 
Eidlitz we believe you will have a full apprecLodon of the condition of the indartry 
and of the desirability of the Government treating with it through this war-service 
committee. 

Any suggestion you may have to make in regard to our future course will be thank- 
fully received.

D^AR Sir: I have before me a copy of the United States Government Advertiser 
of March 21, 1918, in which I note the appointment of a board of experts, appointed 
by Aeling Secretary Crowell, to act \vith the new Construction Division of the War 
Department in handling the Government housing program. 
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1 note thAt you have been appointed to this board and asBume that you have agreed 
to act. Such beinjg; the case, 1 desire to call your attention to the efforts made by the 
war-eervice committee of this industry, during the past three months, to have the 
Grovemment recc^nize the committee and deal with it in the purchase of enameled 
sanitary ware. Thus far our efforts have been in vain, and we have not been able 
to secure recognition or even a conference. 

At the suggestion of 1^. William Butterworth we prepared a statement of our posi- 
tion and addressed it to Maj. Gen. George W. Groethals. This was sent to Mr. Butter- 
worth for delivery, as suggested by him, but upon further consideration he decide 
to place the matter before the War Industries Board, where, so far as we know, it now 
reposes. 

In order that you may fully understand our position, I am inclosing herewith copy 
of the letter to Gen. Groethals and a copy of the letter of Mr. Henry P. Fowler, secretsu*y 
of your war service committee . 

At a recent meeting of the association it developed that the different architects now 
preparin|^ plans for Government houses have adopted, so far as we can learn, no 
standardized fixtures in enameled sanitary ware. 

The war-service committee, feeling that it would be in the line of economy, both as 
to manufacture and building, to standardize, so far as possible,^ the fixtures* tor these 
houses, drew up a s^ndard set of specifications, copy of which I herewith inclose. 

All well-equippped manufacturers are able to furnish these fixtures and at reasonable 
prices. In view of the large stocks that have accumulated in the warehouses of the 
manufacturers and in view of our present arrangement with the United States Fuel 
Administration, it is certainly to the advantage of all if these standard specifications 
can be adopted for all Government work and the present large stoc^ks drawn upon as 
required. 

We have had so much trouble in finding any one with authority to take up this 
question and give us a decision upon it, that we are turning to you and your com- 
mittee almost as a last hope. 

If your committee will Imve no control over a matter of this kind, it is possible that 
you may be able to direct us to those who are in position to take it up and give it 
consideration, with a view to not only standardizing the fixtures, but establishing a 
price, based on our average costs, that will be fair to the manufacturers as well as to 
the Grovemment.

Deab Sib: With further reference to the desire of this industry to cooperate with 
the Government through its war service committee, I beg to inclose nerewith a 
standard specification covering the enameled sanitary ware that will in aUprobability 
be required in the houses constructed under Government control. We strongly 
recommend the adopti(m of these specifications for the following reasons: 

Hrst. The articles specified are manufactured by practically all engaged in this 
industry, and can be bought at reasonable prices. 

Second. There are lar|^e stocks of these various articles now in the warehouses of 
the manufacturers and immediate shipments can be made. 

Third. The industry, having curtailed production in agreement with the United 
States Fuel Administration, the purchasing of special patterns of ware would neces- 
sitate the operation of plants now closed, or at best on very limited iHroduction.

Board, has been referred to this committee. 

The committee on emergency construction is thoroughly in sympathy with the 
movement to mobilize and standardize the manufacture of enameled sanitary ware 
along the same line as has been done by the tile manufacturers and other industries 
in the United States. 

In order to accomplish the desired results, it is suggested that your organization 
proceed as follows: 

(a) Keep a permanent secretary here with whom the officer in chaige of the Con- 
struction Division, Quartermaster Corps, may deal for the whole industry. 

(6) Prepare a statement showing cost of manufacturing all enameled sanitary ware 
mentioned in your specifications dated March 21, 1918. 
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(c) Receive estimates of quantities of Government's reqturements. 

{a) Agree with oflScers of the construction division upon the prices the Government 
will pay subject to check and approval of the Federal Trade Commission and the 
War Industries Board. 

The construction division are thoroughly in sympathy with such a movement 
because, throughout the Government program of building, large quantities of your 
material will be used. It is not possible at this date to state how laige a percentage 
of the total output the Government will require, but in our opinion it will be about 
80 per cent, and maybe more. It is important that the Construction Division, Quar- 
termaster Corps, should be able to indicate immediately and in advance of letting 
general contracts the kind and quantities of materials needed and the points of de- 
Every, so that this material can be made up and manufactured in advance. Only 
through such an arrangment as above indicated can this be done effectively, and we 
advise your requesting the assistance of the War Industries Board in the matter.

As you can see from this, the manufacturers of enameled sanitary ware are endeavor- 
ing to cooperate with the Government, and we hope that our recommendations may 
receive favorable consideration.

MINUTES OF THE MEETING OF THE WAR SERVICE COMMITTEE OF THE ENAMELED SANITARY 
WARE MANUFACTURERS ASSOCIATION, HELD IN PITTSBURGH, PA., THURSDAY, APRIL 4, 
1918. 

The meetingwas called to order at 10.30 a. m., with the following present: Mr. T. R. 
Bunes, Mr. J. B. Muri^y, Mr. A. H. Cline, jr., Mr. J. F. Conran, Mr. Geo. D. McIlvaine, 
chairman. 

Bv request of the committee, Mr. J. A. Kelly was also present. 

Tne chairman stated the object of the meeting and read copy of his letter of March 
26, as addressed to Mr. George N. Peek, of the War Industries Board, Mr. Otto Eidhtz, 
Director of Housing, and Mr. J. Rogers Flannery, Director of Housing of Emergency 
Fleet Corporation. This letter 8u^;ge8ted the standardization of enameled ware for 
all Government housing and with it was submitted standard specifications covering 
baths, lavatories, sinks, drain boards, and closet tanks. 

A letter dated April 1, from Capt, Alfred H. Granger, Engineer United States 
Reserves, of the War Industries Board, Council of National Defense, was then resd. 
This stated that the committee on emergency construction is thoroughly in sympathy 
wilii the suggestion of our association and offered certain suggestions as to procedure. 

Among others it -was recommended that the association prepare a statement showing 
cost of manufacture of all items mentioned in our specifications of March 21, and also 
that the association enter into an agreement with the officers of the Construction Divi- 
sion as to the prices the Government shall pay for enameled ware, these prices to be 
subject to check and approval of the Federal Trade Commission and the War Indus- 
tries Board. 

A long and thorough discussion of all of the points raised in this letter then took 
place, with the su^estion that the secretary of the association go to Washington 
immediately to see Capt. Granger, and, if possible, effect the arrangements suggested 
by him. 

In considering the question of prices to be made to the Government for this work, it 
was decided that they should be on a cost-plus percentage basis, with the right of 
revision whenever changing costs made this necessary. It was the unanimous opinion 
of the committee that the prices should represent cost plus 25 per cent, equivalent to 
a profit of 20 per cent on tne selling price. 
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iBasmuch as the last available costs were those of November, the cost accountant 
was instructed to assemble these costs on the articles named in specification of March 
21, these to be used by the chairman of the conunittee in the making of prices to the 
Construction Division of the Army. 

Costs for March will be available about April 20 and upon these will depend any 
future prices to the Government. 

It was felt that if the arrangements outlined in Capt. Granger's letter can be con- 
siunated on a fair and equitable price basis, the Government wiU be assured of prompt 
and efficient service through the war-service conmiittee of the association. 

After fiurther consideration of matters in detail the meeting adjourned.

Dear Sir: On two occasions, once by letter and again in person, I called to your 
Attention the desire of the manufacturers of enameled sanitary ware, as represented 
by the war-service committee of the industry, to cooperate with the Grovemment at 
the United States in the matter of furnishing enameled ware for use in all Government 
housing and similar propositions. 

I pointed out to you the present depressed condition of the industry and the large 
accumulation of staple goods now in tne warehouses of the manufacturers. I further 
suggested a standaraization of enameled ware to be used in these building operations, 
and also that a uniform price be established by the Government upon a basis of average 
costs submitted by the manufacturers. 

When the writer called upon you, you told him that it was the policy of yoiu* depart- 
ment to have no dealings with the war-service committees or other committees rep- 
resenting any given line of industry, but that, on the other hand, your policy was to 
treat with individual manufacturers. 

In view of recent developments that are of utmost importance, and in view of certain 
definite action that the manu^cturers in this line have decided upon, I will greatly 
appreciate it if you will set forth your attitude toward this war-service committee and 
your reasons for refusing to consider it in connection with the purchase Mid shipment 
of enameled sanitary ware. 

It is the unanimous opinion of all manufacturers that the best interests of the Grovem- 
ment can be served, and the interests of all manufacturers protected, if respoDsible 
officials of the Government will confer witii the war-service committee and negotiate 
with it along the lines we have suggested. 

Inclosed herewith find a copy of the standard specifications as recommended by 
the war-service committee.

Dear Sir: This will acknowledge receipt of your esteemed favor of April 30 with 
reference to a recent communication addressed to Capt. J. C. McCubbin. 

When I first called upon Capt. McCubbin, in an effort to establish relations with his 
department through the war-service committee of this industry, I was advised that it 
was the policy of the department to have no dealings with a committee of this sort, 
they preferring to deal with individual concerns. 

When I reported this to the members of the isissociation, it caused considerable sur- 
prise, as they had understood it to be the policy of the Uovemment to deal with an 
mdustry as a unit rather than with the individual members thereof. They had also 
been encouraged by the Council of National Defense to form this committee, so that 
through it the interests of all might be conserved and protected. 

My object in writing Capt. McCubbin on March 29 was to be able to present to the 
next meeting of the manufacturers the reasons governing his position over his own 
signature. On April 5 I was privileged to have an interview with you, which, of 
course, cleared up the situation as far as we were concerned, and made unnecessary 
any further correspondence with Capt. McCubbin on the subject. 

' Not knowing that the matter had been turned over to you I, of course, was at a loss 
to understand why my letter of March 29 had not been answered. 

It is qmte evident now, from what you say in yours of April 30, that Capt. McCub- 
bin considered the matter closed so far as he was concemea when it was taken up by 
yourself, and this no doubt was his reason for not answering my letter.

Dear Sir: Recalling the pleasant and satisfactory interview of April 5, I desire to 
submit for your consideration the inclosed prices, covering, as thejr ao, the enameled 
sanitary ware fixtures recommended by this committee to the various departments of 
the Government now having under consideration the several housing propoedtions. 

The recommendation looking toward the standardization of fixtures for this class of 
work was based upon an intimate knowledge of requirements and a full appreciation 
of the present state of the enameled sanitary ware industry. 

It also represents the opinion of not less than 95 per cent of the productive capacity 
of the country. 

I also call to your attention the order of the United States Fuel Administration, 
conservation department, issued April 13, 1918, applying to the enameled sanitary 
ware industry. This order restrains any plant from operating during the year, b^[in- 
ning January 1, 1918, and ending December 31, 1918, in excess of 50 per cent of ihe 
average annual production of such plant during the period from January 1, 1915, to 
December 31, 1917. 

The prices quoted on inclosed sheet by this committee are, in our judgment, reason- 
able and just to the Government, although in view of the great curtailment of the 
volume of business in this industry, brought about by the general depression in build- 
ing trades, they can not possibly hold out any hope of a reasonable return on the capital 
invested in the various plants. 

These prices are also considerably lower than the average prices now ruling to the 
wholesale trade. 

If it is the policy of the Government to conserve and aid as far as possible those in- 
dustries that have been prostrated by conditions created by our entrance into the war, 
it seems to us that it should be the aim of the Government to make as fair and equitable 
a distribution of available Government business as possible, quality, prices, and other 
conditions being equal. 

To that end this committee places itself at your service, in the hope that it may be 
possible to place the Government business, over which your department has control, 
with the committee for proper allocation, or in accordance with its suggestions, taking 
into consideration operating conditions of factories, stocks immediately available, and 
other similar conditions. 

The manufacturers, without exception, are committed to this plan of cooperation, 
realizing, as they do, the great curtailment of Hie industry and tne unfavorable out- 
look. 

The writer will esteem it a privilege to call upon you, if you so desire, to go further 
into the matter and arrange to meet your views wherever possible. 

Anticipating an early acknowledgment, and thanking you for past courtesies, we 
are.

Dear Sir: Yours of Jime 28, making inquiry as to the location of the various 
plants engaged in the manufacture of enamelea sanitary ware and the capacity at 
which they are now operating, has been received. On th^ attached sheet I am pleased 
to give you a list of all plants now engaged in the manufacture of this class of ware. 

At the present time this industry is bein^ operated under orders imposed by the 
Fuel Administration limiting the consumption of coal to 50 per cent of the average 
amount used in the three years preceding 1918. The manufacturers have, \mtil very 
recently, carried large stocks of staple goods in their warehouses, as there was a pro- 
duction much in excess of the demand. 

For your information desire to say tiiat for the past year the sales of this class of 
ware hiave been less than 50 per cent of the average for the preceding six years. 
Recently, however, the labor situation has become acute in some sections and deliv- 
eries of coal, coke, and pig iron uncertain, so that available stocks have been some- 
what reduced. There is practically no business in this line except that having to 
do with governmental activities, tne greater portion of our product beine used in 
housine operations near industrial plants ana shipyards. This will explain why 
most of our product is going to the Atlantic seaboard and necessarily into a congested 
area. 

We made an effort to have the Government place its business through our war- 
service committee, but they deemed it inadvisable to do so, preferring to deal direct 
with individual manufacturers. If there is any further information we can give you, 
kindly advise.

MINUTES OP THE MEETING OF THE WAR SERVICE COMMITTEE OF THE ENAMELED SANI- 
TARY WARE manufacturers' ASSOCIATION, HELD IN PITTSBURGH, PA., THURSDA-X", 
MARCH ^, 1918. 

By direction of the association, the warnservice committee sat for the piirpose of 
drawing up a standard specification to be recommended to the various departments 
of the Crovernment in the housing |)ropQ8itions that are now developing. 

It was the consensus of the opinion of the committee that it is advisable that all 
fixtures for this class of housing should be standardized, not only because there are 
large numbers of standard fixtures in the stocks of the various manufacturers that tan 
be shipped immediately, but also because special fixtures are in most cases Of com- 
paratively high price and are not carried in any considerable quantities. 

After a thorough consideration of the matter the committee recommended the 
following: 

No. 1. Baths. — 5-foot 3-inch rim, 30 inches wide, on lep. 

No. 10. Lavatories. — 18 by 21 inch roll-rim lavatory, with integral 8-inch back and 
concealed wall hangers. Alternate for the above, 18 by 21 inch lavatory with apron. 

No. 15. Sinks. — 18 by 24 inch one-piece roll-rim sink, with 12-inch back Mid con- 
cealed wall hangers. Alternate, 18 by 30 inch and 20 by 30 inch. 

No. 20. Drain hoards. — ^Enameled iron, with wall support, 18 inches and 24 inches 
long for 18-inch and 20-inch sinks. 

No. 25. Closet tanks. — SmaU' size, enameled in and out, iron, low pattern, complete 
with fittings, less supply pipe with tailpiece threaded for |-inch iron pipe, male.

Actual contracts were sent out to the manufacturers. These contracts were returned 
by the Kohler Co., the United States Sanitary Manufacturine Co., and the Cahill 
Iron works, the only manufacturers of enameled ironware to TOom allocations were 
made, except the Standard Sanitarv Manufacturing Co. This made necessary the 
reallocation of part of this order to the Universal Sanitary Manufacturing Co., whose 
vitreous ware was substituted for the enameled iron contracts which were declined. 
The reasons for declining this order by the different companies are as follows: 

The Cahill Iron Works, first, because ''our capacity on these tanks is quite limited,'' 
and ''so, you see, that at this rate it would take us 12 months to fill the order"; akio, 
"we do not think the terms and -conditions are fair." This refers to the clause wMch 
gives the Grovemment the opportunity to cancel any or all parts of this contract in 
the event the construction program as outlined does not go tnrough. 

The Kohler Co. also refused tneir order for the reason that "we are unable to accept 
order at price of |10, and, as stated to Capt. McCubbin, cancellation of order will 
be acceptable." 
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The United States Sanitary Manufacturing Co., who were given an order for 9,000 
tanks, advised that they could not accept uie order on account of the cancellation 
clause, as they were not manufactures of brass goods and did not feel in p>osition to 
place an order for this material where the Government retained the privilege of 
cancelling same. 

It is the policy of the direotor of purchase, stora^, and traffic to include a cancel- 
lation clause where the delivery dates are indefinUie, and you can readily see that 
since all of this order could be allocated to manufacturers who are willing to accept 
this cancellation clause, that a contract including a cancellation clause is for the best 
interest of the Government.

1. I beg to submit herewith as per your request, certain corrections and changes 
which I respectfully request be incorporated in my testimony eiven to Hon. Kenneth 
McKellar, Senator from the State of Tennessee on Friday, October 11. 1918: 

Page 461,* symbol A, reads as foUpws: "February 1, 1917.'* This should read, 
"February 1, 1918." 

Page 462, symbol A, reads: "The Sanitary Manufacturing Co." This should read 
"The Standard Sanitsuy ManufacturingCo." 

Page 462, symbol B, yowi question, "How did you happen to meet Maj. Hamilton? " 
I was introduced to Maj. Hamilton by Capt. Maddock, who was then in charge of the 
plumbing department of the Construction Division. Maj. Hamilton was lookmg fpr a 
successor to Capt. Maddock, who had resigned to take effect September 1, 1917, and 
after talking at some length with Maj. Hamilton, reciting my experiences and knowl- 
edge of the pltunbing business, I was told to report to work at the earliest possible 
moment. I do not know how many applicants there were for the position but I under- 
stand several were interviewed by Maj. Hamilton. Copy of letter to this effect is 
hereto attached and made Exhibit No. 3. 

Page 463, symbol A, the question, "Did this arrangement have the Approval of the 
Sanitary Co. people?'' should read, "Did this arrangement have approval of the 
Standard Samtary Manufacturing Co." 

Page 463, symbol B, the words "Crane & Co." should be inserted between the 
words "The" and "Contract," 

Page 464, symbol A, the words ''Crane <& Co." should be inserted between the 
words "The" and "Contractor." 

Page 465. sjonbol A, " So far as my word on that end was concerned, I only compare 
and compile it, and that is submitted to what we call the Board of Reviews that is 
appointed by the general purchasing agent of Gen. Cole's division." This should read, 

> Page ntunb^rs in this exhibit refer to typewritten transcript of statement printed herein om pp. 555 
etseq. 
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"So far ae my work is concerned I only ask for bids, tabulate same, recommend the 
purchase ana submit the entire file to the Board of Contract Review, who have the 
|Mrivilege of approving, disapproving, or changing same as thev think for the best 
interest of the Government. The total quantities together wim the total financial 
obligations are always tabulated and compiled before the contract is finally consu- 
mated." 

Page 469, symbol A, in reply to this question, wish to say that until the formal com- 
plaint was filed with you under date oi Spatember 23, 1918, I was unaware that any 
manu^turers of enameled ironware felt so very much aggreived. Of all other manu- 
facturers, the only complaints that were brought to my attention ate as follows; 
One from the Universal Sanitary Manufacturing Co., Newcastle, Pik, in which they 
claim they were entitled to more business. Up to that time their product had not 
been passed by the Bureau of Standards, but at the request of our department they 
submitted samples to the Bureau of Standards which were tested and approved, and 
since that time they have been given an order for 6,000 vitreous tanks and 6,000 
vitreous bowls. The other complaint was made by the W. B. Scaife Co., Oakmont, 
Pa., on range boilers, which proved to be a misunderstanding and has been adjusted 
by the Board of Contract Review, to the satisfaction of all parties concerned.

Sanitary Manufacturing Co., exhibits No. 4, 5, 6, 7, 8, and 9 " contain copies of affi- 
davits of Mr. Francis Torrence, vicepresident of the Standard Sanitary Manufac- 
turing Co., Mr. George Herth, jr., Washington manager of the Standard ' Sanitary 
Manufacturing Co., tc^ether with copies of letters from the Board of Contract Review 
of the Construction Division, Mr. R. H. Gordon, representing the Industrial Housing 
Corporation, Mr. J. C. Musser, clearance committee. Requirements Division, and 
Mr. Richard L. Humphreys, of the War Industries Board. 

The above affidavits ana letters state most positively that no order has been cleared 
by any of the clearance committees, passed oy the Board of Contract Review of the 
Construction Division, purchased for the Housing Corporation, or received by the 
Standard Sanitary Manufacturing Co. 

Pages 487, 488, and 489, questioning method of procurement. No material of any 
kind is purchased b)r the Construction Division unless we first make a tabulation 
of bids on each specific order — ^the prices tabulated being prices obtained by this 
office from manufacturers of this particular commodity; this tabulation of bids, 
together with the recommendation of the said purchaser, is submitted to the Board 
of Contract Review, who has the privilege of rejecting or changing any part or all of 
it as they see fit. The policy of the department is to always award the contract to 
the lowest bidder, all other things being equal. It is impossible in order to meet 
the emergency schedule to ask for bids on each individual purchase, consequently 
we are compelled to maintain quotations from manufacturers from which we can 
tabulate eacn specific order. 

Page 492, symbol A, Exhibit 12/ contains copies of all orders and contracts placed 
with the Standard Sanitary Manufacturing Co. since September 1, 1917, on which 
date I was given charge of the plumbing department, to September 30, 1918. 

Page 492, symbol B, referring to the method of giving verbal orders. Few verbal 
orders have ever been given to anybody by my department, and in all cases it has 
been where the emergency necessitated communicating with the manufacturer at 
the earliest possible moment and not waiting for time to write and transmit an order. 
These were usually given over long-distance telephone and followed by confirming 
orders, and submitted to board of review for approval. These orders are included in 
Exhibit No. 12.

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Pa^ 495, symbol A. replying to the Question: "This is rather late in the day for 
that. IS it not for that policy to be pursued?*' wish to say that the Construction Division 
program has been an emergency program in its entirety. It has been impossible for 
an advanced estimate to be made of requirements and not until the actual project 
has been authorized have we known even approximately what would be required. 
This has necessitated the purchase of materials without giving the manufacturers 
advance notice in order to allow them to manufacture the goods, and purchases were 
made on standing quotations which were always tabulated and submitted to the 
Board of Contract Review. While we have been endeavoring to obtain advanced 
information for placing contracts for plumbing material for the United States housing 
program, the Shipping Board program, and the Construction Division, we have not to 
this date been able to ^t clearance on even a small portion of this material, the War 
Industries Board not wishing at the present time to spare raw material for the manu- 
facture of any enameled ironware where a substitute for same might be used.

The section will consider the matter next week, and in the meanwhile we have not 
felt it desirable to clear anjr large orders for plumbing supplies. This has the approval 
of the members of this section.

1. In looking over the testimony submitted in the investigation by Senator Mc- 
Kellar, of the piurchase of plumbing materials by this department, I note that memo- 
randum of October 11, signed by Maj. McCuboin, relative to the alleged order for 
52,000 bath tubs, has been incorporated in the testimony as Exhibit G. 

2. From the fact that my name a|)pear8 in this memorandum, I wish to recall 
conversation which took place at that time with Mr. Ahrens, president of the Standard 
Sanitary Manufacturing Co., Mr. Herth, the local Washington manager, Capt. Mc- 
Cubbin and myself. Arter the usual formalities of introduction , Mr. Ahrens mentioned 
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that he had just come from the Ordnance Department, who wished to take over his 
Louisville plaiit in addition to the other plants which they already had for use in 
shell work. This statement was casually made, and the housing proposition having 
just begun to develop proportions at that time, we immediately got into discussion 
as to the fact of losing the capacity of the Standard Sanitary Co. on a proposition of 
60,000 houses, which was the schedule 'contemplated at that time. I personally 
persuaded Mr. Ahrens not to turn over his Louisville plant to the Ordnance Depart- 
ment, and recall making the statement that in all probability on a 60.000 set purchase, 
he would probably get at least 25,000 sets, and that did we not have the Standard 
Sanitary capacity for approximately that quantity of material, we would probably 
be placed in a very difficult position in securing deliveries within the time re<iuiped. 

3. The remainder of my part of the conversation was briefly indicated in Maj. 
McCubbin's memorandum of October 11. in whidi I instructed him to secure an 
estimate immediately from all the different departments requiring plumbing fixtures, 
to secure bids from all the manufacturers, and the awards of the total quantity would 
then be made from the tabulation. 

4. All of this conversation took place in the presence of Mr. Ahrens and Mr. Herth. 
Unquestionably Mr. Ahrens did not consider that he had an order, as he asked how 
long it would take to complete the estimate of quantitjr, tabulation of bids, etc., 
necessary to decide the apportionment of this order. This question was referred to 
Capt. McCubbin, who estimated that it would require until the following Tuesday, 
wmch was approximately six days from th£\,t date. 

5. Mr. Ahrens then stated that his prices were going up on September 1, but that 
if we expected to be able to complete the preliminary negotiations in a few days he 
would allow Ms price on record on that date to stand. I told Capt. McCubbin to get 
his estimates made up as quickly as possible, get the other fellows busy, and get their 
quotations in, so we could get the awards made, and get in on the prices existing at 
that time. 

6. Mr. Ahrens, Mr. Herth, and I walked out of McCubbin's office together and down 
the hall, so that there was no further discussion of the subject. 

7. It was several days after the date of this conversation before we received a rcKjui- 
sition for the requirements of the Housing Corporation, and we have not yet received 
the estimate of the Emergency Fleet Corporation, or the Construction Division 
programs. 

8. The War Industries Board has refused to permit i>lacement of the Housing Cor- 
poration order until they make some further investigations into existing stocks, 
and in fact it has been suggested that bath tubs will not be permitted. 

9. In consequence we have been unable to carry out any part of plan discussed in 
the presence of Mr. Ahrens and have no orders placed to date.

1. In connection with the investigation of the plumbing situation, it seems that the 

Surchasee on the Thompson-Starrett contract at Nitro, and on the Dupont contract at 
fashville, are held forward rather conspicuously as negotiations on which purchases 
were made by this department. 

2. Both of these contracts were agency contracts, placed directly by the Secretary 
of War, and thia department had nothing whatsoever to do with either one, as the 
terms of the contracts seemed to permit the contractors to perform aU functions neces- 
isary in the construction of a complete and operative plant.

Dear Sir: We are. taking the liberty of writing you as chairman of the War 
Industries Board, in view of the following statement as issued in the directory of 
your Board : 

*'It is not only the duty of the War Industries Board to stimulate and expand 
production in those industries making war essentials; it is equally the Board's 
duty to protect as far as may be, those industries not immediately essential to tiie 
war prelum. It is the policy of the Chairman, where retrenchment and curtail- 
ipent are necessary, to skeletonize the enterprises in this group, but not to destroy 
them." 

We are «Jso inclosing herewith a clipping cut from the last night's Pittsburgh 
Chronicle Telegraph, which expresses the same sentiments of your board and our 
reason for taking the liberty of^ writing you is, to inform you of the conditions as 
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they exist in the manuiacttire of siinitary enameled ironware, such as bath tubs, 
lavalorieSj etc. 

The bmldilig businesB as you are aware^ has be^i curtailed to an extent which 
practically eliminates the sale of enamelea ware for priyate consumption, and Bfr. 
Kidiard L. Humphrey, with whotti the manufacturers met a short time ago, slated 
^at if the manu&ctureis did not have Croyanment business after the mst of the 
year, in all probability their oitire supply of pig iron would be shut off. 

Now, tiiere is in tms industry, some ten or twelye independent smaller manu- 
facturers and one laige manufacturer, the Standard Sanitary Mfjg. Co., who comprise 
a consolidation of seyeral smalls plants. 

At the outbi^sak of the war, or rather, when we entered the war, '^e Cantonment 

Diyision of the Quartermasters Department was established for t^e procming of 

material and of building all cantonments. At that time^ the Standard Sanitary Mfg. 

t Co. had a WaMagion representatiiviy who was in tomh with the situation and through 

I this representative the recommended a man for the position of buyer of plumbing supplies 

1 in this Cantonment Divisicfn Mr. John C. McCubbin^ who was at that tirne in the employ 
of the Standard Sanitary Mfg. Co. in their advertising or promotion department. Mr.^ 

i McCubhin was given the position; afterwards was commissioned a Captain and re- 
cently has been comnussioned a Major and has had entire and complete charge of 
the purchasing of plumbing supplies^ and since Mr. McCubbin was put into that 

\ positiony he has purcha$ed 99 ft of the supplies of enameled vronweere that that depart" 

2 ment hag used, which has run into millions of dollars, from the Standard Sanitary Mfg. 
I Co.y and this has been done without asking for bids or an opportimity giyen to other 

manufacturers to participate in this business. No other manufacturer of sanitary 
I enameled ware has had a chance to get any of this biisiness. We were, from time to 

3 time, asked to put in a list of prices but never were ashed for bids on any quantity of 

4 goods, or for any direct orders, or for any specific jobs. 

Our Associataon formed, at the su^estion of the War Industries Board, a War 
t Service Committee and sent a representatiye to Washington to treat with Major 
4 McCubbin, but could absolutely get no satisfaction of any hind, as he refwsed to treat 
I vfith him as a representatiye of me Association. We have records to diow that we 

were willing to submit cost figures and allow the purchasrug department to make 

the prices that we should be entitled to get. 

IiVoti?, this has gone on for the last year and a half. Major McCubbin, as stated above, 
being a very close personal friend of the Standard Sanxtary^s representative in Wash- 

I in^ton, Mr. George Herth, lunching witii him almost every day and none of the rest 
have been able to get a hearing in this office. 

^ This condition had not been such a serious matter with the independent rnanufactwrers 
up to the present time, as there was oOier buildin{f where our goods were needed, but as 
this building has all been stopped, it has now become a very serious and vital matter to 
the independent m/inufacturers, particularly as there is a very large volume of indus- 
trial housing to be built, and we received a letter, in reply to an inquiry which 
we sent to the U. S. Department of Labor, Bureau of Industrial Housing & Trans- 
portation, U. S. Housing Coropration, signed by the manager of their Requirements 
Diyision, that the purchasing of all material for all of this housing would be made 
through the Construction Division, which was formerly the Cantonment Division of 

^ the Quartermaster General's Corps. This means that Major McCubbin will now 
have entire charge of purchasing of all plumbina supplies for all of the many thousands 

\ of houses that will be buUt m this country ana that are lieing buUt to-day and that the 

i Standard Sanitary Mfg. Co., if he pursues the same policy as he has pursued since his 
induction into the service, will receive the orders for practically all of this business. 

Mr. Theo. Ahrens, the President of the Standard Sanitary Mfg. Co. stated just 
recently, that he had received himself a personal order from Magor McCubbin for 
t Major McCubbin's requirements of bath tubs, etc., for the balance of the year. This 
I he said was a blanket order, covering anything that might come up and was for approx- 
^ mately 25,000 bath tubs, lavatories, siTUs, etc. Major McCubhin gave no one else an 
I opportunity to figure on this allotment; no one else knew that it was to be placed. 

Now, the independent manufacturers feel that this is not just ana it is not in 
accordance with the ideas of the Administration, or the ideas of the War Industries 
Board as quoted above, or as quoted in the enclosed clipping. All the independent 
manufacturers ask for is an opportimity to bid on the material for each job as it 
comes up which they are prepared to furnish, as is done by the other departments 
such as the Navy and other departments ot the Quartermaster General's Corps, 
and that th^e bids be sealed bids, opened in the presence of witnesses and allotted 
to the lowest man, service and quality being equal. As a matter of fact. Major 
McCubbin has placed with the Standard Sanitary Mfg. Co., orders for hundreds of 
thousaTids of doUars worth of goods that they do not make that they have had to go out 
and buy.

Trusting that our appeal will not be unheeded by your Board and wishing to 
assure you that we are perfectly willing to come to Washington and substantiate

The statement opposite Symbol 1, page 2, "that the Standard Sanitary Manufac- 
turing Company were responsible for Mr. John C. McCubbin's employment in the 
Cantonment Division," is denied by Major Robert E. Hamilton^ who was at that time 
in charge of the materials branch of the Cantonment Division, in letter on file in this 
office, copy of which is attached. 

With reference to the statement opposite Sjrmbol 2, page 2, * ' that the Standard Sani- 
tary Manufacturing Company have furnished supplies representinj^ millions of dollars 
and that no opportunity was given for other manmacturers to participate, ' ' no purchafeies 
of plumbing supplies have been made without invitation and tabulation of prices 
submitted by all manufacturers who cared to submit prices. The total purchase*] from 
the Standard Sanitary Manufacturing Company amounted to $387,311, and not millions, 
as stated, which represents 86 per cent of the enameled-iron purchases made, exclusive 
of a blanket order of July 19th, at which time orders were sent to six manu^turers, 
and all from the manufacturers of enameled-iron ware were returned, with the excep- 
tion of the Standard Sanitary Manufacturing Company. The percentage allotted to 
the Standard Sanitary Manufacturing Company on this total blanket order was 48 per 
cent. This complete order was submitted to the Board of Contract Review on a com- 
plete tabulation of prices, and approved by that board. 

The statement opposite Symbol 3, page 2, that "No other manufacturer of sanitary 
enameled ware has had a chance to get any of this business. We were, h*om time to 
time, asked to put in a list of prices, but never were asked for bids on any quantity of 
goods, or for any direct orders, or for any specific jobs." All manufacturers have an 
opportunity to get any business that is let by the Construction Division, and current 
pnces were and are kept in this office, changeable at the discretion of the manufacturers. 
Under the emergency program it is impossible for the Construction Division to antici- 
pate its needs far enough in advance to advertise for bids and have public opening of 
same for each authorization; therefore, when an order is received, tabulations are made 
up from the data which has been furnished this office by the manufacturers, and the 
business is then let, with the approval of the Board of Review, to the manufacturer 
whose prices and facilities are most advantageous to the Government. 

The statement opposite symbol 4, page 2, ''that a war service committee was in the 
process of forming and that representative came to Washington and could get abso- 
lutely no satisfaction of any kind," does not bear out a paragraph in a letter written 
on April 6, and signed by George D. Mcllvaine, secretary of the association, relative 
to this meeting, wnich he has quoted: 

*'I found Colonel Willcutt a very affable and cordial gentleman, and my interview 
with him was the most satisfactory I have had with any official in Washington. Con- 
trary to the advices I had already received from the Cantonment Division, Colonel 
Willcutt assured me that he was in entire sympathy with our efforts, and will be glad 
to consider any proposition we may put up to him. He went even further than that 
and suggested how we should proceea to bring the matter to a focus." 

On page 3, opposite symbol 5, the statement ''that this has gone on for the last year 
and a half," and intimating that Major McCubbin is responsible for this; wish to state 
that Major McCubbin has only been in this office one year, and previous to that the 
entire plumbing program was handled through an approved agency, which was the 
Crane Company^ which company was selected by the manufacturers for this purpose 
and made the distributions. 

The statement opposite symbol 6, page 3. "that the condition had not been such a 
serious matter with the independent manufacturers up to the present time, as there 
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was no other building which our gooda were needed for." This bffice has always 
needed the help of allmanufacturers. Some manufacturers pursued the policy ^m 
the beginning of the war of selling their product to the Qovernment at prices which 
were less than they could have obtained for the same commercially, and it-was neces- 
sary to the best interest of the Government to place the business of the Construction 
Division with these manufacturers. Other manufacturers apparently were'receivinfip 
higher prices for their products commercially and were gettiog sufficient business and 
BO did not feel it was necessary to cut their prices in order to ccHnpete for Government 
business. 

The statement opposite symbol 7, page 3, ''that should this policy be pursued by 
Major McOubbin, tne Standard Sanitary Manufactiuing Company would receive 
practically all of the business,' ' could not be a fact. The contemplated program in 
plumbing goods is so extensive that no one manuf actiirer can satisfy the demand , and 
It is douDUul if the complete output of all the manufacturers can satisfy the demand 
in the time required. 

The statement opposite symbol 8, page 4, "that the Standard Sanitary Manufactur- 
ing Company have a blanket order for 25,000 bath tubs, lavatories, smks, etc.,** is 
not a fact, as shown .by letters on file in this office from the U.S. !E[ousing Corporation, 
stating that no such order has been placed; from the War Industries Boaro, stating 
that no request for clearance of such order has been submitted to them; and letter 
from the Board of Review of the Construction Division, stating that no order has been 
approved by that board. Should such an order be received, with clearance granted, 
prices will be tabulated and business allocated as in the Board of Review's opinion 
IS for the best interest of the Government. 

The statement made, "that orders for hundreds of thousand dollars worth of goods 
that they did not make had been placed with the Standard Sanitary Manufacturing 
Company," this division does not Jmow of any such orders. 

The statement opposite symbol 8, page 4. ** that on the verbal blanket order received 
by the Standard Sanitary Manufacturing Company for 25,000 bath tubs, already ship- 
ments have been made against this order," is absolutely denied by F. J. Torrance, 
vice president of the company, who states that no shipments have been made on such 
order, and fiurther states in my office before witnesses that his company has no such 
verbal order. This is also confirmed by Mr. George Herth, manager of the Washing- 
ton office, who states that all Government business passes through his office. 

On page 6, opposite symbol 10, the request that the alleged order of the Standard 
Sanitary Manufacturing Company be canceled, will not be necessary, as no such 
order has been placed with the above-mentioned concern. 

2. If this reauisitlon for the large housing program is received, and should it be 
approved by tne War Industries Board, prices for the enameled iron fixtures will 
be requested in the usual manner and let to the lowest bidder^ within a reasonable 
Umit of his capacity, and the balance of the order will be divided among the next 
lowest bidders to their reasonable capacity, but no orders can be placed until the entire 
program is received from the Housing (Jorporation, approved by the War Industries 
Board for clearance, and approved by the Board of Review of tne Construction Divi- 
sion as to price, capacity, and delivery."

1. Attached please find copy of the order placed with the Standard Sanitary Manu- 
facturing Co. for shipment from Louisville, Ky., to Fort Oglethorpe, Ga., as requested 
by Senator McKellar. 

2. This order was placed on March 7, 1918, as per attached copy, and the total 
price of materials amounted to $3,141.12 f. o. b. Louisville, Ky. 

3. Please note that this order called for three items of enameled-iron ware, and 
three items of brass goods, which were to be used in connection with the enameled- 
iron fixtures for installation in the hospital additions. The total amount of enameled- 
iron ware on this order was $1,545.12, and the brass fittings were $1,596.

REPORT op senator KENNETH D. M'KELLAR OP HIS INSPECTION ON OCTOBER 6, 1918. 

Onihe 5th of October Gen. R. C. Marshall and myself went to New- 
York to examine the several construction works going on there. 
One was the construction works at Camp Mills. jGiother was the 
Brooklyn terminals being erected by the Government, 

We also w^nt to Camp Upton. 

Camp Mills is a canvas camp, and they had at that time much 
influenza there, with vety madequate hospital facilities^ The 
hospital was situated on the site of the old race track, and was largely 
in tents. They were using the paddock of the old race track in part 
for a hospital. It was ^amp and wet, and wholly unfitted for even a 
temporary hospital. In this particular place my recollection is that 
there were 78 new cases of influenza that had been brought in that 
moriiing. We went into this place for the purpose of seeing how they 
were getting on. They had an inadequate number of nursed, but 
they expected a full quota that afternoon. 

The major in charge of the hospital seemed to be verv much alive 
to his position, and I am sure was doing everything that could be 
done under the circumstances. 

A new hospital was bemg erected verj'- rapidly, and the constructing 
quartermaster expected to have at least 600 beds under the new roc*! 
by the following Thursday night. Both Gen. Marshall an(i I urged 
the greatest speed in arranging this new hospital, and I am informed 
that it has been done, and they now have ample hospital facilities. 

This camp, of course, ought to be a wood camp if it is going to he 
used for the winter. 

We then went to Camp Upton, which we found to be an ordinary 
camp. We were shown over it. There was not much to be done 
about it. The only thing that can be said about Camp Upton is 
that it is remarkable that so out-of-the-way a place was ever selected 
for a camp. It is inaccessible, and there is nothing about the 
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topography of the location that would indicate that a camp ought. 
to have been established there. That is a matter that need not 
now be further referred to. There was much influenza at this 
camp also. We inspected the ice and storage plant and found it to- 
be in good condition. 

The next day, September 6, we spent at the Brooklyn Terminal. 
This is, indeed, a wonderful work. I append to this memorandum 
as a part of my report two statements m connection with the work 
that IS going on there, showing the size of it, the amount of it, and 
all about it. When completed, it will certainly be a tremendous 
addition to the port faciUties of New York Harbor. 

The only criticism that can be made of the location is that it is on 
but one line of railroad. As long as all the railroads are in the hands^ 
of the Government, this, is not particularly material. However, 
shoidd the railroads go back into the hands of their former owners^ 
it will be a matter of very serious importance, and there ought to be 
a way of physically connecting these terminals, if the Grovemment 
is to continue to own them, witn competing lines of railroad. 

I found the builders and engineers at work on their job; and 
surely it is a wonderful warehousing proposition. The work has 
been done very rapidly, and apparently it will be finished in record-;^ 
breaking time. The warehouses are all of concrete, and of course 
the piers are of concerte, and I need not describe them. The work 
seems to be proceeding excellently well. • 

We also went to the port of embarkation, where we were met by 
Gen. Judson, and were snown around!

613.20 to that date. 

(h) A statement of overhead, pro rate, and indirect charges to September 18, 1918, 
showing an expenditure of $913,782.90.

3. The Army supply base is situated in the Borough of Brooklyn, city of New 
York, and is bounded on the north by Hfty-eighth Street, on the east by Second 
Avenue, on the south by Sixty-third Street, and on the west by the pierhead line of

New Y(Mrk Bay. The prop^iy described above, including the several streets and 
First Avenue, were requisitioned by the United States Government from the several 
property owners and the city of New York. In addition to the above-mentioned 
property certain properties belonging to the Brooklyn Rapid Transit Railroad lying 
between Sixty-third and Sixty-fourth Steets, Fourth Avenue, and the pierhead line 
were also req^uisitioned for use in connection with the project. 

4. On April 19, 1918, H. 8. Crocker, major. Engineer Reserve Corps, was appointed 
constructing quartermaster and ordered on April 27 to proceed from WashinS^ton to 
BrookljTi, N. v., to take charge of construction of the Army supply base. 

5. On April 29 was held the first conference of those immediately interested in the 
organization and methods of handling the work. At this meeting were present Col. 
P. Junkersfeld, Quartermaster Corps, of the Construction Division, the constructing 
quartermaster. Mr. »Cas8 Gilbert, the architect and designer of the project, Mr. H. C. 
Turner, president of the Turner Construction Co., Mr. J. G. Basinger, personal rep- 
resentative of Maj. Gen. George W. Goethals, as weil as others. 

6. At this conference the general plans for prosecuting the work were discussed at 
length. 

7. The constructing quartermaster assumed field charge of the site of the Army 
supply base on May 5, 1918. Previous to that time it had been in control of Capt. 
Maxwell J. Whitelaw, custodian oi the Army base nte and in charge of serving requisi* 
tions for property and of issuing orders for vacating said property. 

8. The Turner Construction Co. started work on April 16, 1918, to dig pits for the 

Surpose of ascertaining the nature of the soil upon the building sites. Pits had been 
ug at the time of the first visit of the constructing quartermaster. 

9. On May 1, 1918, the constructing quartermaster established a temporary office 
in a small frame building which was built for a guard house by Capt. Whitelaw on the 
comer of Fifty-eighth Street and First Avenue. Prospective bidders for the excava- 
tion contract were interviewed by the constructing quartermaster at this office, as 
that work was of great importance and the first to be started. The general contractor's 
plaiit layout was also studied in detail at that time. The constructing quartermaster 
and the general contractor moved into the field office building on May 16, 1918. 

10. A meeting of the most prominent dredging contractors of New York City waa 
held at the office of the Turner Construction Co. on May 16, 1918, to discuss the dredg- 
ing operations. 

11. Following is a list of the eeneral contractor, the principal subcontractors, the 
dates of si^ng their contracts, me estimated cost of said contracts, and the fees to be 
received by each.

The four piers and bulkhead require 4,200,000 feet b. m. timber. There has been 
placed 1,330,000 feet b. m. 

In order to give a ^phic comparison of the volume of the work being done the 
following figures are given : 

The volume of the excavation handled is equal to the volume of warehouse A, which 
is 200 feet X 980 feet X 104 feet high, or 754,000 cubic yards. The main portion of 
this excavation, which it was necessary to move before the buildings coula be com- 
menced, is 60 per cent of this quantity, or 450,000 cubic yards, disposed of in two 
months. 

There are 31,200 piles used on pier work, which represents approximately 1 square 
mile of timber land^ assuming trees 30 feet apart. 

The volume of the concrete used in warehouses A and B, which was placed in 71 
working days, would build six monuments, each equal in size to the Washington 
Monument, or equal to appreciably one monument every two weeks. 

14. As to the labor, it is not necessary to quarter any upon the work (with the excep- 
tion of that living aboard the dredges and floating equipment), as all live at home in 
the vicinity of the work or within the city limits. 

15. There is an emergency hospital with surgeons in attendance upon the work. 
Serious cases are taken to the city hospital on call. 

16. Attached data submitted by Mr. H. C. Turner, president, Turner Construction 
Co. of New York, general contractor on this work, is also included in the report. 

17. Attached blue prints show the general layout of the Brooklyn Army supply baee^

Memorandum for Senator McKellar, Answering the Questions Raised at 
THE Army Supply Base, Brooklyn, N. Y., October 7, 1918. 

1. subcontract work. 

A statement of the work let to subcontractors and the form of subcontract used — 
whether percentage with a maximum fee or lump-sum, is attached hereto. 

In general the standard emergency form of percentage contract adopted by the Con- 
struction Division has been used as the bais for the letting of subcontract work, but for 
certain work clearly defined as to its extent, character and time of execution, proposals 
have been received from subcontractors and the work let for a definite lump sum. 
This would refer to such lump sum work as the elevators, asphalt paving clocks . 
stair railings, sky;lights and boiler house chimney, where the bulk of the cost of the 
work is for materials and Cost of manufacturing in the subcontractors' factories. 

The dredging work at the site of the piers was let on a unit price per cubic yard 
basis, after vety careful investigations into available dredging plants and the cost of 
•doing such work, The dredges, scows, and tugs required for this work represent a 
very large investment and under a percentage contract would entail a very large 
daily rental price, irrespective of the quantity of material dredged. There would 
also be constant repair bills of large size, delays for making repairs and renewals, with ' 
■disruption in the working force, and altogeher, it seemed wise to concentrate this 
entire responsibility in the hands of the owner of the property to complete the work 
in a definite time and at a definite price per yard of material dredged. 

Proposals were invited from all of the large dredging concerns in this territory arid 
a fair agreement reached with the Great Lakes Dredge & Dock Co. The work has 
progressed generally with promptness and in a satisfactory manner, and I believe at a 
fair margin of profit. 

Owing to the lack of seagoing tu^, only a small quantity of the dredged material 
has been towed to sea. In order to dispose of the material dredged it has been necessary 
to make three additional dredging contracts — one with Walter Grahagan for a suction 
dredge at Gravesend Bay, South Brooklyn, for repumping material dredged in a basin; 
second, with the Atlantic, Gulf & Pacific Co. for installing a suction dredge for re- 
pumping material at Communipaw, N. J. ; and third, with the Lehigh Valley Railroad 
Co. for the installation of a suction dredge near Cravens Point, N. J., for the disposal 
of material pumped from Great Lakes scows. 

The large work subcontracted, such as the pier substructures, the pier superstruc- 
tures, the excavation, plumbing, heating, and the electrical work, was awarded to 
specialists in each line of work, after inviting the leading companies in each line to 
snow the character of the or^nization and equipment available at the time for the 
prom'pt execution of the particular work. 

This plan of subletting certain portions of the work is the efficient one in both time 
and money, as compared with the other under which the general contractor would 
provide the organization and equipment to do all such work with its own forces. 
Very careful supervision is given to the work of each subcontractor in the matter of 
preliminary planning, selection of proper ec^uipment, and organization for the work. 

The sprinkler work for the piers and buildings was handled by a special war-service 
committee, representing the sprinkler companies, which committee, after a study of 
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the requirementB, divided the work aircng the three concerns listed in the sub- 
contract statement. Payments for this work are made under the direction of the Con- 
struction Division at unit prices established by the sprinkler war-service committee. 
The percentage of the whole work which has been sublet is approximately 60 per 
cent. 

2. LABOR CONDITIONS. 

The location of the base is a favorable one for the supplying of labor, and owing to the 
fact that the Tmner Construction Co. has operated extensively in Greater New York 
in the construction of reinforced concrete buildings for a great many years, it was 
possible to place on the work an experienced organization of superintendents and fore- 
men each having a following of trained mechanics in the various branches of the Work, 
such as carpenters, lathers, cement and concrete laborers, cement finishers, hoisting^ 
engineers, etc. It was therefore pK)S8ible to man the job in great part with experi- 
enced men and without the necessity of obtaining workmen through labor agencies^ 
either Government or private. 

A table is attached hereto which gives the percentage of foremen and also the jter- 
centage of the workmen who have been more, or less constantly in our employ during^ 
previous years. This is a very interesting statement and contains the basis of repre- 
sentations previously made that the Turner Construction Co. could bring to the work 
skilled organizations of men vital to the success of an operation of this magnitude. 

It is interesting to note the labor shortage is much more pronounced now than it was 
in the spring and summer, so that there is greater difficulty in getting a sufficient 
supply of labor. It has been true also that our subcontractors*, being experienced and 
established concerns, have been able to bring to the work a following of experienced 
workmen. We are experiencing difficulty, however, in obtaining the number of 
workmen required for tne steam-heating, sprinkler systems, and the plumbing to meet 
the progress schedules required for the work. 

No serious delay has been occasioned to the work through disputes with labor. In 
three or four cases small bodies of men have quit work for a day, but upon request 
have returned to work, leaving the questions in dispute to be settled by conference. 
This freedom from labor troubles is probably largely due to the fact that the Building- 
Trades Employers' Association of New York is a strong organization which has for at 
least 10 years past maintained trade agreements with the various unions of the building^ 
trades aiad has insisted upon the i)rinciple that there should be no strikes, but that all 
disputes should be settled by arbitration while the men remained on the work. 

Such minor disputes as have arisen have been promptly adjusted by the Adminis- 
trative Branch of the Construction Division. It is an interesting fact also that, owing^ 
to the trade agreements existing between the Building Trades Employers' Association 
and the unions, which do not expire until January 1, 1919, it has been possible to 
maintain the rate of wages for the important trades, so that in many cases workmen 
on this operation have received lower wages than received for sirclilar work in the 
neighboring cities of smaller size. 

3. OFFICIALS OF THE CONTRACTOR. 

With reference to the time devoted to this work by the officers of the Turner Con- 
struction Co., I can state that from the very inception of this supply, base (back in 
January, 1918) I have given a large portion of my time to the work in the original 

Flanning, organization of forces, and the general execution of the work, and I beueve^ 
am safe in stating that I have devoted fully two-thirds of my time to this project. 

Mr. D. H. Dixon, our senior active vice president, *in charge of all construction work 
of the company has given much time to the problems of organization, selection, and 
assignment of experienced superintendents, foremen, and workmen to the labor 
problems and their adjustment, averaging, I believe, 25 per cent of his time. 

Mr. E. J. Moore, another vice president, spent during the months of January^ 
February, March, April and May, between two-thirds and three-quarters of his time 
in the study of the engineering problems of the project, and since May has given 
valuable service on many occasions. 

Mr. J. Charles Andrews, treasurer of the company, laid out the accounting system for 
the work in consultation with the Construction Division^ investigated the insurance 
problems and, I beUeve, it will be found that the form of insurance finally worked out 
with the New York State fund covering compensation insurance to workmen will 
result in a very considerable saving of money to the Government. Mr. Andrews 
keeps in daily touch with the accounting work at the job. 

Mr. A. W. Chapman, secretary of the company, has General charge of the purchasing 
department and aided in the organization of the purchasing and expediting divisions 
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on the work. He also has charge of our shop and our plant and has given considerable 
tiine to the obtaining of plant and machinery required by the work. • 

No portion of the salanes of any of the men mentioned above is paid by the Govern- 
ment. 

4. ADDITIONAL COMPENSATION TO CERTAIN MEN ON THE WORK. 

The salaries paid by the Grovemment to Mr. A. C. Tozzer, executive manager on the 
work, to Mr. A. W. Stephens, the engineer in charge of the preparation of all reinforced 
concrete designs and shop drawings and the en^gineering work generally of the con- 
tractor, to Mr. E. L. Ford and W. H. Nye, our principal men in the purchasing depart- 
ment, and to Mr. H. H. Fox, auditor, are materially less than the salaries heretofore 
paid to these men and to a number of others holding minor positions, and this com- 
pany will pay to these men additional compensation to remunerate them on a basis 
to represent the service rendered and in order to be in accord with amounts paid to 
them in previous years. 

5. GENERAL. 

The following inquiries have been answered at my request by Mr. Irving T. Bush, 
president of the Bush Terminal C5o., for the reason that my experience woul^ not 
enable me to speak with authority on these subjects. Mr. Bush's letter of October

My Dear Mr. Turner: I beg to reply to the series of inquiries submitted to you 
by Senator McKellar as follows: 

(a) The property upon which the Army supply base is being erected in South 
Brooklyn is the last of any size available upon- that shore, and, in my judgment, stands 
out preeminently as the best of any in the narbor available for the quick development 
of warehouses and piers. There are, of course, many places in the narbor where such 
a development could have been put, and it would take me a long time to analyze the 
advantages and disadvantages of each. In some instances, extensive dredging was 
required . In other cases, the property was owned by railroad companies and essential 
for their own purposes after the war. 

I can only say that, in my judgment, the property taken, combining as it does the 
advantages of a location on a deep Government channel already dredged, the railroad 
facilities of the New York Connecting Railroad giving a direct ioutlet to all New 
England points, and the facilities of the Pennsylvania Railroad and the Bush Terminal 
Railroad on either side, its nearness to the Bush Terminal, which had already been 
commandeered by the War Department, the presence of all city improvements, its 
direct connection by subway, elevated, and ferry with Manhattan, and the enormous 
advantage of the great labor market of Brooklyn immediately behind it, offers a com- 
bination of advantages not present at any of the other sites considered. 

(b) The rail connections consist of a direct connection via the New York Connecting 
Railroad to the New Haven System for all New England points, a connection with the 
Bush Terminal Railroad, acting as terminal agents for all of the trunk lines, and with 
the floatbridges controlled by the Long Island and Pennsylvania System, imme- 
diately south of the base . These facilities give access to all of the railroads terminating 
at New York at the regular New York freight rates. 

(c) The question whether a location on the South Brookljrn waterfront is an advant- 
age or a disadvantage, from the standpoint of railroad facilities, as compared with a 
location on the New Jersey side, is a matter concerning which many opinions have 
been expressed. I can only point out that by far the largest percentage of the export 
freight business of the harbor is done from the Brooklyn shore. This has not been an 
accident, but the result of a process of natural selection of the best facilities. Theo- 
retically, a terminal on the New Jersey side, if it could be located at the end of all of 
the trunk lines, would be ideal. Practically, the process of hauling freight from a 
western point and delivering it to a steamer at New York consists of two operations: 
Thc^ first is the transfer of the freight from its point of origin to the point in tne Trunk 
Line yard, where the* through freight train comes to a halt. The second operation 
consists of transferring the freight cars from this point to the vessel's side. With the 
various trunk lines terminating as they do, at different points in the harbor, all the 
way from the West Shore at Weehawken to the Baltimore & Ohio at Staten Island, it 
is obvious that a terminal can not be located at any point on the Jersey side, where it 
is not necessary to make a freight movement to transfer the car from the terminal yard 
to the vessel's side. It is a question, therefore, of the relative expense and disad- 
vantage of getting freight by switching movement through the congested territory 
along the Jersey shore to a terminal located on the New Jersey side of the bay, or 
floating it across the bay to Brooklyn. Many people are willing to fool themselves 
and say that the switching movement does not cost anything and point out that the 
floating is an added expense. As a matter of fact, it is the old question of water trans- 
portation against land transportation, with the great advantage in this case in favor of 
water transportation, because the property which must be traversed by land trans- 
portation is congested, the railroad crossings frequent, and the land expensive. While 
the land adjoimng New York Bay costs more than land at any other seaport in the 
country, the water in the bay costs no more than water anywhere. The floating move- 
ment is simple and economical. The cars are transported on huge carfloats, and two 
of them areliandled by one towboat. The Almighty provides the right of way, and 
there is no interestj depreciation, or upkeep, the only investment being in the floats 
and towboats. It is a fact, of course, that occasional ice and fog interfere with the 
floating movement, but it is necessary at New York to load a large part of the freight 
from biirges^ in order to work both sides of a vessel, and at Hoboken, even though the 
piers there are located on the New Jersey side, practically all of the freight is taken to 
the piers on baiges. 
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The freight from New England comes over one line, and the new Army base imme- 
diately adjoins the New York end of that line. The delivery of freight, therefore, 
from New England, the greatest manufacturing territory in the country, is extremely 
simple. 

(a) In my judgment, the track layout in connection with the war base is ample, and 
the connections adequate for any movement which will be undertaken. We have 
handled all of the Bush Terminal business for years, which includes seven large piers 
and on<^ small one, against three large piers and one small one at the Army base, and 
a floor area in oiu* warehousps and industrial buildings two and one-half times that at 
the Army base, and besides this, have s?rved a popmation of rouehly 100,000 people 
tributary to our facilities, with a smaller layout than is being used at the Army base. 

(e) Senator McKellar has put his fingrr upjon the one point about which I have dis- 
agreed with those who have laid out the details of the railroad facilities at the war base. 
1 have contended that the location was unique, because it had all of the Bush Term- 
inal facilities on the north, and all of the Pennsylvania and New York Connecting 
Railroad facilities on the south, and while it could use both, it could be made inde- 
pendent of either. 

The Government owns water front immediately south of the small pier, upon which 
float bridges can be built, and I have contended that the Government should install 
two float bridgv-^s at that point, and arrange the tracks so that the base would be a self- 
contained terminal unit, not in any way dependent ui>on the railroad facilities on 
either side. This point has been discussed, but the engineers who have advised the 
War Department have, I understand, determined upon a layout which very closely 
ties up the operations of the war base with the yards and float bridges owned by the 
railroads soutn of the Government development. Should the railroads be returned to 
private ownership, I think this situation will be unfortunate, although our facilities 
will exist at the north, and it will still be possible to install float bridges upon the 
Government proparty, although such a change will necessitate a somewhat costly 
rearrangement of tracks. It is probable that this arrangement will not prove to be a 
disadvantage, for the railroad facilities are likely to continue in Government hands, 
but I have felt strongly that the best layout would be to build a silf-contained term- 
inal unit which would be independent both of the Bush Terminal Railroad facilities 
on the north, and the other railroad facilities on the couth. 

I reply only to inquiries ''c" and "c?," under the general heading ** Capacity of 
base." 

(c) Theoretically, each one of the piers will take care of six freight steamers, of a 
capacity of 8,000 to 9,000 tons dead- weight each. Practically, it is necessary to reserve 
a certain amount of space along the sides of the piers at which to tie up barges and 
lighters bringing merchandise to or taking merchandise from the piers, and it is also 
true that the number of ships accommodated at a pier must bear some relation to 
the square feet of dock area on the surface of the pier. In practice, it has been foimd 
that three steamers can be worked continuously at one of the Bush Terminal piers 
of the same size as those at the Army base. This has been on -a basis of rapid oper- 
ation in normal times, and includes both the loading and unloading of the vessel 
and the pro\iding of the necessary storage space on the piers. The bush terminal 
piers of a similar size have one-story pier sheds. The Army piers have two-story 
sheds, thus doubling the storage area. 

The present Army movement is all one way, and no storage space is required on the 
piers for incoming cargoes. After the war, if the piers are used for commercial busi- 
ness, the incoming cargoes will be largely discharged on the upper deck and the 
outgoing cargoes assembled on the lower deck. It is mjr opinion that the necessity 
of reserving a certain amount of lighter berths will limit the capacity of the piers 
to four steamers at one time, but the large amount of space on the two decks will 
make it possible to handle the steamers very rapidly. This will mean that 12 steamers 
can be berthed at one time at the three large piers. I think the small pier should 
be reserved for a lighter movement to and from the warehouses, although it may 
be used for the handling of some hea\^ commodities which do not require a covered 
pier. 

The large amount of storage space on the piers and their modern construction will 
make it possible to turn the ships around as promptly as anywhere in the harbor. 

The exact number of boats which can be loaded in any given period depends so 
largely upon the size of the vessels, the character of the cargo, whether they bring in 
merchanaise from foreign countries to be discharged, and many other elements, 
that 1 will not attempt a definite estimate. 1 will say, however, that in my judg- 
ment the piers will have the best facilities of any in the harbor. 

(d) As compared with the Bush Terminal, we have seven large piers and one small 
one. Six of our piers are almost identical in size with those at the war base, and 
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one of them is much larger and covered with a two-story shed. The two-story pier 
shed increases the working capacity of the war base, but it is of course possible for the 
Bush Terminal to erect two-story pier sheds upon six of its piers which are not so 
equipped. While we frequently handle five and six steamers at one of our piers, 
I thmk the best working conditions are attained with three steamers at a pier, with 
the exception of our large pier, where we can easily accommodate four, and our small 
pier, where we can only accommodate one. Upon this basis we can accommodate 
23 steamers at one time, and the relative capacity of the Army base and the Bush 
Terminal pier plant will therefore be as 12 to 23. 

IP I do not know the exact capacity of the North German Lloyd and Hamburg- American 
plants at Hoboken, but think they are considerably less than that of the Army base. 

You must remember that I am putting the capacity of the Army base at 12 ships 
at one time, which means ideal working conditions. If the vessels are crowded in, 
as is frequently done at Hoboken, the capacity of the Army base would be consider- 
ably more. In my judgment, the Hoboken piers are obsoltete for ocean freight ves- 
sels. They vary in width from 80 to 100 feet, and while thoisheds are two-story, the 
piers are so narrow that they are only suitable for passenger vessels carrying a limited 
amount of freight cargo. 

I have not before me data which will enable me to make an intelligent estimate 
of the capacity of the base, as compared with the total facilities at New York, but 
the percentage of the whole will, of course, be small. 

I will call your attention to the fact that the Army base has been so designed as to 
be operated as one unit, or divided into two units. First Avenue separates the two 
units. After the war is over the base can be retained as a great storage base for the 
Quartermaster's Department. It can be divided into two and the piers and water 
front storage buildings turned over to the Navy for a naval supply base, or to the 
Shipping Board for their purposes, and the buildings on the other side of First Avenue 
either retained by the Army for storage purposes or used for industrial purposes. I 
personally incline to the thought that the Government will never give up the owner- 
ship of the property, and 1 do not think it should. 

The naval vessels come to anchor at Tompkinsville, which is directly opposite 
the war base. I have always thought that the piers and water-front warehouses were 
particularly desirable after the war to the Navy, and they will be equally valuable 
to the Shipping Board, or for regular commercial business. 

The builaings on the other side of First Avenue are suitable either for industrial 
manufacturing purposes or for any Government supply base. When the war is over 
the Government wul have in this base excellent value for all of the money it has spent 
except possibly that part which represents rush war-time construction. The value 
of the real estate will undoubtedly increase largely, and this increase will more than 
offset, in a comparatively few years' time, the excess construction cost due to war 
emergency. The Government has acquired a permanent asset of great value, and 
I believe that the investment will prove to be one of the best which the Government 
has made during the war. There certainly can be no comparison with money spent 
in a permanent construction of this character, and the flimsy, temporary construction 
represented by the buildings on Governors Island, at Fort Newark Terminal, and 
at many other points in the country. The commerce of New York is so great and the 
demand for vessels increasing so rapidly, that I have felt that the Government invest- 
ment in the war base at South Brooklyn will prove to be more satisfactory than the 
investment which have been made in storage plants at some of the smaller seaports. 

I have gone into this matter at some length, but it has been impossible for me to 
answer your questions intelligently without doing sd.

McKellar presiding. 

Present, Senators McKellar, Sutherland, and Johnson of Cahf ornia. 
There appeared before the subcommittee Col. J. W. Mackintosh, 
chief of the subsistence division, Quartermaster Corps, accompanied 
by Maj. J. H. Adams. 

STATEMENT OF COL. J. W. MACKINTOSH, CHIEF OF THE 
SUBSISTENCE DIVISION, QUABTEBMASTEB COBPS. 

Senator McKellar. Colonel, what is vour rank and department? 

Col. Mackintosh. I am a colonel of the Quartermaster Corps, 
chief of the subsistence division. 

Senator McKjellar. How long have you been chief of that division ? 

Col. Mackintosh. I was acting chief from some time in April until 
the last of June, and was made chief of the division shortly after that. 
I do not remember the exact date. 

Senator McKellar. How long have you been in the subsistence 
division of the Quartermaster Department ? 

Col. Mackintosh. Ever since there has been a subsistence division. 
It began about November 1, 1917, when they first started the organi- 
zation. 

Senator McKellar. The work of this division is to furnish sub- 
sistence to the Army ? 

Col. Mackintosh. Yes, sir. 

Senator McKellar. Have you had any trouble about securing 
the subsistence ? 

Col. Mackintosh. No, sir; not generally speaking. Occasionally 
in regard to some items we have had to organize tne industries in 
order to obtain sufficient supplies, the requirements being larger than 
the production in this country. 

Senator McELellar. But you have at all times had ample food 
for the Army ? 

Col. Mackintosh. Yes, sir. 

Senator McKellar. Have you ever had any complaints about it ? 

Col. Mackintosh. No, sir. We also feed the marines in France, 
and we feed the Germanprisoners, and also our own prisoners cap- 
tured by the enemy. We also feed the laborers attached to the 
Army, about 50,000 of these. 

Senator McKj:llar. Do you feed the laborers also ?

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Col. Mackintosh. Yes, sir. 

Senator McKellar. Colonel, have you a statement of the monthly 
requirements for the Army overseas ? 

Col. Mackintosh. Yes, sir. 

Senator McKellar. Will you please insert that in the record as 
Exhibit A with your statement ? 

Col. Mackintosh. Yes, sir. 

(The statement referred to is here printed in full as follows:)

Senator McKellar. Have you also a statement of requirements 
for overseas of some of the principal subsistence articles, and will 
you also file that ? 

Col. Mackintosh. Yes,' sir.

Col. Mackintosh. Tins last statement sliows the quantity of some 
of the principal items of subsistence which have been shippea ovetseas. 

Senator MgEbllab. This Exhibit B shows all that has been 
shipped up to date ? 

Ool. Mackintosh. Yes, sir; all the principal items. 

Senator MoKeixar. Colonel^ will rou just state what your 
methods are of procuring subsistence for ihe Army ? 

CoL Mackintosh. Theprocurement of all subsistence items for the 
Army is on proposals. We receive bids for the quantities required. 
In some few cases where there is a limited production of the items, 
we have been compelled to take over production from manufacturers, 
and also to increase that production. In cases of this kind there is 
necessarily no competition, but prices are arrived at after making an 
examination of the actual cost oy our own accountants. 

Senator McKellab. By ^^competition'' you mean sealed bids, or 
what is your method ? 

Col. Mackintosh. Sealed bids. 

Senator McKbllab. Do you find that that is the best way to 
handle it ? 

Col. Mackintosh. Yes, sir; that is the most equitable way, and 
we think the most economical way. 

Senator McEjiLLAB. Wwe you ever connected with the Navy 
Department ? 

Col. Mackintosh. YeS; sir. 

Senator MoKjbsllab. How long? 

Col. Mackintosh. I was with the Bureau of Supplies and Accounts 
with Admiral McGowan for five months. 

Senator McKellar. Is the plan that you have in the subsistence 
division for the procurement of supplies for the Army substantially 
the same as that used by Admiral McGowan ? 

Col. Mackintosh. Identically the same, except that our require- 
ments are so large that we can not centralize the procurement of all 
in one place as is done in the Navy. 

Senator McKellar. What places do you use ? 

Col. Mackintosh. We use the depot quartermaster in Chicago, 
New York, Boston, St. Louis, and San Francisco. All contracts and 
all bids received by these depots are under the supervision of the 
subsistence division in Washington. 

Senator McKellar. Have you had any complaints of any unfair- 
ness in the purchase of these supplies ? 

Col. Mackintosh. We have had no complaints except one instance 
where a man asked to be given a contract, and upon mvestigation it 
was found that he was not a manufacturer of the item upon which 
he made a bid.

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Senator McKellab. In other words, he was a middle man or 
broker? 

Col. Mackintosh. Yes, sir. 

Senator McKellab. And you deal directly with the manufacturer 
or nroducer? 

Col. Mackintosh. Yes, sir. 

Senator McKellar. Colonel, jdo you ever fix prices at any time, 
fmd if so, what is the method used ? 

Col. Mackintosh. We do not fix a price unless we are compelled 
to take an entire output of some plant or where we are building up 
an industry to a capacity to meet requirements. This is done only 
in exceedingly rare mstances. 

Senator McKellar. Colonel, could you tell me anything about 
what is known as the special reserve ration ? 

Col. Mackintosh. The special reserve ration is a ration which is 
put up in galvariized-iron retainers, hermetically sealed to with- 
stand the ravages of rats, and also the various gases used by the 
enemy, and it is used only in gassed areas and m front trenches. 
It is new and has been developed entirely since the use of gas. 

Senator McKellar. Where are these rations packed? 

Col. Mackintosh. These rations are packed principally in New 
York; some in Chicago, some in St. Louis, and some in New Orleans. 

It might be well to state here that the great trouble with sub- 
sistence is principally not in obtaining quantities, but in getting it 
in the shaped and sized packages that make it convenient for use, or 
make it convenient to meet imlitary demands in France. 

Senator McKellar. How many men are there in your department ? 

Col. Mackintosh. We have about 435 here in Washington. We 
also have subsistence officers at all the depots in the United States 
as well as at the camps and cantomnents. 

Senator McKellar. Referring again to these reserve rations, will 
you state what is packed in each container ? 

Col. Mackintosh. Twenty-four 1-pound cans of meat and salmon, 
forty-eight 8-ounce cans of hard bread, 18 oimces of soluble coffee, 
sugar, and seasoning. 

Senator McKellar. Twenty-four 1 -pound cans of meat or salmon ? 

Col. Mackintosh. Yes, different canned meats. It is give them 
variety. 

Senator McKellar. Of a variety of canned meats ? 

Col. Mackintosh. Yes. 

Senator McKellar. You say there are 24 rations in one container ? 

Col. Mackintosh. In one container. 

Senator McKjillar. How many of these rations are being packed 
now? 

Col. Mackintosh. Two hundred and forty thousand. 

Senator McKellar. When did you start this ? 

Col. Mackintosh. This was begun shortly after the American 
troops arrived in France, but it has been greatly increased since these 
troops got in active service, particularly in gassed areas. 

Senator McKellar. Have you received any orders or directions 
from Gen. Pershing about them ? 

Col. Mackintosh. Yes, sir. 

Senator McKellar. What are they ? 

Col. Mackintosh. We received the requisitions from Gen. Pershing 
for these originally. He gives us the orders. 
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Senator MoKellab. Have his requirements increased since you 
began? 

Col. Mackintosh. They are increasing all the time. 

Senator McKellab. It was found a very cleanly and effective way 
of furnishing the troops with the best of food ? 

Col. Mackintosh. Yes, sir: 

Maj. Adams. When cooked meals can not be furnished. 

Senator McBjblijlb'. When cooked meals can not be furnished. 
How are these carried to the front; bv messenger, or how? 

Col. Mackintosh. They are carried as far as possible in trucks, 
and then they are carried by the men. 

Senator McKellab. Each man carries his own rations ? 

Col. Mackintosh. No, sir. There are 24 rations in one of these 
containers. 

Senator McKellab. I was wondering how they got to the front. 
Twenty-four pounds is a good, big load, you know. 

Maj. Adams. Probably they are carried to the front trenches 
under cover of darkness. 

Senator McKeijlab. Yqu spoke of soluble coffee. Will you ex- 
plain what that is ? 

Col. Mackintosh. Soluble coffee is a pulverized coffee which is 
instantly soluble when placed in hot or cold water, and approximately 
a teaspoonful of soluble coffee makes one pint — one canteen cup 
full — of coffee. 

Senator McKellab. Will it make good coffee hot or cold ? 

Col. Mackintosh. Yes, sir. It is excellent coffee. 

Senator McKellab. All you have to do is to put it in the water? 

Col. Mackintosh. Yes, su*. 

Senator McKellar. It is a powder that you put into water ? 

Col. Mackintosh. Yes; and instantly soluble. We have also 
developed an instantaneous cocoa along the same line, which con- 
sists of cocoa, powdered milk, and sugar, which is handled in the 
same manner. 

Senator McKellab. Does the coffee have powdered milk in it ? 

Col. Mackintosh. No, sir. 

Senator McKellab. It is pure coffee ? 

Col. Mackintosh. Yes, su-. Another thing, it was found that 
sometimes the tins cast reflections, and they would locate them on 
the ground, so we now paint them copper color. 

Senator McKellab. How much does that increase the cost of the 
rations, to pack them in this way ? 

Col. Mackintosh. It has increased the cost of the rations 7i cents 
per ration, to pack them. 

Senator McKellab. What is the cost of the ordinary ration ? 

Col. Mackintosh. The ration is costing us now about 48 cents. 
The cost of the ration is constantly increasing, owing to the advancing 
cost of foodstuffs in the coimtry. 

Senator McKellab. Is this the specification for this special ration 
[indicating paper] ? 

Col. Mackintosh. Pardon me. Senator; in addition to the special 
reserve ration we also pack an emergency ration, which the soldier 
can place in his pocket, which is in a hermetically sealed tin can, 
and which contains the equivalent of three meals. These are the 
specifications it consists of, wheat, powdered beef, and sweet chocolate. 
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These are Thrapped in three different packages, each package being 
one meal for the soldier. These emergency rations are carried by 
the soldier, onW to be opened in an emerg^y. 

Senator Mc&EhUiR* Have you the specifications for this ration, 
and wiQ you make them Exhibit C With this hearing} 

Col. Mackintosh. Yes, sir; I will leave those specifications with 
you. 

(A memorandum submitted by Col. Mackintosh is here printed as 
follows:)

Four million (4,000,000) emergency rations have been called for by our authoritiee 
in France. This ration consists of compressed wheat and meat and chocolate. One 
of these rations is carried by the soldier in his kit and is to be used only when an 
emergency arises. 

The emergency ration is put up in a hermetically sealed, key-opening, lacquered 
can 1} by 2 J inches and 6} inches long. The ration contains three 3-ounce com- 
pressed cakes of wheat and meat and three cakes of chocolate containing 1 ounce each. 
A special reserve ration as called for by Gen. Pendiing consiflls of 1 pound canned 
meats, 1 poimd hard bfead in S-oimce tin containers, three-quarters of an ounce of 
soluble coffee put up in one-auarter ounce envelopes, and sugar and salt. ^ 

Twenty-four of these special reserve rations are packed in a sealed container. The 
packing of hard bread for this ration in 8-ounce tin cans and the 24 rations in a steel 
container is necessary to protect the ration from gas attacks.

These rations are being packed at the Chicago depot and Ihe New Y<»k depot. 
We are now packing approximately 240,000 rations per day. In addition to ful- 
filling the overseas requirements we are establishing a 3,000,000 reserve.

When Gen. Pejrsbing established this special reserve ration, soluble coffee was prac- 
tically anew thin^. The production in the States was about 1,200 pounds per day. 

Since this special reserve ration was established, 405,000 pounds have oeen snipped 
overseas. For October we are proourine 21,600 pounds ; for November, 120,000 pounds . 
In a recent cable Cren. Peishing callea lor 25,000 pounds per day, beginning January 
1. This necessitates procuring^ 750,000 pounds per month. Arrangements have been 
completed to get this production, and the January requirements will be floated in 
December. 

In addition to the requirements of 25,000 pounds per day for overaeaa, we are pro* 
euring 10,000 pounds per day to be packed in the special reserve ration.

Senator MgKellab. Are there certain staple articles which you 
get through the Food Administration ? 

Col. Mackintosh. There are, sir. We get all our sugar and all 
our flour, they being the two largest items obtained through the 
Food Administration, they being items which they control under 
their authority from Congress creating the Food Administration. 
This has been handled, so far as the Army is concerned, by the Food 
Administration in a very efficient manner. We have always gotten 
our requirements of these items promptly, of the proper quality, and 
in the required quantities. 

Senator McKbllab. At prices fixed by the Food Administration ? 

Col. Mackintosh. The prices are fixed by the Food Administration, 

Senator McEj^llab. I would like to know how you feed our men . 
in the German prison camps ) 
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Maj. Adams. We'liiave-a special ration for them; and turn the 
supphes over to the Red Cross at Copenhagen and Bern, Switzerland. 
They ship them into Germany to the prisbn camps. 

Col. Macintosh. These rations for the, American prisoners Mre 
all packed in special packages for carrying to the prisoners. 

Senator McKellar. Then, we feed our prisoners in German 
cimps? 

Col. Mackintosh. Yes, 

Senator McKellar. Does Germany feed her prisoners in American 
camps ? 

Col. Mackintosh. No, sir. 

Maj. Adams. We feed the prisoners we take, and we feed our own 
men that they take. 

Senator McKellar. How do you feed the German prisoners in our 
camps ? 

Maj. Adams. We have not the details for that. 

Col. Mackintosh. They are fed with our rations. 

Senator McKellar. Does that mean all of them that the^ allies 
take, or just such as the American Army takes ? 

Col. Mackintosh. Such as the American Army takes. 

Senator McKellar. Do you know how many there are of these ? 

Col. Mackintosh. I do not. 

Senator McKellar. About how many of our Army rations do we 
feed to prisoners in the German camps ? 

Col. Mackintosh. We have lately turned over six months' rations 
for 3,000 men. 

Senator McKellar. They have not gotten many of our men, yet, 
apparently. 

Maj. Adams. The latest I got from the Red Cross they had between 
80 and 90. 

Col. Mackintosh. That is probably increased greatly. 1 think 
there are 1,400 of them now. 

Senator McKellar. What kind of a ration do you send to our men 
who are prisoners, the same as you give aH our troops? 

Mai. A!dams. No, sir. We were limited to the sized packages that 
the Germans would permit the Red Cross to ship into Germany, 
and we had to prepare a special ration for that. 

Col. Mackintosh. That is, with the same food value for a smaller 
sized package. That is a very interesting thing, is it not, that we 
feed the prisoners we take there and also our own men who are pris- 
oners? 

Senator McKellar. Very. Is there anything else ? 

Maj. Adams. Probably nothing that would be interesting on that 
feature of it. 

Col. Mackintosh. It might interest you to know. Senator, that we 
are taking the entire output of canned meats in the United States at' 
the present time. We are compelUng all packers canning meats to 
work two shifts to supply the Army, and we have also been compelled 
to purchase outside of the United States 55,000 tons of canned meats, 
to meet the requirements. It just shows how immense the require- 
ments are on specialized items. 

Senator McKellar. Where do you buy them outside of the United 
States? 
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Col. Mackintosh. Principally from the Argentine, Montevideo, 
and Uruguay. 

Senator McKellab. Do you have to buy meat outside of the United 
States, too ? 

Col. Mackintosh. No fresh meats; no, sir. 

Senator McKellab. Do you send your fresh meats over on special 
ships that are refrigerated ? 

Col. Mackintosh. Refrigerator ships; yes, sir. The reason they 
are using such large quantities of canned meats is because of the 
shortage of refrigerator ships to carry fresh meats. 

Senator McKellab. How much suppUes have you got on hand, or 
how long can you supply the Army with what you have on hand ? 

Col. Mackintosh, rractically tnree months for the Armv over- 
seas. Some of the items will run over and some are a little snort. 

Senator McKellab. What about tobacco ? 

Col. Mackintosh. The tobacco requirements overseas are immense. 
We are shipping about 3 poimds of smoking tobacco per month per 
man. This is approximately three times as much tobacco as a man 
ordinarily smokes in civilian life in this country. 

Senator McKellab. Do all our soldiers smoke ? 

Col. Mackintosh. Something over 90 per cent of them smoke. 

Senator McKellab. Your department does not issue Uquors at all, 
does it, to any troops ? 

Col. Mackintosh. No, sir; it does not. 

Senator McKellab. Is there anything else you would like to 
speak of? 

Col. Mackintosh. I would like to state that any measure of success 
the subsistence division may have had is due to the presonnel of the 
subsistence division, and the cooperation of Gen. Wood. I would like 
to say further about the personnel — ^I having been there from the 
start of the subsistence division, that these men were selected more 
on account of their long experience in the Army, and their knowledge 
of handling the issue of food to the troops, wmle the purchasing offi- 
cers were selected from all over the United States, from civilian life, 
some being commissioned and others civilians. They were selected 
not only tor their honesty and integrity, but for their business ex- 

gerience, and I think any credit for the success of the subsistence 
ivision, whatever it has had, has been due to the personnel of the 
division. 

Senator McKellab. Of course you all operate under Gen. Wood ? 

Col. Mackintosh. Yes, sir. 

Senator McKellab. It seems to me that the success of this 
division of the Quartermaster Corps has been marvelous, and so far 
as I can recall, not a criticism has ever been made against this depart- 
ment. Certainly none has been filed with our committee. There 
was a criticism aown at Camp Johnston, but that was over a students' 
trainiag corps mess that was not connected with the subsistence 
department of the Quartermaster Corps; and I feel like the Quarter- 
master's Department, Gen. Wood and yourself and all other officers 
connected with the subsistence department, should be very CTeatly 
congratulated over what has been done, and all we can say is that we 
hope you will keep up the good work. 

Col. Mackintosh. Well, that is very nice, Senator. I do not 
want you or the committee to think that we do not make mistakeis— 
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do not make errors. We are working better and better all the time, 
and I think possibly the time will come when we will be somewhere 
near perfect. 

Senator MgKellab. I want to express my very great comm^ida- 
tion of the method by which you buy theae ^oocU, buying them on 
sealed bids. My own judgment is that that is the wisest and most 
economical course to pursue, and I wish it was so that aU the dei>art- 
mients of the Qovernment followed your example, as far as it is 
possible to do so. 

Up to this time have there been any charges of ''graft'' in the 
department? 

i3ol. MACKlNTOs^. I have nevOT heard of any; sir.

Senator MoKellab. Before commencing the examination of wit- 
nesses, I will put in the record a letter received by* me from Maj. 
Clair Foster, dated September 23, with the statement that up to tlu3 
date, November 14, Maj. Foster has not furnished anything more of 
the information which he was requested to send to ihe conjmittee. 
llie letter referred to is here printed in the record as foliows:

Pear Senator McKellar: In loddng over proofs of my testimony a few days ago 
I was gceatly perturbed to see tbfi numW of thisgs I had promised and to realize tluit 
I had so little time in which to dig up the information. 

I have recently been oU on several ipveatigating tries, one at far #8 NashviUe. 
When I get In from these trips I find a mass of accumulated correspondence about 
which a good deal of collateral information has to ])e collected before it can be cleaned 
up. Then I have to sit up all hours of the nieht writmg reports ol these tnjps and aU 
th^ laaae dumg %he cl*y have to b« intern^tea by contojctor^ a]|d<)t^er peo]^ calling 
in their behalf. 

I dpn't know what the penalty is for neglecting to produce information asked for by 
the Senate, but, honestly, S^atbr, the way I feel just now, a 30 day's sentence in 
some auiet Jail would look good to me. 

I told the Fuller Co. to #end me a schedule of GovemmeTit work tbey had had 
together with amounts of fees, but I neglected to follow the matter up and they 
haven't sent it yet. 

Regarding the rumor that Fuller Co. had sent only two or three e^^ecutives to the 
New Orleiaa job who had picked up an organization locally, I find that the following- 
named men, all being old Fuller epaployees, Wf re sent to New Orleans to prosecute 
the work: 

B. M. Fellows, treasurer, spent two weeks in New Orleans organizing the financial 
and pay-roll end. 

R. C. Whiting, of New York, chief lamekeeper; spent two weeks organizing the 
time forces. 

The following named have been continuously on the job: Walter Smith, vice 
president: Russel Hunter, general superintendent; John High, superintendent; 
Oleveland; Loss, of Chicago, concrete superintendent; Gwynn, of Oklahoma, concrete 
superintendent; Elliott, of Pittsburgh, superintendent transportation; Reynolds, of 
New York, purchasing aigent; Hsfrison, mat^ls superintendent; Hart, superin- 
tendent of dock work; Grimn, assistant to Reynolds; Mortimer, of New York, cashier. 

Here is the real story about Mr. O'Leary of the Jefferson Construction Co. : When 
this job was first talked of he came up to see the committee on emei^gency construc- 
tion and tried to convince us that he was the Government's best bet. While we 
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liked Mr. O'Leary i>er8onally, we did not consider him stro^ enough either finan- 
cially or as an or^izer to tackle a job of this magnitude. He has mtd considerable 
experience on reinforced concrete building construction, and we told the Fuller Co. 
about him after they had been given the contract. We told them we believed Mr. 
O'Leary had knowledge that could be utilized for the benefit of the job provided 
they could see a way to use him or his outfit to the Government's interest, but the 
question whether he could be used or not was entirely up to them. 

Our opinion that Mr. O'Leary had neither the financial ability nor the organization 
to tackle a job of this kind was confirmed by what Walter Smitn, vice president, told 
us on his last trip north. He said that he liad learned that Mr. O'Leary had been in 
financial difiiculty one or more times and that at present he had very little standing 
and i)ractically no oiganization immediately available. 

This checks up with our previous opinion formulated partly by the fact that on June 
4 Mr. 0*Leary called with a Mr. Blakemore, representing Hempton Reynolds, of New 
Orleans, who is an engineer and contractor of consideraole attainments, experience, 
and responsibility. O'Leary proposed a hookup with Reynolds for the purpose of 
doing the New Orleans job. They had with them Senator Ransdel and a Congressman 
from New Orleans, I think Mr. Dupr^. These last two gentlemen praised O'Leary 
and Reynolds very highly. 

On June 11 Mr. O'Leajry and Mr. Blakemore a^[ain called brioging this time Mr. 
Reynolds himself. Reynolds impressed us as being a high-class man, and it has 
developed that he is just that. 1 am told that the Fuller Co. has sublet to him the 
excavation and pile driving for which his experience and plant equipment especially 
fitted him. 

The yery fact that Mr. O'Leary would, on his own initiative, propose to hook up with 
Mr. Reynolds is a pretty clear indication that he himself believed that he alone 
was not strong enough for a job of this size. 

The Fuller Co. is doing all work except that sublet to Hempton Reynolds. On 
Reynolds' work the Fuller Co. is getting only 2i per cent. The Fuller Co.'s maximum 
lee is set at $235,000, being based on an estimated cost of $7,750,000. The last informa- 
tion we had from the construction division was that the job would run nine or ten 
millions or even more. At any rate the fee is fixed at $235,000, or 2.3 per cent on 
$10,000,000.

COMMFTTEB ON EmEROENCT CONSTRUCTION, 

By Clair Foster, Major j United States Army, 
STATEMENT OF MB. H. L. BAILET— Besumed. 

Senator MoKellar. Mr. Bailey, I want to ask you a very few 
questions. What I wanted to ask first was how far in advance 
cotton goods have been purchased ? 

Mr. Bailey. Most of our contracts are due to be completed the 
end of this year. We have contracts for particular things running 
the first three months of next year. We have probably a very few 
contracts that nm through May; I think of one, and I am not sure 
of any others. 

Senator McKellar. Take those that nm imtil April; about what 
proportion of the contracts run imtil April ? 

Mr. Bailey. Oh, very few. I am guessing, because those have 
not all been tabulated, but if there are 25 that rim until April I 
should say that I would put that as a probable maximiun. 

Senator MoKellar. There are 25 of those; and that woulld be 
about what percentages of the whole; as much as half ? 

Mx. Bailey. Oh, no; it might be 10 per cent; I think not much 
more. 

Senator MoKjjllar. The others all run only to the first of the 
year. 

Mr. Bailey. Yes; we have only contracted beyond the first of 
the year in a few instances. 
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Senator MoKkt.lar. Now, if I am wrong, I will ask you to correct 
me. I got the understanding from your former testimony that the 
price of raw cotton aa figureia in these contracts that you made up 
to the first of the year was in the neighborhood of 36 cents. Is that 
correct ? 

Mr. Bailey. No; that is not correct. 

Senator MoKbllab.* What was the price ? 

Mr. Bailey. You say about tJie first of the year ? 

Senator McKellab. Up to the first of the year. 

Mr. Bailey. Up. to the 1st of January? 

Senator McKjellar. The 1st of January, 1919. [ 

Mr. Bailey. Oh, from now ; that is running through this year ? 

Senator McKellar. Yes; running through this year. 

'Mr. Bailey. Our contracts tiiat we have made since about the Ist 
of July have been at the War Industries Board prices, as you know ; 
that is from the normal producers. 

Senator McKellab. I know, but they were based on about 36-cent 
cotton, were tiiey not ? 

Mr. Bailey. They were established at the time when cotton was 
reported to be selling at about 31 or 32 cents, Senator McKellar. 

Senator McKellab. I do not know, maybe I am mistaken about it, 
hut I got the impression that some leeway was given on the price of 
cotton, and that it was figured on about tne general price of 33 cents, 
inasmuch as the market at that time was advancing. Was tiiat 
correct or not ? 

Mr. Bailey. That is not my impression. I think the price-fixing 
committee can tell you better about that than I can, and I was not 
present at all tiieir deUberations^ but such discussion as I heard, they 
started the discussion of price fixing on the basis of 30-cent cotton, 
and then the point was made, about the time that the first prices 
were estabUshed, that actual cotton was selUng at from 31 to 32 cents . 

Senator McKellab. Tliat was when the War Industries Board 
fixed the prices of cotton fabrics? 

Mr. Bailey. That is right. 

Senator McKellab. How does it work out ? Does it not work out 
that these contracts could be profitably carried out by the mills on a 
basis of even 36-cent cotton? 

Mr. Bailey. Some of tham, by some mills. I mean by that, on 
coarse goods. I tried to explain that to you once before. 

Senator McKellab. Yes; I know that. 

Mr. Bailey. But it is rather difficult to explain it from the lay- 
man's point of view; but, briefly, the situation is this, that 5 cents a 
pound profit on certain coarse cotton goods would yield the same 
return on the capital invested in the cotton mill that, we will sav, 
15 cents a poimd profit on a certain other class of cotton goods would 
yield. If, then, we assume that cotton advances 5 cents a pound, it 
would wipe out absolutely the profit in those certain coarse cotton 
goods, and would still leave the man who is making the other class 
of cotton goods 10 cents a pound profit; so that it is impossible to 
say that 36 cents a pound cotton would still yield mills generally a 
fan* profit — or a profit, we will leave out the question of fair profit 
because there is a difference of opinion as to what a fair profit is — but 
it is certaiD that an advance of 5 cents a pound in cotton after price- 
fixing by the War Industries Board woiild have taken away abso- 
lutely the profit in some miUs on some fabrics. 
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Senator MoEjbllab. To what extent were purchases made from 
that class of mills ? 

Mr. Bailbt. I suppose that would apply particularly to mills that 
were makii^ heavy duck abnormally^ 1 mean mills that were not 
ordinarily producers of heavy duck and had been tempted on by the 
scarcity of heavy duck and the commercial prices. Some of those 
heavy ducks have been allocated among those mills by the War 
Industries Board; that is, in so far as they had the equipment to pro- 
duce them they were required to take their percentage of the Govern- 
ment's needs, and those mills have probably made very little profit 
on those ducl^, while other mills more efficient and more modem, 
and operating with specially favored labor conditions, have probably 
made very good profits. 

Senator McKellar. In fixing tho prices of cotton fabrics, which 
was last July — ^was it not ? 

Mr. Baitjey. Yes. 

Senator McB[ellar (continuing). Did the War Industries Board 
specifically consider the Question of the price of raw cotton ? 

Mr. Bailey. It entered into the discussion at some times, I heard; 
yes, sir. 

Senator McKjsllar. I believ^e that is about all, Mr. Bailey. I am 
much obliged to you for coming up. 

(At 11 o'clock a. m., the subconunittee adjourned until to-morrow, 
Friday, November 15, 1918, at 11 o^clock a. m.)

There appeared before the committee Mr. Theodore Ahrens, presi- 
dent of Standard Sanitary Manufacturing Co., accompanied by Mr. 
Francis J. Torrance and Mr. George Herfli, jr. 

STATEMENT OF MB. THEODOBE AHBEHS, PBESIDENT OF 
THE STAHDABD SANITABT MANUFAGTUEIira GO. 

Senator McKellae. Your name is Theodore Ahrens? 

Mr. Ahrens. Yes, sir. ^ 

Senator McKellar. You desire to tell the committee something 
about the Standard Sanitary Manufacturing Co.'s contract with the 
Government, and if you desire you can just go ahead and say what 
you like. 

Mr. Ahrens. I will be very glad to do that, Senator, but I would 
like to ask first whether you would care to tell me just generally 
what these charges are in which we are implicated. We have never 
seen any written charges of any kind. All we have heard about it is 
hearsay. 

Senator McKellar. Did you see the testimony of Maj. McCubbin ? 

Mr. Ahrens. No, sir. 

Senator McKellar. The substance of the complaint made is that 
Maj. McCubbin, now in the Construction Division, I believe, of the 
Quartermaster Corps, was formerly your employee; that he came 
from your office into the Army and was immediately given the 
position of purchaser of plumbing supplies and enameled ware sup- 
pUes, which your company is engagea in selling, and that he has 
since that time virtually bought the greater part of such supplies 
from your company; that he was constantly m company witn Mr. 
Herth, your '^ agent'' here, taking lunch with him virtually every 
day until he was directed by his superior officer not to do so; 
that the other 13 or 14 manufacturers of these supplies were thus 
frozen out of any participation in the Government's busmess, 
and that your company had access to the plans of the Government 
and that when quotations were asked for, Maj. McCubbin very 
promptly informed your company of the quotations of others and 
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that you thereupon gave a lower quotation m the particular instance 
in order to get the business, and that you had yourself boasted at a 
public meeting somewhere — ^I have forgotten where — that you had 
a contract of 25,000 bathtubs, and propably other paraphernalia to 

fo with them, and that on January 1, 1919, under coders of the War 
ndustries Board, you having th6 only contract With the Govern- 
ment, all others of your competitors would be unable to get iron for 
the manufacture of this enameled ware, and in that way Ma]. McCub- 
bin would put all the nest of yottf coiapetitoiiB out of business and 
leave you with the onlv good business in the country. Now, that is 
about the substance of the testimony, as I recall it. 

Mr, AflttKNS. May I jtidt aii^w^ that in my own fashion the best 
way I can? 

First, I admit that Maj. McCubhin— ^onflerlv Oapt. McCubbin — 
was in our enlploy before he weiit to work for the QoT^mment. 
We, like other manufacturers and btianesa concerns, were asked 
to submit names oi out people to the GoVM'nJnent when the Gov- 
ernment required such men. We did not submit Mr. McGubbiil's 
name. My partnet, Mr* Torrance^ recommended a mnn from Pitts- 
burgh, bttt Mr- McGubbin's name was submitted affloilflf a number 
of appUcants and picked out bv whoever the commanSng officers 
were that had that matter in charge. Mr. McCubbin was indorsed 
by Capt. Archie Maddock, his pr^ecessor in the office, a prominent 
pottery manufacturer in our line, who had the position that Mr. 
McCubbin occupied but who had to give it up, and he in fact was 
instrumental in having Mr. McCubbin appointed or recommended 
him. 

As to our getting a vefy large part of the business that Maj . McCub- 
bin had to place, that may be true. I do tiot know how much Maj. 
McCubbin placed, all told, or what the total volume of it is — ^I have 
no figures — ^but we did f mnish the Government a very large quantity 
of plumbing material of aU kinds, and enameled ironware, brass 
goods, pottery, and other plumbing material that we manufacture. 

The reason. Senator McKellar, why we secured this business and 
why we got the larger part of it, is contained in this sentence, that 
as the largest producers in our line, with a better organization and 
better distributing facilities, we were in a position to render the 
Government better service, and did so. Let me also give you this 
statement, that our prices were always right and in many instances 
lower than those of other manufacturers. Other manufacturers, in 
discussing Grovemment business, have complaitied to, us that our 
prices were too low. They told us this. Other manufacturers 
refused business — among them particularly the Cahill Iron Works 
of Chattanooga and the Standard Sanitary Co. of Pittsiburgh — at 
prices which we were willing and glad to accept. 

You know. Senator McKellar, that during these strenuous times this 
year when the Government and everybody working for the Govern- 
ment had to exert every effort in then' power to get deUveries to the 
Government promptly, the deliveries were of great importance. 
Dehveries of tne larger quantities of material required by the Govern- 
ment could be made by us and could not be made by the other 
manufacturers. 

Now I would like to get this point strong, because it is a vital point. 
The other manufacturers were utterly imable to handle the Govern- 
ment business because it came in such volrnne and in such short time 
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that only my company's oi^anization was then able to handle it, 
and if any other man had sat in Maj. McCubbin's chair and had 
had these orders to rive we probably would have gotten from them 
about as much as Mai. McCubbin gave us. To illustrate that, 
let me say that in the Quartermaster Corps at Jeffersonville, Ind., 
which he has nothing to do with at all, we have been all of this 
year getting as large a percentage of the business as Maj. McCubbin 
gave us here. 

Senator McKellar. That is under Col. W. S. Woods. 

Mr. Ahrens. That is under whomever might be the commanding 
officer in charge there; and that has nothing to do with it, but our 
Ijouisville branch has sold many thousands of dollars worth of goods 
to that department at Camp Taylor and elsewhere. We have been 
furnishing the great bulk of all the goods required. 

At the nitrate powder plant at Nashville, our Nashville house 
has furnished hundreds of thousands of dollars' worth of goods, none 
of which Maj. McCubbin had anything to do with. 

As we came up here, Senator, Mr. Berth pointed out a large lot of 
buildings around here, dormitories the Government is putting up for 
war workers, a lot of them, and he said that we have furnished every 
plumbing fixture in every one of these dormitories, and Maj. McCub- 
oin had nothing to do with it. It was purchased by the contractor 
through a local jobber. 

One more point that I think ought to be brought out. We have 
been of great service to the Govemment. We have saved the Grov- 
emment many thousands of dollars in preventing the price of enamel 
ironware and other plumbing fixtures going beyond reasonable 
limits. Our books are open for your inspection; you can see that 
at the price we are working there is not any more than a reasonable 
profit. 

I want to say particularly about those complaining manufacturers 
that we have monthly meetings in which we meet together and dis- 
cuss particular conditions, and they have repeatedly come to me and 
complained of the fact that the pnces at which we were selling to the 
Government were too low, and tnat we ou^t to advance these prices. 
We do not think so. We can furnish you written evidence on that 
point that will corroborate what I say. Now I believe I have in 
substance answered the complaints as near as I can do so. 
^ Pardon me, there is just one more thing, as to this order in ques- 
tion that I was supposed to have been boasting about. The matter 
came up when I was called here to attend a meeting at Mr. Hum- 
phreys, of the building material section of the War Industries Board, 
at the New Willard Hotel, a meeting of manufacturers in our line. 
At that meeting, at which I was asked to preside, Mr. Humphreys 
called particular attention to the fact that the Government wanted 
to deal with first hands only — that is, the manufacturers — and not 
through jobbers or any middlemen, and that the Government had 
this enormous housing program in view, about 60,000, 80,000, or 
100,000 houses that they might have to have for war workers, and 
that the Government would have to place that directly with the 
manufacturer and only with such people as could give prompt service. 

Aft^r that meeting I called on Maj. McCubbin, then Capt. McCub- 
bin, with Mr. Humphreys. I had never met McCubbin in his office 
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before and had only met him once here before^ outside of jthat^ since 
he was appointed, and I asked McCubbin whether amr such housing 

Srogram was in view, and McCubbin said it was. B!e said that his 
epartment nught place an order in the very near future for any- 
where from thirty to sixty thousand sets of plumbing fixtures, which 
would be a bathtub, a water-closet, a kitchen sink, and lavatory. 
That was called a set. Of course that was a very large order and 
I was very anxious to get a proportionate share of it for my com- 
pany. I discussed this matter at some length — probablv an hour, 
maybe longer — and urged Maj. McCubbin to place the order at once, 
because in the condition that our business was in at that time, the 
labor supply being very imcertain and the wages advancing con- 
tinually, we had in mind to advance our prices generally to every- 
body^ mcludii^ the Government, because our cost was going up all 
the tune, but I said to Maj. McCubbin that if the Government could 
place an order of that size and we cotdd get our proportion of it, 
that would enable us to reduce our cost ana we would Tiave to take 
the order at the price ruling at that time. Figuring that there were 
going to be 60,000 sets of fixtures needed, I could not see that we 
ought to get less than half of that, because we had always^ for the 
last five years, as the records of the trade show, done 50 per cent 
of this work. That is a well-known fact. Our competitors ^dmit 
that and state that themselves. So that I told McCubbin that I 
thought that we could handle 25,000 sets of these fixtures. We got 
no definite order or promise from Capt. McCubbin that such an 
order was placed with us or would be placed with us, but the captain 
did say to me that he believed such an order would be placed in the 
near future and that we would get our share of it; that, however, 
these orders would haye to first be confirmed by or O. K.'d by the 
board of review, I think he called it; in other words^ that we could 
not consider it an order imtU we had a definite order in writing. 

Now, I made a mistake, Senator, in going back to Pittsburg and 
saying to this meeting of the manufacturers that I had such an order, 
as I had no order or my company had no order from the department for 
any such amoimt of fixtures at that time. We were getting business, 
however, every day from them. My reason for making the statement 
at the meeting was this, that owing to the unsettled condition of 
business for the last 18 months, the manufacturers had been report- 
ing to the Secretary every month the total number of orders they 
received, the total number of shipments they made, and the general 
condition of their stocks, enough so that we would have an intelligent 
idea of the business of the United States in our line. Now, as to my 
reason for advising the other manufacturers that we had this order: 
As I sav, I made a mistake in taking it for granted that we had this 
order, but I felt pretty sure from the general condition, knowing 
what I did about the general condition of the building in our line, 
that I would get that portion of the order. In fact, an order of that 
size could not have been filled without our support — ^without our 
taking part of it. My reason for saying and reporting on this order 
was mat I wanted to give tha other manufacturers an idea of what 
was coming, and I said At the meeting that the housing program that 
the Government had in contemplation was for about 60,000 sets of 
fixtures, and that Maj. McCubbin had told me he expected to dis- 
tribute the order around among several manufacturers. 
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I also stated at the meetiiig, however, Senator^ that we had no 
formal or written order, that the order would have first to go through 
its proper channels and be O. KM. before we would consider it an order. 

Senator McKellar. Is there anything else that you \Wsh to say ? 

Mr. Ahbens. No, sir; I think that covers pretty well all I would 
like to say. 

Senator McKellar. Did you consider that }faj. McCubbin had 
given you this order or not ? 

Mr. Ahrens. I did consider 

Senator McKellar. Yes, that he had given you the order. 

Mr. Ahrens. I believe, while the major — ^he was theh Capt. Mc- 
Cubbin — did not definitely give me an order, that I would get an 
order of approximately that size; yes, sir. I felt so from the con- 
versation. 

Senator McKellar. As a matter of fact, Maj. McCubbin had given 
you a verbal order for it ? 

Mr. Ahrens. Not in so many words. That is, he explained to me 
that an order, to be an order, would have to first go through the 
regular channels and be approved by his superior oflHicer. 

Senator McKellar. Did you advance the price? 

Mr. Ahrens. No, sir; we did not advance tne price that was fixed. 

Senator McKellar. Did you, when you told joxxr associates in the 
meeting at Pittsbui^h — that is where it was, at rittsburgh ? 

Mr. Aboiens. Yes. • 

Senator McKellar (continuing). The other manufacturers^ — did 
you tell them at the same time that the prices would be advanced 
on these sets ? 

Mr. Ahrens. No, siy — on this order? 

Senator McKellar. On this order. 

Mr. Ahrens. No, sir. I told them that we expected to take that 
order at the prices then ruling. 

Senator McKellar. It is daimed that after securing this alleged 
verbal contract, your company advanced the price to the Govern- 
ment, and informally told the other manufacturers that this price 
would be advanced^ and you would later rive the other manufac- 
turers a memorandum of the new prices. Did you do that? 

Mr. Ahrens. We did not advance our prices to the Government. 

Senator McEIellar. Did you give the other manufacturers a 
memorandum of these new prices ? 

Mr. Ahrens. I could not answer that; no, sir. I did not know. 

Senator McKellar. Did you have a memorandum, yourself? 

Mr. Ahrens. Personalhr, no, sir. 

Senator McKellar. Then do you not know whether a memo- 
randum of the new prices was given them or not? 

Mr. Ahrens. Whether a memorandum of the new prices we pro- 
posed to make to the Government was given them ? 

Senator McKellar. Yes. 
• Afr. Ahrens. Whether that was given to them or not ? 

Senator McKellar. Yes. 

Afr. Ahrens. I could not answer; no, sir. 

Senator McKellar. As a matter of fact, have you seen such a 
memorandum as that ? 

Mr. Ahrens. Personally; no, sir. 

Senator McKellar. Do you know whether such a memorandum 
was in fact prepared ? 
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Mr. Ahrens. No, sir; I could not say. But, Senator, I would like 
to say again that we did discuss at that time the question of advancing 
prices and 

Senator McElELLAR. Well, it was entirely up to you as to whether 
or not the prices would be advanced? Maj. McCubbin just simply 
agreed to any price that you made, did he not ? 

Mr. Ahrens. No,. sir; my understanding was that Maj. McCubbin 
got prices from enameled ware manufacturers — difiFerent manufac- 
turers — and if our price was right we got our share of the business. 

Senator A^cKellar. I will ask you whether or not Maj. McCubbin 
told you thAt he expected to turn over all this business to you ? 

Mr. Ahrens. He emphatically did not. He emphatically did not. 
Senator. Maj. McCubbin told me that on this large order in question 
he expected to split it up between several manmacturers. I never 
made a statement at the meeting that we had taken an order for 
25,000 sets of plumbing fixtures. 

Senator MoKellar. What did you state at that meeting ? 

Mr. Ahrens. I said that we had an order from the Government for 
a very large quantity of plumbing fixtures for that housing propo- 
sition. 

Senator McKellar. That you had a contract for a very large 
quantity ? 

Mr. Ahrens. Yes, or words to that effect. 

Senator McKellar. All right, sir. 

Mr. Ahrens. And I want to repeat Senator, that I made a mistake 
in stating that we had an order before we had a real order — a written 
order. 

Senator McKellar. When was that ? 

Mr. Ahrens. Well, I am somewhat shy on dates. 

Senator McKellar. August or September ? 

Mr. Ahrens. Can you supply the date, Mr. Herth ? 

Mr. Herth. The date of the meeting at the Willard Hotel that Mr. 
Humphreys held, was August 27, so that it must have been after that. 
I think you left Washington on the 28th. 

Senator McKellar. It was probably about a .week later ? 

Mr. Ahrens. Probably September 5. 

Mr. Herth. It must have been in September, some time. 

Senator McKellar. At that time you did not have this contract ? 

Mr. Ahrejns. No, sir. 

Senator McKellar. You never entered into a contract after that 
time for these bath tubs and sets ? 

Mr. Ahrens. No, sir, we never received any such contract. 

Senator McKellar. Now you have testified exactly to the con- 
trary about that, have you not ? 

Au*. Ahrens. Contrary. What is contrary to that ? 

Senator McKellar. I now call your attention to a photographic 
reproduction of an affidavit, apparently made by you and sworn to 
by you on the 25th day of September, 1918, and I will get you td 
see whether that is a photographic copy of your affidavit and sig- 
nature. 

Mr. Ahrens (after examination of paper). Yes, sir. 

Senator McKellar. Now if you will look at that, you will find 
where you distinctly state that you have a contract for 25,000 
enameled bath tubs, 25,000 enameled roll rim sinks, 25,000 enameled 
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washstands, and you have just testified that you did not have such 
a contract ? 

Mr. Ahbens. Senator, I believed at the time I signed that affi-^ 
davit that I did have it, or that the order would be ours in a few days. 
Now, might I say there that we have had similar transactions witk 
the Government. For instance, we have a shell contract with the 
Government on which we did not receive anv order — that is, any 
formal contract — ^for months after we, started on it; but we went 
ahead on it. . ■ ^ 

Senator McKellar. Then you are unavoidably driven to this 
conclusion, are you not, that the only way on earth in which this 
affidavit could be explained in view of your present testimony, is 
that you were so absolutely sure that Mai. McCubbin would do what- 
ever ne was told to do in reference to letting these contracts, that 
you considered it as made ? 

Mr. Ahrens. I felt so certain at the time that I signed that affidavit 
that the order would be placed — that the housing order would be 
placed — and that we would get that portion of it, that I took that 
for granted. It was a mistake on my part and a mistake that I 
r^ret very much. 

Senator McKellar. Why was this affidavit given ? 

Mr. Ahrens. This was gotten up for the purpose of enabling 
sonie of our people whom we wanted to retain in the company — ^in 
the manufacturing end of our business — to claim exemption from 
military duty. 

Senator McKellar. Did you get exemptions for them on the 
faith of this aflBidavit ? 
• Mr. Ahrens. I do not think so. I do not know that it was used. 

Senator McKellar. Were any of them released ? 

Mr. Ahrens. It may have been used, but I do not know that any 
of our people ever obtained releases on that. 

Senator McKellar. However, it was filed with the Provost Marshal 
GeneraFs office for that purpose, was it not? 

Mr. Ahrens. It may have been in some instances. I am not cer- 
tain. But I do not know that it was used to any extent. But it was 
made for that purpose; that is, it was gotten up for that purpose. 

Senator McKellar. If you had been given a contract for these 
plumbing fixtures, consisting of bathtubs and sinks and water- 
closets and lavatories, and none of the others, none of the com- 
petitors, had been given any such contracts, or any Government con- 
tracts at all, imder the priority orders of the War Industries Board 
permitting iron to be used for this purpose only by those who had 
Government contracts, that would have put all other enameled ware 
manufacturers out of business, would it not ? 

Mr. Ahrens. No, sir, not as I xmderstand it; it would not have 
put them out at all. 

Senator McKellar. How could they have gotten the iron ? 

Mr. Ahrens. There were lots of other Government departments 
purchasing these same supplies; ajid the other manufacturers have 
not been put out of business at all, Senator. The best eVidence of 
that is that for all of this year and during all of the period when we 
supplied to the ^Government a considerable quantity of plumbing 
materi.al, these other manufacturers obtained a proportionately large 
share, 'just as large a share, of business from the rest of the United 
States. 
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Senator McKellar. Now, let us see if that is correct or not. I 
have before me here a statement of the shares of this particular busi- 
ness, which shows that the Standard Sanitary Manufacturing Co. — Is 
that your company ? 

Mr. A^ENS. Yes, sir. 

Senator McBjellar. Was given $387,311.92; the United States 
Sanitary Manufacturing Co. was given $20,353.78; the Kohler Co. 
was given $9,311.30; the J. A. Mott Iron Works, $15,326.36. 

This would* indicate that in round numbers your concern got 
$387,000 worth of this particular business, and all the other concerns 
together got $44,000 worth. In other words, vour concern got 
about 90 per cent, just speaking roughly, under tne control of Maj. 
McCubbin, who haq been in your employ and who was, as shown by 
his own testipiony, and has been, so closely connected with your 
company since he has been in the employ of the Govenmient. Can 
you wonder that imder those circiunstances, when these otiier 
gentlemen were confronted with the priority order under which your 
company would be allowed to get iron for your needs because you 
had Government contracts secured in this way, and where tney 
could not get iron because they had no Government contracts — 
can you wonder that they felt in very great fear that their business 
was going to be absolutely ruined ana taken away from them, and 
that through this mea!ns of Government procedure, carried on by 
Maj. McCubbin who had been in your employ, your business would 
be built UT) at the expense of theirs? Now, can you wonder that 
they complained ? Just look at it as man to man. 

Mr. Ahrens. Yes, Senator, if those were the whole facts in the 
case you would be absolutely right, but they are not. The business 
placed by Maj. McCubbin was only a small part of the business that 
was being placed at that time. My answer to your question is that 
the other manufacturers during this same period have sold more 
ware than we sold to the Government. In other words, they ^ot 
their full proportion of the business; and what is more, and I think 
this should have some weight, they got it at better prices than we 
were getting from the Government. 

Senator McKellar. What profit did your concern make ? What 
is your capital and what profits have you made on your capital within 
the last year ? . 

Mr. Ahrens. Why, our capital is about $17,000,000; $16,000,000 
in round nimibers on the first of January, I think you had better say; 
and on that we showed about $2,225,000 profit, net, last year. 

Senator McKellar. How much will it. show this year f 

Mr. Ahrens. Our profits this year, coimting in our entire business, 
will show probably a half a milhon dollars more than that. 

Senator McKellar. What was the anaoimt of orders ; at what 
price were these 25,000 sets of pliunbing fijrtures sold? Speaking 
roughly, what was tne cost of them, each ? 

Mr. Ahrens. Can you supply that, Mr. Herth ? 

Mr. Herth. The price on oath tubs at that time, as near as I can 
recall, was $19.25. 

Senator McKellar. And the other three items, how much were 
th£>y« 

Mr. Ahrens. Pardon me, Senator, may I interrupt you just a 
minute? 
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Senator MoKellab. Yes. 

Afr. Ahbens. I said there were four items, but the water-closet was 
not to be considered. There are really only three features. These 
axe enameled iron fixtures. 

Senator McKellab. The bathtub is $19.25? 

Mr. Hebth. I could not state exactly, Senator. 

Senator McKellab. Approximately? 

lifr. Hebth. The lavatoi^ was around $7; approximatley $7. We 
had a price on one at $6.65, or it might have been $7.04. 

Senator McKellab. What is that 1 

Mr. Hebth. That is the lavatory. Then the sink, I think was 
approximately $9; $9.25 or $8.75. 

Mr. Ahbens. Altogether, about $34. 

Senator McKellab. About $34 ? 

Afr. Ahbens. Yes, and it would be 25 times $34 for the contract. 
That would be about right; $850,000, 1 think. 

Senator McKellab (after making calculation). That would be 
about $850,000 ? 

Mr. Ahbens. May I say one word more there. Senator? 

Senator McKellab. Certainly. 

Mr. Ahbens. The largest order we received from the Government 
was not through Capt. McCubbin, but through his predecessor. 

Senator McKellab. Who was he ? 

Mr. Ahbens. Capt. Maddock. 

Senator McKellab. Did he ever work for you ? 

Mr. Ahbens. No; he is a prominent manufacturer in Trenton, 
N. J., and he is a competitor of ours. Senator, and he placed that 
order with us because we know that he could give service, and service 
was of paramount importance at that time. 

Senator McKellab. What average profit xiid you make on these 
goods ? 

Mr. Ahbens. We never took this order, or it was never filled — 
-do you mean what average do we make on the enameled ware we seU ? 

Senator McKellab. Yes, to the Government. 

Mr. Ahbens. About 15 per cent; possibly 20 per cent; not over 
that. But in saying that we should bear in mind the fact that we 
have got to pay income taxes and excess profit taxes out of that, and 
A very large share of it goes back to the Government. 

Senator McKellab. There never has been a contract made about 
these plumbing fixtures, has there ? 

Mr. Ahbens. No, sir. 

Senator McKellab. Have any of them been actually bought from 
you? 

Mr. Ahbens. Have what? 

Senator McKellab. Have any of them been actually bought from 
/ou by piecemeal? 

Mr. Ahbens. We have, no doubt, since that time fmmished similar 

foods to the Government. Mr. Herth can answer that better than 
can. 

Senator McKellab. Mr. Herth, will you just be sworn, please, sir? 
(Mr. Geoi^e Herth was here sworn by the chairman.) 
Senator A&Kellab. Will you state whether or not you have sold 
to the Government any of these goods through Maj. McCubbin — 
any of these 25,000 sets? 
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Mr. Herth. You mean, that applied on the contracts we have? 

Senator McKellae. It does not make any difference whether they 
appUed on those contracts. 

Mr. Herth. Oh, yes ; we have sold some fixtures to the Government* 

Senator McKjellar. How many? 

Mr. Herth. I could not tell you that. 

Senator McKellar. Can you give an approximation as to how 
many ? 

!Mr. Herth. Oh, yes ; we have sold some; there is no question about 
it, we have sold them some. The question is this, how many of these 
fixtures' were bought after all this controversy. That is the idea, is 
it not? 

Senator McKellar. Yes; in other words, it is charged, with how 
much truth I do not know, that when Maj. McCubbin found that he 
could not land the entire contract of 25,000 sets of fixtures for plumb- 
ing, he then proceeded to buy as many as he could by piecemeal from 
your firm, without giving the other people any chance to bid on them 
at all. 

Mr. Herth. Yes; I will be very glad to give you the number of 
fixtures. 

Senator McKellar. Yes. Now, do you know whether or not you 
have had any written request for quotations about that since the 25th 
of September ? 

Mr. Herth. Have we got any written quotations on our different 
lines of fixtures ? 

Senator McKellar. No ; have you received any written communi- 
cations asking for quotations on these bathtubs and fixtures ? 

Mr. Herth. We receive almost every day requests from the Con- 
struction Division for prices on all those fixtures — any fixtures that the 
Government may want: 

Senator McKellar. Mr. Ahrens, would it be very much trouble to 
get a detailed statement, I do not mean of all the articles, but just a 
statement of the amount and nature of goods, of what you have sold 
the Government since the war began? 

Mr. Ahrens. I will be glad to get that for you. . 

Senator McKellar. Of all sales ? 

Mr. Ahrens. Yes, sir; I will be very glad to. 

Senator McKellar. I would like it in compact form, if you can 
get it. 

Mr. Ahrens. There will be no trouble about that. We can get 
you here in 24 hours a statement of all the goods and the business 
we have done with the Government in its various departments, \ou 
mean ? 

wSenator McKellar. In various departments. 

Afr. Ahrens. Since the war began* 

Senator McKellar. Yes. 

Mi, Ahrens. Yes, su\ 

Senator McKellar. This question was raised. It is claimed that 
Maj. McCubbin would buy under very peculiar circumstances from 
you. For instance, the (JahiU Co. of Chattanooga complained that 
when it was wanted to buy sonie of these goods for use at Camp 
Greenleaf or out at Fort Oglethorpe, and tney wanted them in a 
hurry, he did not ask for any bids or quotations or prices from the 
Cahill Iron Co., but he put these emergency orders with your com- 
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pany and had you send them by express, taxing the railroads to bring 
them into Chattanooga, when they already bad the same material 
there, and costing the Government a large expressage. Do you knc w 
whether that is correct or not ? 

Mr. Ahbens. I can not answer that because I do not know, of 
course, what the Government did or did not. Perhaps Mi\ Herth 
could give some information on that point. 

Senator McKellar. All right ; Mr. Herth, do you know ? 

Mr, Herth. I think that is up to the others to show you. I do not 
know; of course we have shipped material to different places by ex- 
press and by freight. I know of one case out at Camp Lewis where 
we had received an order, and the contractor wired us to ship it by 
express. That meant a whole car. I took that up with the depart- 
naent, and I wanted to know whether we should do it. We did not 
do that. So I could not say as to any particular order at Camp 
Oglethorpe, that might have gonef by express there. 

Senator McKellar. Could you look it up on your books ? 

Mr. Herth. And find out just what we snipped there ? 

Senator McKellar. Yes ; and when you get that information make 
it Exhibit 2 with this testimony. 

Mr. Herth. Yes, sir. 

Senator McKellar. Have you any agreement with McCubbin that 
he is to return to your employ when the war is over? 

Mr. Ahrens. No, sir; excepting that there are some six hundred 
odd men that left our employ, a large per cent of our force, and 
went into the Government service, and we have said to every man of 
them, ''When the war is over we are going to try to put you back 
right in the place you were in.'' We did not make a definite promise 
because that would be impossible, but we said, ^' Every man that 
leaves our employ and goes into the Government service and comes 
back after the war, we are going to try to find a job for you.'' There- 
fore, to that extent I woulasay that Maj. McCubbin had that 
promise. 

Mr. Herth. But you did not make that promise only to him. You 
never made that promise to any individual ? 

Mr. Ahrens. Oh, no; absolutely not. 

Senator McKellar. Have you any other employees in the pur- 
chasing departments of the Government? Are there any at JeflFer- 
Bonville, for instance ? 

Mr. Ahrens. Where ? 

Senator McKellar. Have you any at Jeflfersonville ? 

Mr. Ahrens. I do not know. I can not answer . that question. 
And, again, I will have to say that, for instance, at Camp Taylor, 
when the camp went up and they were working 24 hours a day, and 
day and night, and everybody was working as hard as they could, the 
people in the clerical departments there were overrun with work, 
and they did telephone down to our Main Street store and they asked, 
^Tan you give us a clerk? Your people know about these prices 
and discounts and are famihar with the business, and can you help 
us ? " We furnished such a man to them. I do not know whether 
we furnished such a man in Jeffersonville, but if we were called on 
to do so we did so, because we would think it was our duty to do so. 

Senator McKellar. Now, again returning to the other feature of 
that same kind, where you had men working in various departments, 
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the purchasing supply. departments of the Grovemment using yonr 
goods, and they did not have men on the inside in that way, ao you 
Slink that your competitors would feel that they would naturally get 
a square deal on the whole circumstances ? 

Mr. Ahbens. Yes, sir. My point is that when Capt. McCubbin or 
any other man in our company left our employ and went into the 
employ of the Government, he was no longer in the employ of the 
company, nor did we ask him in any way, shape, or form to prefer 
us over anybody else; nor have we in any way, directly or indirectly, 
told these people that we were going to take care of them or ao 
something for them because of the fact that they were in the Govern- 
ment employ and had helped us to get business; absolutely nothing 
of that kmd. 

Senator McKellar. Now, would you give me a statement, and 
make it Exhibit No. 3 with your testimony, of any of your former 
employees who were employed by the Government or were loaned by 
you to the Government at any of these camps or depots where sup- 
plies were being handled ? 

Mr. Ahbens. Yes, sir. It is quite possible that two or three people 
were furnished in that way ; but might I say right there, Senator, that 
for a very responsible position in the construction department here, 
a position under Maj. Humphreys 

Mr. Herth. And Maj. Sergeant. 

Mr. Ahrens (continuing). And Maj. Sergeant, covering the entire 
plumbing field of the United States, they wanted a man to take charge 
of that, a man who had technical knowledge of the business and who 
could be Maj. Sergeant's right arm; and the jobbers and manufac- 
turers of the Eastern Supply Association, representing all the promi- 
nent people in our business, came to us and asked us, as a patriotic 
duty to the Government, to allow one of our men, Mr. J. D. Tschopick, 
who was our general manager of furnishing housing, to accept that 
position, you see with the indorsement of all these men and including 
our competitors, and it was to be a doUar-a-year job; and we sent 
Mr. Tschopikc on to see Mr. Sergeant. We told him that if it was 
necessary to give him up we would be willing to do so. We sent him 
on to see Mr. Sergeant and he convinced himself that the position was 
not one in which he could render the kind of service that the Govern- 
ment would expect from a man of his importance, but that it would 
require a man of lesser importance, ana he declined the job; and 
subsequently some one else was appointed to the position, who now 
fills it, some one not connected with my company. 

Senator McKellar. I will ask you to make this photographic copy 
of an affidavit made by you, which you have identified, dated Septem- 
ber 25, Exhibit No. 4 to your deposition. 

Mr. Ahrens. I do, yes. 

Senator McKellar. I must go to the Senate now, and I must ask 
you gentlemen to excuse me, but I will let you know later in the day 
when we can continue with your testimony, either this evening or 
to-morrow morning. 

Thereupon, at 11.45 o'clock a. m., the subcommittee adjourned, 
subject to the call of the chairman.

STATEMENT OF MB. THEODOBE AHBENS— Besnmed. 

Senator McKellar. Proceed, Mr. Ahrens. 

Mr. Ahrens. I do not remember exactly^ but I think we were dis- 
cussing, when the committee adjourned yesterday, the reason why I 
thought I had an order for 25,000 of these sets. 

Senator McKellar. Yes; I think so. That is all right. Go on. 

Mr. Ahrens. Let me say that when I testified yesterday I did so 
without having read the charges against Maj. McCubbin and ourselves. 
I did not know that we were m what is called an open hearing, a public 
hearing, and we were entitled to have a copy of the testimony; but 
Mr. Johnson, the official stenographer, told us just after the adjourn- 
ment yesterday, and stated that we could have a copy of the testi- 
mony furnished to us, and we asked him to prepare a copy and let 
us have it. He did so, and we received it late last night. Now, I 
wanted to make that statement preliminary to this other. 

Soiator McKellar. Yes; you could have had a copy of the testi- 
mony at any time, of course. 

Mr. Aherns. Now, Senator, I would like to add this to what I 
said yesterday before you adjourned the hearing. In regard to the 
interview I had with Maj. McCubbin, and during which we discussed 
the large housing contracts the Government proposed to place, or 
had in mind to place, with the manufacturers, my testimony as given 
yesterday is correct, but I would hke to add that after going into the 
subject tnoroughly with Maj . McCubbin and after calling in Maj . Noss, 
who was consulted on the length of time it would taKe to put the 
orders through the department, I left Maj. McCubbin's office with 
tile impression that he would recommend to his superior officers the 
placing of a large order for plumbing fixtures required for the housing 
program, which was estimated at about 60,000 sets, and would give 
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US an order for 25,000 sets of these fixtures. The major asked us 
whether we could make deliveries of this quantity by the end of the 
year, and I told him we could. 

Senator McK^ellar. Mr. Ahrens, since this investigation has be- 
gun you have received a letter from Mai. McCubbin asking you to 
deny that you had a contract with him, have you not? 

Mr. Ahrens. He asked me to write a letter to the Enameled Ware 
Manufacturers' Association, denying that we had such a contract. 

Senator McKellar. Have you a copy of that letter of Maj. 
McCubbin to you ? 

Mr. Ahrens. No, sir; I have not; but it is on file in the Pittsburgh 
office. 

Senator McKellar. Will you furnish a copy of that letter and 
make it Exhibit No. 5 with your testimony? 

Mr. Ahrens. Yes, sir. 

Senator McKellar. Do you remember the contents of the letter — 
the substance ? ■ 

Mr. Ahrens. The substance of it was that Maj. McCubbin called 
my attention to the fact that I had made such a statement at a 
meeting of the Manufacturers' Association and he wanted me to 
retract it, as he had not given me any such contract. That is as near 
as I remember it. I did not answer that letter, or I did not write the 
letter that he wanted me to write to the association,'because it was 
not an association matter; that is, the matter never came up in the 
association meeting. It came up in an informal meeting or discus- 
sion that we had after the adjournment of the association meeting, at 
which I made this statement that we had this order. Therefore 1 did 
not think it was necessary or proper for me to write to the association 
about it or drag them into it. 

Senator McKellar. With reference to the affidavit about the order 
for 25,000 sets of plumbing fixtures, did you not get a priority order 
for coal on account of that affidavit? 

Mr. Ahrens. We asked for a priority order for coal, based on the 
Government contracts we had, and we did include that order among 
the rest. Senator. 

Senator McKellar. Yes. When was that priority given ? 

Mr. Ahrens. Shortly after this whole matter occurred. I do not 
recall the exact date, but it was before I made up my mind that we 
would get these contracts or this order. 

Senator McKellar. It was after the 25th of September, was it not, 
and after this hearing had begun and Maj. McCuobin had then been 
before our committee ? 

Mr. Ahrens. I could not say that, because I do hot know when you 
had the hearing, and I never talked to any of the officers that were 
connected with this case, or with any of the other manufacturers, 
until recently, and the only talk I had with any manufacturer con- 
nected with the case was with Mr. Caldwell the day before I saw you 
in Memphis, when I talked to him over the long distance wire. May 
I make a statement, here. Senator ? 

Senator McKellar. Yes; I would be delighted to have you make 
any statement you wish. 

Afr. Ahrens. What I wanted to say, Senator, was that we have 
received during this year a number of large orders from the Govern- 
ment, and which we considered orders, before we had the formal 
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contracts. Our first shell contract, amounting to about $1,500,000, 
•was given us practically on the same basis; that is, we went ahead 
and ordered $400,000 worth of machinery before we had that con- 
tract. In fact, we did not get the contract for three months after we 
had begun operations and after we had invested of our own money 
approximately $400,000 for machinery. But we had the assurance 
from the officers of the Ordnance Department that the order was 
going through in good shape, they gave us an order number, or 
something like that, and told us not to be uneasy about it, and we 
went on and spent $400,000 of our own money preparing for that 
contract three months before it was executed. 

Senator, this year was a year of big things, and they were done in 
unusual ways. This order, while it looked bi^, was not, in propor- 
tion to many other orders that were handled and placed oy the 
Government in the various lines. 

Senator McKbllar. Without expressing any opinion, but merely 
giving you my version, it seems to me that your man McCubbin has 
misled you into a very serious situation. I. gather from what you 
have said and what he said and what all have said that appears in 
this record, that you had every reason for believing that you had a 
contract; and yet when this investigation came up, knowing that 
he had been simplv acting as your agent, he has besought you and 
others to protect him by malang statements, and statements that 
are going to get somebody into a very serious situation. In other 
words, he has gotten you and he has gotten a half a dozen other 
officers heje to assure me or to assure this committee that you had 
no contract, and that is exactly what you have testified to and that 
is exactly what these other men have testified to, when, as a matter 
of fact Maj. McCubbin in my judgment — I am not expressing it as 
my final judgment at aU — appears to me to be conscious that he has 
done wrong himself, and in trying to protect himself he has gotten 
all you gentlemen in a very remarkable situation. You are in the 
attitude of having sworn to one state of facts on the 25th of Sep- 
tember and another state of facts on the 15th of November, which is, 
T must say, a very serious thing, and all because of this system to 
which I have been opposed from the very beginning, of having men 
interested in the business buying for the Government. It is all 
wrong; absolutely wrong. 

You ought to take your chances before a fair and impartial pur- 
chasing officer, a man who has no connection with your business, 
and the department is all wrong in permitting a man from your 
office to buy goods from you; and 1 womd say, and it would not make 
any diflFerence who it w&s, that if an officer was selected from one of 
these other concerns, your competitors, to do that, it would be per- 
fectly outrageous, unfair, and unjust to you, just as this is unfair and 
unjust to them. It is a system that can not be defended. I know 
that Gen. Marshall is a splendid man, and I cannot understand how 
he permits Maj. McCubbin to be in the employ of the Government 
for 10 minutes after this is disclosed. It is a matter that I had hoped 
that Gen. Marshall would remedy promptly by suggesting the dis- 
missal of Maj. McCubbin from the service of me &)vemment. He 
should not be in the service of the Government. It is indefensible 
that he should be in the service of the Government; and I say this 
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after having heard all the proof — that is all that has occurred up to 
this date; and I think practically all the facts are in. He has gone 
officially and gotten up a very elaborate statement here, and ex- 
parte statements here from witnesses, Maj. Noss and others, that do 
not agree with the facts in the case at all, aiid I am surprised to find 
that anything like that should be done. It is not warranted by the 
facts and it is not fair to the Grovemment at all, and it is not fair to 
these other people— ^not a bit; and as a matter of fact I am rather 
inclined to tninK it is unfair to you, because you beUeved that you 
had a contract,* and have not got one. 

Mr. Ahrens. Senator, I did that honestly; yes, sir. I must say^ 
however, in justification of Maj. McCubbin, that I think I am to 
blame in the matter in simply having talked about having the con- 
tract before I had it. Let me put tiiis feature before you, please. 
I certainly had no business talking to my competitors about having 
a contract simply, as somebody said yesterday, to boast about it^ 
because that would not do me any good and would only cause bad 
blood. 

Now, my reason for making that statement and telling these other 
gentlemen that we had such a contract — please remember that I 
qualified that at once by saying that we had no actual order; no 
written or formal order — ^but my reason for advising them of it was 
because for the last two years, or since the Govemm'ent has been in 
this war, we have been cooperating together very closely in every 
way in order to keep this industry from going on the rocks; and 1 
felt it my duty to advise these other manmacturers that a very large 
order, a much larger order than was promised me, would be placed, 
and that they were to receive, or some of them were to receive, the 
balance of it. Now, that was my reason for making that statement 
at that time. They, however, took it in another way. 

Senator McKellab. Now, the trouble about that is that the very 
first time that the 60,000 has ever been brought forward has been 
in your testimony. It has never been mentioned heretofore. The 
number mentioned has always been 25,000, and Maj. McCubbin has 
never said anything about 60,000 at all, and he certainly ought to 
have known sometmng about it if he knew anything about the busi- 
ness at all. In the ne;xt place, these gentlemen, none of them, imder- 
stood that there was anything but the 25,000-set order; and in the 
next place 

Mr. Ahrens. Pardon me, senator 

Senator MoKellar. Just one moment. 

Mr. Ahrens. Yes, sir. 

Senator McKellar. In the next place, imder the priority order 
they would have all gone out of business and you would haVe had 
an entire monopoly. 

Mr. Ahrens. I have a little information on that point that I 
would like to give you. 

Senator MoKellar. Those are the things that make this situation 
absolutely intolerable, and it just shows that the department was 
all wrong in employing a man out of your office to buy goods from 
you for the Government. That is absolutely indefensible. The 
Lord Jesus Christ 2,000 years ago said that no man could serve two 
masters, and no man can. No man can serve the Government and 
serve you, too. It is absolutely impossible. 
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Mr. Ahbens. That same thing happened in a hundred offices^ 
Senator. 

Senator McKellar. Yes, and it is indefensible, wherever it has 
been done. 

Mr. Herth. They had to do that because they had to go out into 
the firms in these dmerent lines in order to get somebody who knew 
about these things. 

•Senator McKellar, No, the people have gone out, in these 
different lines^ to put these men on the Government, and greatly 
to the discredit of the Government and to the injurjr of the Govern- 
ment in securing contracts this way. It is indefensible — absolutelv 
indefensible. I say that with all respect to ypu, because I think 
that you have put yourself, by reason of the signing of that aflGidavit, 
into an indefensible position, and perhaps into one which you are 
not entitled to be in, and you have been put in this position by a 
system that ought not to be tolerated for a moment, and I do not 
see how any superior oflBicer of Major McCubbin can permit him to - 
be in the Army tor a moment. He ought to be discharged, and dis- 
charged instantly. He ought to have been discharged when this 
matter was first brought up. 

It k a crime against the Government to let a man of that sort, who 

gjrmits himself to be used in that way, to stay in the employ of the 
overnment; and of course if the War Department can not do it, I 
am going to see that it is done by publicity. Publicity is the best' 
thing, in this country, anyway. I feel outraged at this action on the 
part of the department and on the part of this whole situation. I 
speak very plamly. I am a very plam-spoken man. Perhaps I have 
said here, on this record, what 1 ought not to have said. Perhaps I 
ought to have let the Department of Justice handle this matter in 
its own way. But, being familiar with it, I feel that you have per-^ 
mitted this young major in the Army, who has been indulging in. 
practices that no man should have indulged in, to put you in the 
most awkward attitude that you have ever been in m your life, as- 
you will certainly find out. It is an indefensible attitude, and really 
one that grows out of the course of business, that ought not ever ta 
have been tolerated. I may have said more than I ought to, but it ia 
as much in your favor as it is against you. That is the situation. I 
do not wish you to be unaware of it, because the fact is that you have 
testified twice 

Mr. Ahrens. I am fully aware of it. 

Senator McKellar (continuing). And in one case your testimony 
is opposed to your testimony in tne other case. 

Mr. Ahrens. Yes, sir. 

Senator McKellar. And I am really inclined to think that you 
are not entitled to be in that position. 

Now, if there is anything else that you wish to say, I will be glad 
to hear it. 

Mr. Ahrens. I would like to correct some statements here that we 
discussed yesterday. 

Senator McKellar. I will be glad to have you put in anything 
you wish. I want to be absolutely fair about the matter. 

Mr. Ahrens. I never had this testimony of Maj. McCubbin and 
these others until last night. I went through it late last night, and 
these are points I would Tike to bring to your attention. 
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Senator McKellar. Surely. 

Mr. Ahrbns. First, the statement of C. F. Arrott (p. 389 of trans- 
script) and the statement of *'Certam mannfacturers" (p. 398). 
On page 386 you asked this question: 

Senator McKellar. If the Government business is confined alone to the Standard 
Co., what effect would that have on the various other companies engaged in this 
business, in view of this order? 

To that Mr. Arrott answered : 

Mr. Arbott. We will have to close our plants down, or turn our plants into making 
shells or some other Government essential work. 

Senator McKjillar. Yes, sir; you want to comment on that? 

Mr. Ahrens. I want to comment on two cases that I am going to 
cite. I will read now an extract from the *^ Statement of certain 
manufacturers/' which is appended to the hearing of September 25, 
1918, as follows: 

With the further restrictions recently made by the War Industries Board covering 
expenses for general building improvements and repairs, the present market for 
sinitary enameled ware is virtually confined to the Government's reauirements; 
and to meet these ultimjite requirements, were the business equitably distributed, 
all of the plants producing enameled ware would be permitted to live. 

Now on that I want to say that these statements are contradicted 
by the fact that the other manufactm-ers of enameled ware have, 
•in the first nine months of 1918, sold $4,731,067.69, or 45 per cent, 
fully 45 per cent, of the enameled ironware disposed of in the United 
States, Government business included. The total amount of enameled 
ware purchased by Maj. McCubbin from the Standard Sanitary 
Manufacturing Co. was less than $400,000, being therefore less than 
7 per cent of the Standard Sanitary Manufacturing Co.'s sales of 
enameled ware, and less than 4 per cent of the total business of the 
country. Our own sales of enameled ware for the same period were 
$5,385,286.51. This makes a total business of enameled ironware 
in the United States for those nine months of $10,566,354.20. These 
fiffures are taken from the reports that we all fm-nished the secretary 
of the association, and can be verified. I mention them here to 
show that after all, the amount of business Maj. McCubbin gave us 
was insignificant compared to the total business of the country, and 
that these other manufacturers got millions of dollars worth of 
business outside of Maj. McCubbin^s office. 

Senator McKellar. But the question that they raise in that 
testimony is that after January 1, 1919, if the war had continued, 
you would have been the only man with priority orders, and they 
woidd have had to have closed down their businesses, and you would 
have had the entire enameled ironware business of the country; and 
I am inclined to think that if Maj. McCubbin had had his way, that 
would have been mighty near the situation. 

Mr. Ahrens. Senator, that is not the situation. 

Senator McKellar. And that is an indefensible situation, of ' 
having an employee in the Army in that position. 

Mr. Ahrens. I agree that that would be indefensible, but that is 
not the situation. All these manufacturers sold many himdreds of 
thousands of dollars' worth of enameled ware for Government 
purposes through other channels. That is the point I am trying to 
oring out. 
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Senator MoKellar. But thej had no priority orders with which 
to cet the cars and to get the u:on with which to manufacture. 

Mr. Ahrens. Oh, yes; they would have had other Government 
business. 

Senator McKbllar. Their contention is that they would not. 

Mr. Ahrens. They are giving you the wrong impression, then. 

I want to say, further, that the other maniSacturers have there- 
fore received and are still receiving their full share of the business. 
Furthermore, the purchases made by Maj. McCubbin represented only 
a limited portion of the Grovemment purchases, other departihents 
buyii^ a much larger quantity. That is the point I wantea to make. 

It is not true that the Gk)vemment is or has been or would be 
even if the war had continued, the only buyer of enameled-iron 
ware. You could not put this entire industry out of business in 
that way. The needs and reauirements of this country are too great 
for it to be possible to shut tnem oflf altogether from making except 
just what the Government wanted. 

Senator McKelllar. You could have shut them oflf from the 
priority orders for the necessarv iron, and with a monopoly of the 
Grovemment's business you could have easily furnished the country 
with its needs and they would have gone out of busiaess and you 
could have bought their plants and consoUdated them, and it would 
have be.en the easiest thing in the world; and you know by actual 
experience that those things happen, and happen frequently; and 
the impression that has been created on my mmd by this testimony 
is that that was exactly what Maj. McCfubbin and the Standard 
Sanitarv Manufacturing Co. had in view, to shut them out. 

Mr. Ahrens. To do what? 

Senator McKellar (continuing). By reason of getting this large 
Government business, if your company had the priority orders for 
iron, to freeze the other people out, and they would have to sell out 
and take what they coula get, and you would just freeze them out of 
business and then you would have an entire monopoly of the busi- 
ness, and the fact that you raised prices or were figuring on raising 
prices at the very time that this large order, as I beheve, was given — 
this verbal order was given — and would have gone through out for 
this committee, shows it, and that thing would have been very likely 
to have been consummated. Now, that is just the impression that 
has been created on my mind by this testimony, and I want you to 
address yourselves to it. I am glad to hear anything in the world 
you have got to say. It is a matter that you ought to address your- 
sdves to. 

Mr. Ahrens. Senator, the poUcy of my company has been abso- 
lutely contrary to that. We have for the last six or eight years 
maintained just about 50 per cent of the business that we now enjoy. 
We knew that if we had a monopoly we would be in a dangerous 

fosition — that monopolies are very unpopular in this country — and 
was not looking for any more trouble, so that we did not want to 
put anybody out of business. The principal complainant in this 
case, C. F. Arrott, who is the controlling stockholder of the United 
States Sanitary Manufacturing Co., has repeatedly in the last five 
years offered his plant to my company, and he is very anxious to 
sell out, and we have repeatedly told him that we would not dare to 
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think abc^t it. Other manufacturers in this line, Senator — and I 
can give you plenty of testimny on that point, if it is necessary — 
have repeatedly asKed us to buy them out, and we have repeateoly 
refused to so, for the very reason that you say. Now, may I oon- 
tinue? 

Senator McKbllab. Yes; go right ahead. 

Mr. Ahrens. I refer next to page 399 of the typewrittwi tran- 
script. It is not true that I stated to Mr. C. F. Airott, or anyone else, 
that we had shipped via express 12 to 15 carloads of enameled iron- 
ware on construction department orders. - At this time, I know of 
only one carload that went forward by express, and I believe that was 
sent to Portland, Oreg* 

Senator McKellar. What did that cost ? 

Mr, Ahrens. Oh, I have no idea. It was himdreds of dollars — 
perhaps a thousand dollars. Mr. Herth, could you give us an idea 
about that ? 

Mr. Herth. No, sir. 

Senator McKellar. Could you give me the exact figures ? 

Mr. Herth. Oh, I can get them; yes. 

Senator McKellar. I would like to have them. 

Mr. Herth. You mean the express charges ? 

Mr. Ajede^ens. Yes; on that carload. 

Senator McKellar. The idea of shipping enameled ware to Port- 
land, Oreg. No business mah on earth woidd have done it. Who 
ordered that done ? 

Mr. Herth. Only yesterday I stated a case where I had a telegram 
where the contracror, after we had received an order, wired us to 
express the entire order; and, knowing that it was so idiotic, I took 
it up with the department, and said that I would not ship this 
material on that telegram without further orders from the department, 
and they told me not to do it. But you xmderstand at that time not 
only express orders were going out, but carloads. The men were 

{foing into camps; the camps were being completed; and there was a 
ot of sickness in the camps and lots of thmgs were going out by 
express besides enameled ware, and I do not think it is fair to bring 
out that fact in regard to enameled ware only, because it was through 
no intention of ours. 

Senator McKellar. I want to find out what was being done under 
similar circumstances aU along the Une. 

Mr. Herth. Yes, that is so. 

Senator McKellar. While we are investigating. 

Mr. Herth. We received a pipe-bending machine within the last 
30 days, by express. 

Mr. Ahrens. It weighed how much ? 

Mr. Torrance. I do not know, but it was very heavy. 

Mr. Herth. It was a carload. 

Mr. Torrance. In one of our plants we have a contract for making 
boiler pijpii^ and other equipment for the Hog Island shipbuilding 
plant. We make the pipe at Pittsburgh, and we could not get labor 
enough to do it successfully and promptly, so that the Government 
instafied this machine on oiu* premises, operated by our labor. Now, 
that could not be gotten in time, and they sent it by express from 
Bayonne, N. J. I said, "You do not mean to t6ll me it is coming by 
express?'' They said "That is the only way." I said, "I hope we 
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do not have to pay the express.'' They said, "No; it is a Govern- 
ment machine/' 

Senator McKellar. Could you give me any idea what was the 
additional cost of that carloaa, by express? 

Mr. Torrance. No, sir; we did not have it, at all. I imagine that 
it cost several hundred dollars. 

Mr. Ahrens. Yes, it would cost a couple of himdred dollars* 

Mr. Torrance. It occupied a space equal to one-half of this room. 
It is an inamense machine. But that was an emergency. I do not 
want to break in on this, or to interrupt you, but this is a matter 
that enters into the question. Here were the ships in Hog Island, 
impossible of launching or sailing until this piping was on board ana 
installed in ite place, and we could not get suflBicient labor to do it. 
I took up with Mr. Ahrens the question of why we at Pittsbu^h, 
363 miles away from Hog Island, were given this contract. The 
answer was that they could not get deliveries sufficiently promptly 
any other place. 

Mr. Herth. That had nothing to do with this other contract. 

Mr. Torrance. No, sir. 

Senator McKellar. Did they ever launch a ship at Hog Island ? 

Mr. Torrance. I do not know, sir. I think there has been a 
question raised whether they have ever launched way there yet. 

Mr. Herth, I would just like to emphasize this point, Mr. Tor- 
rance; when you speak about the expense of sending these things 
by express and its costing many hundreds of dollars, yet if in this 
case this machinery had not gone by express, probably hundreds of 
thousands of dollars would have been lost because mechanics would 
have been idle, not having the machinery to work with; a great 
deal of labor was lying idle there, and the question was which was 
the cheapest thing to do, to ship the inachinery by express and set 
the labor to work, or delay the machinery and have it cost perhaps 
himdreds of thousands of dollars because the labor was idle. 

Senator McEjbllar. Was that since the Government has had 
charge of the raUroads ? 

Mr. Herth. Yes. 

Senator McEjellar. Why could they not designate a car and ship 
it in that car ? 

Mr. Herth. Most of these shipments by express you will find 
were in the early stages, when we got into the war. None of us knew 
much about fighting, or fighting preparations, and they tried to do 
the impossible, and I really believe they almost accomplished it. 
What they said they were going to accomplish and what they have 
accomplished to-day nobody ever dreamed before that they could do, 
when they were trying to build these camps and make them ready for 
the men and get the nosmtals ready. 

Senator McKellar. Will you furnish me a statement of all 
enameled ware that has been shipped by express by your company, 
and the cost of it? 

Mr. Herth. Yes, sir. 

Senator McKellar. And make it Exhibit No. 6 to this testimony: 

Ifr. Herth. Yes, sir. 

Senator McKeli^ar. Now Mr. Ahrens, was there somethiag else 
you wanted to say 1 
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Mr. Ahrens. Yes, sir; I would just like to finish my references to 
the testimony. 

Senator McKellar. Yes. 

Mr. Ahrens. On page 481 of the typewritten transcript it is stated 
"that the Standard Manufacturing Co. did not have to have any 
orders; that all they saw fit to send to you was accepted?" 

That is a statement that was made to Maj. McCubbin. We deny- 
that absolutely and unqualifiedly, and we ask that proof be furnished 
to corroborate this assertion. Senator, that is absolutdy not so. 
We did not have any control over Maj. McCubbin. Mr. Bferth here, 
who has been our resident manager for many years, was after business 
every day. Mr. Herth was very energetic and very active, and he 
got probably more than his share because he was on the job every 
minute. Outside of that, we used no influence of any kind, nor would 
we dare to tell Maj. McCubbin that we were going to ship him such 
and such articles, because he would not know what he was to do with 
them after he had them. We could only furnish on his requisition. 

Senator McKjellar. Now, right there, will you make a statement 
of all the goods you furnished without requisitions ? 

Mr. Ahrens. We are not aware that we ever furnished any goods 
without requisitions. Did he do that, Mr. Herth ? 

Mr. Herth. Why no, I do not think so. 

Senator McKellar. As I recall, Mr. Herth has said that since this 
controversy has arisen a good many goods have been furnished to the 
department. 

Mr. Herth. I did not say that they were not shipped on requisi- 
tions or orders. 

Senator McKellar. Furnished on verbal orders, without con- 
tracts; that is what I mean. 

Mr. Herth. At no time have we ever shipped on verbal orders 
without contracts. 

Senator McE^ellar. None at all ? 

Mr. Herth. None at aU. But my understanding of your question 
yesterday was: Have you shipped any material since this controversy 
arose ? 

Senator McKellar. That is right. 

Mr. Herth. Yes, we have. We had orders. 

Senator McKellar. On verbal orders ? 

Mr. Herth. Oh, no ; we have received orders like we always receive; 
regular requisitions and orders. 

Mr. Ahrens. I refer next to page 486 of the typewritten testimony, 
as to the stocks on hand, to the statement made by C. F. Arrott on 
pages 389 and 390. It is contradicted bv Mr. Caldwell, page 391, who 
states that in his opinion there is really a shortage of the goods. 
Mr. Arrott stated that there were plenty of goods on hand, at the time 
you questioned him, and Mr. Caldwell contradicted that. The facts 
are that there has been a shortage of enameled ware for the entire 
latter half of this year, as could be verified by the reports of the stocks 
on hand sent by all manufacturers to Mr. George E. McHvaine, secre- 
tary of the Enameled Iron Sanitary Ware Manmacturers* Association 
We repeat that it would not have been possible to put the housing 
program of the Government through without the aid of the Standard 
Sanitary Co., as the other manufacturers alone could not have handled 
the business in the short time in which deUveries were demanded. 
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Mr. Caldwell also admits this when he says (p. 391) that the housing 
proposition would pretty well take up the capacity of the manu- 
facturers. 

In making the statement yesterday concerning the profits made 
by the Standard Co., I should have explained that these profits are 
made on the company's entire business. Our total sales in 1918 
were $26,000,000 enameled iron being less than 30 per cent of that. 

Senator MoKellab. Eight in that connection, what proportion of 
the total sales of 1917 were sales to the Government, of all ? 

Mr. Akrens. Of what ? 

Senator MoKjellab. I do not mean of enameled ware but of all ? 

Mr. ToBBANOE. $1,201,000. 

Mr. Ahbens. Where did you get that ? 

Mr. ToBBANCE. That is what was stated to me yesterday over the 
telephone. 

Mr. Ahbens. Was not that the sales at the Pittsburgh office made 
this year ? 

Mr. Hebth. No; they said 1917. 

Mr. ToBBANOE. That is everything; not enameled ware. Did you 
say enameled ware, Senator ? 

Senator MoKellab. No; I said everything. 

Mr. ToBBANCE. $1,201,000. . 

Senator MoKellab. What has been the proportion this year ? 

Mr. Ahbens. Let me correct that. Here is a statement I would 
like to have the stenographer take down. We sold the Government, 
through that office, $1,201,000 since the war. 

Mr. ToBBANOE. Since the war ? 

Mr. Ahbens. That went through the Pittsburgh office. 

Mr. Hebth. That is for 18 months. 

Senator MoKellab. Through all offices, how much have you sold 
the Government ? 

Mr. Ahbens. I promised you yesterday to get the figures on that 
in 24 hours. We nave been imable to get the figures as yet from the 
southern houses. I had to telegraph to southern points. New 
Orleans, and other places. 

Mr. Hebth. That means the whole cpimtry, not the Washington 
office. 

Mr. ToRBANCE. No; all the branches. 

Mr. Ahbens. No; let me answer the Senator^s question in this wav, 
that all the business we did with the Government was approximately 
$3,000,000. I am not going to state that as the absolute figure, 
but I am going to furnish it to you exactly. 

Senator McKellab. Approximately $3,000,000? 

Mr. Ahbens. Yes, because in addition to the $1,201,000 which the 
company sold, the stores and branch houses throughout the countrv 
sold at least $2,000,000 more, and that was the report; so that it will 
be at least $3,200,000. But I will give you the exact figures on that. 

Senator McKellab. And your total business was $26,000,000 ? 

Mr. Ahbens. Yes; and it will be $3,000,000 less this year, prob- 
ably; $22,000,000 or $23,000,000. So you see the Government busi- 
ness was not by any means the larger part, but very much the smaller 
part, of our business. 

These "figures do not include our shell business. The total sales of 
shells to the Government up to October 1 were $779,458.50. That 
is an additional line, on which we are still running. 
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Senator McKellar. Are you still manufacturing shells ? 

Mr. Ahbens. Yes, sir; we have received no orders to stop. How- 
ever, we have a $5,000,000 contract for shells at Louisville, Ky., 
oil which the Government was to buy and install for us $1,405,000 
worth of machinery, on which we have made no start. We are just 
holding back on that. We do not want to make these sheila because 
we believe that by next spring there will be plenty of business, and we 
would rather make bath tiibs than shells. "We have not pushed 
that, nor has the Government allowed us to push it. 

Senator McKellar. How much money has the Government 
furnished, up to date, on that contract ? 

Mr. Ahrens. How much have they furnished f 

Senator McKellar. Yes. 

Mr. Ahrens. We have not spent but a few thousand dollars, 
getting the place ready. 

Senator McKellar. Nothing has been done ? 

Mr. Ahrens. No : I do not believe we have spent more than two or 
three thousand dollars. 

Senator McKjjllar. Is that to manufacture shells for the Army or 
the Navy? 

Mr. Ahrens. We were to manufacture there 155-millimeter how- 
itzer shells. 

Now, Senator, I wish you would hear my partnenr, Mr. Torrance. 

Senator McKellar. Yes, I will; but before doing that, I will ask 
you this: Have you any way of determining what profits have been, 
made on the Government business by your concern ? 

Mr. Ahrens. For the year ? 

Senator McKellar. Yes. 

Mr. Ahrens. No. We charged the Government the average price^ 
or in many instances, somewhat less. Our price on enameled ware 
was less than our established price to the jobbers, and to the whole- 
sale trade, to whom we sell; but I answered that yesterday by telling 
you as well as I could that our profits averaged anywhere from 10 to 
20 per cent on sales. Our pronts have not oeen extraordinary, but 
our large volume, of course, would give us a very satisfactory profit 
by the end of the year. But we must bear in mind that we expected 
at least imtil Secretary McAdoo saidyeasterday that he had changed 
his mind or he was going to ask Ciongress to change the revenue 
program, that a very large share of that woxild go back to the Govern- 
ment in excess pronts taxes, because our exemption under the law 
would have been only some $2,100,000 under the revenue law as 
proposed, and we would have had to pay a very lai^e amoimt of 
taxes to the Government, imder the revenue law as it is now before 
you. 

Senator McKellar. Did you figure on that in making the prices 
to the Government? 

Mr. Ahrens. No, sir. 

Senator McKjellar. Did you not consider the question of taxes? 

Mr. Ahrens. No, sir; we figured on making enough profit, Senator, 
so that we could pay war taxes and pay our dividends. 

Senator McKellar. Too? 

Mr. Ahrens. Yes, sir; we did. 

Senator McKellar. That is the question I asked. 

Mr. Ahrens. Yes, sir; we had to ao that, of course, in self-defense. 
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Senator MoKbllar. Now, is there anything else that you wish 
to say? 

Mr'. Ahrens. No, sir; I think I have told you all I know about it^ 
Senator. 

Senator MoEjjllab. I do not know of anything else. Now, you 
say you want Mr. Toirance to be heard ? 

Mr. Ahrens. Yes, sir; if you please. 

TESTIMONT OF ME. FEAITCIS J. TOBBAITCE. 

(Mr. Torrance was sworn by Senator McKellar.) 

Senator MoKellab. I do not know what you wish to say, but I 
will be glad to hear anything you have to say. 

Mr. Torrance. The nouse is open to me? 

Senator McKIellar. The house is open to you. 

Mr. Torrance. A couple of points came up yesterday, and per- 
haps they are clearer in my mind than in that of Mr. Ahrens; at 
least he did not answer them fully. 

You asked him, as I recollect, what the result would be of the 
department placing as large a proportion of the business with us as 
it nad done, m comparison with otner manufacturers. Now, I would 
mention the fact that we carried stocks at so many places, many of 
them adjacent to these very camps where the construction work was 
in progress. 

If I may be permitted, I would Uke to give you a list of our houses, 
where we have such stocks. We have them in Boston, New York, 
Philadelphia^ Altoona, Pittsburgh, Wheeling, Columbus, Himtington, 
Canton, Erie, Cleveland, West Cleveland^ Yoimgstown^ Tiffin, . 
Toledo, Chicago, Milwaukee, NashviUe, New Orleans, Houston, 
St. Louis, East St. Louis, San Antonio, Galveston, Los Angeles, and 
San Francisco. 

Mr. Ahrens. Listead of Galveston, Fort Worth. You said 
Galveston. 

Mr. Torrance. I forgot Fort Worth, but we ought to include 
Galveston, because oiu* snipping stock we carry at Gdveston. 

Senator McKellar. Did you mention Chattanooga or Nashville ? 

Mr. Torrance. Yes, sir. 

Senator McKellar. Have you a point there ? 

Mr. Torrance. At Nashville, I said; yes. 

Senator McKellar. While we are on that I may say that some 
of the complaints was that some of this enameled ware was expressed 
from Louisville to Fort Oglethorpe, near Chattanooga. 

Mr. Torrance. I would not attempt to affirm or to controvert that. 

Senator McKellar. Would you look into that and see what the 
truth is about it? It is not a matter of great importance, but it 
ought to be cleared up. 

Mr. Torrance. Yes, sir. Now, you asked me yesterdav as to 
whether or not Mai. McCubbin had any assiu'ance from us of a place 
after the war. I nave only this to say, that every man who went 
out, and we have about 530 men in the United States service, some 
of them represented by stars on oiu* service flag, and I regret to say 
there are a considerable nimiber of them, were all given assiu'ance 
from the company, and in many cases from me personally, as I 
bade them good-bye, that their places would be there for them if 
they ever came back, and we hoped that they would. 
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Now, in many cases we gave small souvenirs to the men. The 
Catholic boys were given a prayer book and a rosary and a comfort 
kit; the Protestants we gave a testament and a comfort kit; and we 
said, as I say, when bidding them farewell, ''Your place will be here 
when you come back. Do your duty to your country as vou have 
to the company you have served as long as you have." As I said, 
there were 530 at the last count, when the war ceased. 

There were also upwards of 100 in the British Army who enlisted 
in Canada, of our employees. We did the same thing with them. 
We issued no circulars or anything of that kind, but we told the 
department heads to say to every man, '^You can come back when 
you return"; and we told them that if they needed anything in the 
meantime they could send to us for it. 

Now, the question was raised about Maj. McCubbin. I do not 
know of any more assurance that he got than any one else. He 
certainly did not get it from me. 

Senator McKellar. How many men have you in the purchasing 
departments of the Government ? 

Mr. Torrance. I do not know of any. 

Senator McKellar. Except Maj. McCubbin? 

Mr. Torrance. No, sir; I do not consider him our man. 

Senator McKellar. I mean, that went from your firm. 

Mr. Torrance. That went from us? 

Senator McKellar. Yes. 

Mr. Torrance. I do not know. 

Senator McKellar. Could you find out for me the exact number 
that are in any purchasing departments of the Government? 

Mr. Torrance. Yes, I guess I could, sir. 

Mr. Herth. There is one man we had here. He is on this con- 
struction work over here that the Navy was doing, that the Navy 
built over near the Pan American Builaing 

Senator McKellar. Yes? 

Mr. Herth. He had charge of the plumbing on that work. 

Senator McKellar. Did ne purchase the plumbing supplies ? 

Mr. Herth. Yes. The amount of supplies that he purchased 
from us would be less than $200, I thinfe; surely less tnan $500. 
He is a man who had been in otir employ longer than McCubbin. 

Senator McKellar. Did you make any arrangements to pay the 
salaries of any of these people while they were gone? 

Mr, Torrance. No, sir. 

Senator McKellar. None were paid salaries while they were gone, 
or parts of salaries ? 

Mr. Torrance. No, sir. I will say that in the first instance, when 
we had the brush with Mexico, previous to the present war, we car- 
ried the men who went there on our pay roll. 

Senator McKellar. Mr. McCubbin has not been carried on your 
pay roll ? 

Mr. Torrance. No, sir; positively not; to the best of my knowledge 
and belief. 

Senator McKellar. How about any expense accounts ? 

Mr. Torrance. No, sir; positively no. 

Now, I would like to say that the question has been mooted that 
he was representing us and was placed there by us. I was asked 
to suggest some one for the place which is now occupied by him and 
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which at that time was occupied, to the best of my recollection, by 
a man named Maddock. I suggested the names of two men. One 
of them was Mr. Lamburger, who was a purchasing agent of our 
company. We could not very well dispense with him, but I said 
that we would do anything that was fan* and that would show our 
loyalty to the Government, and I sent, at our own expense, Mr. 
Lamburger down here to be interviewed and they returned him. 
He did not want the place or they did not want hun. I think the 
reason was that he was German-born. He came back and we asked 
him about it, and he said, I think, that he was two years of age when 
he came to this country, an orphan, or his mother brought him to 
this coxmtry. Afterwards I suggested another man to another 
department, and he was sent on and he returned to us saying that the 
place had been given or would be given to another man that was 
selected. 

Now, as to the question you asked this morning, Senator Mc- 
•Kellar 

Senator McKbllar. Before you leave that, how did Mr. McCubbin 
get this place ? 

Mr. Torrance. All I know is that I heard that Mr. Maddock, the 
then incumbent of the office, had mentioned him in connection with 
three other men. 

Senator McKellar. Now, if they called on you tp recommend a 
man and you recommended a man and they rejected him because he 
was a German, or of German origin, and. then you recommended 
another man, is it possible that McCubbin was taken out of your 
employ without any reconunendation or any advice on your part ? 

Mr.'l'oRRANCE. They did not have it from me; positivelv, not. 

Senator McKellar. You can see this, that that would look hke a 
very imusual proceeding, that here is the department that wants an 
expert enameled ware man and calls on you for the recommendation 
of a man that would fit their needs, and you recommended one man 
and thev excuse him because of his origin — — 

Mr. Torrance. I imagine that. 

Senator McKellar. Well, I think that is a fair inference that you 
are drawing. 

Mr. Torrance. He is a man that was verv capable. Senator. 

Senator McKellar (continuing). And tnen you recommended 
another one, by request; and then it seems almost impossible that 
they should have taken a third man out of your employ without any 
reconmiendation from anybody in vour concern. 

Mr. Torrance. I do not know wnether or not they got it from any 
one else in our concern. I know that it was independent of me. 1 
know Mr. Maddock told me he had recommendea him to, I think, 
Col. Hamilton. 

Senator McEIellar. All right, sir. I think that is all. 

Mr. Torrance. Now, you mentioned the size of this order, the 
volume, and you said that the figure of 60,000 sets had not been 
mentioned heretofore. When Mr. Ahrens came back from Washing- 
ton, where he had been on other business, I said, ^^Did you get any 
more advice about that War contract?^' He said, ^^No, but we are 
going to get, I believe, a good-sized order for plumbine fixtures, 
according to the housing program, and our share of it will be about 
25,000 sets of fixtures, it might be more than that, but there is 
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going to be 60,000 or possibljr more, bought." I said, *'Who is 
going to get the rest?" He said, ''The rest will be divided among 
other manufacturers;" and I was just a litlte bit miffed, because 
we had been taken to task by other manufacturers because of the 
prices we had given to the Government, and these other mfiuiufac- 
turers did not want the business, seeminriy, at the prices we had 
given to the Grovemment, and I thought that we ought to have had 
the chance of taking the whole of the order; but Mr. Ahrens's reply 
to that was that this would be as much as we could do, anyway. 

Senator MoKellar. You understood that there was a contract ? 

Mr. ToBRANCB. No, sir; he said, ''We are going to get it." I said, 
"Well, when we get it I will see it," or something like that. I have 
been a salesman, Senator, and I do not beUeve in these orders imtil 
I have them in my claw. • 

Senator MoKellar. Are you familiar with the two affidavits that 
Mr. Ahrens made about coal and the getting of a priority order for 
coal, and the excuse of these employees that you had employed ? 

Mr. Torrance. Not about fuel or not about any other priorities, 
but I was about the exemption,, because I prepared that statement. 

Sanatbr McKellar. You prepared that? 

Mr. Torrance. Yes, sir. i will tell you all about it. 

Senator McKellar. You say you did not have that contract. 
Whv were you willmg to put that statement in the affidavit ? 

Mr. Torrance. YTdl) t thought we were going to get it. 

Senator McKellar. Yes; but as you say, you are a salesman. 

Mr. Torrance. Yes, sir. 

Senator McKellar. And I am frank to say that I have been a 
salesman, in my life, myself and I never con,sidered a contract a 
contract until I got it. 

Mr. Torrance. Not on the books. 

Senator McKellar. Now here you were making a representation 
to the Government in order to get certain concessions from the 
Government, and putting that in as a contract when it was not a 
contract. 

Mr. Torrance. I j)ut it in there in the belief that we were going 
to get the order; and in view of the delays that we had had in getting 
other things, I thought we ought to forestall ourselves 'and get these 
exemntions, and the reason I did that is this. The reason i did not 
sign tnat, and it was signed by Mr. Ahrens, is this, that I am a mem- 
ber of the selective service board, having been appointed by the 
President in June, 1917, and I did not want my name to appear on 
that paper for the reason that I pass on those papers, and I was a 
member of a county organization of the draft board. 

Senator McKellar. Did you give these young men exemptions ? 

Mr. Torrance. No, sir; that passed along by the district board; 
and I do not, to my knowledge, recall any papers coming before my 
board, even. 

Senator McKellar. Those were the local boards? 

1^. Torrance. Yes. 

Senator McKellar. They all have to go before the local boards 
first? 

Mr. Torrance. Yes. 

Senator McKellar. How many young men were exempted on the 
faith of those affidavits? 
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Mr. ToRBANCB. I do not know of any one, for this reason, that the 
questionnaire was sent out — ^let me say this, if you please. We took 
tne matter up with the draft organization — took up this matter and 
several other matters — ^regarding exemptions, because in the com- 
mtmity in which we live, which is strictly industrial, there had been 
considerable kicks from the public on ships and tolling mills and 
foundries, and so forth. We nave had a great deal of trouble. So 
y^e took the matter up with Washington, and Gen. Crowder sent Col. 
Easby-Smith out to rittsbitrgh, who met with us and explained the 
entire thing; and he said, "Now, Gen. Crowder's instructions to you 
are general, that is that you should use your judgment, and at the 
same time) be extremely liberal in granting exemptions. The only 
thing is to be sure of tne essentiality of the appUcant — that is, the 
registrant. *' So that we had him address a meeting on the subject; 
so that I said to Mr. Ahrens, I think a day or two after that, '*We 
ought to claim exemptions for om* men." We had not in a single 
instance claimed exemption, to the best of my knowledge, for any 
employee; in fact, I am not positive about that, but to the best of 
m\ ' 



Ahrens. Before that time. 

Mr. Torrance. Yes; previous to that. 

Mr. Ahrens. Yes; that is right. 

Mr. Torrance. Now, we were short of help. We had already 
taken on this shell contract with the Government, and we had turned 
over our entire shop at Pittsburg, our entire pipe shop, and were not 
doing any work at it. We were dismantling the works at Louisville, 
Ky.j for the manufacture of shells at that plant; we were contem- 
plating the manufacture of a gas shell, which is a semisteel shell, at 
New Brighton; the Government had gone into the matter with us, 
and we were contemplating doing that at that time. I said, "I 
think* we ought to fortify ourselves.' ' So I am to blame on that and 
not Mr. Ahrens. The only reason I had for that was that I did not 
want to appear in the dual capacity of passing on my own paper. 

Senator MoKellar. That orin^ up a very interesting subject. 
Is it possible that you would be willing to make a statement of facts 
that were not correct, that you knew was not correct at that time, 
in order to fortify yourself m a decision that you might make as a 
member of the local board? That puts you in a very awkward 
attitude. 

Mr. Torrance. I would not make any statement about it; I would 
merely pass it up to the district board, which has to pass on exemp- 
tions. 

Senator McKellar. The local board has to pass on it first. 

Mr. Torrance. No 

Senator McKellar (continuing) . And it depends entirely —or, not 
entirely, but almost entirely — on what the local board does with it; 
and if you passed on it you had to pass on it with these papers; and 
would vou be willing to pass upon papers in which you are mterested 
yourself, containing a false statement made by you— because that is 
false. 

Mr. Torrance. It was my belief that we were going to get that 
order. As a matter of fact, none of those cases ever came before 
me; not one of them. 
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Senator McKellab. It may have been, in the accidence of circxim- 
stances, that it did not come before you; but you intended it to 
come before you, or you would have signed it yourself. 

Mr. Torrance. No; not exactly that, for this reason. The reason 
it did not come before me, as you say, it may have been an acci- 
dent, but these papers should not have been sent out — these ques- 
tionnaires. 

Senator McKellar. I agree with you that they never should have 
been sent out 

Mr. Torrance. Not that, but the questionnaires. Gen. Crowder's 
instructions were not to send out questionnaires to men between the 
ages of 36 and 45. Those might in some instances go out. But 
when we did not get this ordar in question, we notified our various 
offices to recall those, and the letter of instructions that went with 
them. The letter said, '^This is only to be used where you are abso- 
lutely in need of the registrant in question, and must be used guard- 
edly and advisedly,'' or something like that. 

Senator McKellar. Just let us look at that, Mr. Torrance. Here 
came John Smith, who was a workman in your establishment, before 
your local board. He presents this affidavit of Mr. Ahrens, which 
you had prepared and which you now say was not true — that you 
did not have that contract. 

Mr. Torrance. Yes. 

Senator McKellar. You expected it. You drew that affidavit, 
knowing that it was not true, and passed it up to the United States 
board. Do you not see what an indefensible position that would 
put you in ? 

Mr. Torrance. No, it would require a vote of the board to pass 
it up. 

Senator McKellar. I know, but you would be imposing on your 
colleagues. You would be passing up a statement to them that you 
sav now, on oath, was not true. 

"Mr. Torrance. Begging the question, it was Mrs. Torrance's chauf- 
feur who was the only applicant, and I said, '*I will retire; I will not 
vote on that question," and I refused to do it. I had a personal 
privilege of begging the question. 

Senator McKellar. That is a different thing. I have not thought 
that out. But here was an affidavit made for the purpose of reliev- 
ing your employees from military service, and it was to come before 
you in the first instance.* 

Mr. Torrance. Yes. 

Senator McKellar. And that affidavit, you say, was not correct — 
was not true ? 

Mr. Torrance. I do not think there is a single man in my local 
board works in that plant. It is in another part of the city. And I 
say I did not want my name attached to it for the reason that it 
might influence the board of which I was a member. 

Senator McKIellar. Is that the only reason you did not want to 
sign it? 

Mr. Torrance. Yes, sir. 

Senator McKellar. Would you have wanted your name attached, 
imder oath, to a statement that you knew to be false? 

Mr. Torrance. Well, I do not like to put it in that way, because 
we had the order 
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Senator McKellar. Yes, but you must remember that you have 
already testified here that that statement was not true. 

Mr. Torrance. Yes. 

Senator McKellar. And that you did not have the order — the 
contract ? 

Mr. Torrance. Yes; we did not. 

Senator McKjjllar. And yet you put it in there that you did have 
this contract ? 

Mr. Torrance. Yes. 

Senator McKellar. Now, it is not a question of how we would 
like to look at it, but it is a question of fact, and it is a fact that you 
stated that when it was not true. 

Mr. Torrance. Yes. 

Senator McKellar. My question is that surely you would not 
have wanted to put your name to a statement that you knew to be 
false. 

Mr. Torrance. No; I testified that I would not. But it was not 
for that reason that I did not put my name to it; it was really that I 
did not want to impeach, as it were, my position with the Government. 

Senator McKellar. Did you not realize, under those circum- 
stances, that it would put Mr. Ahrens in a very awkward position for 
him to testify imder oath to a statement that was not true ? 

Mr. Torrance. No, that was not the question. It was not an 
untruth — that statement. That, for that matter, is not the issue 
to-day, because I hoped and ex|)ected we were going to get that order. 

Senator McKellar. Well, m the same way, you know, I just 
happen to recaU a young man who signed his father's name to a paper 
witn the hope and expectation that his father would ratify it; but nis 
fattier did not ratify it, and it got him into a world of trouble. I just 
happen to recall having a case like that in one of my experiences at 
the oar. And those tmngs would indicate to us that you better not 
put your name to a statement xmless you know it is true. 

Mr. Torrance. Yes. 

Senator McKellar. And in this case it seems to me that when you 
state you knew at the time you drew that affidavit that you did not 
have the contract, it makes the situation still more awkward. 

Mr. Torrance. The thing had been hanging in the air, just like 
other contracts we had had, Senator. 

Senator McKjellar. Yes. Now, absolutely, Mr. Torrance, here 
was a young man that your concern had had in its employ for some 
time, and the Army officers had called on you to recommend a man 
to fill this place, and you had recommended this yoxmg man, and he 
was coming back to you when the war was over, and you felt that 
whatever you did he did, and whatever he did you did, under the 
circumstances. Now, shorn of all — I do not like to use the word 
^'camouflage,*' but that expresses it pretty well — camouflage, that 
was about the state of this matter. 

Mr. Torrance. No, I can not agree to that. I feel we were abso- 
lutely honest. 

Senator McKjellar. T will sajr this. I am wholly disinterested in 
this matter; I have no interest in it whatsoever except the interest 
of the Grovemment, and taking the testimony of all you gentlemen 
together — taking the testimony of yourself and Mr. Ahrens and these 
ot£er gentlemen, and of Maj. McCubbin, I must say that the very 
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distinct impression has been made upon my mind that Maj . McCubbin 
was as much your employee as he ever was, and that he was there 
simply taking your goods at the price fixed by you. I have never 
seen anything in here to indicate that Maj. McCubbin, either as to 
price or to quantity, had any say in it. In fairness to you I will say 
this, that apparently when you sold some of your goods, at any rate, 
to the Government, you were generous not to gouge the Government 
too much. Now, that is just about the way it was; and I can not 
see any diflFerence under the facts as put here, than if you had just 
turned over such goods as you thought were proper to the Govern- 
ment, at the jMioes fixed by you. 

Mr. ToBRANOE. Well, it is regrettable in your position. Senator, as 
well as a Senator and as chairman of this committee, to have this 
position. 

Senator McKeixab. I have no other. 

Mr. ToBBANCE. You are continuing Maj. McCubbin, if you will per- 
mit me to say so, as still our employee. 

Senator MoKeixab. I think so. 

Mr. ToRBANOB. Well, of course, that is absolutely not correct. 

Senator MoKellab. I think the only difference is that the Gov- 
ernment is paying him instead of your firm. That is the substance 
of it. I thmk his principal business in the Army has been looking 
after the interests of your company, in selling its goods to the Gov- 
ernment. That is the way this testunony, talang it all in all, appears. 
I am glad to hear what you have to say about it. 

Mr. Ahbbns. Now, Senator, that is a very hard statement for you 
to make. The amount of business that Mai. McCubbin gave us is an 
insignificant part of the whole amount oi business he did for the 
Government. I do not know how many millions of dollars worth of 
goods he purchased for the Government, and from how many dif- 
ferent people he purchased them, but I know there must have been 
millions of dollars, and I know there must have been hundreds of 
other people that he bought from. The testimony shows that he 
ordered from us $387,000 worth of goods out of all these miUions. 

Senator McKbllab. The testimony does not show how much he 
ordered from anyone else, except an inconsequential amount from 
three or four of these other manufacturers, amounting to three or 
four thousand dollars. 

Mr. Ahbens. That is true, on that line. 

Senator MoKeli<ab. We are just taking his statement. 

Mr. Ahbens. There is pipe and everything of that kind. 

Mr. Hebth. This enameled ware is only one item. Senator. 

Senator McKellab. Did he buy plumbing from you, too ? 

Mr. Hebth. There is soil pipe and there is steel pipe, there are 
malleable fittings, and there are valves. This particular line here is 
very small compared to the total. 

^nator McKjillab. What else did he buy ? 

Mr. Ahbens. The entire line of plumbing fixtures. 

Senator McKellab. He did not buy any plumbing from you ? 

Mr. Ahbens. He bought $387,000 worth of plumbing goods from 
us. That was plumbing goods. 

Mr. Hebth. That is, enameled ware. Now, he bought, or the 
department bought, from stores outside of the building fine. I will 
tell you why I am so familiar with this thing. In the beginning, when 
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we went into this war^ they bought all kmds of plumbuig material, 
and they called a meeting at the Lenman Building and Capt. Marshall 
attended this meeting, appealed to their patriotism, and said that 
this task that they had before them was really beyond th^m, it was 
reaQy an enormous task, and he wanted them to give their time and 
labor and everything to supply this demand. From that meeting 
there was a committee formed of, I think, five of these men repre- 
senting the different interests, and 1 was one of that committee. I 
worked day and night, and spent a lot of money trying to get things 
for the Government, for wmoh I received absolutejy nothing. I 
worked Sundays, ana there was not any time that I would not work 
for the Government, trying to help them stand^^dize their plumbing 
business, trying to show them where, by using certain thmgs, thev 
could do without others, and saving them money. You imderstand, 
I was not the only one. There were otheirs there, and Mr. Maddock 
was chairman of this meeting; and these men probably spent more 
money than I did because they had to come nere from outside of 
Washington and put up at these hotels and spend money and stand 
all the discomforts of the accommodations here. I know their tele* 
phone bills, telephoning all over the ooimtry, were enormous, trying 
to get this information for the Government. Those expenditures 
were never considered for a moment. 

Senator MoXellab. Did they get any contracts from the Govern- 
ment afterwards ? 

Mr. Herth. I presume that they did. You understand, of course, 
that a man represents one interest. There is one man represents soil 

gipe and one man represents each of the different lines, to give the 
rovemment his knowledge of that business and help the Government 
to standardize. After this meeting, after we got all this together, we 
decided that all this material should be cleared through Crane & C!o. 
Crane & Co. are a veyy large concern who have houses, like ourselves, 
scattered throughout the country, and the consensus of opinion was 
that they probably could handle that thing better. The manufac- 
turers made prices, and I beUeve I am right in saying that in every 
case they were lower than the market prices, because every one said 
they did not want anything out of it, and they were willing to help 
the Government, and as long as they could run their plants and have 
a fair amount of profit they were perfectly satisfied. 

These credits were established, and Crane & Co. were to receive 5 
per cent on the cost, for handling and taking care of all this business. 
This was aU before Maj* McCubbin entered the Army. This was 
when Capt. Maddock was there. 

Theie was a lot of controversy at that time about this thing being 
handled as it was. As T said before, this job was so enormous, and 
really they wanted to place the order to-day and they wanted the 
material last week, so that was the reason why a lot of material was 
shippea by express. You have got to give the department credit for 
some things. They may have been wrong in some things, but every 
thing was done at that time for the best, 1 believe. 

There was a lot of controversy about Crane & Co.; I do not know; 
thev did not get the material in time and there was a lot of trouble, 
ana who was at fault I do not know, but at any rate it was tak«i from 
QpMie & Co., and it was decided that everything should be bought 
direct from the manufacturers except in ccortain cases where a man 
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had his stock at one certain point and he was a jobber where they 
could get it. 

You understand how we sell our products. We market through 
the joobers of the country, especially in the east. In the west and 
southwest we have a number of stores where we market oiu^ product 
direct to the plumber. In the east we market to the jobber, and he 
sells to the consumer. We had never done any busmess with the 
Government except through our stores. When it was decided that 
the Government wanted to buy this material directly, there was a 
kind of chaotic condition, because a lot of manufacturers seemed to 
think if they sold to the Government directly instead of through 
middlemen, there would be a lot of feeling and a lot of people womd 
stop buying material from them. We came to the department and 
said, '^ lou can have anything we have. You can have the plant if 
you want it. We will fix a price and we will sell these goods to you 
direct and not through any middleman." Some of our competitors 
used that against us, and some of these cpmpetitors who are com- 
plaining here, going to the jobbers and complaining because we sold 
directly to the Government. They said, ''Here these fellows have 
gone in and sold to the Government direct and have forgotten you 
entirely. " We lost some business on that account, but it made no 
difference to us. 

Mr. Torrance. Senator McKellar, the inference that you drew 
awhile ago — ^I do not say you, but the impression gathered — ^was that 
Maj. McCubbin in his official capacity was endeavoring through 
collusion with us to drive our competitors out of business; that we 
would get these orders, and therefore we would continue, and they 
would be crushed out and have to sell out to, us at a low figure. 

Senator McKellar. Yes, that was the reasonable supposition. 

Mr. Torrance. I do not think it is; and I think it is very gracious 
of you to permit so much latitude. 

Senator McKellar. Oh, no; all we want is the facts. I do not 
want to do anybody injustice. 

Mr. Torrance, i es. Some time ago we decided that our concern 
was big enough. We are rather democratic on certain lines, my 
partner and I. We believe that every one is entitled to a chance to 
get along, and we are very fair to our competitors. Some of these 
very men who are complainants here, and are, if you will permit the 
term, disgruntled, have put their concerns before us, either directly 
or indirectly, for some years past. We have declined to buy them, 
as a matter of poUcy. We say we can do as much business and make 
as much money as we are entitled to and keep on friendly terms with 
our competitors. I want to say this, while it has not any bearing on 
the case otherwise, I know our relations with our competitors are 
extremely cordial and friendly. They do not, so far as I know, ever 
go to Pittsburgh without going to our place and making it their head- 
(quarters. I never heard a word from these people up to the present 
tune. 

There is another feature I understand is strange As I imderstand 
from the testimony, although I have nbt had a chance to read it, one 
witness stated that this was not of interest to him lately, because the 
Government business was being taken at a price lower than he could 

§et the other business, and that therefore he was willii^g to let tiie 
tandard do the rough plowi ig and the i come in at the finish when 
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he needed the business. That is rather unfair, it seems to me, to the 
concern that is doing this business for the Government. I do not 
want to put myself on a pedestal, but I think that is rather unfair to 
the company which is giving me employment and a good salary, in 
which I and my family are largely interested, and when it is attacked 
in its motives, 1 want to resent that. . I feel that very much. I have 
been 43 years witt this concern, and i ttiink it is extremely imf air for 
any one to take the assumption that Maj. McCubbin was there as a 
convenient tool for us, with the ulterior motive of crushing our com- 
petitors in business, the majority of whom, as I say, we can buy, 
po^esumably at our own price, at any time, an<i pay for with our own 
stocks, without the paying out of a dollar. 

Mr. Ahbens. The Chattanooga competitor offered to sell his plant 
to us some time ago. 

Mr. Tqbbance. Within a year. 

Mr. Ahrens. We declined to take it. And the National Sanitary 
also offered to sell to us, repeatedly. 

Senator McKellar. Is there anything else ? 

Mr. ToitRANCE. I think that is all, Senator. 

Senator McKellar. Did Col. WiUcutt or Maj. McCubbin write 

Jou or your company about this contract, after the thing came up 
ere? 

Mr. Ahrpns. Not to my knowledge. 

Senator McKellar. Did they request you personally to make a 
statement that you had no contract ? 

Mr. Ahrens. Yes; they did not ask me to make a statement, but 
they asked me if I had a contract and I said no. 

Senator McKellar. Have any deUveries been made on this 
supposed contract ? 

Mr. Ahrens. Not to my knowledge. I do not see how there could 
be. 

Senator McKellar. Do you know whether any dehveries have 
been made on these 25,000 sets ? 

Mr. Herth. No, sir. 

Senator McKellar. None have been, at all ? 

Mr. Herth. You refer to deUveries made applying on this supposed 
contract? 

Senator McKellar. Yes. 

Mr. Herth. Yes. 

Senator McKellar. Have any bathtubs been deUvered? 

Mr. Herth. When vou asked me yesterday; to get you information 
as to what material nad been shipped, I said I thought there had 
been. 

Senator McEIellar. That would be in substance the same things 
would it not ? 

Mr. Herth. We have sold bathtubs all along. We have 

Senator McKellar. Have any bathtubs been sold by your com- 
pany for the particular work we were discussing, when you were- 
discussing this particular contract ? 

Mr. Herth. For housing ? 

Senator McKellar. Yes. 

Mr. Herth. We have sol4 bathtubs for housing before and after* 
tills.

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Senator McKjillar. Was it the particular housing scheme for 
which those 25,000 sets were needed ? 

Mr. Herth. No, sir; not to my knowledge. My understanding of 
the housing scheme was that it was for all housing. I do not know 
whether we ever furnished anything to the Housii^ Bureau. When 
I spoke of the housing I meant for the Emergency Fleet department. 

Senator McKellar. What were your relations to Maj. McCubbin 
here ? Did you live together ? 

Mr. Herth. No, sir. 

Senator McKellar. Did you eat together ? 

Mr. Herth. It is charged that I took lunch with him every day. 
That is absolutely not so. I took lunch with him a number of times. 

Senator McKellar. Why did Col. Will'cutt issue an order that 
Maj. McCubbin was not to lunch with you ? 

Mr. Herth. I am not aware that such an order was given. 

Senator McKellar. Let me see; I will see what was said about it. 
I recollect something to that effect. 

Mr. Herth. I think that order was given applying to everyone in 
the department. I do not think for a moment that Col. Willcutt 
made that to apply to me personally. 

Senator McKellar. Did you stop lunching with him after that ? 

Mr. Herth. I do not know that I never had lunch with him after 
that. I would not say that. I have had lunch with him very 
seldom. 

Senator McKellar. Have you had lunch with him since this 
investigation ? 

Mr. Herth. I would not be positive. 

Senator McKellar. You do not know ? 

Mr. Herth. I would not know that. I probably have. 

Senator McKellar. Your relations were very intimate with him, 
of course, having been in the same employ with him and working for 
the same concern. There is not any aoubt in the world about tnat, 
is there ? » 

^Ir. Herth. I have known Maj. McCubbin between 15 and 16 
years. Mr. McCubbin was employed by us before the war and came 
imder my office. . I knew him very well, and whUe he was there, of 
<i0urse I saw him. I worked all the time and worked in the interest 
of my company and tried to get all the business I could, and also 
tried to serve my country, because I thought I was trying to do a 
patriotic duty; and when they place me in the position that that 
testimony has put me in it makes me feel very badly, because I had 
put myself on a pedestal and thought that 1 was rendering service 
to the Government that some of the others could not render or did 
not try to render, because I do not think I have done anything wrong, 
or that my company has done anything wrong, in the business that 
we have taken from the Construction Division. 

Senator McKellar. Who fixed the prices at which the Government 
bought ? 

Mr, Herth. Those prices were always fixed at Pittsburgh. My 
contention to my people — and we have had a number of meetings — 
was "Make a prioe that you are satisfied with, and if you get the 
business you get it, and if you lose it you are satisfied to lose it." 

Senator McKellar. In other words, no price that your company 
fixed was changed by the Construction Department, was it ? 
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• Mr. Hbrth. No, sir; absolutely not. :■' 

Senator McKellar. In other words, when you made a price on 
bathtubs they took that price, and when you made a price on sihks 
the Gro vernment took that price ? 

Mr. Herth. Absolutely; every price I have quoted. When they 
asked for quotations I made quotations. 

Senator McKellar. In those circumstances, why did the Govern- 
ment need a purchasing agent ? 

Mr. Herth. Why? 

Senator McKellar. Yes. I have been a business man as well as 
a lawyer and a poUtician, and my understanding of a purchasing 
agent is that he has something to do with purchasing. According to 
your statement Maj. McCubbm had about as much to do with fixing 
the prices as the man in the moon. I can not imagine why the Gov- 
ernment should pay Mr. McCubbin $4,000 a year and give him an 
honorable commission is 

Mr. Ahrens. May I answer that ? 

Mr. Herth. Let me answer it. 

Senator McKellar (continuing). And give him an honorable com- 
mission for simply confirming the prices that you made to the Gov- 
ernment. I thint that if you did the work, probably you would be 
entitled to that pay from the Government. 

Mr. Herth. Prooably they wanted me in the department, but I 
would not take a position in the department. I think you have one 
thing in your mind, enameled ware, and that is all you see. As Mr, 
Ahrens explained, that is merely part of the material bought by the 
department of which Maj, McCubbin is the head. 

Senator McKellar. Is he the head of the plumbing department ? 

Mr. Herth. Yes. There are many other things that come under 
that particular department. This $387,000 that you have here is a 
small proportion of the amount of material that was bought in that 
department. 

Senator McE^ellar. Did he buy it all from people who fixed the 
prices ? If so, why did not the Grovernment 

Mr. Herth. I do not know what you mean by fixing the prices, 
Mai. McCubbin never fixed any prices, so far as we are concerned. 

Senator McKjellar. That is just what you tell me, that you fixed 
the prices. 

Mr. Torrance. Let me interject something here. 

Senator McKellar. Yes. 

Mr. Torrance. Every concern of any magnitude has a purchasing 
aeent. The Government^ might I say, had degenerated mto a pur- 
chasing organization and was buying material, and had to have a 
. man to attend to it. 

Senator McE^ELLAR. Mr. Herth has testified that he sold to the 
Government at prices fixed by him. 

Mr. Torrance. Yes. 

Senator McKellar. Or rather, he deUvered to the Government at 
prices fixed by him. 

Mr. Torrance. Yes, the same as any other customer of ours. 

Senator McKellar. I do not see why the Government should need 
a purchasing agent, then. 

Mr. Herth. Let me tell you something about Maj. McCubbin. 
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Senator McKjbllar. The doo* is wide open. I will be glad to hear 
anythii^ you want to state. 

Mr. E&RTH. Maj. McCnbbin I have known fdr 15 or 16 ytears. He 
was brought up in the plumbing business by his father, ffis father 
died, of course, when he was avoung man. He was in the pltmxbing 
suppljr business, and he knew all thedetails of that businesp. Amoc^ 
the things that go to make it up the enameled ware is small. He was 
18 or 20 years m the plumbing supply business. Now, a^ age^t is 
wanted to find different materials lor the Government and ptirchltse 
them. He is not going to come to me and say, *'I want you to sell 
bathtubs for so much money,'' and to go to the soil pipe manxrffa-c- 
turer and say, *'I want you to sell soil pipe for so much.'' The soil 

Eipe manufacturer wouM have, as to any jobber, to set his price, 
[ai. McCubbin would have to be qualified to conduct these dealingd 
and to see where these particular orders were going. I would say 
that every manufacturer quoted his own price on things. 

Senator McKellar. Then his only province, so far as enameled 
ware was concerned, was to say where the order was going? 

Mr. Herth. I do not know whether he did it or tlie board of 
review did it. 

Mr. Ahrens. It was Maj. McCubbin's duty as purchasing agent 
for the Government in the plumbinff line, to collect all the pnces, 
to get prices, the best prices he could get, from the different manu- 
facturers, and then place this business that he had to place to the 
best advantage of the Government. It was his duty to get prices 
and to get the best prices for the goods, and then place his orders 
accordingly, price and' service both being taken into consideration. 

Mr. Herth. I think, though, his work was merely a matter of 
recommendation. I do not Imow that he did the placing. I never 
got an order signed by Maj. McCubbin. 

Mr. Ahrens. His recommendation would go very far. He admits, 
himself, that his recommendations always carried. 

Senator McKellar. Certainly. 

Mr. Ahrens. So that he was really the purchasing aeent, there is 
only one answer to that, and it was his duty as purchasing agent 
to get the best prices he could for the Government and the best 
service, and then place the business. 

Senator McKellar. Mr. Herth says he took such prices as were 
given him. 

Mr. Ahrens. As were sent to Mr. Herth from Pittsburgh? 

Senator McKj:llar. Yes; that were made in Pittsburgh; and the 
only service that I could see that Maj. McCubbin could perform to 
the Government, with the price equation out of it, was to allocate 
it to the firms that he wanted to get it: or, in other words, to pick 
which concerns should get the business. 

Mr. Herth. Of course if you want to put that interpretation on 
a purchasing man, if that is what a purcnasing man is. Of course 
that is not his concern. 

Senator McKellar. I am not asking you to put any interpretation 
on it, and I do not want to put any interpretation on it, out I am 
trying to find the facts. I am trying to ascertain the facts as to what 
Maj. McCubbin did. He certainly did not have anything to do with 
the price, because the price was fixed by your concern. 

Mr. Herth. Absolutelv not. 
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Seaatx^r McKella». Then, if he did not have anything to do with 
1^ price, what did he do ? You say he picked the concerns from 
whicm he bought. What else did he do ? I jtist want to know itiie 
facts. I do not know what he did. 

Mr. Torrance. I think Mr. Herth should say that he got prices 
froiki everybody else m the line. 

Mr. Herth. Of course, I presume he did do that, from everybody 
else in the particular line. Of course, that is the duty of the pur- 
chasing agent, to get the prices and make his recommendations where 
lie thinks he is best served. 

Senator McKellar. Mr. Herth, did you recommend Maj . MdOubbin 
for the place ? 

Mr. Herth. Did I recommend him for the place ? 

Senator McKellar. Yes. 

Mr. Herth. No, sir. I introduced him to Capt. Maddock and 
told him, ^'Here is a man,'' if he wanted him. They asked us for a 
man, as Mr. Torrance has testified. We sent Mr. Lambuiger down, 
and I do not know whether they did not take him because he came 
from Germany or because of any pro-German feeling that they thought 
he had, but he did not want the position. Maj. McCubbin was up 
here, and they wanted an expert man, and 'we said, ^^ Here is a man," 
and submitted him. As I understand, they had other people sent; 
they had had other concerns send people here or had asked other 
people to come here. I did not go to Maj. Hamilton, and he is the 
man who employed Maj. McCubbm. I did not know Maj. Hamilton 
at that time. 

Senator McKellar. You recommended him — took him up and 
told them he was a good man ? 

Mr. Herth. Yes. 

Mr. Torrance. They wanted a good man. Senator. 

Mr. Herth. Some time you said that you did not think that any 
but a disinterested man oiight to be in a position like that. You 
surely could not expect a shoemaker to go in and buy plumbing. 

Senator McKellar. No, but I womd expect the Government 
surely to employ a disinterested man to buy for it. 

Mr. Herth. Then, I doubt whether you would have any depart- 
ment at all. I doubt whether they have any man in the department 
who is qualified who did not come from some big house. I do not see 
how you are going to get a competent man unless you go to a big 
house for him. I do not know how we would have gotten this work 
^ong if we had gotten only disinterested people in all these lines. 

Senator McKellar. It would certainly have been done much 
more economically, and, I think, much better. 

Mr. Herth. I do not admit that, at all. It is not true as to the 
«nameled-ware line. 

Senator McKellar. There is just the difference between a man 
buying from himself and from other prople. You say you fixed the 
price. I hope it has been a reasonable price. I have not got your 
prices, and i do not know. 

Mr. Ahrens. You can have them any time you want them. 

Senator McKellar. When Mr. Ahrens gives me the amount of 
purchases the Government has made, we can tell something about 
prices; but this fact is disclosed hj your testimonv, that the Gov- 
ernment has had absolutely nothing in the world to do with the prices

which it has paid for these materials for Gk)vernmeiit housing pur- 
chased from you; that you have fixed those prices; that your com* 
pany has fixed those prices, absolutely. They were purchased imder 
prices that were fixed by you, and they were directed to be taken 
rrom you by a man who had been in your employ. 

Mr. Herth. When the Government asks you to make a quotation 
on an article and you submit a price, the Government does not make 
that price. You submit your quotation and you make your price. 

Mr. Ahrens. The Senator means that there was no competition. 

Senator McKellar. Absolutely no competition about it. 

Mr. Herth. Wait a minute, Senator. Do vou mean to say that 
the department had no other prices from anybody else ? 

Mr. Ahrens. Yes, there was competition, and that was the duty 
of Maj. McCubbin, to see that he got competition on prices. 

Mr. Herth. Wait a minute, Senator 

Senator McKellar. Let me get at that. I want to be absolutely 
fair. 

Mr. Ahrens. Yes. 

Senator McKellar. It was Maj. McCubbin's duty, in addition ta 
designating which person or firm should get the busmess, to see that 
there was competition between these concerns ? 

Mr. Ahrens. Yes, sir. 

Mr. Herth. I do not quite get you. You understand, I did not 
fix the price that the Government would purchase enameled ware for. 
The onfy thing I fixed was the price we would sell to the Government 
for. 

Senator McKellar. Those prices were never changed. 

Mr. Herth. My prices were never changed. 

Senator McKellar. You have already testified that those prices- 
were never changed; that they took the material at yom* prices. 
Your testimony says that. 

Mr. Ahrens. We did change prices as the market changed. 

Mr. Herth. You mean that our prices 

Mr. Torrance. The Government did not jew us down. 

Senator McKellar. They did not jew you down. 

Mr. Torrance. No. We make a price and stick to it. 

Senator McKellar. Have you changed prices since the first of 
July? 

Mr. Herth. I could not say as to that without looking at the 
record. 

Senator McKellar. Will you look and see what change has been 
made in prices since the 1st of July ? 

Mr. Herth. In making prices, I want you to imderstand that the 
only price we made was tne price at which we would sell enameled 
ware to the Government. 

Senator McKellar. Did you make any difference in the price at 
which you would sell to private persons and that at which you would 
sell to the Government ? 

Mr. Herth. Yes, sir. 

Mr. Torrance. There is where the whole trouble is, Senator. 

Senator McKellar. What difference did vou make 1 

Afr. Herth. I would not say that, Probably 15 per cent. All 
these other men had a perfect right to come in and work with the 
Government and give them their assistance. 
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
